To  His  Excellency,

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  presents  herewith  its 
Fifteenth  Annual  Report  covering  the  period  from  January  1, 
1913,  to  December  31,  1913. 

CHANGES  IN  THE  COMMISSION. 

On  December  1,  1913,  Honorable  John  T.  Michel  assumed 
the  duties  of  Commissioner  from  the  First  Railway  Commission 
District,  having  been  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  the  Honorable  Henry  B.  Schreiber. 

WORK  OF   THE   COMIVIISSION. 

The  extent,  variety  and  importance  of  the  worK  of  the  Com- 
mission is  indicated  by  the  mere  statement  that,  under  our 
laws,  the  services,  rates  and  practices  of  more  than  one  hundred 
corporations  serving  nearly  two  million  citizens  of  Louisiana. are 
within  supervisory-  and  regulatory  jurisdiction  ot  the  Com- 
mission. Multitudes  of  differences  and  complaints  arise  and 
will  continue  to  arise  and  these  the  Commission  is  daily  called 
upon  to  consider  and  adjust. 

The  placing  of  new  burdens  on  the  Commission  by  various 
acts  of  recent  legislatures,  in  broadening  the  scope  of  its  powers 
and  extending  its  jurisdiction  over  new  subjects,  and  also  the 
aw^akening  of  the  people  of  the  State  to  the  importance  of.  a 
more  strict  supervision  of  all  methods  of  public  service  have 
made  the  past  year  one  of  unusual  activity. 
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The  customary  number  of  intricate  and  complex  rate  ques- 
tions have' been  presented  and  it  is  believed  have  been  adjusted 
in  a  satisfactory  manner  to  all  concerned. 

Vast  numbers  of  freight  rates  have  been  reduced  and  only 
in  extreme  cases  have  any  advances  in  these  rates  been  counte- 
nanced. These  latter  have  been  allowed  only  when  positive  proof 
has  been  shown  that  the  cost  of  performing  the  service  has  been 
greater  than  the  revenue  derived  therefrom.  The  Commission 
in  exercising  its  powers  has  at  all  times  recognized  its  duty  to 
the  public  and  has  zealously  safeguarded  the  interests  of  the 
shippers.  The  Commission  considers  all  the  railroads  in  Louisi- 
ana necessary,  and  where  cases  have  been  offered  where,  only  by 
advances  in  rates  could  losses  be  prevented,  a  moderate  advance, 
as  an  act  of  simple  justice,  has  been  allowed.  In  the  rare  in- 
stances where  such  increases  have  been  sanctioned  it  can  be 
noted  that  the  carriers  interested  were  in  the  act  of  developing 
new  country.  Such  advances,  as  are  all  rates,  are  subject  to 
reduction  whenever  the  density  of  the  population  and  the  in- 
crease in  traffic  so  justifies. 

It  is  not  possible  in  the  scope  of  this  letter  to  exhibit,  in 
hardly  any  degree,  the  activities  of  the  Railroad  Commission 
during  the  past  year.  Matters  of  business  disposed  of  by  the 
Commission  and  its  subordinates  reach  into  the  thousands  each 
year.  The  cases  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission 
in  every  conceivable  way  and  relate  to  the  dealings  of  the  in- 
dividuals with  the  railroads  and  other  public  service  corpora- 
tions and  vitally  affect  their  interests.  This  is  a  most  useful 
feature  of  the  Commission's  work  and  it  is  desired  that  this 
policy  continue,  and  that  the  people  of  Louisiana  be  encouraged 
in  the  belief  that  the  Commission  provides  an  always  open 
tribunal  where  matters  over  which  it  has  been  given  jurisdiction 
may  speedily  be  determined. 

An  unusual  number  of  questions  affecting  interstate  rates 
has  reached  the  Commission  in  the  form  of  complaints  during 
the  past  year,  and  whenever  these  complaints  liave  Deen  of 
general  interest  to  the  State  the  Commission  has  taken  them 
up  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  through  its  special 
counsel.     The  special  counsel  for  the  Commission  is  also  an

Assistant  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  but  devotes  his  time 
exclusively  to  the  work^  of  the  Commission,  appearing  in  its 
behalf  both  in  the  Federal  and  State  courts,  and  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission;  and  at  all  times  the  Commis- 
sion receives  the  benefit  of  his  wide  experience  and  able  counsel. 

The  practice  among  corporations  under  the  Commission's 
control  of  contesting  orders  of  the  Commission  by  filing  suits 
to  set  them  aside,  in  State  and  Federal  courts,  has  grown  alarm- 
ingly ;  and  during  the  past  year  an  unusual  numner  of  suits  has 
been  filed.  Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  report  of  the 
.Vssistant  Attorney  General,  included  in  this  volume,  covering 
in  detail  the  status  of  the  cases  now  in  court  growing  out  of 
the  Commission's  orders,  and,  also,  the  disposition  of  such  cases 
as  have  finally  been  determined  or  otherwise  disposed  of  during 
the  year.  The  appropriation  totearry  on  this  most  important  part 
of  the  Commission's  work  is  entirely  too  meagre,  and  if  increased 
to  the  proper  proportions  would  greatly  enhance  this  most 
prominent  and  useful  feature  of  the  Commission's  activity. 

The  necessity  of  making  frequent  inspections  of  railroad 
properties  under  its  control  is  appreciated  by  the  Commission, 
but  lack  of  funds  has  prevented  the  making  of  these  inspections. 
The  interest  of  the  individual  shipper  in  the  momentous  prob- 
lems which  are  frequently  discussed  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  is  too  small  to  warrant  him  in  having  a 
personal  representative  present.  The  Commission's  special  coun- 
sel should  be  present  and  funds  should  be  provided  for  the 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  carrying  on  this  work. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  constantly  increases,  and  the 
Commission  finds  that  it  is  most  seriously  handicapped  on  ac- 
count of  scarcity  of  funds.  The  Legislature  should,  therefore, 
increase  the  yearly  appropriation  by  at  least  $5,000.00  for  the 
traveling  expenses  of  the  Commission,  its  Secretary  and  its 
counsel,  and  also  for  its  office  expenses,  in  order  tnat  the  work 
might  be  carried  on  properly.  When  it  is  realized  that  the 
questions  which  the  Commission  must  deal  with  involve  the  sav- 
ings of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  annually  to  the  snippers 
of  the  State,  this  amount  is  insignificant. 
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ORDERS  ISSUED  BY  THE  COMMISSION. 

During  the  year  1913,  the  Commission  adopted  one  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  orders,  establishing  rates  and  regulating  the 
service  of  the  corporations  under  its  control.  These  orders  are 
printed  in  full  in  this  volume. 

SAFETY  IN  RAILROAD  TRAVEL. 

The  Commission,  in  the  interest  of  safety  in  railroad  travel, 
inaugurated  a  campaign  of  investigation  into  the  advisability  of 
the  installation  of  a  system  of  block  signals,  as  far  as  conditions 
justify,  by  the  railroads  in  Louisiana.  The  investigation,  as 
far  as  it  has  gone,  has  been  most  thorough,  and  has  proceeded 
along  advanced  lines.  This  inquiry  was  begun  arter  a  number 
of  serious  accidents  had  occurred  on  several  railroads  in  the 
State.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  accidents  could  be  prevented 
and  the  Commission's  research  has  resulted,  so  far,  in  ordering 
the  installation  of  block  signals  on  three  of  the  most  important 
lines  in  the  State  which  had  not  already  been  provided  with 
efficient  block  systems.  In  all  matters  of  safety  and  the  forcing 
of  public  carriers  to  use  precautionary  measures,  this  Com- 
mission ranks  along  with  the  foremost  in  the  country. 

TELEPHONE  AND  TELEGRAPH  COMPANIES. 

The  telephone  service  in  Louisiana  continues  in  a  high  state 
of  development  and  improvement,  and  the  Commission  has  rarely 
been  called, upon  to  exercise  its  regulatory  power.  In  the  in- 
stances where  complaints  have  been  made,  informal  action  has 
been  sufficient  to  bring  about  the  desired  results. 

There  have  been  no  changes  of  consequence  in  the  telegraph 
rates  or  service  in  Louisiana  during  the  past  year. 

STEAMBOATS. 

Steamboat  transportation  on  the  waterways  m  tne  State  of 

■  Louisiana  continues  its  gradual  decline  and  has  become  of  such 

small  importance  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  disappearing,  except 

for  relatively  short  distances  on  only  a  few  of  the  navigable

Streams.  The  Commission  has  always  been  ready  to  grant  every 
opportunity  to  the  boats  to  increase  their  resources,  but  the 
traffic  has  not  increased,  and  the  indications  do  not  point  to 
any  improvement  in  the  immediate  future. 

A  statistical  table  has  been  prepared  showing  the  results  of 
the  operations  of  the  steamboats  that  have  made  reports  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1913.  This  table  will  be  round  in 
the  Appendix  Statistical  to  this  report. 

EULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  revised  to  January  1  are  printed 
as  a  special  appendix  to  this  report,  together  with  an  index 
thereto. 

SATISTICAL  DIVISIONS. 

From  the  sworn  annual  statements  made  to  the  Commission 
by  the  carriers  under  its  control  on  the  Commission's  prescribed 
forms,  valuable  statistical  data  has  been  gathered  and  compiled 
in  the  tables  which  form  the  last  appendix  to  this  report.  These 
tables  show  comprehensively  the  results  of  the  operations  of  the 
carriers  under  the  control  of  the  Commission. 

DECREASE  IN  MILEAGE. 

The  decrease  in  mileage  operated  of  the  railroads  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  in  Louisiana,  was  24.22  miles,  a 
decrease  of  .004  per  cent.  This  decrease  is  brought  about  chiefly, 
practically  solely,  by  the  recent  decision  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  denying  the  right  of  the  so-called  **tap 
lines"  to  participate  in  joint  through  rates  in  connection  with 
the  interstate  trunk  line  railroads.  Several  of  these  smaller 
roads  have  surrendered  their  charters  and  abandoned  the  field 
absolutely.  This  decrease  in  mileage  brings  the  total  mileage 
operated  in  Louisiana  on  June  30,  1913,  down  to  5,232.83  miles. 
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EARNINGS  OF  RAILROADS. 

Tht*  enruings  of  railroads  in  Louisiana  from  various  sources 
for  tile  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  wore  as  follows:

These  figures  do  not,  in  all  eases,  represent  the  exact  earn- 
ings for  Louisiana,  as  several  of  the  roads  which  run  a  short 
distance  into  or  through  other  states,  return  figures  for  their 
entire  line.  The  figures,  however,  are  nearly  correct,  and  show  a 
close  approximation  of  the  exact  total  earnings  of  railroads  on 
the  Louisiana  business.  The  proportion  of  the  interstate  busi- 
ness assigned  to  Louisiana  is  usually  determined  upon  an  oper- 
ated mileage  basis.  Some  of  the  lines,  however,  return  their 
figures  based  on  train  mileage. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES  OP  RAILROADS. 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  raihroads  in  Louisiana  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1913,  were  as  follows:

The  net  earnings  of  railroads  in  Louisiana  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1913,  were  $6,586,549.13,  an  increase  from  the 
previous  years  of  $303,411.81. 
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The  gross  revenues  of  railroads  in  Louisiaha  for  the  yt^^r 
ending  June  30,  1913,  were  $2,149,065.51  greater  and  the  oper- 
^  ating  expenses  were  $1,845,653.70  greater  than  tor  the  previous 
year. 

For  details  of  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  railroads  and 
other  corporations  under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  those 
who  are  interested  are  referred  to  the  statistical  tables  priesented 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  eflBcient  and  faithful  work  of  the  entire  oflice  force  is 
acknowledged  with  appreciation  by  the  Commission.

New  Orleans  &  Northeastern  Railroad  Company 
vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  contest  Order 
No.  1259,  adopted  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  requiring  new 
depot  to  be  built  at  Slidell,  on  location  selected  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Filed  July  25,  1911. 

After  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana,  dis- 
missing the  appeal  in  the  case  of  Brugier  vs.  Railroad  Commis- 
sion, plaintiffs  dismissed  this  suit,  and  proceeded  to  build  the 
depot  at  Slidell,  but  not  on  the  location  selected  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

No.  3074.  Southern  Express  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  and  set  aside  the  rates  estab- 
lished in  Order  No.  1351. 

The  order  was  complied  with  while  the  suit  was  pending. 

After  remaining  in  court  for  two  years,  no  action  having 
been  taken  by  plaintiff  beyond  the  filing  of  its  petition,  the  suit 
was  dismissed  on  plaintiff's  motion,  on  the  suggestion  of  the 
defendant. 

No.  3221.  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steam- 
ship Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.     Suit  to 
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annul  and  set  aside  Order  No.  1474,  requiring  linen  covers  to 
be  placed  on  plush  seats  in  passenger  coaches. 

Filed  Januarj^  13,  1913. 

Subsequently  the  Railroad  Commission  modified  its  order  so 
as  to  require  only  the  backs  of  seats  to  be  protected  with  linen 
covers,  and  the  case  was  thereupon  dismissed  on  plaintiff's  mo- 
tion, and  the  order  complied  with. 

No.  3225.  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway 
Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul 
and  set  aside  Order  No.  1474,  requiring  linen  covers  to  be 
placed  on  plush  seats  in  passenger  coaches. 

Filed  January  15,  1913. 

Same  disposition  as  in  case  No.  3221; 

No.  3258.  State  of  Louisiana  vs.  Kansas  City  Southern  Rail- 
way Company.  Suit  to  collect  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  im- 
posed by  the  Commission  against  the  plaintiff  for  violation 
of  rules. 

After  filing  suit,  the  fine  was  settled,  and  the  suit  dismissed 
April  7,  1913. 

No.  3276.  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steam- 
ship Company  vs.  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit 
to  annul  and  set  aside  Order  No.  1505,  ordering  new  depot 
built  on  new  location  at  Houma. 

Filed  March  19,  1913. 

Pending  trial,  a  compromise  was  effected  between  the  Mayor 
and  citizens  of  Ilouma,  the  railroad  company,  and  the  Railroad 
Commission,  by  which  the  depot  is  to.be  built  in  a  time  specified 
in  the  Commission's  amended  order,  whereupon  the  suit  was, 
on  joint  motion,  dismissed. 

No.  3226.  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  vs. 
Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  and  set  aside 
Order  No.  1474,  requiring  linen  covers  to  be  placed  on  plush 
seats  in  passenger  coaches. 

Filed  January  17,  1913. 

Subsequently  the  Railroad  Commission  modified  its  order  so 
as  to  require  only  the  backs  of  seats  to  be  covered,  and  the  case 
was  thereupon  dismissed,  and  the  order  complied  with. 

No.  3405.  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Company  vs.  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  and  set  aside 
Order  No.  219,  relative  to  the  use  of  4000  pounds  of  ice  free  as 
a  preservative  for  shipments  of  ice  in  carloads.' 

Filed  September  16,  1913. 
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The  Commission's  ruling  here  contested  was  not  interpreted 
by  plaintiff  as  intended  by  the  Commission.  Upon  the  Com- 
mission *s  holding  that  the  4000  pounds  allowed  as  a  preservative 
was  not  to  be  included  as  a  part  of  the  shipment,  the  suit  was 
dismissed  on  plaintiff's  motion. 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  DISTRICT  COURT,  EASTERN  DISTRICT  OP 
LOUISIANA,  BATON  ROUGE  DIvisiON. 

No.  23.  The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  and  set  aside  Order 
No.  1477,  reqi^iring  train  No.  52  to  stop  at  Gross  Tete  station,  on 
flag. 

Filed  December  10,  1912. 

Dismissed  April  19,  1913,  on  plaintiff's  motion,  the  order 
being  complied  with  without  prejudice  to  any  future  cases  that 
may  arise  in  which  it  is  sought  to  require  interstate  trains  to 
stop  at  small  places. 

IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  the  Kansas  City 
Southern  Railway  Company,  and  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  & 
Southern  Railway  Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisi- 
ana. Suit  to  annul  Orders  Nos.  476  and  477,  fining  each  of  the 
complainants  $2000  for  charging  higher  rates  than  established 
by  the  Commission  on  staves  shipped  from  Louisiana  points  to 
New  Orleans,  intended  for  export. 

In  this  case,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  held

The  Shreveport  rate  cases. 

As  a  result  of  the  order  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, in  the  case  of  J.  J.  Meredith  et  al.  vs.  the  Houston  & 
Shreveport  Railroad  Company  et  al.,  known  as  the  Shreveport 
rate  case,  the  railroads  appealed  to  the  Commerce  Court  under 
the  titles  above  given. 

The  Commerce  Court  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sion, holding  that  the  Commission  had  the  power  to  order  car- 
riers to  discontinue  discrimination  against  interstate  shippers 
which  resulted  from  the  application  of  lower  rates  for  similar 
distances  within  the  State  of  Texas  than  applied  in  the  opposite 
direction  from  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  to  Texas  points. 

Appeals  were  taken,  by  the  carriers  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
These  cases  will  be  reviewed  later  in  this  report.  They  are  re- 
garded by  many  prominent  lawyers  and  members  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  and  of  State  Commissions,  as  the 
most  important  rate  cases  ever  presented  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court. 

They  were  conducted  by  special  counsel,  Mr.  Luther  M.  Wal- 
ter of  Chicago,  and  Col.  R.  G.  Pleasant,  the  Attorney  General, 
planned  the  proceedings,  and  has  given  his  personal  attention 
to  the  legal  questions  involved,  since  the  institution  of  the  cases 
before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  through  all  the 
courts,  and  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
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The  cases  were  arched  before  and  submitted  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  on  October  29,  1913,  and  before  this 
report  is  distributed  the  court's  decision  will  probably  be  an- 
nounced.

The  Tap  Line  Cases. — These  cases  are  known  as  the  tap  line 
cases  and  were  appealed  to  the  Commerce  Court  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  declaring  them  to 
be  7oint  facilities  as  to  the  proprietary  lumber  companies,  owning 
their  stock. 

The  Railroad  Commission  having  intervened  before  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  in  behalf  of  the  Louisiana  tap  lines 
which  were  performine  a  public  service,  directed  that  interven- 
tions be  filed  in  the  cases  in  the  Commerce  Court,  involving  the 
status  of  the  Louisiana  incorporated  railroads,  and  the  unincor- 
porated railroads  whose  service  to  the  public  is  considered  of 
<?reat  value  in  the  development  of  the  sections  through  which 
they  operate.  Interventions  were  therefore  filed  in  the  four 
eases  above  named,  briefs  were  filed,  and  counsel  appeared  and 
took  part  in  the  oral  argument  before  the  Court.  On  November 
26,  19J3,  th*^  Commerce  Court  handed  down  its  decision,  in 
which  it  held  that  common  ownership  or  control  of  a  lumber 
mill  and  a  railroad  cannot  be  prohibited  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  nor  made  the  basis  of  a  denial  to  the  railroad 
of  rights  accorded  to  another  road  not  so  owned. 

It  was  also  held  that  a  reasonable  division  out  or  joint  through 
rates  cannot  be  denied  a  common  carrier  for  transportation 
services  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Coifimission  because  of  any 
past  or  present  derelictions,  or  even  the  fear  of  further  viola- 
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tions  of  law.  The  decision  of  the  Commerce  Court  was  a  dis- 
tinct victory  for  the  tap  lines,  and  as  the  Railroad  Commission 
had  taken  their  sides  in  the  litigation  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  and  the  Commerce  Court,  it  is  likewise  a 
victory  for  the  principles  which  were  insisted  upon  by  the  Louisi- 
ana Commission  through  its  counsel.  The  cases  have  been  ap- 
pealed by  the  United  States,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  will  be  argued  there  about  the  24th  of  Feb- 
ruary. 

Should  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  affirm  the 
decision  of  the  Commerce  Court,  the  Louisiana  Commission  may 
justly  claim  much  of  the  credit,  through  its  activities,  for  saving 
to  the  State  approximately  one  thousand  miles  of  first-class  rail- 
roads, in  so  far  as  their  physical  condition  is  concerned — rail- 
roads which  in  time  must  necessarily  become  important  in  the 
permanent  development  of  those  sections  which  are  being  de- 
nuded of  their  forests  and  transformed  into  agricultural  regions. 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  DISTRICT  COURT. 

Xo.  49.  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  vs.  Railroad 
Conunission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  and  set  aside  Order 
No.  295,  Rule  Xo.  27,  requiring  that  '*No  railroad  company 
operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  refuse  or  decline  to 
switch  cars  lor  any  other  railroad  with  which  it  connects,  for 
f\ny  shipper,  or  consignee,  at  rates  approved  or  established  by 
the  ('on)inission,  whether  such  cars  are  loaded  or  empty,  or 
whether  such  cars  are  to  be  loaded  with  freight  to  be  shipped 
out  of  the  State,  or  are  loaded  with  freight  shipped  into  the

This  case  was  filed  February  10,  1904.  It  was  among  the 
unfinished  cases  turned  over  to  this  department  in  1911.  It  was 
difficult  to  secure  any  evidence,  and  the  original  complainant 
appeared  to  have  lost  interest  in  the  case.  However,  on  account 
of  the  great  importance  of  the  principle  involved,  it  was  agreed 
between  counsel  to  submit  the  case  on  the  pleadings  with  an 
agreed  statement  of  facts.  It  was  argued  on  April  18,  1913,  and 
on  January  19,  1914,  Judge  Foster  signed  a  decree  recalling  the 
injunction  issuecl  and  sustaining  the  Commission's  order  and 
rule.    Xo  appeal  has  as  yet  been  taken. 

Xo.  59.  The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  Order  Xo.  553,  of 
August  6,  1906,  reducing  rates  o*n  sugar  cane,  filed  August 
30,  1906. 
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lu  this  case,  the  master  filed  a  report  which  was  against  the 
Commission's  rates.  Upon  exceptions  filed  to  this  report,  Hon. 
Rufus  E.  Foster,  Judge  of  the  United  States  District  Court  for 
the  Eastern  District  of  Louisiana,  held,  after  its  submission  on 
brief  and  oral  argument,  that  the  findings  of  the  master  that 
the  rates  fixed  by  the  Commission  were  unreasonable  should  be 
sustained,  and  the  injunction  prayed  for  granted.  This  decision 
was  rendered  on  February  1,  1914,  and  the  furtner  proceedings 
will  be  noted  in  our  next  report. 

CASES  IN  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Shreveport  Rate -Case. 

No.  567.  (October  term,  1913.)  Houston  East'&  West  Texas 
Railway  Company  and  Houston  &  Shreveport  Railroad  Com- 
pany et  al.  vs.  the  United  States,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission et  al. 

This  case  is  known  as  the  Shreveport  rate  case,  and  was  ap- 
pealed from  the  decision  of  the  Commerce  Court  by  the  rail- 
roads. As  formerly  stated  in  this  report,  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  on  the  complaint  of  J.  J.  Meredith,  Henry 
B.  Sehreiber  and  Shelby  Taylor,  Railroad  Commissioners  of 
Louisiana,  investigated  the  rate  situation  from  Shreveport  to 
Texas  points,  and  found  that  class  rates  complained  of  out  of 
Shreveport  to  points  oy  lines  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  and  of  the 
Houston  East  &  West  Texas  Railway,  were  unjust  and  unreason- 
able; these  rates  were  very  materially  reduced  and  the  Com- 
mission's order  prescribed  reasonable  class  rates,  as  maximum 
rates,  from  Shreveport  to  the  several  stations  in  eastern  Texas 
on  the  lines  of  the  appellants  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway. 

The  Commission  found  that  the  relation  of  rates  upon  articles 
taking  commodity  rates  was  unjust  and  unreasonable  by  reaspn 
of  the  fact  that  a  much  higher  basis,  mile  for  mile,  was  applied 
from  Shreveport  than  from  competing  points  in  Texas  to  desti- 
nations of  the  same  distance  with  no  dissimilarity  in  transporta- 
tion conditions.  The  carriers  were  required  to  maintain  no 
higher  commodity  rates,  mile  for  mile,  from  Shreveport  to  Texas 
points  than  were  maintained  from  Dallas  and  Houston  to  points 
an  equal  distance  therefrom  in  eastern  Texas. 

The  third  provision  of  the  order  required  the  same  rules 
and  practices  concerning  the  concentration  of  Texas  cotton  at 
Shreveport  as  was  contemporaneously  observed  by  the  carriers 
on  cotton  concentrated  in  Texas. 

The  carriers  abandoned  their  attack  against  the  first  and 
third  clauses  of  the  order  and,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  challenged 
only  that  portion  of  the  order  which  required  commodity  rates 
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from  Shreveport  to  Texas  destinations  to  be  equalized  with  rates 
from  competing  Texas  points. 

The  great  question  in  this  case  is  the  power  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  after  investigation,  through  ap- 
propriate order,  to  require  carriers  to  remove  discriminations 
in  rates  against  interstate  shippers,  resulting  from  the  applica- 
tion witliin  the  State  of  Texas  of  rates  prescribed  by  the  Texas 
Railroad  Commisison,  from  Dallas,  Fort  Worth,  and  other  dis- 
tributing centers  to  Texas  points,  which  are  lower  than  apply 
for  similar  distances  over  the  same  railroads,  in  an  opposite  di- 
rection from  Shreveport. 

The  case  was  exhaustively  argued  before  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  on  October  29,  1913,  by  Hon.  Ruffin  G. 
Pleasant,  Attorney  General,  and  Mr.  Luther  M.  Walter  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  for  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana ;  Mr. 
Denison,  Assistant  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  United  States;  Mr.  P.  E.  Farrell,  Special  Attorney,  inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  for  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, and  Judge  Hiram  M.  Garwood,  of  Houston,  for  the 
carriers.  The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Gov- 
ernment, through  their  respective  solicitors,  contended  for  the 
upholding  of  the  decision  of  the  Commerce  Court,  and  the  ruling 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  to  which  the  carriers 
urged  the  objection  that  the  Commission  was  without  authority 
to  make  the  order  in  contest. 

The  importance  of  this  case  to  the  State  of  Louisiana,  as 
well  as  to  other  States  having  cities  located  on  their  border 
lines,  is  beyond  comprehension  except  to  those  who  have  closely 
studied  the  results  of  arbitrary  state  action,  in  seeking,  through 
rate  regulations,  to  give  to  its  own  citizens  advantages  in  local 
territory. 

It  is,  unquestionably,  the  most  important  rate  case  which  has 
ever  been  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
for  decision. 

A  decision  is  expected  at  an  early  date. 

Cotton  Seed  Rate  Case, 

No.  186.  The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana. 

This  case  was  appealed  by  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany from  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals,  affirming  a  decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court 
for  the  Eastern  District  of  Louisiana,  Baton  Rouge  Division, 
sustaining  Order  No.  484  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisi- 
ana, adopted  December  21,  1905,  establishing  a  mileage  tariflf  of 
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rates  on  cotton  seed  and  cotton  seed  products  to  apply  between 
points  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway. 

The  case  was  argued  by  the  writer  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  on  January  23,  1914.  The  rates 
established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  order  contested 
have  never  been  put  into  effect,  and  consequently  should  the 
Supreme  Court  affirm  the  decision  of  the  two  lower  courts  up- 
holding^ the  Commission's  rates  as  valid,  the  shippers  who  have 
paid  the  higher  rates  during  the  pendency  of  the  litigation 
should  have  no  diflTKiultj^  in  recovering  the  overcharges  so  col- 
lected. 

The  case  is  of  great  importance  to  the  cotton  seed  producers 
and  the  oil  mills  along  the  lines  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
in  Louisiana.

These  eases  are  known  as  the  '*Tap  Line  Cases,"  and  are  ap- 
peals and  cross  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Commerce  Court, 
rendered  November  25,  1913,  previously  discussed  in  this  report. 
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The  cases  are  assigned  for  argument  on  March  15,  when 
the  writer  will  appear  for  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 
to  argue  the  questions  of  public  interest  involved. 


In  my  three  years  as  counsel  for  the  Railroad  Commission,  hav- 
ing been  specially  assigned  to  this  work  by  the  Attorney  General, 
I  have  been  entrusted  with  many  impotant  informal  adjustments, 
in  which  litigation  would  have  followed  unsatisfactory  results. 

The  most  important  of  these  perhaps  was  the  express  rates 
and  service  from  Louisiana  points  along  the  Illinois  Central  Rail- 
road, to  northern  and  eastern  destinations.  The  complaints  were 
as  to  interstate  rates,  so  the  matter  was  referred  to  this  depart- 
ment, and  I  immediately  began  an  investigation.  The  officials  of 
the  American  Express  Company,  against  which  the  complaints 
were  directed,  from  the  first  intimation  of  the  complaint,  co- 
operated with  me  fully  and  a  conference  was  held  in  New  Orleans 
in  the  latter  part  of  November,  1913,  which  was  attended  by  the 
Vice  President  and  General  Manager,  Mr.  Taylor,  of  the  Ameri- 
can Express  Company  and  other  officials,  Chairman  Taylor, 
Commissioner  Michel,  Mr.  L.  Scala,  representing  numerous  ship- 
pers' organizations,  and  a  number  of  individual  shippers,  and  the 
writer.  The  complaints  were  fully  discussed,  and  the  Express 
Company  *s  officials  agreed  to  establish  effective  not  later  than 
February'  1st,  the  through  express  rates  desired,  to  furpish  equip- 
ment for  through  service,  without  breaking  bulk,  or  transferring 
in  transit,  and  also  to  increase  the  number  of  refrigerator  cars 
for  the  use  of  strawberry  shippers  at  least  25  per  cent,  for  the 
season  of  1914. 

The  shippers  were  well  pleased  with  this  adjustment,  which 
was  secured  by  co-operation,  and  the  results  will  be  highly  bene- 
ficial to  the  strawberry  and  early  vegetable  growers  along  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  in  Louisiana. 

It  will  be  noted  that  a  number  of  cases  have  been  dismissed 
from  the  do^'.kct  during  the  past  year,  by  consent,  or  on  plain- 
tiffs' motions.  In  each  and  every  case  so  dismissed,  the  order  of 
the  Commission  has  been  complied  with,  or  there  has  been  a  slight 
difference  as  to  the  wording  of  the  order  which  the  Commisi^ion 
has  willingly  changed,  without  affecting  its  authority,  or  lessen- 
ing the  results  it  has  sought  to  obtain. 

The  docket  is  well  crowded  at  all  times  with  Railroad  Com- 
mission cases;  but  the  cases  are  at  present  all  in  stages  of  pro- 
cedure in  various  courts  which  cannot  be  pressed,  except  the  few 
cases  in  the  Twenty-second  Judicial  District  Court  waiting  to  be 
tried. 

In  addition  to  the  trial  of  the  Commission's  cases,  I  have  as 
is  well  known  to  the  Commission,  rendered  a  great  number  of 
opinions  during  the  year,  upon  various  phases  of  the  Commis- 
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don's  work;  have  attended  all  sessions  of  the  Commission;  have 
in  many  cases  assisted  complainants  in  presenting  their  cases  to 
the  Commission,  and  have  conducted  the  prosecution  of  all  cases 
filed  by  the  Commission  on  its  own  motion. 

The  volume  of  work  coming  immediately  under  my  divi- 
sion, has  increased  vastly  in  the  last  three  years,  and  I  am  with- 
out a  stenographer,  which  renders  it  necessary  that  I  should 
do  much  of  my  office  work,  as  well  as  keep  up  the  legal  proceed- 
ings in  the  various  courts  and  cases  in  my  charge. 

The  business  of  the  last  year  has  called  me  frequently  to  New 
Orleans,  to  Washington,  and  to  various  places  in  the  State,  to  ap- 
pear before  courts  and  commission,  or  to  interview  important 
witnesses,  and  make  investigations  in  cases  pending  in  courts. 

I  am  enabled,  by  an  allowance  from  the  Attorney  General, 
who  in  every  way  facilitates  the  work  of  this  division,  to  employ 
a  young  man  to  assist  me  for  a  few  hours  in  the  afternoons.  But, 
as  efficient  as  he  may  be,  this  is  not  satisfactory.  During  my  ab- 
sence from  Baton  Rouge,  my  office  is  necessarily  closed,  and  im- 
portant matters  reaching  my  office  would  remain  unnoticed  and 
unattended  to  until  my  return  except  for  the  courtesy  of  the 
efficient  secretary  of  the  Commission,  Hon.  Henry  Jastremski, 
who  after  concluding  his  arduous  duties,  gives  personal  atten- 
tion to  my  mail,  thus  obviating  many  delays  in  important  mat- 
ters. 

The  litigation  which  falls  to  this  division  is  great  in  volume 
and  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  some  provision  should  be 
made  by  the  next  legslature  for  an  appropriate  amount  to  pay 
the  office  expenses,  and  the  salary  of  a  stenographer,  for  this 
office,  in  order  that  important  matters  may  not  be  delayed.  The 
brief  work  alone,  during  the  past  year,  has  been  sufficient  to  de- 
mand a  stenographer  much  of  the  time. 

I  mention  this,  because  at  the  proper  time,  the  Commission 
may,  being  acquainted  witl^  the  conditions,  assist  in  securing  an 
appropriation  suffi<iient  for  the  actual  needs  of  this  office. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  expess  my  gratitude  to  the  members 
of  the  Commission,  and  its  secretary  for  the  uniform  courtesy 
and  co-operation  extended  me  since  my  assignment  as  their  spe- 
cial counsel.

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COMPILER'S  NOTE. 


.  The  laws  contained  hereiji  relate  specially  to  thp  pow,ers  and 
duties  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  The  work  is 
not  presented  as  a  complete  compilation  of  all  the  railroad  laws 
in  Louisiana,  for  the  reason  that  there  are  many  Articles  of  the 
Constitution  and  acts  of  the  legislature  which,  while  they  bear 
generally  upon  the  railroad  and  other  public  service  corpora- 
tions, do  not  affect  the  operation  and  duties  of  such  corporations. 
Some  legislative  acts  have  been  included  which  are  not  en- 
forceable by  the  Railroad  Commission,  but  on  account  of  their 
relation  to  the  Commission's  powers  and  duties,  have  a  direct 
bearing  upon  the  subject  of  State  regulation  and  control.

THE  CONSTITUTION  OF  1913 


ARTICLES  RELATING  TO  THE  COMMISSION  AND  DEFINING  ITS 
DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

[The  Commission  was  orlgrinally  created  by  the  Constitution  of  1898, 
Articles  ^83  to  289,  inclusive.  The  Constitution  of  1913  re-adopted  these 
articles,  as  amended  by  various  acta  of  the  Lesrislature  from  1898  to 
1913,  inclusive.] 


Railroad,  Express,  Telephone*  Telegraph,  Steamboat  and  Sleeping  Car 
Company  Commission. 

Art.  283.  A  Eailroad,  Express,  Telephone,  Telegraph,  Steam- 
boat and  other  Water  Craft,  and  Sleeping  Car  Commission,  is 
hereby  created ;  to  be  composed  of  three  members,  to  be  elected 
I'rom  the  districts  hereinafter  named,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the 
Congressional  election.  The  commissioners  from  each  district 
bhall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  six  years.  The  terms  of  the 
present  Commissioners  shall  expire  as  follows:  1st  District, 
1916;  2nd  District,  1914,  and  3rd  District,  1918.  They  shall 
le  known  as  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  The  Com- 
mission shall  meet  and  open  an  ofiSce  and  have  its  domicile  at 
Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  chairman, 
and  may  appoint  a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred 
ctuUars  per  annum,  and  may  meet  and  hold  regular  or  special 
hearings  at  such  other  places  as  they  may  find  necessary. 

Art.  284.  The  power  and  authority  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
<Mimmission,  and  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty,  to  adopt,  change 
or  make  reasonable  and  just  rates,  charges  and  regulations,  to 
govern  and  regulate  railroad,  steamboat  and  other  water  craft, 
f*nd  sleeping  car,  freight  and  passenger  tariffs  and  service,  ex- 
press rates,  and  telephone  and   felegraplT  charges,  to  correct 
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abuses,  and  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the 
rates  for  the  same,  on  the  different  railroads,  steamboat  and 
other  water  craft,  sleeping  car,  express,  telephone  and  tele- 
graph lines  of  this  State,  and  to  prevent  ^uch  companies  from 
charging  any  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate  for  the 
like  kind  of  property  or  passengers,  or  messages,  for  a  shorter 
than  a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  unless  authorized 
by  the  commission  to  do  so  in  special  cases;  to  require  all  rail- 
roads to  build  and  maintain  suitable  depots,  switches  and  ap- 
purtenances, wherever  the  same  are  reasonably  necessary  at 
stations,  and  to  inspect  railroads  and  to  require  them  to  keep 
their  tracks  and  bridges  in  a  safe  condition,  and  to  fix  and  ad- 
just rates  between  branch  or  short  lines  and  the  great  trunk 
lines  with  which  they  connect,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by 
having  the  penalties  hereby  prescribed  inflicted  through  the 
proper  courts  having  jurisdiction. 

The  commission  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  enforce  such 
reasonable  rules,  regulations,  and  modes  of  procedure,  as  it 
may  deem  proper  for  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and  to  hear 
and  determine  complaints  that  may  be  made  against  the  classi- 
fication or  rates  it  may  establish,  and  to  regulate  the  mode  and 
manner  of  all  investigations  and  hearings  of  railroad  companies 
and  other  parties  before  it,  in  the  establishment  of  rates,  or- 
ders, charges,  and  other  acts,  required  or  authorized  by  these 
provisions.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  summon  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  swear  witnesses,  and  to 
compel  the  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  take  testimony 
under  commission,  and  to  punish'  for  contempt  as  fully  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  the  district  courts. 

Art.  285.  If  any  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph, 
steamboat  and  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  company,  or 
other  party  in  interest,  be  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  or  fix- 
ing of  any  rate,  classification,  rule,  charge,  order,  act  or  regu- 
lation, adopted  by  the  Commission,  such  party  may  file  a  petition 
setting  forth  the  cause  of  objection  to  such  decision,  act,  rule, 
rate,  charge,  classification  or  order,  or  to  either  or  to  all  of 
them,  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  domicile  of 
the   commission,   against   said   commission .  as   defendant,   and 
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either  party  to  said  action  may  appeal  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State,  without  regard  to  the  amount  involved,  and 
all  such  cases,  both  in  the  trial  and  appellate  courts,  shall  be 
tried  summarily,  and  by  preference  over  all  other  cases.  Such 
cases  may  be  tried  in  the  court  of  the  first  instance  either  in 
chambers,  or  at  term  time;  provided,  all  such  appeals  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Supreme  Court  within  ten  days  after  the  deci- 
sion of  the  lower  court;  and  where  the  commission  appeals,  no 
bond  shall  be  required.  No  bond,  advanced  costs  or  security  for 
costs  shall  be  required  of  said  Commission  in  any  case. 

Art.  286.  If  any  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph, 
.  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  company,  sub- 
ject heretOj  directly  or  indirectly,  or  by  any  special  rate,  re- 
bate, or  any  other  device,  sbaU  intentionally  charge,  demand, 
collect,  or  reeeive  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  a  greater 
or  less  compensation  for  any  service  rendered  by  it,  than  it 
charges,  demands  or  receives  from  any  other  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  for  doing  a  like  and  contemporaneous  service,  or 
shall  violate  any  of  the  rates,  charges,  orders,  rules  or  decisions 
of  said  Commission,  such  railroad,  or  steamboat,  or  other  water 
craft,  express,  tele^aph,  telephone,  or  sleeping  car  company, 
shaU  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  not  less  than  One  Hundred 
Dollars  nor  more  than  Five  Thousand  Dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  suit  of  the 
State,  at  the  domicile  of  the  commission. 

Provided,  that  every  order  or  decision  of  the  commission 
fixing  and  establishing  a  rate  or  charge  for  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  freight,  or  for  the  transmission  of  messages 
or  conversations  by  telephone  or  telegraph,  within  the  State 
shall  go  into  effect  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  com- 
mission and  shall  remain  in  effect  and  be  complied  with,  unless 
and  until  set  aside  by  the  commission,  or  by  a  final  judgment 
of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  rendered  on  final  trial 
in  a  suit  to  set  aside  and  annul  the  same. 

Provided,  that,  whenever  any  rate,  charge,  rule,  regulation, 
order  or  decision  of  the  commission  is  contested  in  court,  as 
provided  by  this  Constitution,  or  by  any  amendment  thereto, 
and  the  same  is  maintained  on  final  trial  by  a  court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction,  the  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steam- 
boat or  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  company,  or  corpo^ra- 
tion  contesting  the  same,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State 
of  Louisiana  the  suta  of  not  less  than  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars, 
nor  more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  per  day,  for  each  day 
that  the  putting  into  effect  and  operation  of  the  rate,  order, 
charge,  rule,  regulation,  or  decision  of  the  commission  may 
have  been  suspended  by  such  suit,  to  be  found  and  adjudged 
by  the  court  in  which  such  suit  may  be  brought;  and  in  all 
such  cases  tlie  said  court  shall,  in  its  judgment,  maintaining 
said  rate,  charge,  rule,  regulation,  drder  or  decision,  enter  up 
a  decree  and  judgment  against  th^  plaintiff  therein,  condemn- 
ing such  plaintiff  to  pay  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  the  amount 
of  the  said  penalty  of  forfeiture  so  found  and  adjudged  by  it, 
which  amount,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  attorney's  fees 
provided  by  this  Constitution,  shall,  wh^n  collected,  be  paid 
into  the  State  treasury  for  account  of  the  General  School  Fund 
of  the  State.  The  power  and  authority  of  the  commission  shall 
affect  and  include  not  only  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
freight,  express  matter,  and  telegraph  and  telephone  messages 
between  points  within  this  State,  and  the  use  of  such  instru- 
ments within  this  State,  but  shall  also  affect  and  include  all 
matters  and  things  connected  with  and  concerning  the  service  to 
be  given  by  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat 
and  other  water  craft,  and  sleeping  car  companies,  and  corpo- 
rations in  the  State,  and  their  operations  within  the  State. 

Art.  287.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  members 
of  the  commission  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant, 
and  their  actual  traveling  expenses,  and  those*  of  their  secretary; 
which  expenses,  and  the  salary  of  the  secretary,  shall  be  paid 
on  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  of  the  commission  on  a  sworn 
statement  of  their  correctness. 

Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  railroad,  express,  telegraph, 
telephone  and  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  or  other  compa- 
nies, from  serving  free  of  cost,  or  at  reduced  rates,  the  State 
or  any  city,  parish,  or  town  government,  or  any  charitable  pur- 
pose, or  any  fair  or  exposition,  or  any  destitute  or  indigent

person,  or  the  issuance  of  mileage  or  excursion  tickets;  nor 
to  prevent  railroads,  steamboats  or  other  water  craft,  from  giv- 
ing free  transportation  to  ministers  of  religion,  or  inmates  of 
hospitals,  or  to  railroad  oflScers,  agents,  employes,  attorneys, 
stockholders  or  directors,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  this 
Constitution. 

Art.  288.  The  General  Assembly  may  add  to  or  enlarge 
the  powers  and  duties  of  said  commission,  or  confer  other  pow- 
ers and  duties  on  them  and  may  also  provide  additional  clerical 
or  other  assistance  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  said  commission,  and  may  add  other 
penalties  to  make  the  work  of  said  commission  effective. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General  and  the  various 
District  Attorneys,  to  aid  said  Commission  in  all  legal  matters, 
for  which  they  shall  receive  not  exceeding  25  per  cent  of  all 
fines  and  forfeitures  collected  by  them;  provided,  the  Commis- 
sion may  employ  other  attorneys  in  lieu  of  these  oflScers  on  like 
terms. 

No  person  in  the  service  of,  or  attorney  for,  any  railway, 
express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft, 
sleeping  car  company  or  corporation,  or  pecuniarily  interested 
in  such  company  or  corporation,  shall  hold  the  oflBce  of  commis- 
sioner. 

The  fines  collected,  after  paying  the  attorneys'  fees  and  the 
costs  in  suits,  in  which  the  Commission  may  be  cast  for  costs, 
shall  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury. 

Art.  289.  The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  three  Railway 
Commission  Districts,  and  one  Commissioner  shall  be  elected 
from  each  of  said  districts  by  a  plurality  of  the  voters  of  the 
respective  districts.  The  First  District  shall  comprise  the  par- 
ishes of  Orleans,  Plaquemines,  St.  Bernard,  Jeflferson,  St. 
Charles,  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  St.  James.  The  Second  Dis- 
trict shall  comprise  the  parishes  of  Iberville,  Ascension,  Assump- 
tion, Lafourche,  Terrebonne,  €t.  Mary,  Iberia,  St.  Martin,  La- 
fayette, Vermilion,  Cameron,  Allen,  Beauregard,  Jeflferson 
Davis,  Calcasieu,  Avoyelles,  St.  Landry,  Evangeline,  Pointe 
Coupee,  West  Feliciana,  East  Feliciana,  West  Baton  Rouge, 
East  Baton  Rouge,  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  Wash- 
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iiigton,  St.  Tanmiany  and  -Acadia.  The  Tiiird  District  shall 
comprise  the  parishes  of  Sapides,  Vernon,  Sabin^  Grant, 
Natchitoches,  Winn,  Bed  River,  DeSoto,  Caddo,  Bossier,  Web- 
ster, Bienville,  Concordia,  Caldwell,  Franklin,  Tensas,  Madi- 
son, Bdchland,  Ouachita,  Jackson,  Lincoln,  Union,  Morehouse, 
East  Carroll,  West  Carroll,  Claiborne,  La  Salle  and  Catahoula, 

ARTICLES  OF  THE  CON&TJTUTION  AFFECTJNQ  CORPORATIONS, 

NOT  ENFORCEABLE  BY  THE  RAILROAD  COMMISSION 

OF  LOUISIANA. 

Issuing  Passes  to  Public  OfFicsrs  FoH)iclden. 

Art.  191.  No  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  public 
officer,  or  person  elected  or  appointed  to  a  public  office  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  directly  or  indirectly,  ask,  demand, 
accept,  receive,  or  consent  to  receive,  for  his  own  use  or  benefit, 
(.r  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  another,  any  free  pass,  free  trans- 
portation, franking  privileges,  or  discrimination  in  passenger, 
telegraph,  or  telephone  rates,  from  any  person  or  corporation,  or 
make  use  of  the  same  himself  or  in  conjunction  with  another. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Article  shall 
forfeit  his  office,  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney  General,  or  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  to  be  brought  at  the  domicile  of  the  defendant, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  such  further  penalty  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Any  corporation,  or  officer,  or  agent  thereof,  who  shall  give, 
or  offer,  or  promise,  to  a  public  officer  any  such  free  pass,  free 
transportation,  franking  privilege,  or  discrimination,  shall  be 
liable  to  punishment  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney  General,  or 
District  Attorney,  to  be  brought  at  the  domicile  of  the  officer  to 
whom  such  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or 
discrimination  was  given,  offered  or  promised. 

No  person,  or  officer,  or  agent,  of  a  corporation,  giving  any 
such  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or  dis- 
crimination, hereby  prohibited,  shall  be  privileged,  from  testi- 
fying in  relation  thereto;  but  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  civil  or 
criminal  prosecution  therefor,  if  he  shall  testify  to  the  giving  of 
the  same. 
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CORPORATIONS  AND  CQRPOBATE  RIGHTS. 
Railroads  May  Connect  With,  Cross  or  Intersect  Each  Other. 
Art.  271.  Any  railroad  corporatioi^  or  association  organized 
for  the  purpose  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railroad  between  any  points  within  this  State,  and  connect 
at  the  State  line  with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad 
company  shall  have  the  right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect 
with  or  cross  any  other  railroad,  end  shall  receive  and  transport 
each  other's  passengers,  tonnage  and  cars,  loaded  or  empty, 
without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Railways  Dedarod  Public  Highways. 
Art.    272.    Railways   heretofore   constructed,    or   that   may 
hereafter  be  oonstructed  in  this  State,  are  hereby  declared  public 
highways,  and  railroad  companies  common  carriers. 

General  Offices  Must  Be  Maintained  in  Louisiana. 
Art.  273.  Every  railroad  or  other  corporation,  organized 
or  doing  business  in  this  State,  under  the  laws  or  authority 
thereof,  shall  have  and  maintain  a  public  office  or  place  in  this 
State  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  where  transfers  of 
etock  shall  be  made,  and  where  shall  be  kept  for  public  inspec- 
tion books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  subscribed,  the  names  of  owners  of  stock,  the  amounts 
owned  by  them  respectively,  the  amount  of  stock  paid,  and  by 
whom,  the  transfers  of  said  stock,  with  the  date  of  transfer,  the 
amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  the  names  and  places 
of  residenoe  of  its  officers. 

CONSOLIDATION    OF    RAILROADS   ORGANIZED   IN   THIS  STATE 
WITH   CORPORATIONS  OF  OTHER  STATES. 

Art.  274.  If  any  railroad  company,  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  shall  consolidate,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  with 
any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other 
State  of  the  United  States,  the  same  shall  not  thereby  become 
a  foreign  corporation,  but  the  courts  of  this  State  shall  retain 
jurisdiction  in  all  matters  which  may  arise,  as  if  said  consolida- 
tion had  not  taken  place.  In  no  case  shall  any  consolidation 
take  place  except  upon  public  notice  of  at  least  sixty  days  t») 
all  stockholders  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law.

ISSUANCE  AND  SERVICE  OF  THE  PROCESSES  OF  THE

ACT   No.    16   of   1900. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ENLARGED. 

AN  ACT 
To  carry  into  effect  Article  284  of  the  Constitution  in  order  to 
make  the  Work  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana 
more  effective,  by  providing  for  the  issuance  and  services 
of  notices  ot  witnesses  and  other  process  issued  by  it  and 
for  the  service,  execution  and  enforcement  of  the  same;  to 
fix  the  compensation  and  inode  of  payment  of  the  Sheriffs 
throughout  the  State  for  their  services;  and  to  provide  for 
the  punishment  for  contempt  of  the  authority  of  said  Com- 
mission. 

Notioet;    How  Served. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  in  all  cases  where  witnesses  are  re- 
quired to  attend  the  session  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  this 
State,  they  shall  be  notified  by  a  summons  issued  and  signed  by 
the  secretary  of  said  Commission,  and  bearing  the  seal  of  same, 
and  mailed  to  them,  or  which  shall  be  served  upon  them  when 
deemed  necessary,  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  Parish  where  they  reside 
or  where  they  may  be  found,  the  same  as  in  case  of  service  of  a 
notice  to  a  witness  in  a  civil  proceeding  as  prescribed  by  existing 
laws. 

Sheriffs  Shall  Execute  Orders  and  Processes. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  attachments  for 
witness  and  all  other  process  of  orders  issued  by  said  Railroad 
Commission  shall  be  issued  and  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  and  shall  bear  the  seal  of  said  Commission,  and 
sliall  be  excuted  and  enforced  by  the  Sheriffs  of  this  State  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  civil  proceedings  before  the  courts  of  this 
State. 

Contempt;  How  Punished. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Commission  to  fine  and  commit  to  the  Parish  Prison  of 
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the  Parish  where  the  Commission  may  be  in  session  at  the  time, 
any  witness  or  other  person  adjudged  to  be  in  contempt  of  the 
authority  of  said  Commission,  the  same  as  in  cases  of  contempt 
before  the  District  Courts  of  this  State. 

Neglect  or  Failure  of  Sheriff  to  Serve  Papers. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  all  cases  where 
eny  Sheriff  whose  duty  it  is  hereby  made  to  serve  or  execute  any 
notice,  order,  or  process  of  any  kind,  issued  by  said  Railroad 
Commission,  shall  fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  serve  or  execute  the 
same,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  said  Commission  shall  have  the 
right  to  select  another  Sheriff  to  serve  and  execute  its  notices, 
orders  and  process. 

Penalty  for  Neglect  or  Failure  of  SKerifF  to  Serve  Papers. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  any  Sheriff  who 
shall  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  execute  the  notices,  orders,  or 
process  of  said  Commission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
tor  such  neglect,  failure,  or  refusal  as  are  prescribed  in  the 
service  and  execution  of  similar  process  in  civil  cases. 

Compensation. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Sheriffs  through- 
out the  State  shall  receive  for  their  services  aforesaid  the  same 
compensation  as  in  the  service  or  execution  of  notices,  orders,  or 
process  of  a  similar  nature  in  civil  cases,  the  same  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  expense  of  said  Commission 
by  the  General  Assembly. 

Repealing  Clause. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  or  inconsistent  with  its  provisions 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


ACT  No.  24  OF  1904. 

POWER  TO  REGULATE  AND  CONTROL  JOINT  THROUGH  RATES. 

AN  ACT 

To  add  to  and  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad 

Commission  of  Louisiana,  so  as  to  give  it  control  over  and 

authority  to  regulate  joint  through  rates  and  charges  for 

freight  transported  by  railroads  and  other  common  car- 
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riers,  and  for  express  matter  carried,  and  telegraph  mes- 
sages and  telephone  communications  transmitted,  over  two 
or  more  lines  of  railroads  or  other  common  carriers,  express, 
telegraph  or  telephone  companies. 
Joint  Through  Railroad  Rates;  Power  to  CttabYish  and  Regulate. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  power  and  authority  is  hereby  vested 
in  and  given  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  its  duty  to  require  all  railroad,  and  o^her  common 
carriers  doing  business  in  this  State,  upon  the  demand  of  any 
person  or  persons,  firm,  partnership  or  corporation  to  adopt 
and  make,  and  thereafter,  when  necessary,  to  change,  reasonable 
and  just  joint  through  rates  and  charges  for  the  transportation 
of  freight  between  points  within  this  State,  whether  such  ship- 
ment be  made  entirely  by  railroads  or  by  water  transportation, 
or  partly  by  railroads  and  partly  by  water,  or  whether,  when 
made  by  railroads  alone,  such  freight  is  forwarded  in  carloads 
or  less  than  carload  shipments. 

Joint  Express,  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Rates. 

Sec.  2,  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  power  and  authority 
is  hereby  vested  in  and  given  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana,  €ind  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty,  to  require  all  express, 
telegraph  and  telephone  companies  or  corporations  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State  upon  the  demand  of  any  person  or  persons, 
firm,  partnership  or  corporation,  to  adopt  and  make,  and  there- 
after, when  necessary,  to  change,  reasonable  and  just  joint 
through  rates  and  charges  for  the  carriage  of  express  matter, 
and  the  transmission  of  messages  by  telegraph  and  communi- 
cation by  telephone  between  points  in  this  State ;  provided,  that 
nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  any  tele- 
phone or  telegraph  company  shall  be  required  to  connect  its 
wires  and  apparatus  with  the  wires  or  apparatus  of  any  other 
telephone  or  telegraph  company. 

Rates  and  Divisions;  How  Established. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  in  the  event  of  the 
Tailure  of  the  railroads,  and  other  common  carriers,  express, 
telegraph  and  telephone  companies  referred  to  in  this  Act  to 
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tstablish  reasonable  joint  through  rates  and  charges  for  trans- 
'K)rtation  of  freight  and  express  matter,  and  the  transmission  of 
communications  by  telegraph  and  telephone,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  upon  the  application 
of  any  person,  firm,  partnership  or  corporation,  to  adopt  and 
make  such  reasonable  and  just  rates  and  charges  for  the  trans- 
portation of  freight  carried  over  the  lines  of  two  or  more  con- 
recting  railroads  or  other  connecting  common  carriers,  or  for 
the  transportation,  over  the  lines  of  two  or  more  connecting 
express  companies,  or  the  transmission  of  communications  over 
two  or  more  connecting  telephone  or  telegraph  lines  in  this 
State;  and  all  such  rates  and  charges  thus  adopted,  made  and 
established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  shall  go 
into  effect  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  promulgated  by  publication  in  the  oflScial  journal  of  said 
Commission,  and  written  or  telegraphic  notice  given  to  such 
companies. 

ThiKy  Days  Allowed  for  Agr*«ing  on  Divisions. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  before  the  promul- 
gation of  such  rates  and  charges  thus  adopted  by  the  Railrcrad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  said  Commission  shall  notify  the  rail- 
roads and  other  common  cfarriers,  express,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone companies  interested,  of  the  proposed  schedule  of  joint 
through  rates  to  be  promulgated  by  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana  and  shall  allow  them  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter 
to  agree  upon  a  division  of  the  charges  provided  for  in  such 
schedule.  If  such  companies  or  corporations  fail  to  agree  upon 
a  division,  and  notify  the  Commission  thereof,  it  shall,  after  a 
liearing  of  the  companies  or  corporations  interested,  decide  the 
matter  and  determine  how  such  division  should  be  made. 

Repoaling  Ciause. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  and  parts 
of  laws  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  this  Act  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  tie  power  and 
authority  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Lou- 
isiana, and  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty  to  adopt,  change,  or  make

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ID  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  and  it  is  hereby  made 
its  duty  to  appear,  through  any  of  its  Commissioners,  or  its  Sec- 
retary, or  by  a  duly  authorized  attorney,  before  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  at  Washington,  D.  C,  or  at  any  other 
place  where  the  said  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  might 
be  holding  a  session,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana,  the  interests  of  shippers  or  con- 
signees in  the  State  of  Louisiana  may  require  it. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

)Limit  Within  Which  Suits  to  Set  Asid^  Orders  of  tho  Commifsion  Most 

Be  Filed  in  Order  to  Suspend  the  Order. 

AN  ACT

craft,  or  sleeping  car  cowipany,  or  other  individual  corporation 
or  carrier,  under  its  jurisdiction  or  contrpl,  or  requiring  the 
performance  of  any  act  by  any  such  railroad,  .expr,ess,  telephone, 
telegraph,  steamboat,,  or  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  com- 
pany, or  other  individual,  company  or  corporation,  shall  be  oper- 
ative and  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  time  fixed 
?or  the  same  to  become  effective  by  the  said  Railroad  Commission 
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of  Louisiana,  unless  such  orders  be  thereafter  changed,  altered, 
modified,  or  set  aside  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  if  any  railroad, 
express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft, 
or  sleeping  car  company,  or  individual,  corporation  or  carrier, 
under  the  control  or  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission,  or  other 
party  in  interest,  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  any  order  entered  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  adopting,  fixing,  cnang- 
ing,  altering,  or  modifying,  any  rate,  classification,  rule,  charge, 
or  general  regulation,  such  dissatisfied  company,  corporation,  or 
individual,  may,  within  three  months  after  any  such  order  is 
made  and  becomes  effective  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Lou- 
isiana, and  not  thereafter,  file  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, at  the  domicile  of  .the  Commission,  a  petition  setting  forth 
therein  the  particular  cause  or  causes  of  objection  to  the  order 
or  regulation  of  the  said  Commission,  so  complained  of.  All 
such  cases  shall  be  tried  in  the  same  manner  as  civil  cases,  and 
shall  be  given  precedence  over  all  other  civil  cases  in  the  said 
court,  and  shall  be  heard  and  determined  as  speedily  as  possible 
to  the  end  that  the  public  interests  may  not  sutfer  by  reason  of 
such  proceeding.  Any  such  court  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority  to  affirm  the  order  of  said  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana  so  complained  of,  or  to  change,  modify,  alter,  or  set 

aiiide  the  same,  as  justice  may  require.

Sec.  3.   Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  no  suit,  not  filed

The  Commission   Empowered  to  EstabJioh  Stations  and   Regulate  and 

Control  the  Service  of  Certain  Corporations* 

AN  ACT 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  Article  288  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  adopted  on  the  12th  day  of 
May,  1898,  by  adding  to  and  enlarging  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  and  by 
conferring  other  powers  and  imposing  other  duties,  upon 
said  Commission,  in  respect  to  the  service  and  operation  of 
railroads,  express,  telegraph,  telephone,  steamboat  and  other 
water  craft,  and  sleeping  car  companies  and  corporations 
in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  in  addition  to  the  power  and  authority 
already  conferred,  and  the  duties  already  imposed,  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State  upon  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana,  said  Commission  shall  have  and  exercise,  and  it  is 
hereby  given,  the  power  and  authority  to  require  and  compel 
railroad  companies  and  corporations,  operating  and  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  to  establish  stations  for  passengers  and  freight, 
wherever  reasonably  necessary  and  convenient;  to  build,  con- 
struct and  maintain  suitable  and  safe  cattle  guards,  wherever 
reasonably  required ;  to  require  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation, 
operating  a  railroad  in  Louisiana,  upon  the  application  of  any 
shipper  tendering  traffic  for  transportation,  or  any  lateral,  or 
hranch  line  of  railroad,  or  any  intersecting  railroad,  or  other 
interested  party,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate,  upon  rea- 
sonable terms,  a  switch  connection  with  any  such  lateral,  branch 
line  of  railroad,  intersecting  railroad,  or  any  private  switch  or 
spur  track,  which  may  be  constructed  \o  connect  with  its  rail- 
road, where  such  connection  is  reasonably  practicable  and  can 
be  put  in  with  safety  and  will  furnish  sufficient  business  to 
justify  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  same ;  and  to  require 
any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  operating  a  railroad  in  Louisi- 
ana, when  such  connections  are  made,  to  furnish  cars  for  the 
movement  of  the  traffic  to  the  best  of  their  ability  and  without 
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discrimination,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  and  prescribed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Lou- 
isiana. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  addition  to  the 
power  and  authority  already  conferred,  and  the  duties  already 
imposed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  upon  the 
Bailroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  said  Commission  shall  have 
and  exercise,  it  is  hereby  given  the  power  and  authority  to 
require  and  compel  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  and  cor- 
porations operating  and  doing  business  in  this  State,  and  all 
persons  engaged  in  doing  a  telegraph  or  telephone  business,  to 
<  dtablish  telegraph  offices  or  public  telephone  stations  along  ex- 
isting lines,  wherever  the  same  may  be  reasonably  necessary  and 
convenient,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  deliyeriflig  mes- 
sages and  converaatioiQ  to  be  transmitted  by  telegraph  or  tele- 
phone; to  require  and  compel  telegraph  and  telephony  com- 
panies and  corporations,  and  person^  engaged  in  such  bu^ness, 
to  deliver  promptly  all  messages  to  be  sent  ow  transmitted  by 
them ;  and  to  make  and  adopt  any  and  all  reasonable  and  just 
i*ules,  regulations  and  orders,  affecting  or  connected  with  the 
service  and  operation  o^  te^eigraph  and  telephone  companies  and 
corporations,  and  persons  engiaged  in  such  business  in  this  State.

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ACT  No.  175  OF  1912. 

Authorizing  the   Railroad   Commission  to  Grant  Reparation. 

AN  ACT 

To  authorize  and  empower  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana 
to  determine  and  award  to  shippers  or  consignees  money 
damages   arising   from   violation   of   rates,    classifications, 
rules,  regulations  or  orders  adopted  by  the  Commission ;  to 
make  the  Commission's  orders  prima  facie  evidence  of  the 
facts  therein  stated;  to  fix  a  period  of  prescription  for  the 
filing  of  such  claims  for  damages  before  the  Commission, 
and  for  the  filing  of  suits  for  the  collection  of  such  damages, 
as  may  be  awarded  by  the  Commission;  to  provide  for  a 
reasonable  attorney's  fee  in  case  the  petitioner  prevails;  and 
to  provide  for  a  joinder  of  plaintiffs  or  defendants  in  suits 
filed  for  the  collection  of  such  damages. 
Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  any  person,  firm,  corporation,  com- 
pany, association,  or  other  organization  or  body  politic  or  mu- 
wcipal  organization,  or  any  common  carrier,  complaining  of  any- 
thing done  or  omitted  to  be  done  by  any  railroad,  steamboat  or 
other  water  craft,  sleeping  car,  express,  telephone  or  telegraph 
company,  or  other  corporation  or  individual  subject  to  regulation 
and  control  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  in  con- 
travention of  any  order,  rule,  regulation,  rate,  or  classification 
adopted  or  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 
™ay  apply  to  the  said  Commission  by  petition,  which  shall  briefly 
state  the  facts,  whereupon  a  statement  of  the  complaint  thus 
inade  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Commission  to  such  common 
<^rriers,  who  shall  be  called  upon  to  satisfy  the  complaint,  or  to 
answer  the  same  in  writing  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  speci- 
^6^  by  the  Commission.     If  such  railroad,  steamboat  or  other 
^ater  craft,  sleeping  car,  express,  telephone  or  telegraph  com- 
P^^y,  or  other  corporation  or  individual  shall  make  reparation 
^^^  the  injury  alleged  to  have  been  done,  the  common  carrier 
shall  be  relieved  of  liability  to  the  complainant  only  for  the  par- 
ticoJaf  violation  complained  of.     If  the  complaint  is  not  satisfied 
^^^in  the  time  specified,  or  there  shall  appear  to  be  any  reason-

able  ground  for  investigation  or  complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Commission  to  investigate  the  matters  complained  of  in 
such  manner  and  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  after  hearing  on 
complaint  made  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Act,  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana  shall  determine  that  any  party 
complainant  entitled  to  an  award  of  damages  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  orders,  rules,  regulations,  rates  or  classifications  adopted 
or  approved  by  it,  the  Railroad  Commission  shall  make  an  order 
directing  the  railroad,  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  sleeping 
car,  express,  telephone  or  telegraph  company,  or  other  corpora- 
tion under  its  control,  to  pay  to  the  complainant  the  sum  to 
which  he  is  entitled  on  or  before  a  day  named. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  if  the  railroad, 
steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  sleeping  car,  express,  telephone 
or  telegraph  company,  or  other  corporation,  does  not  comply 
with  an  order  of  the  Commission  for  the  payment  of  money 
within  the  limit  fixed  in  said  order,  the  complainant,  or  any 
person  for  whose  benefit  such  order  was  made,  may  file  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  judicial  district  in  which 
he  resides,  or  which  is  located  the  principal  operating  office  of 
the  carrier,  or  through  which  the  road  or  line  of  the  carrier  runs, 
a  petition  setting  forth  briefly  the  causes  for  which  he  claims 
damages,  and  the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  in  the  prem- 
ises. Such  suit  shall  proceed  in  all  respects  like  other  civil  suits 
for  damages,  except  that  on  the  trial  of  such  suit  the  finding  and 
order  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  If  the  petitioner  shall 
finally  prevail  he  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee,  to 
be  taxed  and  collected  as  part  of  the  costs  of  the  suit.  All  com- 
plaint for  the  recovery  of  damages  shall  be  filed  with  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana  within  one  year  from  the  time  the 
cause  of  action  accrues,  and  not  after,  and  a  petition  for  the  en- 
forcement of  an  order  for  the  payment  of  money  shall  he  filed  in 
the  court  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  order,  and  not 
after. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  in  such  suits  all 
parties  in  whose  favor  the  Commission  may  have  made  an  award 
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for  damages  by  a  single  order,  may  be  joined  as  plaintiffs,  and  all 
of  the  carriers  party  to  such  order  awarding  such  damages  may 
be  joined  as  defendants,  and  such  suits  may  be  maintained  by 
such  joint  plaintiffs  and  against  such  joint  defendants  in  any 
district  where  any  one  of  such  joint  plaintiffs  could  maintain 
such  suit  against  any  one  of  such  joint  defendants  as  may  not  be 
found  in  the  district  where  such  defendant  carrier  or  corporation 
has  its  principal  operating  office.  In  case  of  such  joint  suit  the 
recovery,  if  any,  may  be  by  judgment  in  favor  of  any  one  of 
such  plaintiffs  against  the  defendant  found  to  be  liable  to  such 
plaintiff. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

ACT  No.  240  OF  1908. 

Disobedience  of  the  Commission's  Orders  by  an  Agent  a  Misdemeanor. 

AN  ACT 

Making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  the  agent  of  any  railroad  company, 
express  company,  telegraph  company,  steamboat  or  other 
water  craft,  telephone  company,  or  sleeping  car  company 
to  disobey  or  violate  any  of  the  orders,  rules,  or  regulations 
of  the  Railroad  Commission,  requiring  information  to  be 
given  to  the  public  relative  to  the  policing  and  management 
of  freight  and  passenger  depots,  express  offices,  telegraph 
offices,  telephone  exchanges  and  stations,  steamboat  offices, 
and  sleeping  car  agencies,  and  providing  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  any  agent,  operator,  or  other  employee 
of  a  railroad  company,  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  express 
company,  telegraph  company,  telephone  company,  or  sleeping 
car  company,  or  other  party  operating  railroads,  express  lines. 
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steamboats  or  other  water  craft,  telephone  or  telegraph  lines,  or 
sleeping  cars,  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
pf-ovisions  and  requirements  of  any  order,  rule,  or  regulation 
relative  to  the  posting  of  bulletin  boards,  exhibiting  tariffs  to 
the  public,  furnishing  drinking  water  in  stations,  J^eeping  fires 
ill  waiting  rooms  in  inclement  weather,  or  performing  any  other 
dtity  regarding  the  care  and  policing  of  freight  and  passenger 
depots,  adopted  or  established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall, 
upon  conviction  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be 
fined  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  offense,  and 
in  default  of  payment,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  parish  jail 
tdr  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both  fined  and  imprisoned  at 
the  discretion  of  the  court;  provided,  this  Act  shall  not  in  any 
manner  prevent  the  Railroad  Commisison  from  proceeding 
against  the  railroad  company,  telephone  company,  sleeping  car 
company,  or  other  party  operating  railroad,  express  lines,  steam- 
boats or  other  water  craft,  telephone  or  telegraph  lines,  or  sleep- 
ing cars  for  such  offense  as  now  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  railroad  com- 
panies, steamboats  or  other  water  craft,  express  companies,  tele- 
graph companies  or  telephone  companies,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies, and  other  operating  railroads,  steamboats,  express  lines, 
telegraph  and  telephone  lines,  and  sleeping  cars,  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  shall  keep  a  copy  of  this  law  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  each  of  its  depots,  ofiices,  public  stations,  or  exchanges. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  conflicting  herewith  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT 
To  amend  and  re-enact  Section  1  of  Act  No.  54  of  the  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Louisiana  for  the  year  1904,  ap- 
proved June  29,  1904,  entitled,  *'An  Act  to  carry  into  effect 
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Article  264  of  the  Constitution  of  1898  in  respect  to  for 
eign  corporaticms  doing  business  in  this  State." 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by^the  (JeneYal  Assemlbly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  Section  1  of  Act  54  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  for  the  year  1904, 
approved  June  29,  1904,  entitled  **An  Act  to  carry  into  effect 
jArtirfe  2Q4  of  the  Constitution  of  1898,  in  respect  to  foreign 
eoTporations  doing  business  in  this  State"  be  amended  and  re- 
eflacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  foreign  corporation  doing 
bosiness  in  this  State  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
a  written  declaratioA  setting  forth  and  containing  the  place  or 
locality  of  its  domicile,  the  place  or  places  in  the  State  where 
it  is  doing  business,  the  place  of  its  principal  business  establisli- 
ment,  and  the  name  of  its  agent  or  agents  or  other  officer  in 
this  State  upon  whom  process  may  be  served;  provided,  that 
no  foreign  corporation  shall  select  as  its  agent  or  agents  for 
service  any  person  not  residing  in  a  parish  where  said  corpora- 
tion has  an  established  business,  and,  provided  further^  that 
service  on  said  agent,  whether  personal  or  domiciliary,  shall  con- 
stitute a  valid  service  on  said  foreign  corporation.

AN  ACT 
Requiring  railways  and  railroad  corporations,  or  lessees  thereof, 
operating  within  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  having  their 
repair  shops  in  the  State,  on  certain  condition  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  using  the  power  of  eminent  domain 
granted  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  repair, 
renovate  and  rebuild  all  defective  or  broken  cars,  coaches, 
locomotives  or  other  equipment  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,- 
and  prohibiting  any  railway  or  railroad  corporation  from 
sending  or  moving  any  defective  cars  out  of  the  State  to  be 
repaired,  renovated  or  rebuilt,  and  fixing  a  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
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Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  (ieneral  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  all  railway  or  railroad  corporations 
operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  having  their  repair 
shops  within  the  State,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  exercising 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  the  railway  or  railroad  corporations  so  operating 
within  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall,  and  are  hereby  required, 
to  repair,  renovate  or  rebuild  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  any  and 
all  defective  or  broken  cars,  coaches,  locomotives  or  other  equip- 
ment owned  or  leased  by  said  corporations  in  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, when  such  rolling  stock  is  within  the  State  of  Louisiana.

or  from  any  error  made  in  the  transmission  or  the  delivery 
of  any  message  handled  by  them  or  offered  them  for  trans- 
mission, and  conferring  upon  courts  at  the  place  where 
the  message  is  to  be  delivered,  or  the  courts  at  the  place 
where  the  message  is  offered  for  transmsision,  or  the  courts

claim,  for  all  damages  that  may  arise  from  the  failure,  refusal 
or  neglect  to  transmit  or  to  deliver,  or  from  any  delay  in  the 
transmission  or  the  delivery,  or  any  message  handled  by  them 
or  offered  them  for  transmission;  and  they  may  be  sued  either 
in  the   courts  at  the  place  where  the  message  is  offered  for 
transmission  or  'in  the  courts  at  the  domicile  of  such  persons 
and  corporations,  at  the  option  of  the  party  bringing  the  suit, 
for  the  recovery  of  any  damage  that  may  arise  from  their  fail- 
ure, refusal  or  neglect  to  transmit  or  to  deliver,  or  from  any 
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error  made  in  the  transmission  or  the  delivery,  or  from  any 
delay  in  the  transmission  or  the  delivery  of  any  message  handled 
by  them  or  offered  them  for  transmission. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  aU  laws  at  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 


ACT  No.  29  OF  1908.

Payment  of  Cfaimt. 

AN  ACT 
To  regulate  the  manner  in  which  common  carriers  doing  business 
in  this  State  shall  adjust  claims  for  loss  of  or  damage  to 
freight,  and  providing  penalties  for  failure  to  settle  same 
within  time  prescribed  and  collection  thereof. 
Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  every  claim  for  loss  of  or  damage  to 
property  or  freight  while  in  the  possession  of  any  common  car- 
rier doing  business  in  this  State  shall  be  adjusted  and  paid 
'  within  thirty  (30)  days  in  case  of  shipments  wholly  within  the 
State  and  within  sixty   (60)    days  in  case  of  shipments  from 
without  the  State  after  the  filing  of  such  claim  with  the  agent 
of  such  common  carrier  at  the  point  of  destination  of  such  ship- 
ment; provided,  that  no  such  claim  shall  be  filed  until  after  the 
arrival  of  the  shipment  of  some  part  thereof  at  the  point  of 
destination  or  until  after  the  lapse  of  a  reasonable  time  for  the 
arrival  thereof.     In  every  case  such  common  carrier  shall  be 
liable  for  the  amount  of  such  loss  or  damage,  together  with  legal 
interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  claim  therefor 
until  the  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  in  case  of  failure 
of  such  common  carrier  to  adjust  and  pay  such  claim  within 
the  periods  respectively  herein  prescribed,  such  failure  shall 
subject  such  common  carrier  so  failing  to  a  penalty  of  fifty 
dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  and  every  failure  to  be  recovered  by 
any  consignee  or  consignees  aggrieved  in  any  court  of  competent 
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jurisdiction;  provided,  that  unless  said  consignee  or  consignees 
recover  in  such  action  the  full  amount  claimed,  no  penalty  shall 
be  recovered,  but  only  the  actual  amount  of  los^  or  damage,  with 
legal  interest  as  aforesaid ;  provided  further,  that  no  common 
carrier  shall  be  liable  under  this  Act  for  freight  or  property 
which  never  came  into  its  possession. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  from  date  of  its  promulgation,  and  that  all  laws  or 
parts  of  laws  in  conflict  therewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

To  autliorize  railway  x^orporations  of  ather  States  or  T,ernto- 
ries,  or  of  the  United  States,  to  extend,  construct  ^nd  op- 
erate their  railroad  iines  into  and  throug:h  tlus  State,  ,and 
to  expropriate  land  and  property  for  such  railway  oorporii-

organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  Territory,  or 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  and  are  authorized  to  extend, 
eo&srtuct  aad  operate  tl^r  lines  of  r^irobad  into  and  tlirough 
this  State. 

Sec.  2.  Be  iju  fiirther  eftacted^  etc..  That  such  railway  com-

Be  it  exacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
desiring  to  build  or  extend  a  railroad  in  this  State,  shall  have 
the  right  of  way  not  exceeding  two  hundred  feet  in  width,  over

Drunkenness  on  Railroad  Trains  and  in  Public  Places. 
AN  ACT 
To  protect  peaceable  assemblies  when  gathered  at  any  picnic, 
barbecue,  children's  day  service,  Sunday  school  celebration, 
church  service,  or  literary  society,  or  any  other  public  gath- 
ering, or  on  any  railway  passenger  train  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  and  providing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof.- 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  any  person  appearing  at  a  picnic,  bar- 
becue, children 's  day  celebration,  church  service,  Sunday  school 
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celebration,  literary  society,  or  any  other  public  gathering,  or 
on  any  railway  train  in  this  State,  in  a  drunken  or  intoxicated 
condition  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  ($10)  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  ($50)  dollars,  and  in  default  of  paying  samB 
with  costs  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more 
than  thirty  days. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  thie  duty 
ot  any  peace  ofiicer  who  shall  see  or  have  knowledge  of  any  per- 
son violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  arrest  such  person, 
and  take  said  person  or  persons  before  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  of  the  city,  town  or  parish  in  which  the  arrest  is 
made,  to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  herewith;  that  in  case  the 
offense  is  committed  while  on  a  train  verbal  notice  from  the  con- 
ductor in  charge  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  an  officer  of  the  com- 
mission of  the  offense. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  and  parts  of 
laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  Act 
go  into  effect  from  and  after  its  promulgation.

To  prevent  the  drinking  of  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  on 
railway  passenger  trains,  or  coaches,  or  vestibules  thereof 
or  platform  connected  therewith  while  said  train  or  coach 
is  in  the  service  of  pasesnger  transportation  withni  this 
State ;  and  providing  a  penalty  therefor. 
Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  drink  intoxicating  liquors  of  any  kind  in  or  upon  any  railway 
passenger  train,  or  coach,  or  closet,  vestibule  thereof  or  plat- 
form conencted  therewith  while  said  train  or  coach  is  in  the 
service  of  passenger  transportation  within  this  State. 
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Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  stimulant  in  case  of 
actual  sickness  of  the  person  using  said  stimulant. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  any  person  violat- 
ing Sectioi;i  1  of  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  for  default  of  paying  fin  ft 
shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days.

Passenger  Fares. 

SECTiiQisr  I,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ge^erijti  Assembly  of  the 
Sta^e  of.  I,4wisiana,  That  from  afid  after  the  promulgation  ,of  this 
Act,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railrxj^d  ^orporatipiji  x^ing 
business  in  this  State,  or  any  person  or  persons  owning  and 
operating  a  railroad  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  carrying 
persons  for  hire  within  this  State,  to  charge  more  than  three 
cents  per  mile  for  each  mile  they  actually  transport  the  pas- 
sengers, except  as  herein  provided ;  provided,  that  a$  ajl  station 
v/here  ticl^ets  are  pp  sale,  that  the  passenger  sh^  provide  him- 
self with  a  ticket,  and  that  persons  failing  so  to  provide  them- 
selves, shall  be  charged  not  exceeding  four  cents  per  mile,  ex- 
cept from  flag  stations,  or  stopping  piaces  where  tickets  ar«  not 
offered  for  sale,  in  which  cases  but  three  cents  per  mile  jshall  be 
charged. 

Provided  that  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  shall  be 
charged  not  more  than  one-half  the  maximum  rate  above  set 
forth.  Provided,  also,  that  no  charge  less  than  ten  <5ents  shall 
bt  m^de  for  a  distance  of  thr^ee  miles  or  less,  and  provided  fur- 
ther that  no  charge  of  more  than  twenty-five  cents  shall  be 
made  by  local  or  branch  lines,  under  three  miles  m  length,  for 
carrying  a  passenger  over  such  entire  line,  and  that  no  charge 
of  more  than  six  «cents  per  mile  sball  be  in^de,  iby  loc^l  pr  hl^9JX(di 
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lines  of  more  than  three  and  less  than  seventeen  miles  in  length, 
and  that  no  charge  of  more  than  five  cents  per  mile  shall  be 
made  by  any  such  road  of  more  than  seventeen  and  less  than 
forty  miles  in  length ;  provided  that  when  a  passenger  fails  to 
provide  himself  with  a  ticket  over  such  a  line  a  charge  not  more 
than  six  cents  per  mile  may  be  made. 

Section  2.  That  in  order  to  prevent  a  violation  of  this  Act, 
the  corporation,  person,  persons,  or  agent,  so  willfully  offending 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  offense,  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  to  be  recovered  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction;  one-half  of  the  said  sum  to  be  paid 
to  the  informant  and  one-half  to  the  Charity  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  New  Orleans. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
narrow  gauge  railroads  under  forty  miles  in  length. 

Section  4.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT

ages done  to  such  freight  while  in  transit,  and  conferring 
upon  courts  at  the  point  of  delivery,  or  the  courts  of  the 
domicile  of  the  public  carrier,  jurisdiction  at  the  option 
of  the  party  bringing  the  suit;  all  suits  for  the  recovery 
of  freight  that  they  may  fail,  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver, 
or  for  damages  arising  from  such  failure,  refusal  or  neglect, 
or  for  damages  done  to  freight  while  in  transit. 
Section  1.   Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,   That  steamboats,   railroads  and  all  other 
public  carriers  doing  business  in  this  State,  are  hereby  required 
to  pay  at  the  point'of  delivery  for  all  freight  they  may  fail,  re- 
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fuse  or  neglect  to  deliver ;  and  for  all  overcharges  over  and  above 
the  rate  of  freight  expressed  in  the  bill  of  lading  or  contract, 
except  the  freight  received  in  sealed  cars  from  other  roads  out- 
side of  this  State ;  and  they  may  be  sued  either  in  the  courts  at 
the  point  of  delivery  or  in  the  courts  of  the  domicile  of  said 
steamboat  or  other  public  carriers,  at  the  option  of  the  party 
bringing  the  suit  for  the  recovery  of  all  freights  they  may  fail, 
refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver,  or  for  damages  arising  from  such 
failure,  refusal  or  neglect,  or  for  damages  done  to  freight 
while  in  transit ;  provided,  that  suit  shall  not  be  instituted  under 
thirty  days  after  demand ;  and  provided  further,  that  no  charge 
shall  be  made  for  freight  not  actually  delivered.

To  promote  the  comfort  of  passengers  on  the  public  railways  of 
this  State,  requiring  all  railway  companies  carrying  pas- 
sengers in  this  State,  to  provide  equal  but  separate  accom- 
modations for  teh  white  and  colored  races  in  the  depots  of 
said  railway  companies,  by  requiring  separate  waiting  rooms 
so  as  to  secure  separate  accommodations  for  the  use  of  the 
race  to  which  such  passenger  or  person  belongs ;  defining  the 
duties  and  powers  of  the  agents  and  their  employees  of  such 
railways;  exonerating  such  railways,  their  agents  and  em- 
ployees from  any  and  all  blame,  liability  of  damage  result- 
ing from  the  enforcement  of  this  Act;  providing  penalties 
for  all  violations  of  this  Act;  to  put  this  Act  into  effect 
September  1st,  1894,  after  its  promulgation;  to  repeal  all 
laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 
Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 

State  of  Louisiana,  That  all  railway  companies  carrying  pas- 
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sengers  in  this  State  shall,  upon  the  construction  or  renewal  of 
depots  at  regular  stations  provide  equal  but  separate  waiting 
rooms  in  their  depots  for  the  white  and  colored  races  by  pro- 
viding two  waiting  rooms  in  each  depot,  provided  that  the  re- 
«iuirements  of  this  Act  shall  be  fully  complied  with  by  the  first 
day  of  January,  A.  D.  1896,  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  occupy  seats  or  remain  in  waiting  rooms  other  than 
the  one  assigned  to  them  on  account  of  the  race  to  which  they 
belong. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  depot  agents 
shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  required  to  assign  each  person 
entering  the  depots  to  the  waiting  room  used  for  the  race  to 
which  such  passenger  belongs,  and  any  person  insisting  on  going 
into  a  waiting  room  to  which  by  race  he  or  she- does  not  belong 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars,  or  in  lieu 
thereof  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty 
days  in  the  parish  prison;  and  any  depot  agent  or  his  subor- 
dinate knowingly  insisting  on  assigning  any  person  to  a  waiting 
room  other  than  the  one  set  aside  for  the  race  to  which  said 
person  belongs  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  ($25) 
dollars  or  in  lieu  thereof  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
thirty  days  in  the  parish  prison ;  and  shall  any  person  using  the 
depots  of  any  railway  companies  refuse  to  occupy  the  waiting 
room  to  which  he  or  she  is  assigned  by  the  depot  agents  or  their 
subordinates,  or  such  railway  companies,  said  agents  or  subordi- 
nates shall  have  power  to  eject  such 'person  from  said  depot,  and 
for  such  ejection  neither  he  nor  the  railway  company,  which 
said  agent  or  subordinate  represents,  shall  be  liable  for  damages 
ill  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  depot  agents 
iind  their  subordinates  that  shall  neglect  or  -refuse  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed 
|.uilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  before  any 
i'ourt  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense.  All 
i-ailroad  companies  carrying  passengers  in  this  State  shall  keep 
this  law  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  such  depot;  provided,

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nurses  attending  children  of  the  other  race,  or  sheriffs  having 
prisoners  in  charge. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  1st  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1894.

Separate  Coaches  for  White  and  Negro  Races. 

AN  ACT 
To  promote  the  comfort  of  passengers  on  railway  trains;  re- 
quiring all  railway  companies  carrying  passengers  on  their 
trains,  in  this  State,  to  provide  equal  but  separate  accom- 
modations for  the  white  and  colored  races,  by  providing 
separate  coaches  or  compartments  so  as  to  secure  separate 
accommodations;  defining  the  duties  of  the  oflBcers  of  such 
railways;  directing  them  to  assign  passengers  to  the 
coaches  or  compartment  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  race 
to  which  such  passengers  belong;  authorizing  them  to  re- 
fuse to  carry  on  their  train  such  passengers  as  may  refuse 
to  occupy  the  coaches  or  compartments  to  which  he  or 
she  is  assigned;  to  exonerate  such  railway  companies  from 
any  and  all  blame  or  damages  that  might  proceed  or  result 
from  such  a  refusal;  to  prescribe  penalties  for  all  viola- 
tions of  this  Act;  to  put  this  Act  into  effect  ninety  days 
after  its  promulgation,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  or  parts  of 
laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  all  railway  companies  carrying  pas- 
sengers in  their  coaches  in  this  State,  shall  provide  equal  but 
separate  accommodations  for  the  white  and  colored  races  by 
providing  two  or  more  passenger  coaches  for  each  passenger 
train,  or  by  dividing  the  passenger  coaches  by  a  partition  so  as 
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to  .secure  separate  accommodations;  provided,  that  this  section 
shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  street  railroads.  No  person 
or  persons,  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  seats  in  coaches,  other 
than  the  ones  assigned  to  them  on  account  of  the  race  ,they 
belong  to. 

Assignment  of  Persons  to  Coaches  Provided  for  Their  Race. 
Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  officers  of  such 
passenger  trains  shall  have  power  and  are  hereby  required  to 
assign  each  passenger  to  the  coach  or  compartment  used  for  the 
race  to  which  such  passenger  belongs;  any  passenger  insist- 
ing on  going  into  a  coach  or  compartment  to  which  by  race  he 
does  not  belong,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars 
or  in  lieu  thereof  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  more  than 
twenty  days  in  the  parish  prison  and  any  officer  of  any  rail- 
road insisting  on  assigning  a  passenger  to  a  coach  or  compart- 
ment other  than  the  one  set  aside  for  the  race  to  which  said 
passenger  belongs,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars 
or  in  lieu  thereof  to  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  twenty  days  in  the  parish  prison;  and  should  any  pas- 
senger refuse  to  occupy  the  coach  or  compartment  to  which  he 
or  she  is  assigned  by  the  officer  of  such  railway,  said  officer 
shall  have  power  to  refuse  to  carry  such  passenger  on  his  train, 
and  for  such  refusal  neither  he  nor  the  railway  company  which 
he  represents  shall  be  liable  for  damages  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  this  State. 

Violations  of  the  Act;  Penalty.    * 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  officers  and 
directors  of  railway  companies  that  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  upon  conviction  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  any  conductor  or  other 
employees  of  such  passenger  train,  having  charge  of  the  same, 
who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  on  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  all  railroad  corpora- 
tions carrying  passengers  in  this  State  other  than  street  rail- 
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roads  shall  keep  this  law  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
each  passenger  coach  and  ticket  office,  providing  that  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  nurses  attending  chil- 
dren* of  the  other  race ;  or  prisoners  in  charge  of  sheriffs  or 
their  deputies,  or  other  officers  (as  amended  by  Act  No.  177, 
1894,  p.  220). 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this  Act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  ninety  days  after  its  promul- 
gation.

Sale  of  Unclaimed  Freight. 

AN  ACT 
Authorizing  the  sale  by  common  carriers  of  all  freight  unclaimed, 
regulating  the  disposition  of  proceeds  thereof,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  the  net  proceeds  into  the  State  Treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  General  School  Fund  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana, when  not  called  for  by  the  consignees  or  owners,  within 
a  certain  time,  and  to  repeal  all  laws,  or  parts  of  laws  con- 
trary to  or  inconsistent  herewith. 

How  Sales  Must  Be  Made. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  when  any  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation,  exercising  the  right  of  transportation  for  hire  in 
this  State,  shall  transport  to  the  place  designated  for  its  delivery, 
and  property,  and  the  same  cannot  be  delivered  or  has  not  been 
called  for,  within  six  months  from  and  after  the  arrival  of 
such  property  at  the  place  of  delivery,  then  and  in  that  case, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  carrier  to  sell  for  cash  said  property 
at  public  auction,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  such 
carrier,  after  having  duly  advertised  the  time,  place  and  terms 
of  such  sale  for  ten  days  in  the  manner  required  for  judicial 
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advertisements  of  the  sale  of  movables ;  provided,  that  separate 
advertisement  of  each  article  to  be  sold  shall  not  be  required, 
but  one  general  advertisement  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize 
the  sale  of  all  freight  as  hereinabove  provided. 

Sale  of  Perishables. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  if  such  freight  be 
l)erishable  in  its  nature,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  carrier,  when- 
ever the  same  cannot  be  delivered  according  to  the  terms  upon 
vhich  said  carrier  has  agreed  to  carry  it,  to  sell  the  same  for 
cash,  at  public  auction  by  a  duly  licensed  auctioneer,  after  such 
advertisement  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  permit,  and 
after  appraisal  by  two  experts  to  be  appointed  and  sworn  by 
such  auctioneer. 

Proceeds  of  Sale;    Disposition  Of. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  aggregate  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  unclaimed  freight  under  such  advertisement 
f.hall  be  applied  in  the  first  place,  to  the  payment  of  charges 
and  expenses;  and  the  residue,  if  any,  shall  be  retained  by 
the  carrier  for  the  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  sale, 
and  if  during  said  period,  the  consignees  or  owners  of  any  of 
the  property  sold  shall  present  thepiselves,  they  shall  be  entitled 
TO  receive  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  their  property,  less  the 
deductions  hereinabove  authorized  to  be  made,  and  the  balance, 
it  any  remaining  unclaimed  after  the  expiration  of  six  months, 
Ls  aforesaid,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana  to  the  credit  of  the  General  School  Fund  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  to  be  disbursed  in  such  manner  as  other 
money  to  the  credit  of  the  General  School  Fund  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  and  the  carrier  shall  be  released  from  all  liability 
on  account  of  the  property  sold. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Placing  Obstructions  on  Track. 

AN  ACT 
To  amend  and  re-enact  Act  No.  77  of  the  Acts  of  1886  entitled 
an  Act  to  amend  and  re-enact  Section  918  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1870,  relative  to  placing  obstructions  upon,  or 
in  any  way  interfering  with  railways,  and  to  fix  the  pen- 
alty therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  Act  No.  77  of  the  Acts  of  1886,  amend- 
ing and  re-enacting  Section  918  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1870, 
be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  ** Whoever

switch  upon  any  railway  with  intent  or  design,  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  suffer  death ;  provided,  the  prosecution  and  pun- 
ishment of  all  offenses  committed  previous  to  the  passage  of 
this  Act  shall  be  conducted  in  conformity  with  the  laws  in  force 
previous  to  the  passage  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  after  its  promulgation,  and  that  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws 
in  conflict  with  its  provisions,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

Showing  Filing  Time  on  Telegrams. 

AN  ACT 
To  require  every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  engaged 
in  the  business  of  transmitting  communications  by  telegraph 
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in  this  State  to  cause  to  appear  upon  the  addressee's  copy 
of  such  telegram  the  time  of  filing  and  the  time  of  receipt 
at  its  destination,  and  prescribing  a  penalty  for  the  violation 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana: That  every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  transmitting  communications  by  tele- 
graph in  the  State  of  Louisiana  and  charging  tolls  therefor, 
shall,  without  extra  charge,  cause  to  appear  plainly  upon  the 
addressee's  copy  of  every  telegram  originating  at  and  destined 
for  a  point  within  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the  hour  and  min- 
ute of  the  day  on  which  it  was  filed  for  transmission,  and  the 
hour  and  minute  of  the  day  of  its  receipt  at  destination. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  any  person,  firm,  corpora- 
tion or  association  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  violation  thereof. 

Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  promulgation.

Sessions  of  the  Commission  at  New  Orleans  and  Shreveport. 

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION. 

Whereas  many  maji^ers  of  importance  necessary  to  be  brought 
before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  and  requiring 
its  consideration  and  attention,  arise  and  grow  out  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  City  and  Port  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  City  of 
Shreveport ;    and, 

Whereas  regular  hearings  or  sessions  of  said  Railroad  Com- 
mission in  the  said  Cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Shreveport  would 
be  of  great  benefit  to  said  Cities  and  the  State  at  large. 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  and  the  Senate  concurring,  That  it  is  the  sense  of 
the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  be  requested  to  hold  regular  hearings  or 
sessions  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  four  times  each  year  and 
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at  the  City  of  Shrev^port,  three  times  -a  year,  said  session  in 
the  City  of  New  Orleans  to  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary, April,  July  and  October,  in  the  City  of  Shreveport  said  ses- 
sions to  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  February,  May  and  Novem- 
ber, and  to  continue  until  all  matters  brought  before  said  Com- 
mission are  disposed  of,  provided,  that  controversies  between 
New  Orleans  and  Shreveport  on  opposite  sides,  such  controver- 
sies to  be  heard  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  at  its 
domicile  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana. 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded  to  said  Railroad  Commission.

Crossing  of  Public  Roads  and  Land«  by  Railroads. 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  and  re-enact  Act  No.  204  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Louisiana  of  the  year  1902,  being  an  Act  to  amend  and 
re-enact  Section  691  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Louisiana 
relating  to  railroads,  tramroads,  dirt  or  plank  roads  or 
canals,  and  the  constrjiction  of  same  across  highways,  private 
property  and  bodies  of  water. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  Section  691  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

In  all  cases  where  railroads,  tramroads,  dirt  or  plank  roads 
or  canals  shall  cross  any  highway,  the  corporation  shall  so  con- 
struct the  works  as  not  to  hinder,  impede  or  obstruct  its^  safe 
and  convenient  use ;  that  in  all  cars  where  railroads,  tramroads, 
dirt  or  plank  roads  or  canals  shall  be  constructed  or  dug  across 
any  plantation  or  land  in  cultivation,  or  that  may  be  cultivated 
the  corporation  shall  so  construct  the  work  as  not  to  hinder, 
impede  or  obstruct  the  drainage  of  the  land;  and  if  any  rail- 
load,  tramroad,  dirt  or  plank  road  shall,  in  its  course,  cross 
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:my  tide  waters,  lakes,  inlcls,  rivers  or  streams  or  other  bodies 
of  water  the  company  may  erect  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use 
of  such  railroad,  tramroad,  dirt  or  plank  road  the  bridges  re- 
quired for  crossing  but  such  bridges  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
i:ot  to  obstruct  or  unnecessarily  impede  the  navigation  of  said 
waters  or  streams. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 


ACT  No.  235  OF   1910. 
Naming  Railroad  Stations. 
AN   ACT 
To  add  to  and  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana  by  conferring  upon  it  the  authority 
to  govern,  regulate  and  control  the  naming  of  railroad  sta- 
tions in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 
Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  power  and  authority  is  hereby  vested 
in  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  and  it  is  hereby  made 
it«  duty  to  govern,  regulate  and  control  the  naming  of  railroad 
stations  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  by  adopting,  establishing  or 
changing  the  name  of  any  railroad  flag  station  or  agency  sta- 
tion now  in  existence,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating  a  railroad  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  or  which  may  be  established  by  an  order  of  the 
Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed

False  Billing. 
AN    ACT 
To  prohibit  false  billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing,  false 
representation  of  the  contents  of  packages  or  false  report 
of  weight  with  the  view  of  obtaining  transportation  for 
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such  property  at  less  than  the  regular  established  rates; 

declaring  ^uch  an  act  to  be  a  misdemeanor  and  providing 

a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  this  Act. 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  any  person  or  any  oflScer  or  agent  of 
any  corporation  or  company  who  shall  deliver  for  transporta- 
tion within  this  State  to  any  common  carrier  or  for  whom  as 
consignor  or  consignee  any  such  carrier  shall  transport  such 
property  between  points  within  this  State  who  shall  knowingly 
and  willfully,  by  false  billing,  false  classification,  false  weighing, 
false  representation  of  the  contents  of  packages,  or  false  report 
of  weights  or  by  any  other  device  or  means,  whether  with  or 
without  the  consent  or  connivance  of  the  carrier,  its  agent  or 
agents  obtain  transportation  for  such  property  between  points 
in  this  State  at  less  than  the  regular  rates  then  established  and 
in  force  on  the  line  of  transportation,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
fraud,  whcih  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
One  Hundred  Dollars  nor  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than  thirty  days  or  more  than  one 
year  or  both  such  punishments  in. the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws  and  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed.

Crossing  Main  Line,  Side  Tracks,  Etc.,  of  Railroads  by  Industrial  Spurs. 

AN    ACT 

To.  provide  for  the  crossing  of  the  sidetracks,  main  line,  switches 
and  spur  tracks  of  railroads  by  the  industrial  switches  or 
spur  tracks  of  other  railroads,  and  for  the  expropriation  of 
property  for  such  purposes,  and  to  vest  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  with  authority  to  order  the  construc- 
tion of  switch  or  spur  tracks  under  certain  conditions. 
Section  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  th^  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,   That  whenever  any  firm,  corporation,  or 
individual  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  the  State  of  Lou- 
isiana, desires  to  extend,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  an 
industrial  switch  track  or  spur  track  across  the  side  tracks, 
switch  tracks,  spur  tracks  or  main  line  of  any  other  railroad 
operated  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  it  shall  have  the  right  and 
power  to  intersect  and  cross,  with  such  industrial  switch  track 
or  spur  track,  the  main  line,  side  tracks,  switch  tracks  or  spur 
tracks  of  the  railroad  which  it  desires  to  cross,  and  to  expropriate 
such  land  and  other  property,  including  the  land  and  property 
of  the  railroad  it  desires  to  cross,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  general  expropriation 
luws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  whenever  the 
owner  of  any  manufacturing  establishment,  industrial  plant, 
Vvarehouse,  or  when  the  governing  authority  of  any  municipal- 
ity shall  desire  to  have  constructed  an  industrial  switch  as 
provided  for  in  the  first  Section  of  this  Act,  such  owner  of  such 
manufacturing  establishment  or  industrial  plant,  warehouse  or 
the  governing  authority  of  any  municipality,  upon  the  failure 
or  refusal  of  the  railroad  company  having  the  right  to  build 
such  switch  to  build  same  when  requested,  then  such  owner  or 
governing  authority  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  to  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana  and  such  Commission  shall  have 
full  authority  to  hear  and  determine  the  matter  and  require 
such  railroad  company  to  construct  such  industrial  switch  or 
spur  tracks.

Requiring  railroad  corporations,  receivers  or  lessees  thereof  to 
adjust,  block  all  angles  or  fill  all  angles  in  frogs  and  cross- 
ings on  its  roads,  and  in  its  yards,  divisional  and  terminal 
stations  where  trains  are  made  up,  with  suitable  material 
which  shall  be  so  placed  as  will  prevent  the  wedging  of  the 
feet  of  any  persons  in  such  angles,  providing  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  this  Act ;  and  repealing  all  laws  in  conflict 
therewith. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  every  railroad  corporation,  receiver  or 
other  persons  operating  a  fkilroad  or  part  of  railroad,  other 
than  a  logging  or  plantation  road,  within  this  State,  shall  adjust 
fill  or  block  all  angles  in  frogs  and  crossings  on  its  roads  and  in 
its  yards,  divisional  or  terminal  stations  where  trains  are  made 
up,  \nth  suitable  material,  which  shall  be  so  placed  and  be  of 
such  design  as  will  prevent  the  wedging  of  the  feet  of  employees 
and  other  persons  in  such  angles. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  Whoever  owning, 
operating  or  controlling  a  railroad  fails  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction,  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  This  Act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  January  1st,  1913. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  laws  or  parts 
of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed on  and  after  January'  1,  1913.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  That  municipal  corporations  which  have 
their  streets  lighted  by  gas  or  electricity  shall  have  the  authority 
to  require  railroad  companies  within  the  limits  of  the  munici- 
pality to  maintain  lights  at  the  intersections  of  their  tracks 
with  any  and  all  streets,  similar  to  and  of  equal  power  as  those 
in  use  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets.

Complaints 
may  be  sent  at  any  time  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  at  Baton 
Roug:e. 

3.  If  such  complaint  or  application  contains  matters  which,  in  the 
judj^ment  of  the  Commission,  require  investlg:ation,  the  Secretary  shall 
file  the  same  by  placing:  his  file  mark  thereon  with  the  proper  number, 
enter  the  same  on  the  docket,  and  notify  the  parties. 

4.  Parties  named  as  defendants  in  complaints  or  petitions  filed  with 
the  Commision,  or  in  orig:inal  investigrations  instituted  by  the  Commis- 
sion, must  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Roug:e, 
Louisiana,  written  answers  in  triplicate,  in  the  form  of  a  special  or  g:en- 
eral  denial,  setting:  forth  briefly  the  reasons  therefor,  within  ten  days 
after  a  copy  of  the  complaint  or  petition  has  been  served  upon  them, 
or  their  duly  authorized  ag:ent,  throug:h  the  mails,  or  in  person,  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission.

A  copy  of  such  answer,  as  soon  as  filed,  will  'be  served  upon  the 
plaintiff,  and  the  case  will  be  assigned  for  hearlnj^  and  investlgration  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Commission,  provided  there  be  five  days  between 
the  filing:  of  the  answer  and  the  date  of  assignment. 

When  defendants  fall  to  file  answers  as  provided  by  these  rules,  the 
case  will  be  assigned  for  hearing  at  the  first  session  to  be  held  there- 
after, after  ten  days  have  elapsed  from  the  date  of  service  of  the  petition 
or  complaint,  and  after  a  full  investigation  has  been  made,  and  proper 
proof  has  been  submitted  by  plaintiffs,  such  an  order  will  be  entered  as 
may  appear  reasonable  and  necessary.  (Order  No.  1066.  Adopted 
•October  28.  1^09.) 

5.  The  party  making  complaint  shall  be  designated  "Plaintiff**  and 
the  party  against  whom  complaint  is  made  shall  be  designated  ''De- 
fendant." 

6.  The  party  or  parties  to  any  complaint  or  application,  and  party 
-complained  of  may  appear  before  the  Commission  in  person  or  by  coun- 
sel, or  by  their  duly  authorized  representative. 

Decisions,  Onders,  Rehearingsy  When  Effective. 

7.  Decisions  and  orders  of  the  Commission  shall  become  effective 
^after  ten  judicial  days  have  elapsed  from  the  day  they  are  rendered, 
^md  either  party  shall  have  a  right,  at  any  time  within  the  said  delay, 
to  apply  for  a  rehearing,  by  filing,  in  writing,  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  three  copies  of  a  petition,  setting  forth 
substantially  the  reasons  for  which  he  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision 
or  order  of  the  Commission. 

The  foregoing  rule  shall  not  refer  or  apply  to  orders  imposing  fines 
or  penalties  for  violations  of  rules  or  orders  of  the  Commission.  All 
orders  imposing  such  fines  and  penalties  shall  become  immediately 
-operative  and  enforceable. 

Notice  of  Decisions  and  Rulings. 

8.  Notice  of  decisions  of  the  Commission  will  be  given  through  the 
mails,  and  general  notice  of  the  Commission's  orders  and  rulings  will 
be  furnished  through  a  general  mailing  list,  to  carriers  and  corporations 
under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  and  other  interested  parties. 

Reports  on  Orders,   Rules,   Regulations  and   Decisions. 

8 -a.  All  railroads,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies, steam'boats  and  other  water  craft,  and  other  carriers  or  corpora- 
tions under  the  control  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  re- 
-Qulred  by  any  order,  rule,  regulation  or  decision  of  the  Commission  to 
-do  or  not  to  do  any  particular  thing,  within  a  specified  time,  must 
notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  when  the  work  required  to  be 
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done  Is  completed  or  the  order,  rule,  reerulation  or  decision  has  been 
complied  with.     (Order  No.  1430,  July  25,  1912.) 

Public  Sessions. 

9.  The  general  sessions  of  the  Commission  will  be  held  at  its  office 
in  Baton  Rouge,  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  as  the  Commission 
may  desijgrnate.  Sessions  for  receiving,  considering  and  acting  upon 
complaints,  petitions  and  other  communications,  and  also  for  consld- 
Ing  and  acting  upon  any  business  of  the  Commission,  may  be  held  at 
any  time  that  a  quorum  of  the  Commission  may  be  present,  all  Com- 
missioners having  been  previously  notified. 

Special  Sessions. 

10.  Special  sessions  may  be  held  at  other  places  when  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Commission  the  public  Interests  require  it. 
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Tariffs,  Rules  and  Regulations. 

11.  Each  carrier  doing  business  within  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall 
print  and  keep  posted  at  each  of  its  respective  stations  where  there 
are  a&ents  employed,  a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by 
the  Commission,  together  with  a  copy  of  each  Tariff  or  PVeight  or  Pas- 
senger Rate  prescribed  or  authorized  for  said  carrier  by  the  Commis- 
sion; also  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  Classification,  and  a  table  of 
distances  between  stations,  giving  name  of  each  station.  Whenever 
any  change  in  said  schedule  of  Rates,  or  Classification,  Is  authorized, 
a  copy  thereof  shall  Immediately  be  furnished  the  ofl^ce  of  the  Commis- 
sion, and  shall  be  posted  in  the  manner  indicated  above,  by  the  carrier. 

Constructing    Tariffs. 

11-a.  All  tariff  publications  or  supplements  thereto  must  Indicate 
increases  thereby  made  in  existing  rates  or  charges,  rules  or  regula- 
tions, or  clasaiflcatlons,  by  the  use  of  black-face  type  or  by  the  U3e  of 
a  uniform  sym-bol  throughout  the  schedule.  All  tariff  duplications  or 
supplements  thereto  which  are  filed  with  the  Commission  on  or  after 
June  1,  1911,  must  alao  indicate  reductions  thereby  made  in  exifitlng 
rates  or  charges,  rules  or  regulations,  or  classifications,  by  the  use  of 
Italic  type  or  by  the  use  of  a  uniform  symbol  throughout  the  schedule. 
Clear  explanation  of  the  use  of  distinctive  type  or  symbol  must  be  made 
In  the  tariffs  or  classifications. 

ll-l>.  In  constructing  freight  tariffs  and  classifications  and  pas- 
senger fare  schedules,  applying  between  points  In  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana, the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  shall  be  observed  by  railroad  and  express  companies  oper- 
ating in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Notices  in  Waiting   Rooms. 

12.  All  railroad  companies  operating  In  Louisiana  shall  hereafter 
be  required  to  have  printed  in  large  type,  and  kept  posted  in^a  con- 
spicuous place  in  each  waiting  room  at  depots  in  Louisana  the  fol- 
lowing: 

••NOTICE. 

"All  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana 
are  on  file  with  the  agent  at  this  oflfice.  All  tariffs  of  this  company, 
authorized  by  the  Commission,  applying  on  local  or  joint  through  ship- 
ments, are  on  file  in  this  office  for  the  inspection  of  the  public.

"All  agents  are  required  under  the  Commission's  rules  to  bulletin 
trains  when  late;  to  furnish  drinking  water  to  passengers;  to  keep 
waiting  rooms  clean  and  well  lighted,  and  to  have  them  heated  when 
necessary. 

"The  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  would  appreciate  the 
prompt  reporting  to  its  office  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  the  failure  of  ahy 
agent  to  comply  with  these  requirements." 

At  places  where  passenger  and  freight  depots  are  separate,  the 
notice  relative  to  tariffs  may  be  omitted  in  passenger  depots,  and  the 
notice  relative  to  posting  bulletin  boards  when  trains  are  late  may  be 
omitted  in  freight  depots. 

Ratee  Apply  in  Either  Direction. 

13.  The  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission  shall  (except  in  cases 
specified)  apply  in  either  direction. 

Furnishing    Books  and   Papers  for  Inspection. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  carrier  doing  business  in  the  State 
to  furnish  for  inspection  to  the  Commission  upon  demajid  any  books  or 
papers  in  the  possession  of  said  carrier  or  certified  copy  of  any  paper 
in  the  possession  of  said  carrier  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 

Contracts  and  Agreements. 

15.  Carriers  are  required  to  submit  to  the  Commission  for  inspec- 
tion and  correction  certified  copies  of  all  contracts  and  agreements  as 
to  rates  with  other  carriers. 

Rebates. 

16.  There  shall  be  no  secret  reduction  of  rates  of  freight,  passenger 
fares  or  other  tolls,  and  no  rebate,  drawback,  or  other  advantage  in  any 
form  shall  be  given  or  paid,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  ship- 
ments made  or  services  rer\dered  to  any  person  not  allowed  to  all  per- 
sons under  like  circumstances  and  conditions,  but  the  same  shall  be 
uniform  to  all,  and  public. 

Court  House  Towns,  Stopping   Trains  at. 

17..  All  passenger  trains  must  stop  at  points  where  court  houses 
are  located  (except  when  specially  excused  by  the  Commission). 

Passenger  Trains   Must  Not  Be   Discontinued. 

18 -a.  No  passenger  trains  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall 
be  discontinued  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 

This  rule  will  not  apply  to  special  or  excursion  trains.  (Order  No, 
1374.     February    29,    1912.) 
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Trains  To  Be  Operated  on  Schedules — May  Wait  for  Connections. 

18- b.  All  railroad  companies  operating:  passenger  trains  in  Louisi- 
ana shall  start  and  run  all  passenger  trains  in  accordance  with  adver- 
tised schedules,  unless  prevented  from  doing  so  by  accident  or  wreck, 
and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodations  on  such  trains  to  properly 
seat  all  passengers  who,  within  a  reasonable  time  previous  to  their  de- 
parture, offer  themselves  for  transportation;  provided,  that  all  main 
line  trains  shall  be  held  at  least  thirty  (30)  minutes,  and  all  branch 
line  trains  shall  be  held  at  least  one  hour  at  points  of  origin  or  at 
Junction  points  for  connection  with  other  trains.  (Order  No.  1395. 
April  19,  1912.) 

Time  Tables. 

19.  All  carriers  In  Louisiana  shall  furnish  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission a  complete  list  of  their  working  schedules,  together  with  copies 
of  such  schedules,  and  shall  furnish  the  Commission  with  new  schedules 
whenever  changes  are  made,  as  soon  as  such  schedules  are  received 
from  the  printer. 

Notices  of  Changes  in  Schedules. 

*19-a.  All  railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  give  at  least 
forty-eight  (48)  hours  notice  to  the  public,  by  bulletining  at  all  agency 
stations,  any  changes  in  the  schedules  of  passenger  trains,  or  freight 
trains  carrying  passengers,  when  the  contemplated  change  is  for  one 
hour  or  more.     (Order  No.  1579,  May  28,  1913.) 

Rules  Governing  Employees  of  Railroads. 

19-b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies,  and  others 
operating  railroads  n  Louisiana,  to  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana,  a  copy  of  their  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  opera- 
tion of  trains,  and,  whenever  revised  or  amended  rules  or  regulations 
are  issued  to  employees  governing  the  operation  of  trains,  to  file  copies 
of  the  same  immediately  with  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Lou- 
isiana. 

Obstructing   Public  Crossings. 

20.  No  trains  shall  obstruct  a  public  crossing  or  street  for  a 
greater  length  of  time  than  ten  minutes. 

Filling    in    Public   Crossings. 

21.  At  all  public  road  crossings  or  streets  where  vehicles  cross 
same  (outside  of  incorporated  towns  or  cities)  the  space  between  the 
rails  and  a  space  of  eighteen  inches  on  the  outside  of  each  rail  shall 
be  raised  to  the  level  of  the  top  of  the  rails  by  a  filling  of  plank,  rock 
or  gravel,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  condition  at  all  times.     Where  cro^js- 
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ingB  are  located  under  the  track  they  shall  ahio  be  kept  In  thoroujBrfa 
repair,  and  drained. 

Approaches  to  Public  Crossings. 

22.  At  all  places  where  a  railroad  crosses  a  public  highway  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  to  construct  a  ramp  with  an  easy 
^rrade,  not  greater  than  five  to  one,  and  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  wide, 
to  be  kept  in  good  condition  at  all  times  by  the  railroad  company. 

When  made  of  dirt,  the  dirt  used  in  the  construction  of  the  ramp 
must  be  taken  from  at  least  ten  feet  on  either  side  of  the  ramp. 

(By  "public  highway"  is  meant  such  highways  as  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Police  Juries  of  the  different  parishes.) 

General  Offices. 

23.  All  carriers  must  have  a  general  office  in  this  State.  By  "gen- 
eral office"  is  meant  an  ofl^ce  in  Louisiana  where  responsibility  can  be 
fixed  and  where  all  necessary  information  can  be  obtained  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

Reporting   Accidents. 

24.  A  written  report  of  all  railroad  accidents,  happening  from  the 
operation  of  trains,  in  which  passengers,  employees,  or  others  are 
slightly  injured,  or  where  only  property  is  damaged  to  the  amount  of 
fifty  dollars  or  more,   shall   be  made  to  the  Railroad   Commission   of 

'  Louisiana,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  at  the  end  of  every  month,  which 

shall  show  the  date  of  the  accident,  the  number  of  the  train,  the  names 
of  the  persons  injured,  if  any,  the  extent  of  damage  to  property,  and 
detailed  information  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident. 

All  railroad  accidents  in  which  persons  are  seriously  injured  or 
killed  by  the  operation  or  wreck  of  any  train,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Commission  immediately  after  they  occur,  by  telegraph,  followed  by  a 
detailed  written  report  of  the  causes  of  such  accident. 

Bedding  Stock  Cars. 

25.  All  stock  cars  shall  be  bedded  at  the  expense  of  the  carrier. 

Racking  Cane  Cars. 

t26.  All  cars  intended  for  the  transportation  of  sugar  cane  shall  be 
safely  and  suitably  racked  at  the  expense  of  the  carrier. 


tOn  the  Southern  Pacific  lines,  by  compromise  agreement  between 
shippers  and  the  carrier,  the  carrier  pays  the  shipper  $6.00  per  year  for 
furnishing  and  maintaining  the  car  racks. 

The  same  arrangement  is  in  effect  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway.

Switching  Cars. 

t27.  No  railroad  company  operatingr  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall 
refuse  or  decline  to  switch  cars  for  any  other  railroad  with  which  it 
connects,  or  any  shipped,  or  consigmess,  at  rates  approved  or  established 
by  the  Commission,  whether  such  cars  are  loaded  or  empty,  or  whether 
such  cars  are  to  be  loaded  with  freight  to  be  shipped  out  of  the  State, 
or  are  loaded  with  freight  shipped  into  the  State. 
Receiving    and    Forwarding    Cars. 

28.  Every  railroad  company  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  have 
the  right,  with  its  road,  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross  any  other 
railroad,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  other's  passengers,  ton- 
nage, and  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Live  Stock   to    Be    Transported    Without    Delay. 

*28-a.  All  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana,  upon  the  receipt  of 
any  live  stock  for  transportation,  shall,  without  delay,  transport  the 
same  on  first  freight  train  passing  in  the  direction  of  destination,  un- 
less said  live  stock  can  be  delivered  in  a  shorter  time  by  some  other 
freight  train.  Said  shipment  shall  not  be  delayed  for  any  purpose 
unless  for  feed  and  water,  and  any  railroad  handling  live  stock  over 
its  line  shall  feed,  water  and  rest  said  live  stock  every  twenty-eight 
(28)  hours,  unless  shipper  or  his  agent  shall  consent,  in  writing,  to  the 
release  of  thirty-six  (36)  hours  for  feed  and  water.  (Order  No.  1522, 
February  20,  1913.) 

Milk  Cans,  Handling  of. 

*28-b.  ft  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  handling  milk 
in  cans  on  passenger  trains,  where  provision  is  made  in  the  tariff  for 
the  return  of  the  empty  cans,  to  issue  instructions,  and  to  provide  nec- 
essary facilities  for  the  careful  handling  and  prevention  of  injury  to 
empty  cans.  The  proper  trainmen  shall  be  required  to  see  that  empty 
cans  are  carefully  unloaded.     (Order  No.  1604.  July  23,  1913.) 

Bags,  Specifications  for. 

^28-d.  Bags  must  be  made  of  burlap  (not  less  than  10  ounces  per 
yard)  or  cloth,  and  be  sufl!lciently  strong  and  so  closely  woven  and 
stitched  as  to  carry  contents  safely  and  prevent  sifting.  Bags  which 
have  been  used  for  fertilizers  or  other  articles  containing  acids  must 
not  be  used.     (Order  No.  1639,  October  23,  1913.) 


tSuit  to  B(^t  aside  this  rule  is  pending  in  the  U.  S.  Federal  Court  for 
the  Eastern  District  of  Louisiana. 
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RULES  GOVERNING  THE  TRANSPORTATION 
OF  PASSENGERS  AND  BAGGAGE 


Baggage. 

29.  Each  passenger  shall  be  entitled  to  hsLggSige  not  exceedinfr  one 
hundred  and  flfty  pounds. 

Handling  Baggage. 

30.  All  carriers  shall  provide  such  means  or  appliances  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  the  careful  handling:  of  and  to  prevent  injury  to 
ha.gga.ge.  At  all  stations  where  no  proper  appliances  are  supplied,  and 
no  regrular  depot  hand  is  employed,  the  train  hands  shall  be  required 
to  assist  the  hsiggage  master,  and  handle  all  bagrjBragre  with  care. 

Delivering  Baggage. 

31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  and  others  oper- 
ating railroads  in  the  State  of  Liouisiana,  at  all  stations  where  there  are 
agents,  to  deli ver -baggage  during  the  hours  in  which  the  agent  is  on  duty, 
except  for  thirty  minutes  previous  to  the  arrival  of  trains.  When  trains 
arrive  at  night,  baggage  shall  be  delivered  immediately  after  the  arrival 
of  trains,  at  stations  where  agents  are  on  duty,  and  for  fifteen  minuter 
thereafter. 

Baggage  to  be  forwarded  shall  be  received  at  any  hour  when  the 
agent  is  on  duty  during  the  day  that  passengers  are  to  take  trains. 
When  trains  leave  at  an  early  hour  in  the  morning  (before  8  a.  m.), 
baggage  to  be  forwarded  shall  be  received  in  the  afternoon  of  the  day 
previous  to  the  departure  of  such  trains,  for  which  agents  are  on  duty. 

Trucks  and  Tarpaulins. 

31 -a.  All  railroad  companies  operating  in  the  :State  of  Liouisiana 
shall  provide  trucks  and  tarpaulins  at  all  agency  stations,  for  the  proper 
handling  of  and  protection  to  baggage  which  is  being  loaded  or  unloaded 
from  trains,  except  when  excused  from  doing  so  by  the  Conimissiou. 

Loading    anrd    Unloading    Baggage. 

31-b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  carrying  pas- 
sengers in  Louisiana  to  load  and  unload  all  baggage  transported,  free 
of  charge. 

Free  Storage  of  Baggage. 

31 -c.  All  railroads  in  Louisiana  carrying  baggage  or  commercial 
samples,   on  passenger  trains,   shall   allow  forty-eight    (48)   hours   free 
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stora^  of  such  bag^^a^re  or  commercial  samples,  after  their  destination 
is  reached.     (Adopted  October  8,  19C«.     Order  No.  914.) 

Pr«f6renc«  to   Be  Given   Passenger  Trains. 

*32.  All  railroads  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  give 
pasaen^rer  trains  preference  over  freight  trains  and  shall  handle  said 
passenger  trains  promptly  at  Junctions,  stations,  terminal  points  and 
river  transfers.  Exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  rule  in  case  of  acci- 
dent or  emergency  when  conditions  make  it  impracticable.  (Order  No.. 
1615.   September  26.   1913.) 

Ticket  Rates. 

33.  No  more  than  the  regular  passenger  rates  shall  be  changed 
where  the  ticket  office  of  any  station  shall  not  have  been  open  for  thirty 
mioutea  before  the  departure  from  a  station  of  the  train  upon  which 
the  paaaenger  intends  to  be  transported. 

Failure  to  Buy  Tickets  at  Junction  Points. 

34.  At  Junction  points,  where  the  incoming  trains  arrive  so  near 
the  leaving  time  of  the  outgoing  train  that  it  is  not  practicable  for  a 
passenger  to  procure  a  ticket,  no  more  than  the  schedule  of  passenger 
rates  shall  be  charged. 

Passenger  Fares. 

35.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  all  railroad  compa- 
nies or^eratinfiT  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  charge  actual  fare  for 
the  mileage  traveled  by  pa.ssengers  between  points  within  the  State 
of  Louisiana;  provided  that  In  computing  such  fares,  when  the  amount 
ends  in  less  than  one-half  cent  the  fraction'shall  be  dropped,  and  where 
the  amount  is  one- half  cent  or  more  the  next  highest  figure  shall  be 
charged.     (Order  No.  1288,  July  27,  1911,  as  amended.) 

Minimum  Passenger  Fare. 

3«.  No  carrier  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  more  than  ten  cents  for 
full  or  half  fare  between  resrular  stations  when  the  fare  would  be  less 
than  that  amount.  (Under  Order  654,  the  standard  passenger  fare  Is 
3  cents  per  mile  for  roads  over  40  miles  long.) 

Passenger  Fares  From  Flag  Stations. 

37.  No  more  than  the  standard  passenger  tarift  shall  be  charged 
passengers  from  flag  stations  or  other  stations  where  tickets  are  not 
kept  on  sale. 

Conductors'  Rates. 

38.  (Rule  superceded  by  Order  No.  654.  Rate  is  4  cents  per  mile  for 
roads  over  40  miles  long  when  tickets  have  not  been  purchased,  except 
under  conditions  stated  in  previous  rules.) 
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Commutation  and  Mileage  Rates. 

39.  The  Commission  will  consider 'applications  for  an  advance  or 
reduction  in  the  standard  tariff  for  the  tranarportation  of  passengrers, 
but  no  change  in  rates  will  be  of  effect  or  put  in  force  until  authorized 
by  the  Commission;^  provided,  that  this  rule  shall  not  be  construed  as 
placing  any  restriction  on  the  privilege  of  carriers  to  make  special 
excursion  rates,  or  to  issue  what  are  called  "commutation"  or  ''mileagre" 
tickets;    provided,  no  unjust  discrimination  is  practiced. 

Carriers  have  the  right  to  make  special  excursion  rates.  Parties 
buying  tickets  at  the  point  of  origin  of  the  excursion  must  not  be  dis- 
criminated against,  and  all  parties  carried  on  the  excursion  train  from 
the  point  of  origin  must  be  taken  at  the  excursion  rate.  If  the  excur- 
sion ticket  is  a  round  trip  ticket  it  must  be  used  under  the  conditions 
under  which  it  is  sold.  Carriers  are  not  compelled  to  take  passen^rers 
returning  on  the  excursion  train  from  its  point  of  destination  unless 
such  passengers  are  provided  with  an  excursion  ticket,  but  may  collect 
from  such  passengers  the  standard  passenger  fare  without  creatin^r  a 
discrimination.    • 

Tickets   Must   Be  Kept  on   Sale  at  City  Offices. 

40.  Tickets  on  sale  at  any  office  in  a  city  must  be  kept  on  sale  at 
the  depot  ticket  office  of  the  same  carrier  at  the  same  price. 

.     .  Ticket  Offices. 

41.  Ticket  offices  must  be  opened  thirty  minutes  before  the  schedule 
tittle  of  the  departure  of  trains  carrying  passengers  and  kept  open 
nntil  their  departure,  and  every  facility  for  procuring  tickets  must  be 
given  passengers. 

Redeeming  Tickets. 

42.  Any  ticket  or  unused  portion  of  any  ticket  shall  be  redeemed 
by  the  carrier  on  presentation  at  the  office  where  said  ticket  was  sold 
or  at  the  general  office  of  the  company;  provided,  that  in  such  redemp- 
tion a  deduction  of  the  standard  tariff  rate  for  the  mileage  traveled 
shall  be  made. 

Changing  Form  of  Tickets. 

43.  No  form  or  style  of  ticket  in  use  by  any  carrier  in  this  State 
shall  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission. 

Waiting  Rooms. 

44.  A  separate  waiting  room  for  white  and  colored  passengrers, 
sufficient  for  their  comfort  and  convenience,  shall  be  provided  at  all 
stations,  and  these  waiting  rooms  must  be  furnished  with  lights,  and, 
when  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  requires  it,  with  fire.    A  substantial 
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cooler  must  be  placed  in  each  waiting  room,  supplied  with  good  and 
wholesome  water.  When  it  is  impracticable  to  keep  water  in  the 
waiting  rooms,  it  may  be  kept  In  the  agent's,  office  and  a  printed  or 
painted  notice  to  that  effect  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
•each  waiting  room. 

Sanitary  Closets  at  Stations. 

44-a.  There  shall  be  built  at  each  station,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Commission,  suitable  closets  for  men  and  women,  and  wherever 
there  is  sewerage,  separate  sanitary  water  closets  for  men  and  women 
shall  be  installed  in  connection  with  the  waiting  rooms.  These  closets 
^hall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  and  may  be  kept  locked, 
If  deemed  necessary,  and  the  key  kept  in  the  agent's  office.  When 
locked,  a  sign  must  be  placed  on  each  door  of  the  closets  that  the  key 
may  be  had  upon  application  td  the  agent. 

At  stations  where  closets  have  not  already  been  provided,  they  must 
bQ  built  or  installed  before  January  1,  1910.  (Order  No.  1067.  Adopted 
October  28.  1909.) 

Connections. 

45.  Ail  connecting  carriers  which  are  under  the  management  and 
control  by  lease,  ownership  or  otherwise,  of  one  and  the  same  company, 
-or  connection  with  a  different  company,  shall  be  required  to  make  close 
•connections  whenever  practicable. 

Bulletin  Boards. 

46.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  carrier  to  place  a  bulletin  board 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  every  telegraph  station  along  its  line,  with 
the  following  sign  on  or  above  each  board:  ''Trains  Not  Bulletined 
Are  on  Time." 

•It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  to  post 
on  its  bulletin  board,  at  every  telegraph  station,  the  schedule  of  arrival 
and  departure  of  all  trains  carrying  passengers,,  regularly  stopping  at 
the  station.  Whenever  a  train  carrying  passengers  is  late  sixteen  (16) 
minutes  or  more,  the  time  of  arrival  shall  be  bulletined  thirty  (30)  min- 
utes in  advance  of  the  schedule  time,  and  every  thirty  (30)  minutes  of 
time  additionally  lost  shall  be  bulletined.  All  such  notices  shall  be 
-erased  Immediately  After  the  departure  of  trains,  (Order  No.  1580,  May 
28,   1913.) 

Notifying   Passengers  of  Delays. 

47.  Whenever  there  is,  by  reason  of  accident  or  otherwise,  a  wreck 
or  obstruction  on  any  railroad,  which  shall  delay  any  passenger  train  on 
said  railroad,  it  shall  be.  the  duty  of  said  road  to  have  the  same  bul- 
letined at  all  stations  at  and  between  the  said  passenger  train  and  the 
place   so   obstructed,    and   the   conductor   or   any    employee   under   the 
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direction  of  the  conductor,  shall  give  notice  of  said  obstruction  to  the- 
passengers  taking  trains  at  the  diflPerent  stations  before  leaving  same, 
as  well  as  those  already  on  the  train,  of  the  delay  that  will  probably  be 
caused. 

Information  to  Be  Given   Relative  to  Delayed  Trains. 

47-a.  Railroad  officers  charged  with  the  control  of  passenger  trains- 
shall  cause  to  be  promptly  transmitted,  by  telegraph  or  telephone,  infor- 
mation to  depot  agents  on  their  line,  causes  of  delays  to  passenger 
trains  where  the  detention  is  due  to  an  obstruction  of  which  the  train 
dispatcher  has  knowledge.  The  agent  or  his  representative  shail  post 
such  information  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  a  bulletin  board,  or  give  the- 
tnformation  to  inquiries  made.     (Order  No.  1478.  November  13.  1912.) 

Heating  Care.     Ice  Water. 

48.  All  passenger  carriers  shall  provide  safe  and  adequate  heating 
appliances  to  make  the  passengers  comfortable.  An  adequate  supply  or 
good  and  wholesome  ice  water  must  be  supplied  in  all  such  compart- 
fhents. 

All  railroads  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  must  furnish  clean, 
clear  water  in  the  tanks  of  all  sleeping  cars  and  day  coaches,  whether 
for  drinking  or  other  purposes. 

Step  Boxes  on  Coaohee. 

4 8 -a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  operating  in 
this  State  to  provide  suitable  portable  step  boxes  on  all  passenger 
coaches  operating  on  trains  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  to  use  the- 
same  at  all  stations,  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  in  getting  on 
and  oft  trains. 

Lights  in  Coaches. 

48-b.  All  railroad  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
shall  provide  suitable  lighting  appliances  in  all  coaches  or  cars  in  which 
passengers  are  carried,  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  proper  condition  and 
lighted  when  such  cars  are  in  use,  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and 
sunrLse.     (Order  No.  1449,  September  26,  1912.) 

Linen  Covers  for  Plush  Seats  in  Coaches. 

48 -c.  All  railroads  operating  in  I^ouisiana  shall  furnish  and  use 
linen  covers,  or  covers  made  of  suitable  washable  material,  for  sr^ats 
and  backs  of  seats  In  all  coaches  upholstered  with  plush,  these  covers  to 
be  used  and  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  from  May  15th  to- 
October  15th,  inclusive,  of  each  year.    (Order  No.  1474,  October  17,  1912.>. 
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Coaches  Must  Be  Cleaned  at  End  of  Each  Run. 

•48-d.  All  coaches  and  cars  in  which  passenjgrers  are  c?.rried  on 
railroads  in  the  ^tate  of  Louisiana  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected at  the  end  of  each  run,  before  the  same  are  put  back  in  service; 
provided  that,  where  a  train  runs  to  a  junction  point  and  back  the 
same  day,  the  coaches  or  cars  shall  only  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  once 
a.  day.  Coaches  in  service  shall  be  kept  as  clean  as  possible  without 
disturbing  passengers.     (Order  No.  1540,  April  15,  1913.) 

Separate  Compartnrventt  for  White  and   Colored   Passengers. 

49.  Each  carrier  shall  furnish  separate  compartments  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  white  and  colored  passengers;  provided,  however,  that 
this  shall  not  apply  to  colored  maids  or  servants  in  charge  of  white 
children. 

Safety  Cords. 

50.  All  railroad  companies,  in  addition  to  the  usual  bell  cord,  shall 
place  a  safety  cord  in  each  coach  of  the  regular  passenger  train,  run- 
ning through  the  entire  length  of  same. 

Sleeping  Cars. 

51.  It  shall  'be  the  duty  of  sleepinjg  car  companies,  at  all  stations, 
on  the  stopping  of  trains,  to  have  one  door  of  each  of  their  cars  open 
for  the  entrance  and  exit  of  passengers  and  require  the  porter  to  have  a 
step  ready  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  desiring  to  enter  or  leave 
the  car. 

Sleeping  Car  Rates. 

51 -a.  There  shall  be  no  change  in  the  rates  authorized  or  established 
for  seats  or  berths  in  sleeping  cars,  chair  cars,  or  parlor  cars,  between 
points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  without  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission. 
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Declining    or    Refusing    Freight. 

52.  No  carrier  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  accept  and  transport 
promptly  any  article  proper  for  transportation. 

issuing    Tariffs  and   Supplements. 

52 -a.  No  railroad  company,  or  other  corporation,  firm  or  individualr 
operating  a  railroad  In  L«ouisiana,  shall  be  allowed  to  have  in  effect  at 
one  time  more  than  two  amendments  or  supplements  to  any  freight 
tariff  or  rates  applying  on  shipments  between  points  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  except  to  such  tariffs  as  have  been  issued  previous  to  March 
31,  1908;  provided*  that  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  issue  additionai 
amendments  or  supplements  to  any  freight  tariff  in  effect  March  31,  19(^8^ 
all  previous  amendments  or  supplements  shall  be  brought  forward  and 
combined  in  the  new  amendment  or  supplement,  when  issued.  (Adopted 
March  24,  1908.     Order  No.  858.) 

Railroads  Under  One  Management  or  Control. 

53.  All  connecting  railroads  or  other  carriers,  which  are  under  the 
management  and  control,  by  lease,  ownership,  or  otherwise,  of  one  and 
the  same  company  for  the  purpose  of  transportation,  shall,  in  applying 
the  tariffs  of  this  Commission,  be  considered  as  constituting  but  one 
and  the  same  carrier,  and  the  rates  shall  be  computed  as  upon  parts  of 
one  and  the  same  line,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

Local  Shipments. 

54.  All  shipments  moving  locally  between  points  in  Louisiana  are 
subject  to  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  unless  there  is  issued  at  the  time  of  shipment 
at  the  place  the  shipment  originates,  or  at  nearest  agency  station 
thereto,  through  interstate  bill  of  lading  to  the  final  point  of  destination 
of  the  shipment,  or  such  a  bill  of  lading  as  may  be  exchanged  for  a 
ship's  bill  of  lading  at  a  place  of  export.  (Void  insofar  as  the  rule  refers 
to  shipments  originating  in  Louisiana  destined  to  other  states  or  to  for- 
eign countries.) 

Joint  Through  Rates. 

55-a.  Joint  through  rates  are  those  authorized,  or  ordered  put  in, 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  which  shall  apply  on  ship- 
ments moving  between  two  points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  over  two 
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or  more  rail  or  water  lines  or  routes,  not  under  the  same  management 
or  control. 

55-b.  To  establish  joint  through  rates,  carriers  must  obtain  the 
authority  for  the  rates  proposed  by  them  from  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana. 

55-c.  No  joint  through  rates  will  be  considered  established  by  th^ 
carriers  parties  thereto  which  shall  not  first  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Railroad  Commission  for  their  approval,  and  the  Commission's 
authority  therefor  shall  have  been  issued  and  printed  on  the  tariffs. 

55-d.  When  no  joint  through  rates  have  been  established  as  above 
provided,  the  Commission  will,  upon  request  of  any  interested  party, 
establish  and  order  put  in  such  reasonable  joint  through  rates  as  they 
»Tiay  consider  necessary,  after  hearing  of  parties  interested. 

Joint  Through  Rates. 

55-e.  Amended.  No  through  freight  rates  to  or  from  stations  in 
Louisiana  shall  exceed  the  lowest  combination  of  mileage  rates  less 
ten  per  cent;  provided,  that  when  specific  class  or  commodity  rates 
applying  to  or  from  junction  points  result  in  making  a  lower  through 
rate  without  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  such  combination  will  apply. 
Where  two  published  specific  class  or  commodity  rates  are  used,  no 
deduction  will  be  made.  When  a  through  rate  is  constructed  by  use  of 
specific  class  or  commodity  rate,  applying  to  or  from  the  junction  point 
ai^d  mileage  rate  beyond,  a  deduction  of  ten  per  cent  will  be  made 
only  from  the  mileage  rate.     (Order  No.  1437.  July  25.  1912.> 

Approval  of  Tariffs. 

55-f.  All  joint  through  tariffs  in  use  December  1.  1904.  which  have 
not  been  authorized  by  the  Commission  since  July  25.  1904  (except 
those  which  are  in  contest  before  the  Commission,  or  rates  about  which 
complaint  has  been  made),  are  hereby  approved  by  the  Commission, 
subiect  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  apply  to  single  line  rates, 
and  copies  of  all  such  tariffs  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at 
once. 

Rates   Between  Competing   Points. 

•55-g.  Amended.  When  there  are  two  or  more  lines  between  any 
two  points  in  Louisiana  having  through  connections,  the  lowpst  rate 
established  between  such  points  shall  be  charged  by  the  other  lines 
accepting  freight  for  transportation  between  said  points.  Rates  from  and 
to  intermediate  stations  will  not  be  affected  by  this  ruling.  No  line. 
however,  shall  be  compelled  to  protect  the  rate  of  another  line  pro- 
vided the  shipper  Is  notified  by  the  agt  nt,  in  writing,  at  the  tim**  the 
shipment  Is  tendered,  of  its  unwlUingneFs  to  do  so.  (Order  No.  ir>TS. 
May.28,  1913.) 
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Combination   of  Short   Line   Mileage    Rates. 

55-h.     (Cancelled  by  Order  No.  1433.  July  25.  1912.    See  Rule  55-e.) 
Minimum    Charges,   Joint  Through    Shipment. 

55- i.  Actual  weights  must  be  char;?©d  for  in  all  cases,  except  that 
the  minimum  charge  to  be  collected  on  single  shipments  over  two  lines 
shall  be  forty  cents,  and  over  three  or  more  lines,  sixty  cents. 

Distances  for  Changing   Freight   Rates. 

56.  Since  a  separate  rate  can  not  be  conveniently  given  for  every ' 
possible  distance,  the  law  authorizes  the  Commission  to  ascertain  what 
shall  be  the  limits  of  longer  and  shorter  distances,  and  five  (5)  miles 
has,  accordingly,  been  fixed  as  the  limit  for  a  change  of  freight  rates 
for  all  distances  less  than  one  hundred  miles;  and  ten  (10)  miles  for  all 
distances  over  one  hundred  miles.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right, 
however,  to  correct  the  charge  in  extreme  cases  which  work  hardships, 
although  the  same  may  not  xiolate  the  letter  of  its  rules. 

57.  For  a  distance  under  twenty  milea  or  over  250  miles,  a  reduc- 
tion of  rates  may  be  made  without  making  a  change  at  all  stations 
short  of  260  miles;  provided,  however,  that  when  any  carrier  shall 
make  a  reduction  of  rates  for  a  distance  of  over  260  miles,  the  same 
shall  apply  to  similar  distances  on  all  the  roads  controlled  by  the  same 
company,  and  in  no  case  shall  more  be  charged  for  a  less  than  a  greater 
distance,  except  as  in  Rule  66. 

Rates  from  Competing  Points. 

58.  When  there  are  between  any  two  pointp  two  or  more  competing 
carriers  not  under  the  same  management  or  in  the  same  system,  the 
longer  lines  or  water  routes,  in  order  to  give  said  points  the  benefit  of 
competition,  may  reduce  the  rates  between  said  two  points  below  the 
standard  tariff,  without  making  a  corresponding  reduction  at  all  stations 
or  landings  along  the  lines  of  said  roads  or  water  routes;  provided,  said 
reduction  shall  not  make  the  rates  less  than  the  standard  tariff  rates 
for  the  shortest  line  between  said  points;  provided  further,  that  before 
taking  effect,  the  proposed  changes  of  rates  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  this  Commission.  (Ebccepdons  to  this  rule  are  made  on 
shipments  to  and  from  Alexandria,  Baton  Rouge,  Lake  Charles,  Monroe, 
New  Orleans  and  Shreveport.) 
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Long  and   Short   Haul    Rates. 

59.  No  freight  rates  in  this  State  shall  be  changed  without  the  con- 
sent of  this  Commission;  provided,  however,  that  where  the  Constitu- 
tion is  violated  by  charging  more  for  a  shorter  than  for  a  longer  dis- 
tance, such  overcharge  shall  be  reduced  for  the  shorter  distance  to  make 
same  conform  to  law. 

Minimum   Charge  One   Line. 

60.  All  shipments  shall  be  charged  for  at  actual  weight  and  rate, 
with  a  minimum  charge  of  25  cents  when  the  shipment  moves  over  one 
road. 

Cars   Loaded   to    Physical   Capacity. 

•60 -a.  Amended.  When  freight  cars  are  loaded  to  their  physical 
capacity  with  any  article  for  which  a  carload  rating  is  provided,  no 
more  than  actual  weight  of  the  shipment  contained  in  such  cars  shall 
be  charged  for.  This  rule  will  not  apply  on  shipments  taking  minimum 
carload  weights,  24,0^00  pounds  and  less.  On  shipments  taking  minimum 
of  24,000  pounds  and  less  apply  in  Western  Classification  territory, 
tariff  rates  and  rules  provided  in  Western  Classification,  supplements 
and  exceptions  thereto,  and  in  Southern  Classification  territory  apply 
tariff  rates  and  rules  provided  in  Southern  Classification,  supplements 
and  exceptions  thereto. 

When  a  shipper  orders  a  car  of  less  capacity  than  is  required 
for  the  established  minimum,  the  carrier  may  collect  charges  on  the 
basis  of  the  established  minimum.     (Order  No.  1622,  September  26,  1913.) 

Blockading  Cars. 

61.  No  carrier  doing  business  in  this  State  shall  permit  a  blockade 
of  any  class  of  freight  on  account  of  any  arrangement  existinjg  between 
it  and  other  carriers  as  to  the  transportation  of  freight,  according  to 
percentage  or  otherwise. 

Notice  of  Arrival  of  Freight. 

62.  All  carriers  shall  give  prompt  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise  to 
consignees  of  the  arrival  of  goods,  together  with  the  weight  and 
amount  of  freight  charges  due  thereon;  and  when  goods  or  freight  of 
any  kind  in  carload  quantities  arrive,  said  notice  must  contain  letters 
or  initials  of  the  car,  number  of  the  car,  net  weight  and  amount  of 
freight  charges  due  on  the  same. 

Selecting  Route. 

63.  The  right  of  a  shipper  to  direct  by  what  carrier  or  carriers  in 
this  State  his  shipment  shall  be  transported  shall  be  observed  by  all 
carriers. 
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64.  All  carriers  shall,  on  demand  of  consignees,  at  stations  where 
there  are  agents,  insert  plainly  on  all  bills  of  lading  or  expense  bills, 
the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  freight,  the  name  of  article,  the  weight, 
if  possible,  of  the  freight,  the  class,  and  the  rate  authorized. 

Returned  Shipments. 

64 -a.  Shipments,  whole  or  in  part  (except  live  stock),  which  have 
paid  full  tariff  rates,  may  he  returned  to  shipper  at  point  of  origin  at 
one-half  the  Commission's  authorized  rate,  in  the  direction  of  the  Iirst 
movement;  it  being  understood  that  if  the  shipment  is  in  less  car- 
load quantity,  one- half  the  less  carload  rate  will  apply,  the  charge  in  no 
case  to  be  less  than  the  minimum  charge  provided  under  Rules  55-1  and 
60  of  the  Revised  Rules  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Loulsi^n. 

If  a  carload  is  returned,  one- half  the  carload  rate  will  govern,  pro- 
vided thh  minimum  charge  on  a  full  carload  shipment  shall  not  be  less 
than  one-half  of  Class  D  rate,  and  provided  further,  that  full  reference 
be  furnished  by  shipper  or  consignee  of  the  original  shipment,  which 
information  may  be  furnished  at  point  of  origin  or  at  destination  of 
returned  freight. 

The  time  limit  for  return  of  shipment  shall  be  one  year,  except 
that  the  time  limit  of  articles  taking  agricultural  implements,  vehicles 
and  wagon  rates  shall  be  two  years.  (Adopted  May  28,  1908.  Order  No. 
882.) 

Issuing  Freight  Receipts. 

65.  All  carriers  shall  upon  demand  issue  duplicate  freight  receipts 
to  all  shippers  of  freight,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  class  or  classes 
of  freight  shipped,  freight  charges  over  the  railroad  or  water  route 
issuing  such  receipt,  and  as  far  as  practicable  shall  state  the  charges 
upon  the  same  over  the  connecting  roads  or  water  routes  transporting* 
such  freight;  and  in  all  cases  the  carrier  receiving  such  freight  shipped 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  prompt  and  safe  delivery  of  same  to 
its  point  of  destination  within  a  reasonable  time  required  for  Its  trans- 
portation, which  reasonable  length  of  time  shall  be  determined  after  due 
investigation  by  the  Commission.  When  the  consigrnees  of  such  freight 
presents  the  carrier's  receipt  to  the  agent  of  the  carrier  last  transport- 
ing said  freight,  such  agent  shall  deliver  the  articles  shipped,  upon  the 
payment  of  the  rates  charged  for  the  class  of  freight  as  stipulated  In 
said  carrier's  receipt;  but  no  part  of  freight  bills  need  be  paid  by  con- 
signee until  all  the  freight  Is  delivered  or  carrier  makes  good  that  por- 
tion of  freight  not  delivered. 

Bills  of  Lading 

66.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  operating  In  Lou- 
isiana shall  Insert  in  any  bill  of  lading  or  freight  receipt  Issued  by  It. 
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any  lan^uagre  limiting  or  modifying  its  liabilities  or  responsbilties  for 
loss  or  damage  to  cotton  by  fire,  transported  between  any  two  points  in 
Louisiana. 

Tracers. 

66-a.  Tracers,  accompanied  with  complaint  from  consignees  to  con- 
signor, to  the  effect  that  goods  or  nverchandise  had  not  reached  them 
within  five  days  after  shipment,  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  railroad 
company  and  information  given  as  to  cause  of  delay  within  five  days 
after  receipt  of  request  to  trace,  also  notification  of  delivery,  if  made. 
(Order  No.  1425,  June  26,  1912.) 

Bills  of  Lading,  Returning. 

•66-b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  operating  ir^ 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  return  to  shippers,  within  forty-eight  (48) 
hours,  all  bills  of  lading,  duly  signed,  covering  shipments  from  non- 
agency  stations.     (Order  No.  1500,  January  16,  1913.) 

Payment  of  Claims. 

67.  All  claims  against  carriers  for  loss  or  damage  to  freight  must 
be  settled  within  ninety  (90)  days  at  point  of  destination,  or  at  the  point 
of  shipment,  as  the  claimant  may  elect. 

Overcharges. 

68.  All  overcharges  on  freight  by  any  carrier  shall  be  settled  within 
thirty  days  after  demand  by  consignee  or  his  representative,  upon  the 
agent  at  the  delivering  depot  or  landing,  or  at  point  of  shipment,  a& 
the  claimant  may  elect.  Whenever  any  overcharge  on  freight  has  been 
made  on  a  shipment  over  two  or  more  railroads  or  water  routes,  or  any 
part  of  two  or  more  roads  or  water  routes,  it  shall  be  settled  by  the 
delivering  carrier.  If  the  overcharge  is  made  on  a  shipmeent  to  a  flag 
station,  the  demand  may  be  made  on  the  agent  at  the  nearest  regular 
station  to  the  flag  station  to  which  the  same  was  billed. 

Payment  of  Claims — Express  Companies. 

69.  All  claims  for  loss  of  or  damage  to,  express  matter,  shall  be 
settled,  or  denied,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  they  are  filed 
with  the  delivering  company;  provided,  that  all  overcharges  shall  be 
promptly  refunded  by  the  agent  of  the  delivering  company. 

Freight   Depots,   When   Open. 

70.  All  freight  depots  must  be  kept  open  each  day  (Sunday  and 
legal  holidays  excepted),  for  the  receiving  and  delivering  of  freight 
between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.,  with  an  intermission  from 
12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

Freight  depots  may  be  closed  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.  on  Saturdays  during 
tie  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and  September  of  each  year. 
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Delays   in   Transporting   Shipments. 

71.  No  carrier  shall  for  any  cause,  subject  any  article  of  freigrht  to 
unreasonable  delay  in  receiving,  delivering  or  forwarding  the  same  to 
its  destination. 

Lowest   Rate   to    Be   Charged   in   Case   of   Conflict. 

72.  In  any  case  where  the  distance  tariff  class  rate  is  lower  than 
a  class  rate  shown  in  commodity  tariff,  the  lowest  rate  shall  be  charged. 

No  rates  shall  be  published  in  commodity  tariffs  which  are  higher 
than  class  rates  shown  in  distance  tariffs.  (Order  No.  1355.  February 
1,  1912.) 

Date  Authorized  Rates  Become  Effective. 

73.  All  authorities  for  rates,  issued  by  the  Commission,  may  be 
made  effective  at  once,  or  as  soon  after  the  date  of  issuance  as  possible^ 
but  in  no  case  later  than  ten  days  after  the  date  'of  the  Commission's 
authority,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

Authorities  Not  Issued  for  a  Period  of  Less  Than  Six  Months. 

73-a.  Authorities  for  special  commodity  rates  will  be  issued  upon 
the  application  of  a  duly  authorized  representative  of  any  transporta- 
tion company  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  which  may  be  lower 
than  regular  mileage  rates,  or  rates  which  have  been  previously  In  effect, 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  months.  (Order  No.  1224.  Effective 
January  1,  1911.) 
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Rules  Governing  the  Furnishing  of  Cars  by  Railroads^ 
and  the  Penalty  for  Failure  to  Comply. 


74.  Section  1.  Railroad  companies,  except  for  reasonable  cause  of 
delay  (to  establish  which  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  car- 
rier), must  furnish  cars  to  shippers,  suitable  for  the  transportation  of 
the  freight  desired  to  be  shipped,  at  a  designated  place  for  loading,  if 
possible,  otherwise  at  the  most  convenient  point  nearest  shipper's  load- 
ing place,  within  five  days  after  written  notice  to  the  agent  of  the  com- 
pany, at  the  nearest  station  to  said  loading  place;  provided,  the  said 
notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  show  name  of  shipper,  character 
and  destination  of  the  freight,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  Ave 
dollars  for  each  car  ordered,  which  amount  shall  be  returned  to  the 
shipper  immediately  upon  demand  upon  the  agent,  after  loading  the 
car  or  cars,  or  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  freight,  as  the  shipper 
may  elect  Provided  further,  that  no  shipper  may,  under  this  order, 
demand  more  than  two  cars  for  each  period  of  five  days. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  shipper  in  Liouisiana  desires  cars  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  shipping  perishable  freight,  such  as  ice,  green  vegetables,  and 
other  articles  requiring  prompt  transportation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
railroad  companies  to  furnish  one  car  every  forty- eight  hours,  after 
receiving  forty-eight  hours'  written  notice,  accompanied  by  a  deposit 
of  Ave  dollars  for  each  car  ordered,  as  provided  in  Section  1. 

Sec.  3.  Companies  failing  to  furnish  cars  within  the  specifled  time,, 
except  for  reasonable  cause  of  delay,  shown  by  the  carrier,  shall  pay 
to  the  person  making  a  demand  for  cars,  as  provided  by  Sections  1  and 
2,  a  demurrage  charge  of  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  car  or  fraction 
thereof,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  to  be  computed  from 
7  a.  m.  of  the  fifth  day  after  written  demand,  made  in  the  manner  and 
form  as  provided  by  Section  1. 

Sec.  4.  The  demurrage  in  such  cases  a.ssessed  against  the  carrier 
shall  be  paid  by  the  agent  at  the  depot  where  notice  for  cars  is  given, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  claim. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  car  or  cars  ordered  have  been  placed  in  position 
tor  loading,  the  person  applying  for  the  same  shall  load  the  car  or  cars 
within  forty-eight  hours,  and  upon  failure  to  do  so,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  railroad  company  a  demurrage  charge  of  one  dollar  per  day 
for  each  car  not  loaded  within  the  time  specifled  above. 

Sec.  6.  The  demurrage  in  such  cases  assessed  against  a  shipper 
shall  be  retained  from  the  amount  deposited  with  the  agent  at  the  time 
the  order  is  given  for  cars. 
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Sec.  7.  These  rules  shall  apply  only  to  box,  flat,  stock  and  coal  cars 
of  tisual  and  ordinary  dimensions.  I^ailroad'  companies  shall  not  be 
required  to  furnish  cars  of  special  desigrn. 

Reweighing  Cars. 

74 -a.  Section  1.  Whenever  a  carload  shipment,  transported  be- 
tween points  in  Louisiana,  moves  over  two  or  more  track  scales, 
whether  over  one  or  more  lines,  the  cars  shall  be  weighed  by  the  car- 
rier at  the  first  track  scales  over  which  it  passes,  in  the  direction  of 
its  movenpent  to  destination,  and  the  weight  thus  found  shall  be  the 
weight  upon  which  freight  charges  shall  be  assessed.  Whenever  there 
is  a  dispute  between  the  shipper  or  consignee  and  the  carrier  a;3  to  the 
correctness  of  the  weight,  the  carrier  shall,  whenever  there  axe  track 
scales  at  the  point  of  destination,  upon  demand  of  the  consignee, 
reweight  the  car,  and  if  a  difference  is  found  in  the  two  weights,  so 
ascertained,  the  freight  bill  shall  be  corrected  to  conform  to  the  last 
weight. 

Charges  for  Rev^ighing  Cars. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  no  charge  made  by  the  carrier  in  cases 
where  the  second  weighing  shows  a  variation  of  over  one  per  cent 
from  the  first,  weight.  When  the  second  weighing  does  not  show  a 
variation  to  such  extent,  the  carrier  shall  charge  two  and  50-100  ($2.50) 
dollars  for  each  car  reweighed.  The  consignee  shall,  if  an  additional 
day  is  required  by  the  delivering  carrier  to  reweigh  the  car,  be  allowed 
one  day's  free  time  in  addition  to  the  free  time  allowed  under  the  car 
service  rules  as  established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 
When  the  consignee  so  requests,  the  reweighing  of  the  car  shall  be 
in  his  presence,  or  In  the  presence  of  his  authorized  agent,  provided 
no  delay  shall  be  occasioned  thereby.  (Order  no  1431.  July  25,  1912. 
Effectivo  August  15,  1912.) 
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Changing  Location  of  Depots  and  Stations. 

75.  No  chang-e  of  freight  or  passenger  depots  or  flag  stations  from 
their  present  location,  or  suspension  of  the  sale  of  tickets,  or  the  re- 
ceiving or  forwarding  of  freights  from  stations  no\»  In  use  for  such 
purpose,  will  be  permitted  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 

Rebuilding    Depots,    Platforms    knd    Structures,    When    Destroyed.    ^ 

76.  Whenever  any  depot,  pajgoda,  platform,  shed,  or  other  perma- 
nent structure,  used  in  connection  with  the  public  service  rendered  by  a 
railroad  in  Louisiana,  is  destroyed  In  whole  or  in  part,  by  fire  or  other 
accidental  cause,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  Commission  by  letter, 
within  five  (5)  days  after  the  occurrence,  griving  the  date  of  the  same, 
and  the  approximate  amount  of  damage  to  the  property,  and  the  said 
depot,  pagoda,  platform,  shed,  or  other  permanent  structure  so  destroyed 
or  injured,  shall  be  rebuilt  or  repaired  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the 
date  of  the  accident,  unless  permission  is  secured  from  the  Commission, 
in  the  interim,  not  to  rebuild  or  restore  the  same. 

Locating  Depots. 

77.  Permission  for  the"  location  of  depots  and  the  construction  of 
same  must  be  secured  from  this  Commission.  Application  for  such  per- 
mits must  be  accompanied  by  all  information  necessary  for  a  fiill  and 
proper  understanding  of  all  interests  to  be  affected  thereby.  The  Com- 
mission reserves  the  right  to  pass  upon  the  location  of  all  Switches 
and  spurs. 

Switches  and  Spurs. 

78.  No  switches  or  spurs  in  use  in  this  State  shall  be  removed  or 
abandoned  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission. 
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TARIFFS  AND  RULES  GOVERNING  TELEGRAPH 
COMPANIES 


79.  No  telegraph  company  shall  charge  or  collect  more  than 
twenty- five  (25)  cents  for  any  message  of  ten  words  or  less,  exclusive 
of  date,  address  and  signature,  between  any  two  points  on  its  lines 
within  the  limits  of  the  State,  nor  more  than  two  cents  for  each  addi- 
tional word  on  any  day  message  nor  more  than  one  cent  for  each 
additional  word  on  a  night  message. 

(Note. — These  are  maximum  rates,  and  telegraph  companies  are 
permitted  to  establish  lower  rates  upon  application  to  the  Commission.) 

80.  All  messages  offered  for  transmission  must  be  promptly  for- 
warded and  delivered. 

81.  No  telegraph  office  where  mesages  are  received  and  trans- 
mitted shall  be  discontinued  or  abolished  without  first  obtaining  the 
consent  of  this  Commission,  upon  an  application  duly  filed  by  said 
company  desiring  such  discontinuance,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the 
reasons  therefor. 

Tariffs  and   Rules  Governing  Telephone  Companies — Rate  for  Written 

Messages. 

82.  No  telephone  company  shall  charge  or  collect  more  than 
twenty-five  (25)  cents  for  any  written  message  of  ten  words  or  less, 
exclusive  of  date,  address  and  signature,  between  any  two  points  on  its 
lines  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  nor  more  than  two  cents  for  each 
additional  word  on  any  day  message,  nor  more  than  one  cent  for  each 
additional  word  on  a  night  message. 

(Note. — These  are  maximum  rates,  and  telegraph  companies  are 
permitted  to  establish  low^r  rates  upon  application  to  the  Commission.) 

Messages  Must  Be  Forwarded   Promptly. 

83.  All  messages  offered  for  transmission  must  be  promptly  for- 
warded and  delivered. 

Discontinuing  Telephone  Stations. 

84.  No  telephone  office  where  messages  are  received  and  trans- 
mitted shall  Le  discontinued  or  abolished  without  first  obtaining  the 
consent  of  this  Commission  upon  an  application  duly  filed  by  the  said 
company  desiring  such  discontinuance,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the 
reasons  therefor. 
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Advance  in  Rates. 

85.  There  shall  be  no  increase  in  the  rates  charged  for  rent  of 
instruments,  or  for  the  use  of  public  station  instruments  for  conversa- 
tion, without  the  consent  of  the  Commission;  nor  shall  any  rates  be 
put  In  force  at  new  exchanges,  or  on  new  toll  lines,  or  elsewhere,  before 
said  rates  shall  have  been  authorized  by  this  Commission. 

Telephone  Service   Not  To  Be   Discontinued. 

I 

S€.  No  subscriber  shall  be  hindered  in  the  enjoyment  of  telephone 
communication,  nor  shall  instruments  be  removed  from  the  premises- 
of  subscribers  except  for  failure  to  pay  tariff  rates  authorized  by  this: 
Commission. 

Long   Distance  Toll   Rates. 

87.  Long  distance  toll  rates  from  exchanges  shall  commence  from 
the  long  distance  toll  board,  and  shall  be  the  same  for  all  subscribers 
to  the  exchange  with  which  they  are  connected,  regardless  of  the  dis- 
tance from  the  subscriber's  telephone  to  the  exchange  with  which  he  is 
connected. 

Desk  Set  Telephones. 

88.  Whtre  subscribers  wish  nickel-plated  desk  set  telephones  In- 
stalled, or  an  expensive  form  of  cabinet  telephone,  teiepnone  companies 
will  be  permitted  to  charge  for  same,  twenty-five  cents  per  month,  over 
and  above  the  regular  charge  for  service  with  standard  instruments. 

Party  Line  Rates  Beyond   Exchange   Radius. 

89.  Beyond  one  and  one-half  miles,  and  within  three  miles  from 
exchanges,  party  lines  will  be  installed  and  maintained  at  the  exchange 
rate  authorized  by  the  Commission  for  direct  lines  within  the  limits  of 
one  and  one-half  miles. 

Direct   Lines   Beyond    Exchange   Radius. 

90.  For  direct  line  service  outside  of  one  and  one-half  miles  from 
the  exchange,  and  inside  of  three  miles,  the  rate  shall  be  the  authorized 
direct  line  rate,  and  twenty-five  cents  per  month  additional  for  each 
half  mile,  or  fraction  thereof,  beyond  one  mile  and  a  half  from  the  ex- 
change. 

Contracts  for  Telephone  Service. 

91.  Telephone  companies  shall  horoaliir  be  allowed  to  make  con- 
tracts with  new  subscribers  desiring  telephone  service,  to  keep  the 
telephones  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  beginning  of 
service,  at  rates  authorized  by  the  Commission  for  the  class  of  service 
desired.  If  any  party  desires  telephone  service  for  a  less  period  of  time 
tha^  twelve  months  it  shall  be  furnished  at  the  rates  authorized  by  the 
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Commission  for  the  class  of  service  desired;  provided,  the  party  desiring: 
service  pays  the  actual  cost  of  installation. 

Privao  Branch  Exchanges. 

92.  Telephone  companies  may  enter  into  special  contracts  for 
service  of  an  extraordinary  or  irregular  nature,  such  as  operatinjr  branch 
exchanges  in  hotels,  constructing  and  maintaining  extra  hazardous 
lines,  and  for  special  service,  at  rates  authorized  by  the  Commission,  for 
such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  contracting 
parties;  provided,  copies  of  all  such  contracts  for  special  service  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Commission. 

''Exchange  Radius." 

93.  The  "exchange  radius"  shall  be  and  is  established  at  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  telephone  exchange,  except  in  towns  or  cities 
where  the  corporation  limits  are  farther  from  the  exchange  than  one 
and  one-half  miles,  in  which  case  the  exchange  radius  shall  be  the 
corporation  limits. 

(By  "exchange  radius"  is  meant  that  limit  or  distance  from  each 
exchange,  within  which  subscribers  to  the  exchange  are  to  receive 
telephone  service  at  the  rates  approved  or  established  by  the  Commis- 
sion for  the  different  exchanges  throughout  the  State.) 

Second  and  Third  Telephones,  Outside  of  Exchange  Radius. 

94.  When  a  subscriber  on  an  additional  or  direct  line,  outside  of 
the  exchange  radius  of  any  exchange  in  Louisiana,  desires  a  second  or 
third  telephone  placed  on  the  direct  line,  the  rate  for  such  second  or 
third  telephone  shall  be  the  party  line  rate  for  country  service  for 
connection  with  the  exchange  from  which  the  subscriber  is  served. 

Country  Party  Lines  Limited  to  Five  Subecribers. 

95.  Hereafter  no  telephone  company  operating  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana  shall  connect  more  than  five  subscribers  on  any  country  line 
in   the   State. 

No  lines  now  having  more  than  five  subscribers  shall  be  disturbed 
or  disconnected  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  except  upon  the  request  of  one  or  more  sub- 
scribers. 

Printing  and   Posting  Telephone  Toll   Rates. 

96.  All  telephone  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
and  all  owners  of  public  telephone  lines  in  Louisiana,  shall  print  in 
all  of  their  telephone  directories  a  list  of  the  public  telephone  stations 
on  their  lines  in  Louisiana,  showing  the  rate  for  conversations  to  such 
stations  as  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 
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All  telephone  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
all  owners  of  public  elephone  lines  in  Louisiana,  shall  print  and  keep 
posted  at  all  public  toll  statlbns  on  their  lines  in  Louisiana,  except  at 
exchanges  where  directories  are  printed,  a  list  of  its  toll  stations  in 
Louisiana,  together  with  the  toll  rate  to  each  of  said  stations  as 
authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

The  lists  of  stations  and  toll  rates  required  to  be  printed  and  posted 
by  this  rule  shall  be  revised  and  corrected  at  least  once  every  three 
«nonths. 
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Annual  Report. 

97.  Annual  reports  shall  be  required  from  all  Railroad,  Steamboat 
and  other  Water  Craft,  Express,  Telephone,  Telegraph  and  Sleeping  Car 
Companies,  to  be  filed  with  this  Commission  on  or  by  the  15th  day  of 
September  of  each  year.  These  reports  to  cover  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  SO  of  each  year,  and  must  be  made  In  accordance  with  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  Commission. 

Failure  to  Furnish  Cars  at  "Concentrating  Points/' 

98.  Whenever  a  party  has  received  products  for  concentration  or 
manufacture  at  rates  authorized  or  established  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  providing  for  refunds  to  be  made  when  the  original 
product  or  a  certain  percentage  of  the  manufactured  product  is  re- 
shipped  via  the  carrier  on  whose  line  the  shipnient  originated,  and  the 
said  party  tenders  to  the  originating  carrier  the  return  shipments,  either 
of  the  original,  or.  the  manufactured  products,  at  the  rate  of  two  car- 
loads every  five  days,  and  the  said  carrier  fails  to  furnish  cars  for  the 
loading  and  movement  of  such  shipments,  then  the  party  receiving  the 
shipment  for  concentration  or  manufacture  may  ship  via  another  line, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  refunds  which  may  be  due  when  such  ship- 
ments are  tendered. 

Furnishing   Cars  of  Specified    Length. 

98 -a.  Where  shippers  order  cArs  of  certain  lengths  and  cars  of 
greater  lengths  are  furnished  at  carriers*  convenience,  the  minimum 
provided  In  tariff  for  cars  of  length  ordered  will  be  protected,  subject 
to  actual  weight,  and  provided  further  that  shipment  made  could  have 
been  loaded  into  car  of  the  length  ordered  by  shipper.  (Order  No.  1282. 
July    27,    1911.) 

Movement   of    Private    Cars. 

98- b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies,  after  they  have 
received  private  tank  cars  for  handling  molasses,  either  loaded  or  empty, 
for  transportation  between  any  two  points  on  their  respective  lines,  or 
after  they  have  received  cars  belonging  to  them,  loaded  with  molasses, 
to  move  the  said  cars  at  tht  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  miles 
per  day, , Sundays  and  It\^al  holidays  excepted,  unless  the  disitance  the 
cars  are  to  be  transported  is  less;  provided,  that  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
shall  be  allowed  on  all  cars  moving  through  the  switching  limits  ot  New 
Orleans,  and  that  twenty-four  (24)  hours  shall  be  allowed  at  other 
points  of   initial    movement,   before   beginning   the   computation   of  per 
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diem  mileage  above  provided  for;  and  provided  that  all  delays  incident 
to  storms,  overflows,  strikes,  wrecks,  or  other  causes  beyond  the  control 
of  the  railroad  companies,  shall  be  excepted  in  computinjg  per  diem 
mileage,  as  shall  also  the  time  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  these  tank 
cars;  and  provided  further,  that  railroad  companies  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  move  said  tank  cars,  destined  to  or  from  branch  line  points 
further  than  the  junction  point  in  one  day,  and  such  junction  point 
shall  be  considered  an  initial  point  for  further  movement. 

Railroad  companies  shall  pay  to  owners  or  lessees  the  sum  of  one 
($1.00)  dollar  per  car  per  day /Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  for 
every  day  that  the  above  mentioned  private  tank  cars  are  delayed  be- 
yond the  time  specified  in  this  rule. 

Flagging   Rules. 

•99.  ORDERED,  That  when  a  train  stops  or  is  delayed,  under  cir- 
cumstances in  which  it  may  be  overtaken  by  another  train,  the  flag- 
man must  go  back  immediately  with  stop  signals  a  sufficient  distance 
to  Insure  full  protection.  When  recalled  he  may  return  to  his  train, 
first  placing  two  torpedoes  on  the  rail,  wWen  the  conditions  require  it. 
The  front  of  a  train  must  be  protected  in  the  same  way  when  neces- 
sary by  front  brakeman.  If  the  front  brakeman  is  not  available  the  fire- 
man must  act  in  his  place. 

99 -a.  Between  sunrise  and  sunset  the  flagman  shall  immediately 
after  he  leaves  his  train  light  a  red  fusee  and  carry  it  with  him  back 
one- quarter  1  of  a  mile  to  the  point  where  he  places  the  first  torpedo, 
and  must  leave  a  burning  fusee  at  the  same  point  as  the  first  torpedo. 

A  suflicient  distance  to  insure  full  protection  requires  that  flagman 
shall  go  back  to  a  point  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train, 
where  he  must  place  one  torpedo  on  the  rail.  He  must  then  continue  to 
go  back  at  least  one-half  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train  and  place  two 
torpedoes  on  the  rail,  not  more  than  two  rail  lengths  apart;  he  may 
then  return  to  within  one-fourth  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  and 
remain  there  until  recalled.  If  a  passenger  train  is  due  he  must 
remain  until  it  arrives.  When  he  comes  in  he  will  remove  the  torpedo 
nearest  to  train,  but  the  two  torpedoes  must  be  left  on  the  rail  as  a 
caution  signal  to  a  following  train. 

The  recall  of  flagman  is  the  most  critical  period,  and  when  there 
is  not  a  clear  \iew  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  the  train  must  be  moved  for- 
ward a  sufllcient  distance  to  insure  safety  before  flagman  is  recalled. 
During  foggy  or  stormy  weather,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  obscure  curves, 
or  descending  grades,  or  when  other  conditions  require  it,  the  flagman 
will  increase  the  distance.  When  a  train  is  flagged  by  a  flagman  the 
enjglneman  must  obtain  a  thorough  explanation  of  the  cause,  stopping 
If  necessary. 
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99 -b.  Should  the  speed  of  a  train  be  reduced  and  its  rear  thereby 
endang-ered,  makinjgr  it  necessary  to  check  a  following  train  before  a 
flagman  can  get  off,  a  lighted  red  fusee  must  be  thrown  on  the  track 
at  intervals  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  leading  train. 

99-c.  When  a  flagman  is  sent  out  with  specific  instructions  affect- 
ing the  rights  of  trains,  such  instructions  must  be  in  writing. 

99-d.  When  a  flagman  is  sent  to  a  station  on  a  train,  he  will  ride 
on  the  engine,  and  enjgineman  must  stop  and  let  him  oft  at  the  first 
switch.     It  Is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  above  rule  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  at 
once  by  the  various  railroads  in  Louisiana  among  their' trainmen,  and 
all  conductors  and  flagmen,  and  others  in  charge  of  trains  shall  be 
required  to  familiarize  themselves  therewith.  Flagmen  shall  be  ex- 
amined upon  this  rule,  and  other  operating  rules  prescribing  their 
duties,  by  proper  officials  of  their  respective  companies  at  least  once 
e\/ery  year,  and  when  so  examined,  if  found  competent  to  continue  in 
the  service,  they  shall  be  given  a  certificate  by  the  examining  officer 
to  that  effect.  Before  allowing  a  flagman  to  enter  upon  his  duties  on 
a  train  operatinjg  in  Louisiana,  he  shall  be  examined  on  the  above  rule 
and  the  operating  rules  of  the  company  pertaining  to  his  duties. 
Records  of  all  examinations  held  must  be  kept  in  the  superintendent's 
oflflce  in  Louisiana  of  each  railroad,  subject  to  inspection  upon  demand 
by  the  Commission  at  any  time.  This  examination  may  be  either  oral 
or  in  writing,  the  object  being  to  ascertain,  by  questioning,  whether  the 
employee  is  familiar  with  his  duties.  No  flagman  shall  be  permitted  to 
flag  on  any  train  in  Louisiana  until  he  has  served  an  apprenticeship 
as  a  flagman  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days,  and  made  at  least  two 
trips  over  the  route  which  will  be  the  run  of  the  train  to  which  he  is 
assigned,  with  an  experienced  flagman. 

(2)  That  no  employee  shall  be  promoted  to  the  position  of  flagman 
until  he  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  brakeman  or  switchman  for  a 
period  of  six  months;  provided,  that  on  freight  trains  he  may  serve  in 
the  capacity  of  both  brakeman  and  flagman,  provided  he  has  had  the 
required  thirty  days  experience  as  flagman. 

All  rates,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  in  conflict  herewith  are 
cancelled.  (Order  No.  1517.  February  20,  1913,  as  amended  by  Order 
No.  '1551  of  April  17,  1913.)  (Black-face  type  are  changes  made  by 
Order  No.  1551.) 

Amendment  to  Flagging   Rule. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  may 
employ  as  fla&men  men  who  have  had  one  year  or  more  experience  in 
train  service  with  other  common  carrier  railroads,  who,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  superintendent  of  the  railroad  employing  such  flagmen,  are 
competent   to   fill   the  positions   as   flagmen,   it   being  hereby  made   the 
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duty  of  such  railroad  company,  before  such  men  are  employed  In  the 
capacity  of  tlagmen,  to  study  carefully  the  flagging:  rule  prescribed  by 
the  Railroad  Commission,  and  to  satisfy  the  superintendent  of  the  com- 
pany employing  such  flagmen,  through  oral  examination,  that  they  are 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  same,  and  competent  to  carry  out  its 
requirements.  Before  such  men  may  be  put  to  work  as  flagmen,  they 
must  also  be  carefully  examined  as  to  the  operating  rules  of  the  rail- 
road company  by  which  they  are  to  be  employed,  and  must  pass  an 
examination  upon  such  rules,  either  oral  or  written,  which  will  satisfy 
the  superintendent  that  they  are  fully  qualified  to  perform  their  duties. 
The  portions  of  Orders  1517  and  1551  heretofore  adopted  which  are 
in  conflict  with  this  rule  are  hereby  cancelled.  (Order  No.  1623.  October 
21,   1913.) 
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Rules  Governing  the  Installation  and  Maintenance  of 

Interlocking  Devices  and  the  Protection  of 

Grade  Crossings  Not  Interlocked. 

Stopping  at  Crossings. 


100.  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies 
operating  in  Louisiana,  as  an  incident  to  the  service  they  perform  and 
as  a  matter  of  safety  to  passengrers,  to  require  all  trains  to  stop  not  less 
than  two  hundred  feet  before  crossing  the  track  or  tracks  of  another 
railroad  at  grade;  and  if  the  view  is  obstructed  trains  must  not  proceed 
until  a  flagman  is  sent  ahead  and  the  way  known  to  be  clear;  provided, 
that  when  a  grade  crossing  is  protected  by  an  Interlocking  device,  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  trains  may  proceed 
over  such  crossing  without  stopping. 

Installing  Interlockers. 

Sec.  2.  Where  a  railroad  company  desires  to  protect  an  existing 
grade  crossing  by  an  interlocking  device,  and  cannot  agrree  with  the 
other  road  at  interest  as  to  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  such 
interlocking  device  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated,  such 
road  may  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  by  petition  for  an  order 
requiring  installation  of  the  interlocking  device;  and,  if  after  investiga- 
tion the  Commission  decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  necessary,  it 
will  order  the  same  installed.  The  cost  of  installation  and  maintenance 
shall  be  decided  on  the  ba^s  of  the  number  of  levers  required  to  operate 
the  switches  and  signals  of  each  road  and  the  expense  of  operation 
shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  roads  interested. 

Prorating    Cost   of   Installation. 

Sec.  3.  When  one  railroad  desires  to  cross  the  track  or  tracks  of 
an  existing  railroad,  and  the  two  railroads  cannot  agree  as  to  the  cross- 
ing, the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Railroad  Commission.  If,  after 
Investigation,  the  Commission  decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  neces- 
sary, it  will  order  the  same  installed,  the  cost  of  installation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  railroad  desiring  to  cross  the  existing  railroad.  The  cost  of 
maintenance  shall  be  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  levers 
required  to  operate  the  switches  and  signals  of  each  road,  and  the 
expenses  of  operation  shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  roads  at 
interest. 

Commission   May  Order  Interlocking   Plant   Installed. 

Sec.  4.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  an  interlocking  device 
is  needed  at  any  grade  crossing,  due  notice  will   be  given   the  roads 
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interested,  and  a  hearingr  had.  If,  after  Investigation,  the  Commission 
decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  necessary  It  will  order  the  same 
installed,  the  cost  of  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  to  be 
divided  as  provided  for  in  Section  2. 

Crossings  in  Yards. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing-  in  these  rules  shall  apply  to  grade  crossings  within 
yards  where  other  satisfactory  methods  of  protecting  the  movement 
of  trains  are  provided,  or  where  the  operation  of  an  interlocking  device 
would  be  impracticable. 

Existing  Contracts. 

Sec.  6.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  have  the  effect  of  abrogating 
any  existing  contracts  or  agreements  between  railroad  companies  rela- 
tive to  the  expense  of  installing,  operating  or  maintaining  interlocking 
devices  at  railroad  crossings  in  this  State. 

Changing   Rules. 

101.     The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  or  modify  the 
enforcement  of  any  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  at  its  discretion.

102.  At  a  general  session  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 
held  in  its  office  in  the  Capitol,  at  Baton  Rougre,  Louisiana,  on  March 
23,  1910,  the  Chairman,  J.  J.  Meredith,  and  Commissioners  C.  L.  de 
Fuentes  and  Shelby  Taylor,  being  present,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  Uniform  Demurrage  Rules,  as  ap- 
proved by  the  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners,  in  con- 
vention at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  November,  1909,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  adopted  and  approved  for  use  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  at  all 
points  where  Demurrage  and  Car  Service  Rules  apply: 

Rul«    No.   1. — Cars   Subject  to    Rule. 

Cars  held  for  or  by  consignors  or  consignees  for  loading,  unloading, 
forwarding  directions,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  are  subject  to  these 
Demurrage  Rules,  except  as  follows: 

(a)  Cars  loaded  with  live  stock. 

(b)  Empty  cars  placed  for  loading  coal  at  mines  or  mine  sidings,  or 
coke  or  coke  ovens. 

(c)  Empty  private  cars  stored  on  carrier's  or  private  tracks,  pro- 
vided such  cars  have  not  been  placed  or  tendered  for  loading  on  the 
orders  of  a  shipper. 

Note. — Private  cars  while  in  railroad  service,  whether  on  carrier's 
or  private  tracks,  are  subject  to  these  Demurrage  Rules  to  the  same 
extent  as  cars  of  railroad  ownership. 

(Empty  private  cars  are  in  railroad  service  from  the  time  they 
are  placed  by  the  carrier  for  loading  or  tendered  for  loading  on  the 
orders  of  a  shipper.  Private  cars  under  lading  are  in  railroad  service 
until  the  lading  is  removed  and  cars  are  regularly  released.  Cars  which 
belong  to  an  industry  performing  its  own  switching  service  are  in  rail- 
road service  from  the  time  they  are  placed  by  the  industry  upon  desig- 
nated interchange  tracks  and  thereby  tendered  to  the  carrier  for 
movement.  If  such  cars  are  subsequently  returned  empty  they  are  out 
of  service  when  withdrawn  by  the  industry  from  the  interchange;  if 
returned  under  load,  railroad  service  is  not  at  an  end  until  the  lading  is 
duly  removed.) 

Rule  No.  2 — Free  Time  Allowed. 

(a)  Forty-eight  hours  (two  days)  free  time  will  be  allowed  for 
loading  or  unloading  on  all  commodities. 
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(b)  Twenty-four  hours  (one  day)  free  time  will  be  allowed: 

1.  When  cars  are  held  for  reconsignment  or  switching  orders. 

2.  When  cars  destined  for  delivery  to  or  for  forwarding  by  a 
connecting  line  are  held  for  surrender  of  bill  of  lading  or  for  payment 
of  lawful  freight  charges. 

3.  When  cars  are  held  in  transit  and  placed  for  inspection  or 
grading. 

(c)  Cars  containing  freight  for  transshipment  to  vessel  will  be 
allowed  such  free  time  at  the  ports  as  may  be  provided  in  the  tariffs 
of  the  carriers. 

Rule   No.  3. — Computing   Time. 

Note. — In  computing  time  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  (national, 
State  and  municipal)  will  be  excluded.  When  a  legal  holiday  falls  on 
a  Sunday,  the  following  Monday  will  be  excluded. 

(a)  On  cars  held  for  loading,  time  will  be  computed  from  the 
first  7  a.  m.  after  placement  on  public-delivery  tracks. 

(b)  On  cars  held  for  orders,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  first 
7  a.  m.  after  the  day  on  which  notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  conslgrnee. 
On  cars  held  for  unloading,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m. 
after  placement  on  public-delivery  tracks  and  after  the  day  on  which 
notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  consignee. 

(c)  On  cars  containing  freight  in  bond,  time  will  be  computed  from 
the  first  7  a.  m.  after  permit  to  receive  goods  is  issued  to  consignees 
by  United  States  Collector  of  Customs. 

(d)  On  cars  containing  freight  subject  to  State  Inspection,  time 
will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  inspection  by  State 
ofllclals. 

(e)  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  any  other  than  public-delivery 
tracks,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  actual  or  con- 
structive placement  on  such  tracks.  See  Rule  4  (Notification)  and  Rule?* 
5  and  6    (Constructive  Placement). 

(f )  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  interchange  tracks  of  industrial 
plants  performing  their  own  switching  service,  time  will  be  computed 
from  the  first  7  a.  m.  following  actual  or  constructive  placement  on 
such  interchange  tracks  until  return  thereto.  See  Rule  4  (Notification) 
and  Rules  5  and  6  (Constructive  Placement).  Cars  returned  loaded 
will  not  be  recorded  released  until  necessary  billing  instructions  are 
given. 

Rule  No.  4. — Notification. 

(a)  Consignee  shall  be  notified  by  carrier's  agent  in  writing, 
or  as  otherwise  agreed  to  by  carrier  and  consignee,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  arrival  of  cars  and  billing  at  destination,  such  notice 
to  contain  point  of  shipment,  car  initials  and  number,  and  the  content3^ 
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and,  if  transferred  in  transit,  the  initials  and  number  of  the  original 
car.  In  case  car  is  not  placed  on  public-delivery  track  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  notice  of  arrival  has  been  sent,  a  notice  of  placement 
shall   be   given   to   consignee. 

(b)  When  cars  are  ordered  stop^ped  in  transit  the  party  ordering 
the  cars  stopped  shall  be  notified  upon  arrival  of  cars  at  poipt  of 
stoppage. 

(c)  Delivery  of  cars  upon  private  or  industrial  interchange  .tracks, 
or  written  rtotice  to  the  consignee  of  readiness  to  so  deliver,  will  con- 
stitute   notification    thereof    to   consignee. 

Rule  No.  5. — Placing  Cars  for  Unloading. 

(a)  When  delivery  of  cars  consigned  or  ordered  to  private  or  in- 
dustrial interchange  tracks  cannot  be  made,  on  account  of  the  act  or 
neglect  of  the  consignee,  or  the  Inability  of  consignee  to  receive,  de- 
livery will  be  considered  to  have  been  made  when  the  cars  were 
tendered.  The  carrier's  agent  must  give  the  consignee  written  notice 
of  all  caTS  he  has  been  unable  to  deliver  because  of  the  condition 
of  the  private  or  Interchange  tracks  or  because  of  other  conditions  at- 
tributable to  consignee.  This  will  be  considered  constructive  placement. 
See  Rule  No.  4   (Notification). 

(b)  When  delivery  cannot  be  made  on  specially  designated  public- 
delivery  tracks,  on  account  of  such  tracks  being  fully  occupied  or 
from  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  carrier,  the  delivery  will 
be  made  at  the  nearest  available  point  accessible  to  the  consljgnee,  and 
the  consignee  so  notified. 

Rule  No.  6. — Cars  for  Loading. 

(a)  Cars  for  loading  will  be  considered  placed  when  such  cars  are 
actually  placed  or  held  on  orders  of  the  consignor.  In  the  latter  case 
the  agent  must  give  the  consignor  written  notice  of  all  cars  which  he 
has  been  unable  to  place  because  of  the  condition  of  the  private  track 
or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  the  consignor.  This  will 
be  considered   constructive   placement. 

(b)  When  empty  cars,  placed  for  loading  on  orders,  are  not  used, 
demurrage  will  be  charged  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  placinjg  or  tender 
until  released,  with  no  time  allowance. 

Rule  No.  7. — Demurrage  Charges. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  free  time  allowed,  a  charge  of  $1.00  per 
car  per  day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  will  be  made  until  car  is  released. 

Rule  No.  8.— Claims. 

No  demurrage  charges  shall  be  assessed  under  these  rules  for  de- 
tention of  cars  through  causes  named  below.     If,  through  error,  demur- 
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ragre  charges  are  assessed  or  collected  under  such  conditions,  they  shall 
be  promptly  canceled  or  refunded  by  the  carrier. 

Causes. 

(a)  Weather  interference. 

1.  When  the  condition  of  the  weather  during  the  prescribed  free 
time  is  such  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  employ  men  or  teams  in  loading 
or  unloading,  or  impossible  to  place  freight  in  cars,  or  to  move  it  from 
cars,  without  serious  injury  to  the  freight. 

2.  When  shipments  are  frozen  so  as  to  prevent  unloading  during 
the  prescribed  free  time,  or  when,  because  of  high  water  or  snowdrifts, 
it  is  impossible  to  get  to  cars  for  loading  or  unloading  during  the  pre- 
scribed free  time. 

(b)  Bunching. 

.1.       Cars  for  Loading. — When,  by  reason  of  delay  or  irregularity  of 

the  carrier  in  Ailing  orders,  cars  are  bunched  and  placed  for  loading  in 

accumulated   numbers   In   excess  of   daily  orders,   the  shipper  shall   be 

allowed  such  free  time  for  loading  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to 

had  the  cars  been  placed  for  loading  as  ordered. 

2.  Cars  for  Unloading  or  Reconsigning. — When,  as  a  direct  result 
of  the  act  or  neglect  of  carriers,  cars  destined  for  one  consignee,  at  one 
point,  and  transported  via  the  same  route,  are  bunched  in  transit  and 
delivered  in  accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  shipments,  claim 
to  be  presented  to  the  carrier's  agent  before  the  expiration  of  the  free 
time.  The  consignee  shall  be  allowed  such  free  time  as  he  would  have 
been  entitled  to  had  the  cars  been  delivered  in  accordance  with  tho 
daily  rate  of  shipment. 

(c)  Demand  of  overcharge. 

When  the  carrier's  agent  demands  the  payment  of  transpor- 
tation charges  in  excess  of  tariff  authority. 

(d)  Delayed   or  improper  notice   by  carrier. 

Note. — When  notice  has  been  given  in  substantial  compliance 
with  the  requirements  as  specified  by  the  rules,  the  consignee  shall  not 
thereafter  have  the  right  to  call  in  question  the  sufficiency  of  such  notice 
unless  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  the  same  he  shall 
serve  upon  the  delivering  carrier  a  full  written  statement  of  his  objec- 
tions to  the  sufficiency  of  said  notice. 

(e)  Railroad  errors  or  omissions. 

Rule  No.  9. — Average  Agreement. 

When  a  shipper  or  receiver  enters  into  the  following  agreement, 
the  charge  for  detention  to  cars,  provided  for  by  Rule  7,  on  all  cars  held 
for  loading  or  unloading  by  such  shipper  or  receiver,  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  time  of  detention  to  all  such  cars 
during  each  calendar  month,  such  average  detention  to  be  computed  as 
follows: 
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(a)  A  credit  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  for  each  car  released 
within  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  free  time.  A  debit  of  one  day 
will  be  charged  for  each  twenty -four  hours  or  fraction  thereof  that  a 
car  is  detained  beyond  the  first  forty- eight  hours  of  free  time.  In  no 
case  shall  more  than  one  day's  credit  be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and 
in  no  case  shall  more  than  seven  (7)  days'  credits  be  applied  in  can- 
cellation of  debits  accruing  on  any  one  car. 

(b)  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of  days 
credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  aays  debited,  and 
$1.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal  or  exceed 
the  debits,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars,  and 
no  payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account  of  such 
excess  of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  In  excess  of  the  debits  of  any  one 
month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention  for  another 
month. 

(c)  Credits  earned  on  cars  belonging  to  one  class  of  equipment 
shall  not  be  used  in  offsetting  debits  accruing  on  cars  belonging  to  a 
different  class  of  equipment.  For  the  purpose  of  applying  this  provision 
cars  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  two  classes:  (1)  Box  cars,  including 
refrigerator  cars;    (2)  freight  cars  of  all  other  description. 

(d)  A  shiirper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  this 
average  agreement  shall  not  be  entitled  to  cancellation  or  refund  of 
demurrage  charges  under  Sections  "a"  and  "b"  of  Rule  8. 

(e)  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  this 
average  agreement  may  be  required  to  give  sufficient  security  to  the 
carrier  for  the  payment  of  balances  against  him  at  the  end  of  each 
month. 

AGREEMENT. 

To Railroad  Company: 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Rule  9  of  the 

Car  Service  Association,  reading 

as  follows: 

Average   Agreement. 

When  a  shipper  or  receiver  enters  into  the  following  agreement, 
-the  charge  for  detention  to  cars,  provided  for  by  Rule  7,  on  aJl  cars 
held  for  loading  or  unloading  by  such  shipper  or  receiver  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  time  of  detention  to  all  such  cars 
•during  each  calendar  month,  such  average  detention  to  be  computed 
as  follows: 

(a)  A  credit  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  for  each  car  released  within 
the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  free  time.  A  debit  of  one  day  will  be 
•charged  for  each  twenty-four  hours  or  fraction  thereof  that  a  car  Is 
detained  beyond  the  first  forty- eight  hours  of  free  time.  In  no  case 
shall  more  than  one  day's  credit  be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and  in  no 
case  shall  more  than  seven  (7)  days*  credits  be  applied  in  cancel- 
lation of  debits  accruing  on  any  one  car. 
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(b)  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of  days 
credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  tortal  number  of  days  debited,  and 
$1.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  creits  equal  or  exceed 
the  debits,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars,  and  no 
payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account  of  such  excess 
of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debits  of  any  one 
month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention  for  another 
month. 

(c)  Credits  earned  on  cars  belonging  to  one  class  of  equipment 
shall  not  be  used  in  offsetting  debits  accruing  on  cars  belonging  to  a 
different  class  of  equipment.  For  the  purpose  of  applying  this  pro- 
vision, cars  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  two  classes:  (1)  Box  cars, 
including  refrigerator  cars;  (2)  freight  cars  of  all  other  description. 

(d)  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  this 
average  agreement  shall  not  be  entitled  to  cancellation  or  refund  or  de- 
murrage charges  under  Sections  *'a"  and  "b"  of  Ru1<b  8.

This  proceeding  was  begun  by  the  filing  of  an  application  by  the 
Texas  and  Pacific  Railway  .Company  asking  permission  to  discontinue 
the  through  passenger  train  service  between  New  Orleans  and  Ferriday 
inaugurated  in  the  spring  of  1912,  upon  the  orders  of  this  Commission. 

Two  hearings  have  been  held,  at  which  the  company  was  duly 
represented  and  presented  testimony  in  support  of  its  claims  that  the 
service  as  operated  under  the  Commission's  orders  was  not  sufficiently 
remunerative  to  Justify  the  additional  expense  of  running  the  extra 
trains  needed  to  furnish  the  service.  At  both  sessions  of  the  Com- 
mission when  this  matter  was  under  investigation,  delegations  of  promi- 
nent citizens  from  the  parishes  through  which  the  Port  Allen  branch 
of  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway,  and  the  Memphis,  Helena  and  Louisi- 
ana division  of  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railway  run, 
were  present,  presented  testimony,  and  took  part  in  the  discussions. 
The  Commission  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  entire  record, 
and  with  Its  own  knowledg.^"  of  the  conditions  along  the  Memphis,  Helena 
and  Ix)ulslana  Division  of  the  St.  Louis  Iron  Mountain  Railway  ana 
the  Port  Allen  branch  of  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway,  is  thoroughly 
convinced  that,  while  through  service  over  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Rail- 
way and  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railway  from 
points  on  the  Memphis,  Helena  and  Louisiana  Division  of  the  St. 
Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railway  to  New  Orleans  in  con- 
nection with  the  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway  Is  reasonable,  necessary, 
and  therefore  justly  demanded  by  the  people  living  on  the  Memphis, 
Helena  and  Louisiana  Division  of  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and 
Southern  Railway.  At  the  same  time,  it  has  been  shown  by  undis- 
puted and  convincing  evidence  that  the  night  train  through  service  has 
not  been  patronized,  nor  can  It  be  called  a  success.  This  may  be  due 
to  the  Inconvenience  of  the  schedule  or  to  the  small  amount  of  travel 
but  whatever  the  cause,  It  Is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  patronage  of 
this  service  as  heretofore  operated  has  been  a  disappointment  to  the 
Commission. 

The  Texas  and  Pacific  Railway  Company  operates  two  daylight 
trains  over  its  Port  Allen  branch,  one  running  between  Addis  anfl 
Ferriday,  and  one  running  between  Addis  and  Torras.  When  it  was 
suggested  at  the  hearing  that  the  schedules  of  these  trains  be  re-ar- 
ranged  a  protest  was  Immediately  made  against  the  change  of  the 
schedule  of  either  train  by  citizens  of  Pointe  Coupee  Parish.  Some 
of  these   protests   were   well   founded,   but   the   principal   reason   urgea 
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againat  changes  In  the  present  schedule  was  the  personal  inconveni- 
ence which  might  result  ito^  a  few  patrons  of  the  Texas  &  Pacinc 
Railway  living  on  the  Port  Allen  Branch.  The  Commission  is  alway& 
sensitive  to  the  cry  of  inconvenience  when  raised  by  tha  public,  but 
it  cannot  mistake  a  portion  of  the  public  for  the  entire  public,  nor 
^ail  to  do  that  which,  in  its  opinion,  will  be  of  greatest  benefit  to  the 
greatest  number  of  people.  In  this  case  the  ^entire  public  from  New 
Orleans  to  the  State  line  is  to  be  considered,  as  all  are  deeply  interested. 
AXter  the  most  searching  investigation  which  has  been  made  in  this 
^ase  a.nd  the  careful  deliberation  afterwards  given  it  by  the  Commission,

Violation  of  Rule  No.  44.  Not  Having  Waiting  Rooms  at  Eunice  Lighted 
Properly  November  30th,  1912. 
This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  on  its  own  mo- 
tion, after  .the  usual  notice  issued  by  the  Commission  to  the  defendant 
company  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  fined  for  vio* 
lating  Rule  44  of  the  Railroad  Conunlsslon,  an  investigation  was  held 
at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  on  January  15th,  1913.  The  substantial 
facts  in  this  case  are  as  follows: 

On  Saturday,  November  30th,  Commissioner  Taylor  arrived  at  the 
Eunice  depot  on  the  Frisco  train  after  dark,  and  found  both  waiting 
rooms  in  total  darkness.  The  Frisco  train  arrived  before  daylight  and 
the  Crowley  branch  train  had  already  come  in.  All  of  the  passengers 
from  both  trains  and  those  waiting  at  the  depot  to  take  the  trains,  were, 
therefore,  compelled  to  remain  in  darkness.  When  asked  why  he  had 
no  lights,  the  agent  stated  that  he  had  made  requisition  for  oil  and  the 
company  httd  sent  him  the  wrong  kind  of  oil;  so  he  had  none  for  the 
lamps.  No  effort  was  made  by  the  agent  to  secure  any  lights.  At  the 
hearing,  the  company  made  practically  no  defense,  admitting  the  viola- 
tion of  the  Commission's  rule. 

The  Commission  has  called  this  company's  attention,  by  letter  and 
by  the  Imposing  of  penalties,  to  the  frequent  violation  of  the  Rules  of 
the  Commission  relative  to  policing  Its  trains  and  depots,  all  of  which 
are  made  and  Intended  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  Inconveniences  ana 
discomforts  in  traveling.  The  imposition  of  fines  Is  the  method  pro- 
vided by  law  for  securing  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  commission,  and 
these  fines  and  penalties  will  be  Imposed  as  often  as  reports  are  made 
to  the  commission  of  careless  or  .wllfull  neglect  on  the  part  of  a  rail- 
road company  to  comply  with  thte  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commis- 
sion. In  this  case,  there  had  been  an  inexcusable  violation  of  the  com- 
mission's rules,  and  it  is  therefore

latlon  to  govern  and  regrulate  railroads  operating:  In  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana relative  to  the  proper  protection  of  trains  by  flagmen.  Heeurlngs 
have  been  held  and  the  railroad  companies  allowed  full  opportunity  to 
present  reasons  why  the  rule  as  proposed  by  the  Commission  In  Its 
Circular  No.  894,  of  November  29,  1912,  should  not  be  adopted. 

The  Commission,  after  carefully  considering  the  entire  matter,  has 
concluded  that  on  many  of  the  railroads  operating  In  Louisiana,  the 
^'Flagiglng  Rule,"  Is  inadequate  and  unsaf<e.  The  rule  which  the  Com- 
mission has  proposed  has  been  tested,  and  Is  In  effect  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  lines  in  Louisiana,  and  its  efficiency  has  been  proven  beyond 
•question.  A  few  modifications  to  the  rule  were  suggested  at  the  session 
held  in  New  Orleans  on  January  30,  19^13,  which  appeared  to  the  Com- 
mission to  be  important,  and  they  have,  therefore,  been  embodied  In 
the  rule  which  the  Commission  has  concluded  to  adopt  In  the  Interest 
of  safety  e^d  travel,  therefore,  It  Is 

ORDERED,  That  when  a  train  stops  or  Is  delayed,  under  circum- 
stances ki  which  it  may  be  overtaken  by  another  train,  the  flagman 
must  go  back  immediately  with  stop  signals  a  sufficient  distance  to 
Insure  full  iw^tectlon.  When  recalled  he  may  return  to  his  train,  first 
placing  two  torpedoes  on  the  rail,  when  the  conditions  require  it.  The 
front  of  a  train  must  be  protected  in  the  same  way  when  necessary 
by  front  brakeman.  If  the  front  brakeman  is  not  available  the  fireman 
must  act  in  his  place. 

(a)  Between  sunrise  and  sunset  the  flagrman  shall  Immediately 
after  he  leaves  his  train  light  a  red  fusee  and  carry  it  with  him  back 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  to  the  point  where  he  places  the  first  torpedo  and 
must  leave  a  burning  fusee  at  the  same  point  as  the  first  torpedo. 

A  sufficient  distance  to  insure  full  protection  requires  that  flagman 
shall  go  back  to  a  point  one-fourth  mie  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  where 
he  must  place  one  torpedo  on  the  rail.  He  must  then  continue  to  go 
back  at  least  one-half  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train  and  place  two 
torpedoes  on  the  rail,  not  more  than  two  rail  lengths  apart;  he  may 
then  return  to  within  one-fourth  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  and 
remain  there  until  recalled.  If  a  passenger  train  is  due  he  must  remain 
until  it  arrives.  When  he  comes  in  he  will  remove  the  torpedo  nearest 
to  train,  but  the  two  torpedoes  must  be  left  on  the  rail  as  a  caution 
signal   to  a  following  train. 

The  recall  of  flagman  is  the  most  critical  period,  and  when  there 
is  not  a  clear  view  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  train  must  be  moved  for- 
ward a  sufficient  distance  to  insure  safety  before  flagman  is  recalled. 
During  foggy  or  stormy  weather  or  in  the  vicinity  ot  cfoscure  curves 
or  descending  grades,  or  when  other  conditions  re(iuire  it,  the  flasman 
will  increase  the  distance.  When  a  train  is  flagt^ed  by  a  flai;nian  the 
engineman  must  obtain  a  thorough  explanation  of  the  cause,  stopping 
if  necessary. 

(b)  Should  the  speed  of  a  train  be  reduced  and  its  rear  thereby 
-endangered,   making  it  necessary  to  check  a  following  train  before  a 
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flagroan  can  get  off,  a  lighted  red  fuaee  muet  be  thix>wii  on  the  track 
at  intervals  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  leading  train. 

(c)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  out  with  specific  instructions  affect- 
ing the  rights  of  trains,  such  instruction  must  be  in  writing. 

(d)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  to  a  station  on  a  train,  he  will  ride  on 
the  engine  and  engineman  must  stop  and  let  him  off  at  the  flrst  switch. 
It  is   further 

ORDERED,  That  the  above  rule  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  at 
once  by  the  various  railroads  in  Louisiana  among  their  trainmen^  and  aU 
conductors  and  fiagjnen,  and  others  in  charge  of  trains  shall  be  required 
to  familiarize  themselves  therewith.  Flagmen  shall  be  examined  upon 
this  rule  and  other  operating  rules  prescribing  their  duties,  by  proper 
officials  of  their  respective  companies  at  least  once  every  six  months,  and 
when  so  examined  if  found  competent  to  continue  In  the  service,  they 
shall  be  given  a  certificate  by  the  examining  officer  to  that  effect.  Be- 
fore allowing  a  flagman  to  enter  upon  his  duties  on  a  train  operating 
in  Louisiana,  he  shall  be  examined  on  the  above  rule  and  the  operating 
rules  of  the  company  pertaining  to  his  duties.  Records  of  all  examina- 
tions held  must  be  kept  in  the  Superintendents'  office  in  Liouisiana  of 
each  railroad,  subject  to  inspection  upon  demand  by  the  Commission  at 
any  time.  No  fl-agman  shall  be  permitted  to  flag  on  any  train  in  Lou- 
isiana until  he  has  served  an  apprenticeship  as  a  flagman  of  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  and  made  at  least  two  trips  over  the  route  which 
will  be  the  run  of  the  train  to  which  he  is  assigned,  with  an  experi- 
enced flagman.

Switching  Rate  Between  Rueton,  Louisiana  and  the  Lincoln  and  Jimer- 

80 n  Spur  Tracks. 

The  comssission,  after  a  full  investlgration  finds  this  to  be  a 
switching  movement  from  Jimerson  and  I^incoln  spurs  to  Ruston,  but 
that  it  is  outside  of  the  present  prescribed  switching  limits  and  outside 
of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Ruston.  The  present  rate  applied 
by  the  defendant  company  on  brick  in  carloads,  for  movement  from 
Lincoln  Spur,  .99  of  a  mile  from  Ruston,  and  Jimerson  Spur,  1.46  miles 
from  Ruston,  is  .3  cents  per  100  pounds,  being  the  mileage  rate  in  effect 
for  distances  of  five  (5)  miles  and  less,  on  the  basis  of  40,000  pounds, 
the  authorized  minimum  on  brick  in  carloads,  on  the  Vicksburg,  Shreve- 
port &  Pacific  Railway,  the  minimum  charge  for  transporting  brick  .99 
of  a  mile  in  one  case,  and  1.46  miles  in  the  other,  would  therefore,  be 
$12.00  per  car.  This,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  is  excessive 
and  unreasonable. 

The  movement  from  the  Lincoln  and  Jimerson  Spurs  is  essentially

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train  No.  52  on  flag  at  Qrosse  Tete»  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  can- 
celled, annulled  and  rescinded. 

This  action  is  taken  by  the  Commission  with  the  under)3tandlnsr 
that  it  is  not  to  be  used  to  the  prejudice  of  either  party  in  future  in 
proceedinfiTs  before  the  Commission.

Reduction  in  Rates  on  Petroleum  and  Its  Products  from  Shreveport,  Gas 
Center  and  Cedar  Grove  to  New  Orleans. 

This  proceedings  was  filed  by  the  Shrevepopt  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce on  behalf  of  its  members  and  others  engajgred  in  shipping  oil 
and  its  products,  carloads,  from  Shreveport,  Cedar  Grove  and  Gas  Cen- 
ter to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

The  rate  which  is  attacked  as  being  unreasonable  is  sixteen  cents 
per  hundred  pounds. 

After  the  usual  preliminaries,  a  hearing  was  held  at  Baton  Rouge, 
on  the  14th  day  of  January,  1913,  when  witnesses  were  examined,  a 
number  of  exhibits  filed,  and  an  exhaustive  investigation  made  by  the 
Commission.  Subsequently,  the  parties  to  the  proceeding  filed  briefs, 
in   which   the   issues   involved   were   elaborately   discussed. 

Shreveport  is  situated  about  twenty  miles  from  the  Louisiana- 
Texas  State  line  in  the  northwest  part  of  Louisiana,  and  is  in  the  heart 
of  what  is  recognized  as  perhaps  the  most  important  gas  center  and 
oil  field  so  far  discovered   in  the  world. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company'  and  the  Louisiana  Rail- 
way &  Navigation  Company,  defendants,  have  direct  lines  between  New 
Orleans  and  Shreveport,  and  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  Com- 
pany; the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Company;  the  New  Orleans, 
Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company;  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad 
Comi  any,     and     the     Morgan's     Louisiana     &     Texas     Railroad     and 
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Steamship  Company  connect  .Shreveport  with  New  Orleans  by  various 
connecting:  railroads.  These  defendants  all  protect  the  rate  of  16  cents 
per  100  pounds  on  petroleum  and  its  products,  carloacts  from  Shreve- 
port»  Louisiana,  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  from  Ga^  Center 
and  Cedar  Grove,  Louisiana,  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

Outside  of  the  attack  against  the  Intrinsic  unreasonableness  of 
the  rate,  ths  complainants  strongly  urge  that  there  is  a  gross  discrimi- 
nation practiced  against  the  shippers  of  Shreveport,  Gas  Center  and 
Cedar  Grove  by  charging  less  rates  from  Texas  points  to  New  Orleans, 
a  greater  distance,  than  is  charged  from  Shreveport  to  New  Orleans. 
The  complainants  proposed  a  rate  of  twelve  cents  per  100  pounds  as  a 
reasonable  rate  in  lieu  of  the  present  rate  of  16  cents  per  100  pounds 
on  the  commodity  named  between  the  points  mentioned.  They  based 
their  contention   upon   three  grounds: 

1.  A  comparison  beitween  the  Intrastate  and  inter- state  rates  on 
petroleum,  and  its  products  from  other  producing  and  refining  points 
to   New  Orleans. 

2.  That  the  present  rate  of  16  cents  per  100  pounds  is  unjustly  dis- 
criminatory. 

3.  That  the  testimony  of  complainants  has  established  beyond 
question  that  the  16  cents  rate  is  unreasonable  and  that  the  12-cent 
rate  is  reasonable. 

A  number  of  well-informed  witnesses  were  examined  on  both  sides. 
It  is  unnecessary  here  to  review  in  detail  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses 
who  testified  before  the  Commission.  It  is  shown  by  undisputed  testi- 
mony that  from  the  twenty-six  towns  in  the  extreme  southeastern  por- 
tion of  Texas  and  from  thre^  towns  in  the  extreme  northeastern  i>ortion 
of  the  same  State  the  rate  on  petroleum  and  its  products,  carloads, 
both  to  New  Orleans,  locally,  and  for  points  beyond,  as  well  as  to  Port 
Chalmette,  for  local  consumption,  and  points  beyond,  and  the  Ames- 
defendant  lines  which  reach  the  points  named.  In  transporting  ship- 
ville  and  Baton  Rouge,  the  rate  is  12  cents  per  100  pounds,  via  those 
defendant's  lines  which  reach  the  points  named  in  transporting  ship- 
ments from  the  Texas  points  to  the  Louisiana  points  named  they  pass 
through  the  Caddo  oil  field  and  the  City  of  Shreveport  in  many  in- 
stances. This  establishes  discrimination,  and  in  order  to  be  justified 
by  the  carriers,  must  be  supported  by  some  excuse  wtiich  would  re- 
quire such  a  rate  adjustment,  in  order  to  meet  conditions  beyond  the 
carriers'  control.  This  the  carriers  utterly  failed  to  do.  Tlje  carriers 
did,  as  to  some  of  the  rates  from  Texas  points;  attempt  to  justify  them 
upon  the  ground  of  water  competition,  and  in  one  or  two  instances 
where  movements  have  taken  place  between  Texas  points  and  the  City 
of  New  Orleans  by  private  barge  or  boat  lines  owned  by  the  com- 
panies whose  oil  was  thus  transported.  The  rates  from  Beaumont  and 
Port  Arthur,  Texas,  to  New  Orleans  are  thus  claimed  to  have  beeii 
Influenced  by  water  competition.     But  these  points  can  be  eliminated. 
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and  there  stUl  remains  a  glarin^ff  and  Inexcusable  discrimination  against 
the  City  of  Shreveport  in  favor  of  the  inland  shipping  points  in  the 
northeastern  part  of  Texas  and  in  the  State  of  Oklahoma.  Shreveport, 
It  must  be  remembered,  is  located  upon  a  navigable  stream.  We  are 
not  deciding  now  whether  the  competition  by  the  river  is  potent  at  all 
seasone  of  the  year.  We  do  say.  however,  that  the  fact  that  Shreve- 
port is  located  upon  Red  River  has  been  recognized  by  the  Commission 
and  by  the  carriers  themselves  in  establishing  water  competition  to  this 
point  on  most  of  the  ordinary  commerce  of  railroads. 

We,  therefore,  hold  that  while  in  one  or  two  instances  water 
competition  has  apparently  exerted  an  influence  upon  the  rates  between 
Texas  points  and  New  Orleans,  it  has  not  been  a  controlling  influence, 
and  does  not  justify  the  carriers  in  charging  4  cents  less  per  hundred 
pounds  for  the  jgreater  distances  from  Texas  points  to  New  Orleans 
than  it  charges  from  Shreveport  to  New  Orleans  on  the  same  com- 
naodlty  shipped   In   the  same  way. 

The  general  freight  agent  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
Company  stated  before  the  Commission  that  the  present  rates  from  cer- 
tain Texas  points  were  published  in  error.  The  tariffs  themselves,  how- 
ever, contain  the  same  rate  as  that  from  Beaumont,  and  have  been 
in  effect  for  many  y^eors  without  correction.  We  are  not  advised  at  this 
time  that  any  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  carriers  to  correct  this 
eror.  if  error  it  was.  We  must  conclude,  therefore,  that  even  if  the 
tariffs  were  originally  published  in  erroar,  the  fact  that  they  have  re- 
mained in  effect  many  years  is  evidence  that  the  company  concluded 
not  to  disturb  the  rate  which  it  had  so  established. 

The  following  table  Is  a  fair  example  of  the  discriminations  exist- 
ing against  Shreveport  in  favor  of  Texas  points  on  shipments  of  oil 
from.  Texas  points  and  Shreveport  to  the  same  points  In  Louisiana:

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The  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigratlon  Company's  testimony  may  toe 
taken  as  typical  of  the  testimony  introduced  at  the  hearing  by  the 
defendants,  to  show  that  a  12  cents  rate  would  not  afford  remunera- 
tion. 

In  a  case  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  entitled  "In 
the  matter  of  rates,  rules,  regulations  and  practices  of  absorptions  made 
by  and  provided  for  in  the  tariffs  of  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Naviga- 
tion Company  with  respect  to  the  transportation  of  sugar"  from  New 
Orleans,  shipside,  to  Gramercy,  Louisiana*  a  distance  of  41  miles,  the 
company  testified  that  a  rate  of  1^  cents  per  100  pounds,  including 
the  maximum  loading  charge  of  %c  per  100  pounds,  and  the  switching 
charge  of  $2.00  per  car  was  not  unremunerative  and  did  not  place  a 
burden  upon  the  other  traffic  of  the  road.  The  interstate  Commerce 
Commission  sustained  the  company's  contention,  and  upheld  this  rate. 
In  this  case,  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  testified 
that  the  cost  of  operation  for  its  entire  system  for  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  1911,  was  $1,84  per  train  mile,  including  the  river  transfer 
at  Angola.  Using  these  figures  as  a  basis,  namely  $1.84  per  train  mile, 
a  car  of  petroleum  products  weighing  40, COO  pounds  hauled  by  the  Lou- 
isiana Railway  &  Navigation  .Company  from  Shreveport  to  New  Or- 
leans   would   yield   a   revenue  of   $48.00   per  car. 

The  Commission  realizes  the  difficulty  in  showing  the  actual  cost 
of  handling  a  specific  commodity,  and,  therefore,  will  not  attempt, 
from  the  evidence  introduced,  to  compute  the  actual  cost  to  any  of  the 
defendants  of  the  service  of  transporting  oil  from  Shreveport  to  New 
Orleans;  but  it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  beyond  reasona- 
ble doubt,  that  the  rate  of  12  cents  per  100  pounds  is  a  fair  and 
reasonable  rate  on  oil  in  carloads  between  Shreveport,  Cedar  Grove  and 
Gas  Center  to  New  Orleans. 

The  complainants  have,  by  abundant  testimony,  shown  that  the 
existing  rate  of  16  cents  per  100  pounds,  carloads,  on  oil  from  Shreve- 
port to  New  Orleans,  is  an  unjustly  discriminative  and  unreasonable, 
and  therefore  unjust.  The  12-cent  rate  proposed  by  the  complainants 
appears  to  be  fair.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  carrier  to  so  arrange  its  tariffs 
for  the  intrastate  and  inter-state  shipments,  so  that  unfair  discrimina- 
tion will  not  result  against  one  clas  of  shipments  or  the  other.  This  is 
the  fundamental  principle  of  public  service  regulation.  It  has  been  so 
declared  repeatedly  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  it  must 
be  servod  by  carrirs  in  fixing  their  rates  for  intrastate  transportation, 
sa  woU  ii<«  for  interstate  transportation. 
Tht'    promises   considered,    it   is — 

OIUJKREl),  That  complainants  petition  herein  be  granted  and  the 
rate  of  twelve  (12c)  cents  per  100  pounds  on  petroleum  and  its  pro- 
ducts be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  established  to  apply  on  shipments 
between  Shreveport,  Gas  Center  and  Cedar  Grove,  Louisiana,  and  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana.     It  is  further, 
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ORDERED,  That  on  and  after  May  1,  1W3,  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway  Company;  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  Company;  the 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company;  the  Kansas  City  Southern 
Railway  Company;  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Com- 
pany; the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Morgan's 
Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  and  Steamship  Company  shall  not  charge 
any  higher  rate  for  transporting  petroleum  and  its  products,  carloads, 
between  Gas  Center,  Cedar  Grove  and  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  and  New 
Orleans,  Louisiana  ,than  twelve  (12)  cents  per  100  pounds. 

All  rules,  authorized,  regulations  and  orders  in  conflict  herewith 
are  cancelled,   when   this  order   becomes   effective.

This  complaint  was  filed  by  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on    behalf   of   Its    members    against    the    defendants'    rate    on    wooden 
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handles  and  spokes,  less  carloads,  from  Bollngrer,  Louisiana.  The  ex- 
i^tingr  rate  Is  22  cents  per  100  pounnda  This  is  the  defendant'sthird- 
class  mileagre  rate  for  the  distance  between  Bolinjerer  and  Shreveport. 

The  camplainants  asked  for  a  rate,  when  rated  third-class.  Western 
Classification,  of  17  cents,  and  when  rated  fourth-class  15  cents. 

There  have  been  filed  some  comparisons  in  the  record  showing:  that 
the  (Present  rates  are  slightly  higher  than  some  existing"  in  other  terri- 
tory. There  Is  no  evidence,  however,  to  ^ow  that  the  circumstance 
and  conditions  under  which  the  movement  takes  place  between  Bolin- 
ger  and  Shreveport  and  those  where  the  other  rates  stated  are  in  ef- 
fect are  the  same  The  shippers  themselves  did  not  appear,  and  there 
is  no  evidence  whatever  of  the  volume  of  the  business,  or  the  necessity 
for  disturbing  the  present  adjustment.  In  cases  where  e  special  rate 
is  asked,  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  some  particular  in- 
dustry at  a  local  point  on  a  railroad,  those  in  whose  interest  the  com- 
plaint is  filed  should  at  least  take  enough  interest  In  the  piroceed- 
ings  to  appear  in  person  and  show  the  necessity  for  the  change 
which  they  desire  to  be  made  in  the  existing  rates.  In  this  case,  the 
Commission  finds  that  the  evidence  presented  does  not  warrant  it  in  es- 
tablishing the  rate  asked  for  in  the  petition.

RatM  Out  of  Monroe  on  Grain  and  Grain  Products. 

The  prayer  of  petitioners  in  this  case  is,  that  the  Commission  es- 
tablish on  grain  and  grain  products,  in  carload  lots,  from  Monroe 
Louisiana,  to  points  on  the  lines  of  the  St.  Loul»,  Iron  Mountain  & 
Southern  Railway  Company,  fifty  miles  and  less  from  Monroe,  a  Hat 
rate  of  seven  cents  per  100  pounds. 
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The  petition  states  that  such  a  rate  would  be  approximately  the 
balance  of  any  through  rate,  applying  on  defendant's  lines  and  would 
eliminate  the  surrendering:  of  any  and  all  expense  bills  on  inbound 
blUlngrs  as  is  now  required  by  the  ruling  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  in  order  that  the  shipper  may  avail  himself  of  the  bal- 
ance of  the  through  rate  on  shipments  of  the  commodities  in  ques- 
tion. 

After  a  careful  investgaton  of  all  the  evidence  before  it,  the  Com- 
mission finds  that  the  grains  and  grain  products  to  be  moved  under 
the  rate  proposed  by  petitioners  Is  brought  into  Monroe  from  points 
outside  of  the  State.  On  native  grown  corn  and  oats  and  their  pro- 
ducts the  Commission  has,  by  its  order  No.  1036,  established  a  scale 
of  rates  and  provided  for  transit  privileges. 

Wherefore,  the  premises  considered,  it  is

Readjustment  of  Rates  on  Staves  and  Stave  Bolts  into  and  Out  of  Al- 
•xandrisi  Louisiana. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Alexandria  Barrel  Company 
against  the  defendant's  lines,  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company; 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company,  Louisiajia  and  Arkansas 
Railway  Company;  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company; 
Morgan's  Louisiana  and  Texas  Railroad  and  Steamship  Company, 
and  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  and  Southern  Railway  Comi)any, 
contesting  the  rate  on  staves  and  stave  bolts  in  effect  from  points  on 
their  respective  lines  to  Alexandria,  and  asking  that  rates  no  higher 
than  the  present  net  rates  on  these  commodities  be  established  aj»  flat 
rates  on  stave  bolts  between  points  on  defendants'  lines  in  Louisiana 
to  Alexandria. 
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The  complainant  is  a  manufaoturer  of  barrels  and  cooperage  stock, 
with  its  principal  place  of  business  at  Alexandria.  Louisiana.  The  de- 
fndants  are  all  common  carrers.  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Com- 
mission. The  investigation  was  complete,  and  the  evidence  prepared 
by  both  the  complainant  and  th^  carriers  was  exhaustive,  intelligent  and 
exposed  thoroughly  the  facts,  so  that  in  reaching  its  conclusion,  the 
Obmmission  had  before  It  a  record  which  is  compresenalve  and  to  which 
little,  if  anything,  could  be  added  to  throw  light  upon  the  subject 

Under  the  present  rate  adjustments  the  different  railroads  charge 
certain  rates  on  staves  and  stave  bolts  from  other  stations  to  Alexan- 
dria, and  when  the  manufactured  products  are  shipped  out  from  Alex- 
andria certain  portions  of  the  freight  charges  in  staves  and  stave  bolts 
are  refunded.  The  same  plan  ia  adopted  by  approximately  all  of  the 
lines  with  some  slight  variation,  both  in  the  rate  and  In  the  amount 
of  refunds.  At  the  outset,  the  carriers  raised  the  point  of  jurisdiction 
over  this  complaint  by  this  Commission.  The  Commission  has  consid- 
ered this  question,  and  it  concludes  that  it  has  full  jurisdiction  to  Inv^tl- 
gate  the  complaint  and  to  establish  reasonable  rates,  if  it  becomes  nec- 
essary to  do  so,  on  shipments  transported  between  points  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana  under  such  arrangements  as  exist  on  the  lines  defendants 
herein.  This  is  not  saying  that  the  Commission  can  regulate  inter- 
state milling-in-transit  rates,  because  such  is  not  a  fact.  But  the 
Commission  does  say  that  it  can  establish  either  reasonable  local  rates 
between  points  in  Louisiana,  or  it  may  establish  milling-in-transit 
rates  when  the  shipments  begin  and  terminate  in  Louisiana.  We 
see  nothing  herein  to  justify  the  carriers'  contention  that  this  Com- 
mission is  without  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the  complaint. 

We  find  that  the  rates  as  they  now  exist  are  milling-in- transit 
rates.  There  is  no  objection  to  a  milling-in-transit  arrangement  when 
the  rates  applicable  thereto  are  reasonable.  In  fact,  chls  Commission 
has  recognized  the  milling-in- transit  privilege  in  the  establishment  of 
its  rates  on  sugar  cane,  and  in  various  tariffs  which  have  been  submit- 
ted to  it  for  its  approval.  This  arrangement  is  altogether  different  from 
the  practice  which  was  at  one  time  in  effect,  under  wnlch  the  carriers 
collected  a  concentration  charge.  The  Commission  has  not  looked  with 
favor  upon  concentration  charges,  for  the  reason  that  wherever  they 
existed  they  were  abused,  either  by  the  carriers  or  by  the  shippers;  but 
Under  the  arrangement  as  shown  to  exist  on  staves  and  stave  bolts  in 
the  tariffs  now  under  consideration,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
any  abuse  and  there  is  but  little  opportunity  for  abuse.  The  petition, 
in  its  last  analysis,  is  for  the  establishment  of  the  present  net  rates 
on  staves  and  stave  bolts  from  points  on  defendants'  line  to  Alexandria  as 
reasonable  rates  for  this  transportation. 

The  investigation  of  the  Commission  does  not  lead  it  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  would  be  justified  in  establishing  the    net  rates  a^  rea- 
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sonable  flat  rates  for  future  shipments.  It  has  not  been  satisfactorily 
shown  that  the  exlstingr  rates  are  unreasonable,  and  it  cannot  be  held 
that  the  present  arrangements  are  unlawful,  since  no  discrimination  has 
been  shown  and  there  appears  no  abuse.  On  the  other  hand,  the  de- 
fendants have  proven  to  the  ^tisfaction  of  the  Commission  that  at  this 
time  the  existing  rates  are  not  unreasonable,  and  the  milling-in- tran- 
sit arrangements  do  not  work  a  hardship,  create  an  unjust  discrimina- 
tion or  subject  to  an  unreasonable  requirement,  any  shipper.  An  analy- 
sis of  the  testimony  is  unnnecessary.  The  conclusions  reached  by  the 
Commission  are  supported  by  the  facts.  Wherefore,  the  premises  con- 
sidered, it  is 

ORDERED,   That  the  petition   in   this  case  be,   and   the      same   is 
hereby  denied,  and  the  complaint  dismissed.

Rates  on  Cotton  Seed  From  Boscoe  to  Monroe. 

This  complaint  was  filed  to  contest  the  existing  rate  on  seed  cotton 
(unglnned  cotton)  shipped  from  Boscoe  to  Monroe,  both  stations  on  the 
defendants'  railroad.  The  case  was  heard  in  due  course,  but  the  com- 
plainant failed  to  appear  and  presented  no  evidence  whatever  in  sup- 
port of  his  contention  that  the  existing  rate  was  unreasonable,  and 
that  in  order  for  the  traffic  to  move,  a'  lower  rate  was  necessary. 

The  complainant  alleges  that  the  rate  on  the  commodity  named 
between  the  points  mentioned  is  eighteen  (18)  cents.  The  tariffs  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  show  this  rate  to  be  thirteen  (13) 
cents.  The  railroad  company  has  presented  and  filed  comparisons  be- 
tween this  and  rates  on  other  commodities  of  a  similar  nature,  by 
which  it  is  shown  that  the  rate  of  thirteen  (13)  cents  per  hundred 
pounds  on  seed  cotton  is  not  out  of  line,  for  instance,  with  the  rate  on 
lumber,  hay,  com  and  potatoes,  all  native  products  of  Louisiana. 

The  movement  in  seed  cotton  appeal's  to  be  insignificant,  and  th-ere 
are  no  facts  in   the  record  which  would   warrant  the  Commission   In 
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makingr  a  reduction  In  the  existing  rate,  or  declaringr  it  to  be  unreaaon- 
aMe.    It  is,  therefore,

Petition  for  the  Establishment  of  Depot  at  Utility. 

A  number  of  citizens  and  residents  located  at  or  near  Utility, 
Louisiana,  filed  a  petition  with  the  Commission  asking  that  the  Louisi- 
ana &  Arkansas  Railway  Company  be  required  to  establish  a  depot  at 
Utility.  The  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway,  at  the  time  the  petition 
was  filed,  had  not  been  completed  through  to  Natchez,  Mississippi,  but 
the  line  was  located  and  the  construction  work  under  way.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  petition  was  to  have  the  depot  located  at  a  site  most  con- 
venient for  the  general  public  before  any  work  upon  its  construction  was 
begun.  The  original  petition  asked  that  the  depot  be  located  at  Utility 
Post  Office,  which  is  on  the  property  of  Mr.  Ersest  Young.  An  inter- 
vening petition  was  filed  by  Mrs.  Priscilla  A.  Spencer,  Mrs.  R.  S. 
Jones  and  Mrs.  A.  Spencer,  asking  that  the  depot  be  located  on  Section 
7,  Township  7,  North  Range  5  East,  which  is  on  the  plantation  known 
as  the  Home  Place,  operated  by  Mrs.  R.  S.  Jones  and  owned  by  the 
Spencer  family. 

After  notifying  the  interested  parties,  a  hearing  was  had  in  Baton 
Rouge,  when  testimony  was  taken  and  evidence  submitted.  Subse- 
quently, an  inspection  was  made  of  the  proposed  sites  by  Commissioner 
Bridges,  and  a  brief  filed  in  behalf  of  the  Intervening  petitioners. 

Utility  is  a  postofflce  located  on  the  line  of  the  Louisiana  &  Arkan- 
sas Railway,  near  Little  River,  in  Catahoula  Parish.  The  postofflce 
itself  is  in  the  store  of  Mr.  Ernest  Young.  It  is  situated  Just  equi- 
distant between  Jonesville  and  the  crossing  of  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas 
Railway  at  Little  River,  a  distance  of  six  miles  in  eacfh  direction.  The 
original  petitioners  represent  a  majority  of  the  community,  exclusive 
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of  the  Spencer  family  and  their  tenants,  with  possibly  one  or  two  ex- 
ceptions. The  interveners  represent  exclusively  the  Spencer  family  and 
their  tenants  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

After  the  close  of  the  case,  and  attached  to  the  brief  and  argru- 
ment  of  the  interveners,  a  petition  was  filed,  signed  by  certain  resi- 
dents of  Lower  Black  River.  Lower  Black  River  is  a  settlement  which 
wHl  not  be  served  by  the  depot  at  Utility,  but  on  account  of  Ita  closer 
proximity  to  Jonesvile  will  naturaly  use  the  station  which  will  be 
established  at  that  point.  The  railway  company  has  already  agreed  to 
build  a  spur  track  to  the  gin  on  the  Home  Place  of  Mrs.  Jones.  This 
spur  track  will  handle  the  cotton  ginned  at  the  public  gin  located  on 
this  place  and  will  also  afford  ample  facilities  for  the  private  shipping 
of  all  carload  freight  to  and  from  this  place.  In  this  the  general  public 
is  not  interested.  The  question,  therefore,  resolves  Itself  simply  into 
which  of  the  two  proposed  sites  Is  best  suited  for  the  depot  to  serve  all 
of  the  public  who  will  travel  and  ship  to  and  from  Utility.  After  re- 
viewing the  entire  evidence  carefully  and  hearing  the  rei>ort  of  the 
CJommissloner  who  made  a  personal  inspection  of  the  premises,  the 
Commission  Is  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  will  be  best  served  iby 
the  location  of  a  depot  at  Utility  on  the  Young  place.  The  ground  is 
higher  at  thia  point  and  better  drained.  The  settlement  is  equally 
divided  along  the  river  front.  The  location  Is  equl-distant  between 
Jonesville  and  where  the  railroad  crosses  Little  River.  There  Is  a 
better  opportunity  for  laying  out  the  necessary  side  tracks  and  for 
arranging  approaches  thereto  at  Utility  than  on  the  Home  Place. 
Utility  is  the  postofflce  and  It  has  been  so  for  many  years.  Utility  is 
of  ea3y  access  from  the  river  roaxJ  in  both  directions.  It  Is  also  eajslly 
reached  from  the  north  side  of  the  river  by  ferry.  This  ferry  has 
been  establlshd  for  some  time  and  Is  known  generally  throughout  the 
neighborhood  as  the  Young  crossing. 

From  all  of  the  facts  In  the  case,  the  Commission  feels  Justified  in 
orderii^  the  depot  at  Utility  to  be  built  on  the  site  proposed  in  the 
original  petition  by  Mr.  Ernest  Young  and  others.    It  Is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  when  the 
Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  begins  operating  trains  on  Its  Natchez 
branch,  or  extension^  it  shall  build  a  suitable  passenger  and  freight 
depot  at  Utility,  on  the  site  proposed  by  the  petitioners  herein.

Lake  Charles  &  Northern  Railroad  Company. 

Violation   of  Provisions  of  RuU   No.  46,   Relative  to  Bulletining  Trains. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commisaion  on  its  own 
motion. 

On  February  13,  1913,  the  Lake  Charles  &  Northern  Railroad  Com- 
pany's passenger  train,  running  between  Lake  Charles  and  Fullerton, 
was  one  hour  and  ten  minutes  late.  •  Fullerton  Is  the  terminus  of  this 
run.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  train  at  Fullerton  it  was  found  that  there 
was   no   bulletin  stating  ithat  the   train   was   late. 

A  dispute  arose  at  the  hearing  of  this  csise  as  to  the  responsibility 
for  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  .Commission's  rule.  The  Lake  Charles 
&  Northern  Railroad  runs  over  the  rails  of  the  Gulr  &  Sabine  River 
Railroad  Company  between  Nitram  and  Fullerton  under  a  tirackage 
agreement.  The  passenger  business  is  conducted  exclusively  over  the 
track  by  the  Lake  Charles  &  Northern  Railroad  Company,  and  it  is 
its  duty  to  see  that  the  bulletins  are  properly  posted  at  Fullerton,  in- 
forming the  public  as  to  the  lateness  of  trains. 

In  view  of  tlie  fact  that,  in  this  instance,  the  passengers  on  the 
train  of  the  Lake  Charles  &  Northern  were  not  inconvenienced  by  the 
failure  of  the  company  to  post  a  bulletin,  a  fine  will  not  be  imposed 
agrainst  that  company;  but  it  is  now  placed  on  notice  that  it  will  be 
held  responsible  hereafter  for  failure  to  properly  bulletin  trains  at  all 
stations  on  its  line,   including  l-^iUerton. 

The  fact  that  a  -railroad  company  operates  over  a  certain  track 
under  a  lease  or  other  trackage  agreement  does  not  relieve  it  from 
csomplyUvg  with  the  Commission's  rules.     The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  ease  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  dismissed.

In  the  Matter  of  the  Adoption  of  Western  Classification  No.  51. 

Various  railroads  in  Louisiana  using  Western  Classification  have 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  this  Commission  Western  Classification 
No.  51,  and  Supplement  No.  6  thereto.  This  classification  was  orig- 
inally submitted  over  a  year  ago,  and  approval  was  withheld  until  after 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  completed  its  investigation,  then 
under  way,  Into  the  merits  of  the  proposed  new  classification.  The 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission's  investigations  were  far  more  ex- 
haustive than  any  that  could  be  made  by  this  .Commission.  It  has 
studied  the  classification  minutely,  taking  evidence  aa  to  specific  Items 
in  various  parts  of  the  United  States.  At  some  of  these  hearings  this 
Commission  was  represented.  As  a  result  of  its  investigation  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  required  the  elimination  of  a 
number  of  proposed  advances,  and  has  permitted  certain  others  which 
seemed  justified,  to  become  effective.  The  changes  suggested  by  the 
Interstate  CoaTimerce  Commission  are  contained  In  Supplemnt  6  to 
Western  Classification  51,  which,  with  the  classification  Itself,  is  now 
in  effect  on  interstate  business. 

This  Commission  feels  that  it  should,  as  far  as  possible,  cooperate 
with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  In  its  effort  to  bring  about 
uniformity  In  classification  matters,  as  well  as  in  its  general  effort  to 
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regrulate  the  commerce  of  the  country.  The  confusion  which  will  result 
from  the  application  of  two  distinct  western  olassiflcations  in  the  State 
is  obvious.  Shippers  suffer  more  by  ig^iorance  of  rates  and  rulin«s 
than  from  any  other  source.  Mistakes  are  more  frequent,  resulting  in 
overcharges,  when  there  is  a  conflict  in  classiflcatlons  on  intrastate  and 
interstate  business. 

As  to  the  classification  itseJf,  we  have  had  no  specific  complaints 
as  to  its  application  on  intrastate  business.  Changes  have  been  pointed 
out  which  have  resulted  in  somewhat  higher  rates  on  commodities 
which  moved  principally  from  interstate  points.  The  shippers  always 
have  a  remedy  if  there  is  an  item  in  the  classification  which  causes  an 
unreasonable  freight  rate  to  be  assessed  upon  a  particular  commodity. 
It  should  be  understood  that  the  Commission  is  the  people's  foruim, 
open  at  all  times  to  receive  complaints  against  unreasonable  classilca- 
tions  or  charges,  and,  while  it  may  follow  that  *some  items  will  be 
advanced  by  the  adoption  of  Western  Classification  No.  51,  applicable 
to  Louisiana  intrastate  business,  this  Commission  does  not  feel  that 
it  can  deny  to  the  shipping  public  the  advantages  which  it  will  derive 
from  the  reductions  contained  in  the  new  classification  on  account  of 
the  advances. 

There  are  many  more  reductions  than  advances.  Any  advance 
which  affects  the  interests  of  a  Louisiana  shipper  can  be  made  the 
subject  of  a  complaint,  and  an  immediate  investigation  will  follow, 
with  the  assurance  that  if  the  complaint  is  well  founded,  the  classifica- 
tion upon  the  particular  commodity  will  be  changed. 

With  the  understanding  that  the  classification  is  adopted  to  be 
used  without  prejudice  to  any  interests  in  the  State,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  petition  herein  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
granted,  and  that  all  railroads  in  Louisiana  now  using  Western  Classi- 
fication No.  50,  shall  be,  and  are,  authorized  and  permitted  to  use 
Western  Classifioation  No.  51,  and  Supplement  No.  6  thereto.  It  is 
understood  that  this  order  is  issued  without  prejudice  to  any  party  who 
may  be  interested  in  the  classification.

Violation  of  Rule  No.  46,  Relative  to  Bulletining  Trains. 

The  rule  which  the  defendant  company  is  herein  charged  with  vio- 
lating- .requires  that  bulletin  hoards  .shall  be  provided  at  every  telegraph 
station,  containing  the  st^hedule  of  Ihe  arrival  and  departure  of  all 
passenger  trains  reg"ularly  stopping  at  the  station. 

The  Yazno  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  operates  a 
mixed  train  on  its  Baton  Rouge,  Hammond  &  Eastern  Division,  known 
as  train  No.  891,  west-bound.  On  February  1,  1913,  this  train  reached 
Hamriu  nd.  Louisiana,  thiree  hours  kiite.  No  bulletin  was  posted  giving 
this  information  to  the  public  at  Hammond.  The  company  defends  its 
failure  to  i.;  st  the  bu  let  n  board  on  the  ground  that  the  train  in  ques- 
tion is  a  freight  train  on  whic^h  passengers  are  carried.  This  seems  to 
be  the  fact.  The  rule  of  the  Commis.-i<  n  rebates  only  to  passenger 
trains. 

AVhen  i>;i.^sc'niiors  travel  on  freight  trains  they  do  so  understanding 
that  the  strx  ice  cannot  be  the  .s<'ime  as  the  service  they  receive  when 
travling   on    i>assen.^cr    trains. 

Under  the  stri<  t  terms  of  the  rule  the  company  cannot  be  held 
liable  for  a  violation,  for  the  rule  is  restricted  in  its  terms  to  passenger 
trains.  However,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  all  freigr^t 
trains  upon  which  passengers  are  carried  and  for  which  tickets  are 
regularly  sold,  should  be  bulletined  when  late.  We  are  informed  that 
since  the  filing  of  this  complaint  the  company  haa  been  regularly  bul- 
letining this  train.  It  should  continue  to  do  so.  The  premises  con- 
sidered,  it  is 

ORDERED,'  That  the  proceeding,  in  so  far  as  the  rule  to  show 
cause  why  the  defendant  should  not  be  fined  is  concerned,  be,  and  the 
same   is   hereby,   dismissed.     It  is   further 

ORDERED,    That    hereafter   the   Yazoo   &    Mississippi   Valley    Rail- 
road   Company   shall    post   bulletins   upon   its   bulletin   boards   when   its" 
mixerl  trains,  carrying  passengers,  are  late,  the  same  as  is  done  in  the 
case  of   passenger  trains.

Rule  Relative  to  Protecting  Trains. 

A  committee  representing:  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors  and 
Bmtlierhood  of  Railway  Train  Men  of  Louisiana  appeared  before  the 
Oonrmission  at  its  session  held  in  Baton  Rouge,  Ap.ril  15,  1913,  and  dis- 
cussed with  the  Commission  certain  modifications  in  Order  No.  1517, 
ertaWishing  a  flagging  rule  for  the  protection  of  trains  in  Louisiana. 

The  only  portion  of  the  rule  in  which  changes  have  been  suggested 
is  that  portion  which  requires  the  examination  of  flagmen  to  be  heild 
every  six  -months.  The  Commiisaion'a  attention  was  also  called  ito  the 
fact  that  certain  railroads  have  interpreted  the  rule  to  mean  that  old 
^^  experienced  employees  wtio  cannot  read  or  write  be  dismissed  from 
the  Service  because  of  their  inability  to  satisfactorily  stand  a  written 
e^niination.  The  question  of  the  apprenticeship  of  flagmen  was  dis- 
cussea  also,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  rule  be  amended  so  as  to 
^^Uire  that  "no  flagman  shall  be  permitted  to  flag  on  ajiy  train  in  the 
^e  of  Louisiana  until  he  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  brakeman  or 
tohjnan  for  a  period  of  one  year." 

The  interpretation  placed  upon  this  rule  by  the  railroad  companies, 
new      ^^  examination  must  be  in  writing,  is  incorrect     The  rule  does 
^C^  state.     The  Commission  believes   that  a  greater  efficiency  will 
t^feUlt  from    frequent   examination   on   this   particular   rule.      Upon    its 
^TOpor  observation  depends  the  lives  of  thousands  of  people  annually. 
TOO  many  precautions  cannot  be  taken  to  see  that  it  is  properly  under- 
stood at  all  times,  and  that  the  men  whose  duty  it  is  to  protect  the 
trains  do  not  lose  their  efficiency  by   becoming  careless  or  forgetting 
thte  rule.     However,   it  may  be  that  six  months   is  too  often   for  this 
examination  to  be  held,  and  would  work  a  hardship  upon  the  employees, 
whose  time  in  attending  the  examination  takes  them  out  of  the  service, 
and  during  which   time   they   lose  pay.     An   examination   once  a  year 
will  probably  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case,  and  we  will  accord- 
ingly amend  the  rule  so  as  to  require  that  examinations,  either  oral  or 
WTitten,  be  held  at  least  once  every  year. 

As  to  the  discharging  of  old  and  efficient  employees,  this  was  never 
intended  by  the  Commission,  and  is  entirely  unnecessary.  An  employee 
who  has  been  in  the  service  for  a  number  of  years  is  undoubtedly  valu- 
able to  the  company  he  serves;  and  as  long  as  he  is  familiar  with  the 
nile  of  his  line  of  work  and  performs  his  duties  efficiently,  he  should  not 
be  discharged  because  he  cannot  read  or  write.  As  said  before,  there 
iB  no  euch  requirement  in  the  .Commission's  order. 
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We  believe  that  an  apprenticeship  of  six  months  as  a  brakeman  or 
switchman  is  sufficient  training  to  make  such  an  employee  competent 
for  promotion  to  the  position  of  flagman. 

Therefore,   the  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  (1)  Order  No.  1517,  adopted  February  20,  1913, 
be,  and  'the  saime  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  require  that  flagmen 
shall  be  examined  upon  the  flagging  rule  and  other  operating  rules 
prescribing  their  duties  by  proper  officials  of  their  resjvective  camim- 
nies  at  least  once  every  year,  and  when  so  examined  and  found  to  be 
competent  to  continue  in  the  service,  they  shall  be  given  a  certificate 
by  the  examining  officer  to  ithat  effect. 

This  examination  may  he  either  oral  or  In  wiriting,  the  object  being 
to  a-scertain  by  questioning  whether  the  employee  Is  familiar  with  his 
duties. 

(2)  That  no  employee  shall  be  promoted  to  the  position  of  flagman 
until  he  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  brakeman  or  svsitchman  for  a 
period  of  six  months;  provided  that  on  freight  trains  he  may  serve  In 
the  capacity  of  both  brakeman  and  flagman  provided  he  has  had  the 
required   thirty  days'   experience  as  flagman.

Western  Union  Telegraph  Company. 

Violation  of  Rules  and  Regulations  by  Closing  Office  at  Jeanerette. 

This  investigation  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  upon  a  com- 
plaint filed  by  certain  citizens  of  Jeanerette  that  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  had  arbitrarily,  and  without  the  consent  of  the 
Railroad  Commis.sion,  closed,  discontinued  and  dismantled  its  telegraph 
office  at  Jeanerette,   Louisiana,  and  removed   its   telegraph  operator. 

The  Conumission  ha.s  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  com- 
plaint, and  it  finds  that  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  has, 
throug'h  an  existing  contract  with  the  Cumberland  Teiepnone  Company, 
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arrangred  to  handle  tele^ams  over  the  lines  of  the  telephone  company 
as  foJlows:  When  a  party  desires  to  send  a  telegram  he  may  do  so 
by  writing:  Ihe  telegram  out,  delivering  it  to  a  messenger  of  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company,  or  by  sending  it  direct  to  the  office  of  the 
telegraph  coonpany;  or  he  imay  telephone  his  teleg^ram  directly  to  a 
telegrapth  operator  at  the  nearest  Western  Union  Telegraph  station, 
without  any  additional  cost  for  the  toll  service  furnished  him  by  the 
telephone  company.  The  service  thus  rendered  is  continuous  for 
twenty-four  hours  daily,  including  Sundays.  P\>r  many  years  there 
was  a  separate  telegraph  office  in  the  town  of  Jeanerette.  This  tele^ 
graph  office  received  and  delivered  written  messages  through  its  oper- 
ator at  ithat  point.  The  office  was  open  only  during  the  daylight  hours, 
or  from  about  8  a.  m.  to  about  7  p.  m.,  daily.  It  was  closed  on  Sundays. 
Its  jrevenues  during  the  recent  months  previous  to  the  change  amounted 
to  approximately  $60.00  a  month. 

The  principatl  ccmiplaint  seems  to  be  that  there  is  a  great  oppor- 
tunity for  divulging  the  secrecy  which  should  surround  the  delivery  of 
written  telegrams  under  the  present  method  of  handling  suoh  business 
than  under  the  old  method  of  delivering  the  written  telegram  to  Morse 
operators  and  having  it  sent  over  telegraph  wires  to  its  destination. 

The  evidence  shows  that  there  is  a  Western  Union  Telegraph  office 
in  the  depot  of  the  Southern  Pacific  office  at  Jeanerette,  open  between 
7  in  the  morning  €ind  six  or  tJiereabouts  in  the  afternoon.  The  oper- 
ator at  this  office  is  instructed  to  transmit  written  telegrams  for  such 
as  desire  to  use  the  service.  If  a  party  desiring  to  send  a  telegram 
objects  to  telephoning  his  message  to  the  nearest  operaiotr,  he  may 
send  it  in  writing  to  the  Morse  operator  at  the  depot  during  the  hours 
that  this  office  is  open,  which  are  about  the  same  as  those  of  the 
W'estern  Union  Telegraph  .Company's  separate  office,  when  it  was  main- 
tained in  Jeanerette.  However,  this  would  not  afford  service  during 
the  night  or  on  Sundays. 

It  is  true  that  technically  there  may  be  a  violation  of  the  rules  of 
the  Comni:s.«ilcn — that  is  to  say,  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
should  have  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Commission  to  dLscontinue  its 
separate  telegraph  office  at  Jeanerette  and  combine  its  facilities  with 
those  of  the  telephone  company.  However,  the  evidence  is  not  sufficient 
to  warrant  the  Commission  to  impose  a  penalty  upon  the  Western 
Union  for  discontinuing  Its  separate  offices,  because  it  leu  an  office 
at  the  depot,  and  it  has  established  a  new  office  in  the  office  of  the 
•Cumberland  Telephone  Company,  thus  affording  the  people  of  Jean- 
erette two  facilities  by  'vs'tiich  they  may  send  telegrams.  It  would  be 
an  arbitrary  action  on  the  part  of  this  Commission,  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, to  attempt   to   Imixjse  a   penalty. 
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It  should  be  said  here,  however,  that  such  changes  should  not  be 
made  In  future  without  first  consulting:  the  Commission,  as  well  as 
the  people  of  the  community  affected.  In  this  case,  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  has  substituted  a  highly  superior  service  in  the 
town  of  Jeanerette  to  the  service  which  previously  existed,  by  affording 
all  patrons  of  the  telephone  company  direct,  continuous  telegraphic 
service  to  all  parts  of  the  world,  witihout  additional  cosJt  for  the  toll 
service  necessary  to  connect  a  subscriber  with  the  nearest  Western 
Union  Telegraph  ofllce.  In  other  words,  the  party  who  desires  to  send 
a  telegram,  instead  of  giving  his  message  to  a  telephone  operator, 
gives  it  directly  to  a  Western  Union  Telegraph  operator  if  he  so  desires. 

Some  fear  was  exin-essed  by  counsel  who  appeaired  for  the  principal 
complainant  that  this  was  a  scheme  on  the  part  of  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  to  eliminate  competition  and  thereafter  to  increase 
the  telegraphic  rates.  Our  answer  to  this  is  that  this  Commission  has 
not  permitted  telegraph  or  telephone  rates  to  be  advanced  except  in 
those  instances  where  scune  sctions  of  the  State  were  receiving  free 
telepihone  service  over  long-distance  toll  lines  for  unreasonable  dis- 
tances. This  was  gross  discrimination,  and  in  order  to  bring  the  entire 
rate  system  into  proper  adjustment  and  to  eliminate  unjust  discrimina- 
tion and  place  all  users  of  the  telephone  and  telegraph  service  upon 
an  equality,  the  Commission  itself  established  reduced  toll  rates,  and 
required  them  to  be  assessed  without  discrimination.  There  should  be 
no  fear  that  telegraphic  rates  voluntarily  established  will  be  raised. 
We  do  not  anticipate  that  the  present  system  will  drive  out  competi- 
tion; but  in  no  event  will  rates  for  telephone  or  telegraph  service  be 
advanced  as  long  as  this  Commission  has  the  power  to  prevent  it 
The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  we  feel  sure,  will  not  tolerate 
advances  in  rates  for  interstate  service.  Certainly,  in  the  instant 
case,  the  service  has  been  vastly  improved,  and  we  can  see  no  reason 
for  apprehension;  and  the  ai)i)rehensi()n  on  the  part  of  the  cM)mplain- 
ants  that  the  .^ecreoy  of  the  telegram  will  be  destroyed  because  handled 
by  women  instead  of  men  is  wholly  unfo'.mded.  There  are  thousands 
of  women  telephone  and  teU-?^raph  operators  in  the  service;  and  we 
have  never  received  a  coinpUiint  that  they  have  divulged  the  secrecy 
of  the  teleKrcwns  which  pass  through  their  hands.  They  should,  of 
course,  be  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  secrecy  in  handling  tele- 
grams. 

There  is  a  Western  Union  Tele«:raph  office  in  Jeanerette.  In  fact, 
the  records  show  that  there  is  a  double  facility  for  sending  telegrams 
over  the  Western  Union  wires,  and  we  cannot,  therefore,  find  any 
wilful  intent  ui)on  the  part  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
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to  disregrard   the   Commission's  rules   by  makinfir  the  change  that  was 
made  In  its  oflice  at  Jeanerette. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  dismissed.

Discontinuance  of  Trains  59  and  60  Between  Boyce  and  Stale  Line 
Readjustment  of  Schedules. 

This  investigation  was  the  result  of  the  discontinuance  of  trains 
69  and  60  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  between  Boyce,  Louisiana,  and 
the  Louisiana- Texas  state  line.  The  request  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway  Company  to  discontinue  its  passenger  trains  59  and  60  was 
granted,  with  the  proviso  that  if  any  objection  by  the  patrons  of  the 
road  was  raised,  the  company  would  agree  to  the  hearing  at  once  upon 
the  reinstatement  of  the  service,  waiving  the  usual  delay.  The  Texas 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company  acquiesced,  and  accordingly  put  Into  efl^ect 
a  new  schedule,  under  which  trains  Nos.  59  and  60  were  discontinued. 
Immediately  a  number  of  protests  were  fiJed  with  the  Commission 
against  the  new  schedules,  and,  following  these  protests,  the  matter  was 
set  down  for  hearing  and  an  investigation  made  by  the  Comuiiission  at 
Baton  Rouge  on  April  15,  1913.  ^^^len  tile  case  was  called,  delegations 
of  citizens  from  Alexandria,  ShreveiK)rt  and  Natchitoches,  Loulssiana, 
appeared  before  the  Commission  and  protested  vigorously  against  the 
existing  schedules,  asking  that  additional  train  service  be  established 
in  order  to  meet  the  necessities  for  the  service  between  Alexandria 
and  Shreveport,  both  on  the  main  line  and  the  Natchitoches  Branch. 
The  company,  waiving  delays,  asked  leave  to  file  a  written  reply  to 
the  requests  from  the  citizens  for  additional  train  service,  and  were 
granted  ten  days  within  which  to  file  their  reply  with  the  .Commission. 
This  reply  was  only  as  to  the  additional  service  on  the  Natchitoches 
Branch.     At   the  hearing,   the   company   was   given   until   May   1,    1913, 
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to  establish  a  daylight  passenger  train  service  between  Bunkle,  Louisi- 
ana, and  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  on  the  main  line.  This  it  has  not  done. 
The  Commission  is  firmly  convinced  that  a  train  service  between  Boyce 
and  Shreveport  on  the  main  line  and  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  is  en- 
tirely inadequate,  and  such  service  as  is  furnished  on  the  main  line, 
being  night  service  only,  is  a  great  inconvenience  to  the  passengers 
who  travel  on  this  railroad. 

The  Commission  finds  that  a  daylight  service  on  the  main  line 
is  necessary  and  that  there  should  ibe  a  connection  at  Cypress  and 
that  a  train  should  be  run  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch,  leaving  Natchi- 
toches in  time  to  reach  Cypress  by  7  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  returning  to 
leave  Cypress  so  as  to  reach  Natchitoches  not  later  than  8  o'dock  a.  m. 
This  in  order  to  connect  with  the  main  line  train  at  Cypress.  There 
should  also  be  an  evening  train  leaving  Cypress  after  the  arrival  of  the 
analn  line  trains,  the  branch  line  train  to  arrive  at  Natchitodhes  about 
8:30  p.  m.     It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  required,  on  or  before  May  15,  1913,  to  put  on  and  opera;te 
daily  a  suitable  passenger  train  between  Bunkle,  Louisiana^  and 
Shreveport,  Louisiana,  the  sa-me  train  to  be  operated  on  or  about  the 
•following  schedule: 

Leave  Bunkle,  7  a.  m. 

Arrive  Shreveport,  2  p.  m. 

Leave  Shreveport,  returning,  at  3  p.  m. 

Arrive  at  Bunkle  at  9  p.  m. 

These  to  be  local  trains  making  a!l  of  the  customary  stops  for 
such  trains.     It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  so  operate  its  trains  on  the 
Natchitoches  Branch  a-<  to  have  one  train  leave  Natchitoches  at  about 
7  a.  m.,  running  to  Cypress,  Louisiana,  and  to  leave  Cypress  after  the 
arrival  of  the  morning  train  so  hs  to  reach  Natchitoches  at  about  8:30 
a.  m.  Also  to  have  its  evening  train  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  leave 
Cypress  after  the  arrival  of  the  main  line  trains,  and  arrive  in  Natchi- 
toches at  about  8:30  p.  m.

Petition  for  Depot  and  Agency  at  Gurley,  La. 

GurJey  Is  situated  on  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad,  near 
McManus  and  Wilson,  In  the  Parish  of  East  Feliciana.  It  is  now  pro- 
vided with  a  pagoda  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers,  and  the 
defendant  company's  local  trains  stop  there.  It  is  3.6  miles  from  Wilson 
ans  2.5  miles  from  McManus.  Wilson  and  McManus  are  regular  stops 
for  all  trains  on  defendant's  railroad. 

The  oountry  around  Gurley  is  fairly  well  settled,  and  there  are 
public  roads  leading  to  all  of  the  stations  in  that  vicinity,  which  are 
McManus,  Gurley  and  Wilson.  It  would  be  a  matter  of  some  con- 
venience to  those  wlio  live  nearer  to  Gurley  than  to  either  of  the  other 
two  stations  to  have  a  regular  passenger  and  freight  depot  at  Gurley. 
The  company's  erwom  exhibits  show  that  the  total  frelgQit  receipts  for 
the  twelve  months  ending  September  30,  1912,  amount  to  $3,260.69,  and 
the  passenger  receipts  to  $212.07 — a  total  revenue  of  $3,472.76.  This  is 
a  decided  decrease  from  the  previous  years  ending  on  the  same  date 
in  1911  and  1910.  The  freight  traffic  to  and  from  the  station  consists 
mostly  of  less  than  carload  business,  the  bulk  of  which  is  delivered  to 
a  plantation  store  situated  at  the  station.  Its  close  proximity  to  two 
stations  where  there  are  agents  and  operators,  with  no  serious  Inter- 
vening obstacles,  is  a  matter  of  importance. 

While  the  evidence  before  the  .Commission  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  standard  depot  with  an  agent  is  not  warranted  at  this  time, 
still  the  Commission  feels  that  the  present  facilities  are  not  adequate, 
aJid  should  be  bettered  and  enlarged.  While  an  agent  will  not  be 
ordered,  it  is  well  to  state  here  that  at  the  hearing  the  principal  com- 
plainant, Mr.  George  L.  Gayden,  offered  as  an  inducement  to  pay  the 
salary  of  an  agent  for  a  few  months,  in  order  to  demonstrate  that  an 
agent  at  that  point  is  necessary,  and  will  result  in  an  increased  busi- 
ness to  the  company.  This  is  purely  a  suggestion,  and  if  entered  Into 
would  be  a  private  arrangement,  which  the  Commission  recommends 
should  be  accepted  by  tlie  compnay.  The  present  pagoda  should  be 
enlarged,  and  a  suitable  freight  room  should  be  provided  at  Gurley.  It 
la,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That,  In  consideration  of  the  findings  herein  before  an- 
nounced in  this  case,  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  Is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  within"  ninety  (90 > 
days  from   the   date  of  this  order,   to  enlarge  and  Improve   its   pagoda 
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at  Gurley,  Louisiana,  and  to  construct  and  comp>lete  a  suitable  freight 
warehouse  for  the  accomimodation  of  shipments  on  the  said  railroad  to 
and  from  Gurley  station.

Claim  for  Overcharges  Filed  by  Complainant  in  Behalf  of  Numerous 
Shippers  and  Consignees. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  accoruing  to  previous  assignment, 
when  on  the  15th  day  of  Ai>ril  it  was  called  for  hearing.  At  this 
time  an  exception  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  was  filed  by 
the  defendant  company,  and  tdie  case  subanitted  In  order  for  the  Com- 
mission to  pass  ui)on  the  question  of  jurisdiction  before  going  into  the 
matter. 

The  entire  matter  was  then  submitted  to  the  Assistant  Attorney 
General,  special  counsel  for  the  Railroad  Commission,  who  has  rendered 
and  filed  in  this  office  an  opinion,  reading  as  follows: 

•*I  am  in  receipt  of  your  request  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Commission  to  entertain  the  suits  filed  by  Paxton  &  Co. 
ag^aiiist  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  Company, 
and  against  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
Nos.  1805,  1806  1809,  1811  and  1812,  on  the  docket  of  the  Railroad 
Coanmission. 

From  the  plead inss,  I  ascertain  that  Paxton  &  ,Co.  is  an  unincor- 
porated firm,  having  its  domicile  in  Shreveport,  Caddo  Parish,  and  that 
one  of  its  several  puri)oses  is  the  collection  of  overcharges  on  freight 
collected  by  railroad  companies  in  Louisiana, 

The  defendants  are  common  carriers  operating  railroads  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  which  are,  as  to  their  I»uisiana  intrastate  busi- 
ness, subject  to  regulation  and  control  by  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana. 
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TIhe  cases  -najned  were  regrularly  assigrned  for  hearing,  and  it 
appears  that  when  they  were  called,  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  & 
Southern  Railway  Company  filed  an  exception  to  the  right  of  the  com- 
plainant, Paxton  &  Co.,  to  file  the  complaint,  on  the  ground  that  the 
railroad  company  is  not  indebted  to  Paxton  &  Co.  in  any  sum  what- 
ever on  account  of  the  overcharges  of  any  nature,  for  the  reason  that 
it  has  never  handled  any  shipments  by,  for  or  from.  Paxton  &  Co.,  or 
had  any  contractual  relations  therewith.  It  is  also  alleged  in  the  ex- 
ception, and  was  admitted  by  the  complainants,  so  I  am  informed,  that 
they  are  a  collection  agency,  collecting  claims  from  shippers  and  con- 
signees against  various  railroad  companies.  Some  of  such  claims  are 
those  upon  which  their  proceeding  in  these  cases  are  based.  AM  other 
claims  so  filed  relate  to  overcharges. 

The  Railroad  Commission's  authority  to  entertain  claims  of  this 
character  is  derived: 

First — From  its  Rules  and  Regulations,  adopted  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Article  204  of  the  Constitution  of  1898. 

Second— From  Act  No.  175  of  1912»  authorizing  the  Railroad  .Com- 
mission in  certain  cases  to  grant  reparation. 

I  find  that  the  C-cmmission  has  adopted  the  following  rule  con- 
cerning overcharges: 

"All  overcharges  on  freight  by  any  carrier  shall  be  settled  within 
thirty  days  after  demand  by  conssignee  or  his  representative,  upon  the 
agent  of  the  delivering  depot  or  landing,  or  at  point  of  shipment,  as  the 
ctaimant  may  elect.  Whenever  any  overcharge  on  freight  has  been 
made  on  a  shipment  over  two  or  more  railroads  or  water  routes,  or  any 
part  of  two  or  more  roads  or  water  routes,  it  shall  be  settled  by  the 
delivering  carrier.  If  the  overcharge  is  made  on  a  shipment  to  a  flag 
station,  the  demand  may  be  made  on  the  agent  at  the  nearest  regular 
station  to  the  flag  station  to  which  the  same  was  billed." 

Act  No.  175  of  1912  is  not  a  remedy  for  overcharges,  but  is  a  special 
provision  of  the  Legislature  by  which  the  Commission  is  given  authority 
to  award  to  a  complainant  damages  for  an  unreasonable  rate  on  a  ship- 
ment which  has  already  moved.  EJssentially,  this  is  a  personal  right, 
and  such  damage  when  awarded  can  be  paid  to  no  one  except  the  per- 
son injured  by  having  paid  an  exorbitant  rale. 

When  a  railroad  company  has  collected  more  than  an  authorized 
rate  for  transporting  any  shipment  between  points  within  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  the  rule  of  the  Commission  requires  that  settlement  shall  be 
made  within  thirty  (3C)  days;  and.  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule,  the 
carrier  is  subject  to  a  penalty.  But  the  overcharge  is  due  directly  to 
the  owner  of  the. property  paying  the  excessive  charge,  or  on  whose 
behalf  it  was  paid. 

It  is  a  well-established  rule  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
whose  decisions  have  been  frequently  followed  by  your  Commission,  and 
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which  may  be  regarded  as  high  authority  upon  such  questions,  that 
the  party  who  has  been  required  to  pay  an  unlawful  rate  Is  the  party 
to  whom  reparation  should  be  awarded.  Pajcton  &  Co.  are  not  the 
owners  of  the  freight  upon  which  they  claim  there  have  been  assessed 
unlawful  rates.  A  decision  of  the  Commissibn  requiring  the  defendant 
railroad  companies  to  pay  to  Paxton  &  Co.  the  claims  which  they  have 
filed  would  be  beyond  its  power. 

Claims  for  overcharges  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  filed  by  those  who 
have  paid  the  overcharges.  Paxton  &  Co.  might  appear  as  attorneys  in 
fact  for  such  shippers,  but  they  could  not  file  such  claims  in  their  own 
name  any  more  than  they  could  file  any  other  suit  for  damages  in  a  • 
court  in  their  own  name  when  the  Injury  had  been  suffered  by  another 
party;  consequently,  it  Is  my  opinion,  and  I  therefore  advise  you  that 
the  exception  filed  in  these  cases  should  be  sustained,  and  the  case 
should  be  dismissed  without  prejudice  to  the  shippers  who  have  been 
overcharged. 

The  Commission  may,  of  course,  make  such  investigation  as  It  sees 
fit  Into  alleged  violation  of  Its  rules,  but  this  should  be  done  upon  the 
Commission's  initiative,  or  upon  complaint  filed  by  some  party  who  has 
suffered  the  injury  and  not  by  a  third  party." 

The  views  expressed  in  the  opinion  of  the  Assistant  Attorney  Gen- 
eral coincide  with  the  views  of  this  Commission,  and  the  exception  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  is  therefore  sustained.     It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  in  consideration  of  the  above  opinion,  this  case 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  dismissed.

Violations  of  Provisions  of  Order  No.  1351. 

Upon  complaint  made  by  several  liquor  dealers  of  Monroe,  Louisi- 
ana, ag'ainst  the  defendants,  the  .Commission  instituted  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  practices  of  express  oompani)<?s  at  Monroe,  pursuant  to 
a  notice  dated  June  3,  1912,  requiring  such  companies  to  show  cause 
why  a  fine  should  not  be  imposed  against  the  said  companies. 

"For  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Order  No.  1351  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  adopted  December  21,  1911,  by  refusing  to 
receive  and  cause  to  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  destination  over 
their  shortest  and  most  direct  route,  shipments  tendered  to  their  re- 
spective agents  at  Monroe,  Louisiana,  to  be  transported  to  points  in 
Louisiana,  and  for  such  other  and  further  order  as,  after  a  fair  and 
impartial  investigation  and  hearing  may  b^  deemed  reasonable  and 
necessary." 

The  hearing  was  held  accordingly,  witnesses  were  examined,  evi- 
dence introduced  and  arguments  heard.  The  case  was  th^n  taken  un- 
der advisement. 

The  complaint  of  the  shippers  upon  which  the  proceedings  were 
based  was  directed  to  th»a  manner  in  which  the  express  companies  had 
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been  handlln^r  shipments  at  Monroe  when  destined  to  exclusive  offices  of 
either  of  the  two  defendant  companies,  and  the  rates  which  had  b^en 
applied  to  such  shipments.  It  appears  that  the  abuses  which  are 
sought,  in  this  proceeding,  to  be  corrected  result  in  shipments  going 
principally  to  points  on  the  Tremont  and  Gulf,  the  Kansas  City  South- 
ern, and  other  lines  reaching  points  beyond  Shreveport  which  are  ex- 
clusive Wells  Fargo  offices.  There  are  two  express  routes  between 
Monroe  and  points  on  thie  Kansas  City  Southern  via  Shreveport;  one 
is  the  Southern  Express  to  Shreveport,  where  transfer  is  made  to 
the  Wells  Fargo  &  Company  for  points  beyond.  The  other  is  a  direct 
Wells  Fargo  line  through  Alexandria  and  Shreveport.  Thts  distance 
via  the  Southern  Express  Lines  to  Shreveport  is  ninety-seven  miles, 
this  being  the  mileage  of  the  Vicksburg  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway, 
over  which  the  Southern  Express  operates.  The  distance  from  Mon- 
roe to  Shreveport  via  the  Wells  Fargo  lines  is  230  miles,  this  being  the 
mileage  of  the  St.  Lrouis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  from 
Monroe  to  Alexandria,  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  mileage  from  Alex- 
andria to  Shreveport  Shipments  which  go  via  the  Wells -Fargo  lines 
necessarily  are  delayed  from  twelve  to  thirty-six  hours  in  reaching 
destinations    beyond    Shreveport. 

It  also  appears  that  the  Wells-Fargo  Company,  in  handling  shtp- 
•ments  to  destinations  beyond  Shreveport,  charge  continuous  mileage 
rate  via  their  line,  whereas,  shipm<3nts  which  are  sent  over  the  South- 
em  Express  Line  from  Monroe  to  Shreveport  and  then  to  their  desti- 
nations are  charged  for  on  the  basis  of  the  combination  of  the  local 
rata  to  Shreveport  from  Monroe  with  the  local  rate  from  Shreveport 
to  destination.  This  method  of  assessing  rates  by  the  Southern  EJx- 
press  Company  results  in  higher  charges  than  applied  when  shipments 
are  made  by  the  Wells  Fargo  lines,  although  the  distance  by  the  South- 
em  Express  to  Shreveport  is  much  shorter  than  the  distance  via  the 
Wells  Fargo  lines  to  Shreveport.  The  delay  to  the  shipments  when 
routed  via  the  W^ells  Farso  lines,  however,  are  so  great  as  to  work  a 
hardship  upon  this  class  of  traffic,  injuring  the  business  of  the 
shippers   to   a   considerable   degree. 

When  this  Commission  made  Its  general  investigation  into  ex- 
press rates  in  1911  and  adopted  as  a  result  thereof,  its  Order  No.  1351, 
establishing  express  rates,  to  become  effective  March  1st,  1912,  it  com- 
mented upon  the  delays  caused  by  routing  shipments  Dy  express  over 
circuitous  routes,.  In  its  opinion,  the  Commission  used  the  following 
language. 

"On  shipments  which  are  transported  over  two  or  more  express 
lines,  each  company  collects  its  local  charges  to  the  junction  point 
through  which  the  shipment  moves,  and  the  sum  of  the  charge  so 
collected  constitutes  the  joint  through  rate.  Such  charges  often  re- 
sult in  excessive  and  exhorbitant  charges  on  through  shipments.    The 
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Commission  considers  tliat  a  reasonable  and  just  cliarge  on  through 
shipments,  of  less  than  100  pounds  would  be  the  charge  of  the  weight 
of  the  package,  according  to  the  approved  schedule  of  graduated 
charges,  based  on  the  through  rate  for  100  pounds;  and  will  be  so 
ordered," 

Following  this  expression,  the  Commission  immediately  made  the 
following   order: 

"That  when  (two  or  more  express  routes  exist  over  which  ahip- 
ments  of  express  packages  may  be  made  between  points  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  the  express  company  receiving  the  shipment  shall  cause 
it  to  be  forwarded  to  destination  ovier  the  shortest  and  most  direct 
route,  except  where  transportation  and  delivery  is  delayed  by  such 
routing." 

It  was  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  in  adopting  Its  order  1351 
to  require  that  express  shipments  should  be  handled  over  the  most 
direct  routes  in  the  quickest  possible  time,  applying  to  such  shipments 
the  continuous  mileage  rates  as  fixed  by  the  Commission  in  its  Ex- 
press tariff. 

r!onsequently,  applying  this  principle  to  the  case  now  under  con- 
sideration, it  follows  that  the  Southern  Express  Company  should 
handle  shipments  out  of  Monroe  to  points  on  express  lines  with  which 
it  connects  at  Shreveport  or  elsewhere  in  Louisiana  at  the  continuous 
mileage  rate  and  not  upon  a  rate  based  upon  the  combined  locals  of 
the  two  express  companies.  A  charge  for  transferring  shipments  at 
junction  points  where  such  transfer  is  -made  by  wagon  is  a  legitimate 
charge,  but  should  not  exceed  ten  cents  for  each  package  transferred, 
in  addition  to  the  through  mileage  rate  collected. 

This  does  not  mean  that  the  shipper  Is  reli'eved  from  the  duty  of 
delivering  his  shipments  to  the  proper  express  company.  The  shipper 
has  the  right  to  direct  the  routing  of  his  shipments,  but  whene  there 
are  two  express  companies  located  in  one  town  or  city,  the  shipper  de- 
liver his  shipments  to  the  express  company  having  the  shortest  route 
to  the  destination  of  the  shipment.  The  express  company  must,  in  turn, 
accept  such  shipments  and  forward  them  according  to  shippers'  direc- 
tions. If  a  shipper  delivters  a  shipments  to  the  Wells  Pargo  &  Com- 
pany Express  In  Monroe,  It  does  not  follow  that  the  Wells  Fargo  must 
turn  the  shipment  over  to  the  Southern  Express  Company.  It  Is  the 
duty  of  the  shipper  to  deliver  his  package  to  thie  proper  company  in 
the  first  instance,  and  at  the  time  delivered,  to  instruct  the  agent  of 
the  company  as  to  the  routing  of  the  shipment.  There  has  been  some 
confusion  as  to  the  proper  application  of  the  Commission's  express  rate 
Order  No.  1351;  and,  consequently,  a  fine  will  not  be  imposed  In  this 
instance. 

In  consideration   of  the  foregoing  opinion,  it  is  therefore 
ORDERED,   That,    effective   June   15,    1913,    the    Southern   Express 
Company  and  the  Wells  Fargo  &  Company  Express  are  hereiby  com- 
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manded  and  required  to  accept  and  transport  express  shipments  ten- 
dered to  their  respective  agents  at  Monroe  via  their  shortest  routes 
to  destination  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  and  upon  such  ship- 
in  enits  to  apply  the  continuous  mileage  rates  as  established  by  this 
.CJommisslon  in  its  order  No.  1351,  adding  a  charge  of  ten  (10)  cents 
per  package  where  a  transfer  is  necessary  at  a  junction  point,  and 
where  such  transfer  Is  made  by  wagon  from  one  depot  to  another. 

All  rates,  rules  and  regulations  or  ord'^rs  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby   cancelled. 

While  the  complaint  in  this  case  is  limited  to  shipments  originating 
at  Monroe,  Louisiana,  it  is  well  to  state  here  that  the  Commission  will 
apply  the  samia  principle  to  express  shipments  moving  generally 
through   the  State   of  Louisiana.

The  Commission  has  previously  considered  this  matter  in  case  No. 
1320,  in  which  Order  No.  1158  was  adopted  June  30,  1910,  dismissing 
the  complaint. 

The  further  investigation  made  at  this  time  only  emphasizes  the 
conclusions  of  the  Commission  as  set  out  in  its  Order  No.   1158. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  trains  on  both  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas 
Railway  and  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  havie  to 
be  so  operated  as  to  make  connections  at  important  junction  points 
beyond  Georgetown,  some  in  this  State  and  some  outside  the  State. 

An  order  requiring  a  close  connection  at  Georgi^town  would  dis- 
arrange connections  at  other  points,  and  the  .Commission  does  not  be- 
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lleve  that  the  conveniences  which  would  result  from  a  rearrangement 
of  the  schedules  so  as  to  make  connections  at  Georgetown  would  be 
as  ^eat  as  the  Inconveniences  which  would  result  from  breaking  up 
connections  at  other  Junction  points. 

The  travel  between  points  on  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway 
and  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  through  the 
Georgetown  junction  is  light,  and  while  eomie  Inconveniences  neces- 
sarily results  from  the  manner  in  which  the  trains  are  at  present  op- 
erated, the  conditions  are  not  such  as  to  warrant  an  order  from  the 
Commission  requiring  changes  to  be  made  in  the  operation  of  the 
trains.

Railroads  in  Louisiana  West  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Rates  on  Commercial  Fertilizer. 

In  January,  1912,  the  Shrovt  port  Chamber  of  Commerce  filed  a 
general  complaint  against  rates  on  commercial  fertilizer,  carloads  and 
less  than  carloads,  between  points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  west  of 
the  Mississippi  river,  asking  that  there  be  established  a  rate  of  one 
(1)  cent  per  ton  per  mile,  with  a  minimum  of  sevanty-flve  (75)  cents 
per  ton  for  single  line  hauls  and  combination  of  each  line's  local  rate 
less  twenty  (20)  per  cent  for  hauls  over  two  or  more  lines.  On  lees 
than  carload  shipments,  the  complainant  asks  that  tho  rate  be  made 
one  hundred  (100)  per  cent  higher  than  those  applying  on  carload 
shipments. 

After  due  proceedings  had,  at  which  testimony  of  numerous  wit- 
nesses was  taken,  the  case  was  sut)mitted  upon  brief,  and  is  now  be- 
fore  us  for  final  action. 
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Attack  upon  the  exlstm^r  rates  is  made  upon  the  following 
iTOunds: 

(1)  That  there  is  a  lack  of  unifcrmity  In  existing:  rates  on  fertilizer 
out  of  Shreveport  different  lines  charging  different  rates  for  substan- 
tially the  same  service; 

(2)  That  existing  rates  are  exhorbitant,  unreasonable  and  unduly 
discriminatory. 

It  is  also  stated  that  while  the  adoption  of  the  rates  proposed  by 
complainants  would  create  advances  in  some  instances,  a  greatly  in- 
creased movement  in  oommiercial  fertilizer  would  result,  by  reason  of 
the  reductions  which  are  asked  to  be  made. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  go  into  details  in  announcing  our  con- 
clusions in  this  case.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  after  the  greatest  care 
and  deip  consideration,  we  do  not  feel  that  there  is  a  sufficient  amount 
of  evidence  to  justify  us  in  establishing  the  uniform  rates  on  com- 
mercial fertilizer  for  all  lines  in  Louisiana  as  proposed  oy  the  com- 
iplainants.  We  are  not  satisfied  that  the  present  rates  are  unreasona- 
ble. In  fact,  the  fertilizer  rates  on  many  of  the  railroads,  are,  indeed, 
quite  as  iow  as  may  be  reasonably  re^iulred  of  the  carriers.  We  say 
without  prejudiOv3  to  any  special  complaints  which  may  be  filed  from 
time  to  time  against  specific  fertilizer  rates,  for  we  fully  recognize  the 
fact  that  any  rate  adjustment  may,  by  reason  of  changed  conditions, 
become  unreasonable,  and  necessitate  a  re -adjustment.  In  the  vBst 
number  of  authorities  which  are  issued  by  this  Commission  annually, 
many  reductions  are  made  in  rates  which  do  not  appear  in  its  orders. 
Likewise,  from  time  to  time,  tha  Commission  orders  reductions,  but 
having  in  mind  always  due  regard  for  public  interests,  as  well  as  the 
rights  which  are  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution  to  the  carriers  under 
its  control.  In  this  ca.se,  the  complainant  has  relied  upon  comparisons 
principally  in  support  of  its  petition  for  uniform  mileage  rate  on  com- 
mercial fertilizer.  Such  comparisons  have  great  weight  with  tne  .Com- 
mission when  the  conditions  under  which  the  rates  compared  are  shown 
to  be  the  same.  This  cannot  be  the  only  basis  however,  for  a  rate 
reduction,  since  other  elements  enter  into  the  making  of  rates  that 
cannot  be  overlooked  by  the  Commission.  It  does  not  follow,  necessarily, 
that  because  the  rates  on  one  line  are  too  low,  the  rates  on  another  line 
are  too  high.  In  other  words,  conditions  may  force  lower  rates  into  one 
territory  than  exists  in  another  territory.  This  is  especially  true 
where  competition  is  acute. 

From  the  record  as  made  up  in  this  case,  the  Commission  reaches 
the  conclusion  that  the  rates  which  are  eisked  to  be  established  by  the 
complainant  are  not  Justifi'ed;  and,  therefore,  the  ipetition  will  be  de- 
nied. It  should  be  said,  however,  that  this  order  will  be  entered 
without  prejudice  to   the   filing  of  oomx>laints  against  e^y   individual 
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rates  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  affect  the  interest  of  shippers  be- 
tween Louisiana  points  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  unreasonable. 

The  premises  considered,   It  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  petition  be  denied,  and  the  case  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  dismissed.

This  proceeding  was  filed  upon  complaint  made  by  the  Shreveport 
Ofaamber  of  Commerce  that  the  St  Louis  Southwestern  Railway  Corn- 
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pany  was  not  complying  with  the  provisions  of  Order  No.  1342  and 
Rule  No.  72  of  the  Railroad'  Commission,  providing  that  in  computing 
joint  through  rates,  the  combination  of  th-a  lowest  rates  in  effect  shall 
be  used. 

From  the  record,  it  appears  that  the  St.  Louis,  Southwestern  Rail- 
way Company  has  not  complied  with  this  rule  since  it  has  in  effect  a 
tariff  showing  local  rates  from  Shreveport  that  are  lower  than  rates 
which  ar>e  applied  on  business  originating  at  other  points,  and  destined 
to  points  on  its  line  via  Shreveport.  The  provision  in  the  tariff  which  is 
objected  to,  reads  as  follows: 

"The  rates  named  in  this  tariff  are  to  be  applied  only  on  traffic 
forwarded  from  Shreveport  as  local  shipments,  and  are  not  to  be  used 
in  making  or  quoting  through  rates  on  shipments  moving  from  points 
of   origin    beyond    Shreveport." 

This  provision  is  plainly  in  violation  of  the  Commission's  rule 
and  order,  and  the  rates  named  In  this  tariff  where  they  are  the  lowest 
rates  in  effect  from  Shreveport  to  points  on  the  d'efendant's  railroad 
in  Louisiana  should  be  used  in  computing  joint  through  rates  on  the 
basis  of  the  combination  of  the  lowest  local   rates   in   effect. 

We  are  not  satisfied  that  the  violation  has  been  willful  or  inten- 
tional, but  seems  to  have  arisen  from  a  misunderstanding  of  the  ap- 
plica^tion  of  the  order;  and  for  that  reason  a  fine  will  not  at  this 
time  be  imposed  against  the  defendant.  However,  should  the  com- 
pany fail  to  take  steps  to  correct  the  tariff  within  thirty  (30)  days, 
further  proceedings  to  enforce  the  order  may  be  taken.

Violation   of   Provisions  of   Rule   No.  S5-g. 

The  investigation  made  in  this  case  is  the  result  of  a  complaint 
made  to  the  Commission  by  certain  consignees  located  in  Shreveport 
that  on  shipments  of  sand  over  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company's  railway  from  New  Orleans  to  Shreveport  they  have  been 
overcharged,  both  as  to  the  rate  and  the  weight  of  the  carload  ship- 
ments covered  by  certain  expense   bills   filed  in   the  record. 

The  basis  of  the  complaint,  in  so  far  as  the  raics  are  concerned, 
is  that  under  a  decree  of  the  Federal  Courts  for  the  Eastern  District 
of  Louisiana,  Baton  Rouge  division,  the  Texas  &  Pacific  is  required 
to  assess  a  lower  scale  of  rates  than  has  been  ordered  by  the  Com- 
mission to  apply  on  other  railroads  in  the  State,  the  rates  applicable 
on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  being  carried  in  Commission's  Order  No.  1206. 
The  Complainant's  claim  is  that  under  the  Commission's  rules,  the 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  .Company  is  required  to  meet  the 
lo\\vr  rate  in  effect  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  wnen  these  two 
lines  come  into  direct  competition.  Briefly  the  history  of  the  gravel 
rates  in  effect  in  Louisiana  at  this  time,  is  as  follows: 

On   October   28,    1910,    after   a   hearng,    the   Commission    adopted   a 
tariff  of  mileage  rates  to  apply  for  distances   up   to   135   mllas   on   the 
Texas  &  Pacific   Railway.      Subsequently,    In   order   to   bring   the   sand 
and  gravel  rates  in  Louisiana  into  uniformity,  a  general  investigation 
into  the  rates  on  all  railroads  was  held,  and  as  a  result,  the  Commis--, 
sion  adopted    its    order    No.    1222    on    December    21    1910.      A   suit    was 
filed  against   the  Commission  and   the  Texas  &   Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany jointly  by  J.  W.  Thompson  &  Co.  contesting  Orders  No.  1206  and 
1222,  on  the  ground   that  they   cancelled   certain  specral   rates   enjoyed 
by  Thompson,   the   claim   of  Thompson   being   that  he   was   entitl  d   to 
receive  these  special  rates  on  account  of  certain  competitive  conditions. 
The  result  of  this  litigation   was  the  cancellation  of  the   special   rates 
form  rly  enjoyed  by  the  said  Thompson,  and  the  upholding  of  the  rates 
named  by  the  Commission  in  its  Order  1206   to  apply  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacinc  Railway.     Order  No.  1206  was  never  extended  in  its  application 
beyond  the  Texas  and  Pacific  lines.     As  a  result  of  the  application  of 
tho  court's  decree,  and  the  rates  held  to  be  reasonable  thereunder,   the 
Texas  &    Pacific   operates   under  a   lower   scale    of   rates   on   sand    and 
gravel  than  applies  on  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company's 
Lines.     This   is   a   forced    condition    which   the   Commission    is   not    re- 
sponsible for,  and  which  would  not  exist  if  the  Commission's  Order  No. 
1222  had  been  permitted  by  the  court  to  remain  in  eff-ct.     It  cannot  be 
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said,  therefore,  that  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  is 
violating  the  rule  of  the  .Commission  in  refusing  to  apply  the  rates 
which  were  put  in  effect  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Company's  lines  under 
the  court's  order.  The  shippers  and  the  consignees  had  the  privilege 
of  using  either  the  Texas  &  Pacific  or  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navi- 
gation Company,  and  chose  the  latter  line.  The  tariffs  were  on  file 
subject  to  inspection,  and  the  Commission's  order  No.  1222  was  in  full 
force  and  effect.  The  correct  rates  to  apply  on  the  shipments,  therefore, 
over  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company's  lines  werte  the 
rates  named  in  the  Commission's  order  No.  1222,  issued  December  21. 
1910.

jIjJ'jB  any  article  for  wnich  a  carload  rating  is  provided,  no  more  than  the

If,  therefore,  in  a  co^e  where  there  is  an  established  minimum,  the 
railroad  company  furnishes  a  car  which  is  not  capable  of  carrying  the 
minimum  weight  when  loaded  to  its  full  capacity  it  would  be  mani- 
festly unreasonable  to  assess  the  shipper  with  an  arbitrary  rate,  which 
through  no  fault  of  his,  he  could  not  load  into  the  car  furnished.  To 
the  extent,  therefore,  that  thi&  complainants  in  this  case  have  been 
charged  for  a  greater  weight  than  was  loaded  into  the  cars  furnished 
where  the  cars  were  of  less  capacity  than  80,000  pounds,  or  where  the 
cars  when  loaded  fully  did  not  contain  80,000  pounds,  the  shippers 
have  been  overcharged  and  an  order  will  be  entered  requiring  these 
overcharges  to  be  adjusted  within  thirty  (30)  days.  The  premises 
considered,   it  is 

ORDERED,  That,  in  so  far  as  the  failure  of  the  Louisiana  Railway 
&  Navigation  Company  to  protect  the  rate  from  New  Orleans  to  Shreve- 
port  on  sand  In  effect  by  the  Texas  &  Pacific  lines  is  concerned,  the 
complaint  is  diamlssed.     It  is  further 

Ordered,  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  this  order

The  complaint  upon  which  this  proceeding  was  instituted  alleges 
that  the  defendant  company  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  Order  No.  1404,  issued  by  this  Commission  on  April  23rd,  1912.  The 
complainant's  fail. d  to  appear,  and  the  Commission's  investigation  has 
proceeded  in  the  absence  of  any  definite  information  by  those  making 
the  complaint  as  to  in  just  what  particular  the  order  referred  to  has 
not  been  obeyed. 

From  the  investigation  mad^  by  the  Commiss^itm,  which  consisted 
of  statements  prepared  and  filed  by  the  company,  and  after  hearing 
the  arguments  of  counsel,  it  appears  that  the  defendant  has,  since  the 
issuance  of  Order  No.  1404,  expended  a  large  amount,  and  has  done  a 
great  amount  of  work  in  improving  its  road-bed  and  track.

flippl  River  prevented  its  continucmce  and  completion  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  Commission's  Order.  For  this  reason,  it  may  be 
said  that  there  appears  to  have  been  a  technical  violation  of  the  order 
of  the  Commission  by  not  completingr  the  work  required  to  be  done 
within  the  prescribed  time.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that  the 
company  has  been  negligent  in  complying  with  the  order,  but,  on  the 
contrary,  all  of  the  facts  before  the  Commission  indicate  that  it  has 
acted  in  good  faith,  and  attempted  to  do  as  much  of  the  work  re- 
quired to  be  done  as  was  possible  with  the  interruptions  which  were 
beyond  its  control.

Rates  on   Rice  Straw  in  Carloads  From   Points  on  Their  Lines  to 
New  Orleans. 

This  case  was  filed  by  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade  to  re- 
cover overcharges  in  certain  shipments  of  rice  straw  from  Morse, 
Louisiana,  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  on  which  the  rate  of  ten  cents 
per  100  pounds  was  charged  by  the  defendant  companies.  It  appears 
that  in  the  tariff  of  the  defendants  there  is  a  conflict  in  the  rates, 
and  the  conflict  is  described  by  the  complainant  as  follows: 

Defendants  publish  in  their  M.  L.  &  T.  Local,  Special  Number 
2324-H,  effective  July  15,  1910,  certain  rates  on  rioe  straw  in  carloads 
from  points  on  their  lines  to  New  Orleans.  The  same  tariff,  under 
Item  10,  names  on  rice  straw,  carloads,  from  Morse  and  other  stations 
on  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  to  New  Orleans,  rate  of  ten  (10) 
cents  per  100  i;>ounds.    In  the  same  item,  which  carries  no  exception  as 
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to  Morse,  rates  are  named  on  rice  straw  from  stations  on  the  Louisi- 
ana Western  Railroad,  shown  in  M.  L.  &  T.  R.  R.  &  S.  S.  Circular  No. 
434-F,  to  New  OrKans,  of  seven  and  one-half  cents  (7^)  cents  per 
100  pounds. 

Morse  appears  as  a  station  on  the  Louisiana  Wesiern  Railroad  in 
said  Circular  No.  434-F. 

This  statement  we  find  to  be  correct;  and  since  the  company  haa 
collected  the  higher  of  two  conflicting  rates  shown  in  its  tariff,  the 
shipper  Is  entitled  to  claim  the  benefit  of  the  lower  rate  and  to  have 
the  amount  over  and  above  that  rate  which  he  has  paid  refunded  as 
an  overcharge.     The  premises  considered,   it  is 

ORDEiiED,  That  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  & 
Steamship  Company  and  Uie  Louisiana  Wvslern  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  protect  the  lower 
rate  of  seven  and  one-half  cents  (7V^c)  per  100  pounds  on  rice  straw 
moving  in  the  month  of  May,  1912,  contained  in  thirteen  cars,  from 
Morse,  Louisiana,  consigned  to  Milam-Morgan  Company,  at  New  Or- 
leans, Louisiana,  on  which  a  rate  of  ten  (10)  cents  per  100  pounds 
was  collected,  and  to  refund  to  the  shipper  the  overcharge  of  $65.29, 
which  resulted  by  reason  of  applying  the  excessive  rate  of  ten  (10) 
cents  per  100  pounds.

Rat«s  from    Baton   Rouge  to  Points  on  Texa«  d.  Pacific   Railway. 

This  is  a  proceeding  filed  by  a  number  of  wholesale  and  retail 
merchants  of  the  City  of  Baton  Rouge  for  joint  through  rates  on 
classes  and  commodities  to  points  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  in 
connection  with  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  which  do 
not  exceed  the  rates  in  effect  from  the  City  of  New  Orleans  to  the  same 
stations. 

The  basis  of  the  complaint  is  that  the  shippers  or  Baton  Rouge 
euffer  a  discrimination  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  New  Orleans,  situ- 
ated much  further  distance  than  Baton  Rouge  to  many  of  the  stations 
on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  enjoys  a  rate  which  is  less  than  the 
existing  joint  through  rate  from  Baton  Rouge  over  defendant's  line  in 
consequence  of  which,  it  is  impossible  for  the  merchants  of  B&ton 
Rouge  to  compete  at  Texas  &  Pacific  points  with  New  Orleans 
shippers. 
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The  case,  after  due  notice,  was  heard  and  evidence  taken,  the 
Commission  has  carefully  considei>ed  the  record.  It  is  found  that  to 
many  of  the  stations  on  the  T*xas  &  Pacific  Railway  nearer  to  Baton 
Rouge  than  to  New  Orleans.  New  Orleans  has  a  lower  rate  than 
applies  from  Baton  Rouge.  The  carriers'  defense  is  that  from  New 
Orleans  to  these  points  there  is  only  one  line  of  railway  involved, 
while  from  Baton  Rouge  to  the  same  points,  shipments  must  be  handled 
by  two  railways,  the  defendants  herein. 

There  exists,  by  reason  of  an  order  of  this  Commission,  an  inter^ 
change  connection  at  Anchorage,  Louisiana,  where  there  is  alao  a 
station  and  agent,  this  being  the  junction  point  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway's  Port  Allen  Branch  with  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico 
Railway.  There  is  also  an  interchange  track  at  Livonia,  where  the 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway's  main  line  crosses  the  New  Orleans,  Texas 
&  Mexico  Railroad.  There  are,  therefore,  no  physical  difficulties  to 
be  overcome  in  handling  through  shipments  from  Baton  Rouge  to 
points  on  the  Port  Allen  Branch. and  the  main  linte,  and  its  branches, 
of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  after  carefully  considering 
the  case,  that  the  rates  from  Baton  Rouge  to  points  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  should  not  exceed  the  rates  from  the  City  of  New 
Orleans.  The  Commission  has  long  since  recognized  that  there  should 
be  a  difference  in  the  rates  from  Port  Allen,  through  which  point 
shipments  are  made  from  Baton  Rouge  via  the  ferry  and  transfer  op- 
erating between  Baton  Rouge  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  depot  at  Port 
Allen.  The  present  basis  of  the  Port  Allen  rates  is  twenty  (20)  per 
cent  less  than  the  New  Orleans  rate.  The  rates  to  points  on  the  TexaiS 
&  Pacific  in  connection  with  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Rail- 
road are  now  based  on  the  combination,  of  locals  through  Ancnorage. 
It  is  well  recognized  in  this  State  thai  in  constructing  joint  through 
rates,  railroad  companies  frequently  receive  something  less  than  thieir 
local  rates.  In  other  words,  the  sum  of  the  locals  is  the  maximum 
rate  in  the  State  of  Louisiana;  and  in  constructing  joint  through  rates, 
thiese  locals  are  slightly  reduced  and  the  joint  through  rate  divided 
upon  a  per  cent  basis.  "We  will  not,  at  this  time,  attempt  to  pre- 
scribe the  division  of  the  through  rate  to  be  received  by  each  of  the 
defendants  herein,  but  since  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Comimission  that 
the  rates  from  Baton  Rouge  should  not  exceed  the  rates  from  New 
Orleans,  it  follows  that  an  order  will  be  issued,  commanding  the  de- 
fendant compani'es  to  so  adjust  their  tariffs  as  to  comply  with  this 
opinion.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 
COMPRESSION. 

A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  delivered  at  destination  uncom- 
pressed shall  give  this  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  inserting  in 
his  bills  of  lading  the  notation:      "To  Go   Through  Uncompressed.'' 

A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  delivered  at  destination  corap.'essed 
shall  give  this  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  inserting  i.i  his  bills 
of  lading  the  notation:     **To  be  Compressed." 

This  company  will  assume  the  cost  of  compressing  cotton  which  is 
to  be  delivered  at  destination  compress,  provided  there  is  a  compress 
In  operation  between  point  of  origin  and  final  destination,  and  further 
provided  that  compressing  can  be  done  at  a  compress  on  the  tracks 
of  this  company  in  direction  of  final  destination,  at  a  cost  of  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  (50c)  cents  per  bale.  When  compressing  is  done  at  a  compress 
not  on  the  tracks  of  this  company  the  switching  or  drayage  expenses,  as 
the  case  may  be,  between  the  compress  and  the  tracks  of  this  com- 
pany, will  be  in  addition  to  the  freight  charges  and  shall  be  billed 
against  the  cotton. 
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If  a  compress  is  not  in  operation  between  i>oint  of  origin  and 
destination  this  company  will  haul  cotton  to  destination  charging  and 
retaining:  freight  chaises  at  the  rate  which  is  in  effect  on  uncompressed 
cotton. 

CONCENTRATION. 

This  company  will  concentrate  cotton  at  Alexandria,  or  Mansura, 
at  the  option  of  the  shipper,  without  additional  charge  when  in  line 
of  shipment  from  origin  to  destination  and  carry  the  concentrated  cot- 
ton to  destination  at  request  of  the  owner  made  during  the  season 
of  shipment  and   not  thereafter. 

When  concentrated  cotton  is  delivered  to  owner,  or  his  agent,  at 
point  of  concentration,  the  entire  charge  for  transportation  at  such 
point  shall  be  the  rate  to  final  destination  on  this  road  In  Louisiana, 
and  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  to  this  company,  and 
when  such  cotton — or  a  like  number  of  -bales — is  delivered  to  this 
company  for  transportation  to  its  final  destination  in  Louisiana  this 
company  will  refund  to  the  shipper  the  difference  between  what  is 
paid  to  concentration  point,  plus  what  is  paid  from  concentration 
point  to  destination,  and  the  rate  from  original  shipping  point  to  des- 
tination  in  Louisana. 

When  a  concentraton  point  is  not  so  located  as  to  come  within 
provision  of  the  preceding  rules  this  company  will  refund  sufficient 
to  make  the  following  charges  per  bale  over  and  above  the  current 
rate   from   point   of  origin   to   final   destination,   namely: 

For    distances    60    miles    and    less 25c  per  bale 

For  distances   75   miles  and  over   50   miles 35c  per  bale 

For   distances    100    miles   and   over   75    mihs 50c  per  bale 

The  receipted  freight  bills  made  and  collected  for  the  service  of 
concentration,  shall  be  taken  up  by  this  company  as  evidence  of  con- 
centration when  making  adjustment  charges.  In  addition  thereto 
shipper,  or  his  agent,  shall  furnish  this  company  copy  of  bill  of  lading 
showing  shipment  of  cotton  from  concentration  point  to  destination. 

TRANSFERS   OF  FREIGHT   BILLS. 

When  cotton  has  changed  ownership  at  concentration  point,  the 
consignee  must  endorse  on  back  of  freight  bills  at  the  time  of  sale 
certificate   in   substantially   th?   following   form:

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and

Rates  on  Cotton  and  Cotton  Seed. 

The  petitioner  is  a  short-line  railroad,  operating  between  Sibley 
and  Hall  Summit,  both  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  It  is  chartered  un* 
der  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  is  obligated  to  perform  its  duties  as  a 
common  carrier.  It  is  asking  the  Commission's  permission  to  advance 
rates  on  cotton  and  cotton  seed. 

The  proposed  advances  are  opposed  by  certain  shippers,  located 
principally  at  Ringgold  and  Minden.  Other  shippers  on  the  line  have 
filed  letters  or  petitions  advocating  the  advances. 

The  petitioning  line  bases  its  claim  for  the  advances  proposed 
upon  the  financial  condition  of  the  road.  From  the  sworn  statemeni 
filed  in  the  record,  it  is  shown  that  the  revenues  of  the  company  de- 
rived from  the  transportation  of  freight  for  the  months  of  April,  May 
and  June,  1913,  were  less  than  the  operating  expenses,  by  the  following 
amounts:

June 3,179.82    deficit 

This  falling  off  in  revenue  is  due  principally  to  the  fact  that  the  prin- 
cipal tonnage  of  this  railroad  prior  to  1913  was  lumber,  the  ship- 
mente  of  which  by  reason  of  the  forests  being  cut  down,  have  practically 
ceased.     Its  revenue  must  now  come  from  transporting  other  freight 
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than  lumber.     Cotton  and  cotton  seed  form  the  bulk  of  the  outbound 
tonnage,  and  it  is  on  these  commodities  that  the  advances  are  sought 

The  main  objection  urged  to  tlie  proposed  advances  was  that 
the  differential  over  the  rates  to  Shreveport  was  not  maintained.  This, 
of  course,  is  a  reasonable  objection,  and  the  existing  differences  be- 
tween the  rates  to  Minden  and  the  rates  to  Shreveport  should  be  main- 
tained. 

Tlie  question  before  the  Commission  is  what  are  reasonable  rates 
for  the  service  performed.  In  considering  the  question,  the  Commis- 
sion contemplates  the  continuance  of  the  railroad,  not  Its  dissolution. 
As  long  as  th^  railroad  is  there,  the  public  has  a  right  to  its  use,  upon 
reasonable  terms,  and  it  is  not  the  province  of  this  Commission  to 
assume  that  it  will  not  be  operated  in  good  faith,  for  years  to  come. 
This  Commission  has  publicly  announced,  through  its  former  rulings, 
and  its  proceedings  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and 
the  Commerce  Court,  that  this  railroad  will  be  regarded  as  a  com- 
mon carrier,  and  required  to  perform  its  functions  as  such  to  the  full 
extent  of  its  ^pow.'r  over  railroad  corporations.  In  exercising  its  pow- 
ers, the  .Commission  has  at  all  times  recognized  its  duty  to  the  public 
It  must  protect  their  interest,  and  see  that  reasonable  rates  are 
charged,  extortion  prevented  and  discriminations  eliminated.  But,  in 
performing  its  duties,'  the  Commission  has  well  settled  rules  of  action 
that  must  be  followed,  and  a  Jurisprudence  that  sets  at  rest  many 
questions  of  doubt  as  to  what  It  may  or  may  not  do. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana  has,  in  four  important  decisions, 
two  affecting  rates  and  two  affecting  the  service  of  common  carriers, 
held  that  the  Commission  cannot  require  a  service  <by  a  public  carrier 
to  be  performed  at  a  loss.  When,  after  a  full  investigation,  the  Com- 
mission finds  that  the  cost  of  performing  a  particular  service  Is  greater 
than  thei  revenue  derived  therefrom,  or  that  the  financial  operations 
of  a  railroad  are  such  that  its  business  must  be  conducted  at  a  loss, 
then.  In  fairness  to  all  concerned,  and  as  a  matter  of  simple  justice, 
it  must  permit  such  advances  to  be  made  as  will  aid  In  building  up 
the  revenues  to  the  point  where  the  railroad  can,  at  least,  meet  Its 
operating  expenses. 

This  must  be  done  with  as  little  Injury  to  shippers  a«  possible. 
The  extra  cost  of  the  service  must  be  distribut?d  so  as  to  make  the 
burden  as  light  as  possible,  and  as  equal  as  possible. 

Advances  in  rates  have  not  been  countenanced  by  the  Commis- 
sion except  in  extreme  cases.  The  Commission  considers  all  the  rail- 
roads In  Louisiana  necessary.  Rates  are  ordinarily  higher  during  de- 
velopment periods  than  when  population  becomes  dense  and  traffic 
increases,  and,  when  a  case-  is  presented  where  by  an  advance  In 
freight  rates  only  can  losses  be  prevented,  moderate  advances  will  be 
allowed,  subject,  as  are  all  rates,  to  be  reduc:d  whenever  the  revenues 
of   the   company   justify   a   reduction. 
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Upon  the  showing  made,  the  Commission  feels  constrained  to  grant 
the  application  of  the  petitioner,  as  amended  at  the  hearing.  This 
is  without  prejudice  to  either  party.  It  is  the  action  which,  in  equity 
ajid   justics,    is   proper. 

The  premises  considered,   it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  Sibley  Lake  Bistineau  and  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  permission  and  it  is  hereby 
given  authority  to  charge  the  following  rat:s  on  cotton  and  cotton 
seed: 

Uncompressed  cotton  in  bales  from  Ringgold  and  stations  north 
to  Shreveport,  $2.00  per  bale,  refund  $1.00,  net  rate,  $1.00.  From  sta- 
tions south  of  Ringgold  to  Shreveport,  $2.25  per  bale,  refund  $1.00,  net 
rate,  $1.25.  From  Ringgold  and  stations  north  to  Minden,  50  cents 
per  bale  net,  and  south  of  Ringgold,  $1.00  net  On  cotton  seed,  car- 
loads, from  all  staitons  to  Shreveport,  Arcadia,  Ruston  and  all  points 
taking  the  Shreveport  rate,  11  cents  per  cwt.,  and  to  Minden  9  cents 
per    cwt. 

All  rates,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  authorities  in  conflict 
herewith  are  hereby  cancelled.

Rule  Relative  to  the  Prompt  Handling  of  Passenger  Trairvs.

The  case  was  taken  up  according:  to  regular  asslffninent,  at  Baton 
Rougre,  Louisiana,  on  September  25th,  1913.  No  cause  or  reason  what- 
ever was  griven  why  an  order  should  not  be  issued  by  the  Commission 
commanding  and  requiring  the  Louisiana  &  North  West  Railroad 
Company  to  improve  ita  railroad  in  Louisiana,  by  replacing  all  un- 
sound or  decayed  ties,  bridge  timbers,  or  wooden  portiona  of  its 
track,  relay  with  safe  and  suitable  rails  its  entire  line  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  and  re-grade  its  road-bed  and  re-surface  its  track  in 
Louisiana  so  as  to  make  its  entire  road-bed  and  track  safe  and  In 
first-class    condition. 

The  Commissioner  from  the  Third  District  has  made  an  inspec- 
tion of  this  railroad.  It  is  in  a  deplorable  condition.  Its  track  and 
road-bed  are  greatly  in  need  of  repair.  While  it  cannot  be  d*eclared 
absolutely  unsafe  if  trains  are  ran  very  slowly,  yet  its  condition  is 
such  as  to  require  many  improvements,  repairs  and  renewals  be- 
fore it  can  be  considered  in  proper  condition  for  performing  its  func- 
tions as  a  railroad  in  such  a  manner  as  the  public  has  a  right  to  ex- 
pect   and    demand. 

The   premises  considered,   it  is,   therefore, 

ORDE}RED,  That  the  Louisiana  &  North  West  Railroad  Comj>any 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  within  nine  (9)  months 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  repair  and  put  in  a  safe  and  suitable 
condition  its  entire  railroad  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  by  placing  in 
the  track  a  sufficient  number  of  new,  sound  cross  ties,  and  by  repairing 
and  replacing  in  the  <bridges  new  and  sound  timbers  wherever  neces- 
sary, and  by  replacing  all  broken  and  unsafe  rails  with  sound  rails, 
properly  fastened  -together  with  bolts  and  angle  plates  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  make  the  said  road-bed  and  track  safe  and  suitable  for 
the   operation   of  freight  and   passenger   trains.

Three-quarters  of  a  Mile  South,  and  Placing  An  Agent  in 

Charge  of  Same. 

A  petition,  sigrned  by  numerous  citizens  and  property  owners  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Logrtown,  was  filed  with  the  Commission,  asking 
that  the  station  known  as  Logrtown  be  moved  about  six  thousand 
(6,000)  feet  south  of  its  present  location  to  the  point  between  the  Boeuff 
River  Land  &  Lumber  Company's  spur  and  Watkins'  Lane,  and  that 
an  agent  be  placed  in  charge  of  same. 

Pursuant  to  notice  a  full  investigation  was  made  by  the  Com- 
mission, and  the  Commission  has  fully  considered  all  of  the  evidence 
offered,  and  the  statements  of  counsel  for  the  railroad  com-pany  and 
for  the  other  interested  parties.  The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  proposed  site  is  the  more  suitable  for  the  location  of  the 
depot.

In  the  Matter  of  Application  for  Advances  in   Rates  on   Petroleum  and 
Its    Products    Between    Points    in    Louisiana. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  proceedings  which  has  been 
before  the  Commission  since  its  organization.  WTiile  the  volume  of 
business  to  be  aftected  is  not  so  great  as  in  some  other  rate  cases 
which  have  been  decided,  the  principles  involved  are  of  far  reaching 
importance,  affecting  both  carriers  and  shippers  to  a  marked  degree. 

The  history  of  the  case  has  been  fairly  stated  in  each  of  the  briefs 
filed. 

In  1908,  the  National  Petroleum  Association  and  the  Marine  Oil 
Company,  Limited,  filed  a  complaint  against  all  of  the  Important  rail- 
roads in  Louisiana  attacking  the  existing  rates  on  petroleum  and  its 
products,  less  than  carloads,  between  points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 
After  a  full  investigation,  the  Commission,  on  February  26th,  1909, 
adopted  its  order  No.  976,  establishing  a  tariff  of  mileage  rates  to  apply 
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on  all  railroads  in  Louisiana  on  petroleum  and  tlie  products  of  pe- 
troleum, less  than  carloads.  No  rates  were  established  on  shipments 
in  carloads.  This  order  was  complied  with  by  all  the  railroads  in  the 
State,  but  the  trunk  lines  filed  suits  against  the  Commission  in  the 
District  Court  at  Baton  Rou«i3  to  have  the  order  set  aside  as  illegal, 
on  the  groujid  that  the  rates  established  were  unreasonably  low.  One 
of  these  cases,  namely,  that  of  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company,  was  tried,  and  upon  final  decree  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  the  rates  named  in  the  Order  No.  976  were  held 
to  be  unreasonable  as  to  that  company.  Shortly  after  the  Supreme 
Court  rendered  its  decision  In  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company's  case,  the  other  railroads  made  application  to  the  Com- 
mission for  a  modification  of  Order  976,  asking  that  the  rates  be  ad- 
vanced. While  these  proceedings  were  pending,  the  JLiH>erty  Oil  Com- 
pany filed  a  complaint  against  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company,  attacking  the  rates  which  were  put  into  effect  on  that  line, 
after  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana  referred  to  above. 

Following  the  filing  of  the  application  for  advances  by  the  railroads, 
several  oil  conipanies  operating  in  New  Orleans  and  Shreveport  and  a 
number  of  shippers  and  consumers,  filed  oppositions  to  the  proposed 
advances. 

These  cases  were  entered  separately  on  the  docket  of  the  Com- 
mission, but  when  they  came  on  to  be  heard,  with  the  consent  of 
all  parties,  they  were  consolidated.  It  was  agreed  at  the  hearing  that 
the  evidence  taken  in  both  cases  would  be  used,  so  far  as  it  was  ap- 
plicable, by  all  of  the  interested  parties  in  their  arguments  for  and 
against  the  proposed  rates. 

In  the  case  of  the  Liberty  Oil  Company  vs.  the  Louisiana  Railway 
&  Navigation  Company,  a  tariff  of  rates  was  prepared  by  the  complain- 
ants, and  in  the  intervening  petitions  filed  in  the  ex  parte  applications 
of  the  railroads  for  advances  in  the  rates,  the  same  scale  of  rates  was 
suggested  in  the  nature  of  a  compromise. 

The  cases  thus  combined  were  heard  at  Baton  Rouge  on  the  24th 
and  25th  days  of  June,  1913,  before  Chairman  Taylor  and  Commis- 
sioner Bridges.  The  investigation  was  not  limited  in  its  scope;  but 
every  opportunity  was  given  to  both  sides  to  present  fully  any  testi- 
mony which  might  have  a  bearing  on  the  issues  involved.  Elaborate 
and  able  briefs  have  been  filed  by  the  carriers  and  those  opposing  the 
advances. 

The  importance  of  the  case  is  fully  appreciated  by  the  Commis^ 
slon.  There  Is  nothing  in  the  evidence  to  show  any  marKed  cnangea 
in  the  conditions  at  the  time  the  Commission  adopted  its  Order  No.  976, 
but  at  the  same  time,  the  evidence  adduced  in  the  present  proceeding 
was  much  mone  exhaustive  than  that  which  was  introduced  on  the 
former  investigation.     We  have  examined  the  voluminous  record  with 
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^eat  care,  and  without  attemptingr  to  review  herein  the  facts,  we 
state   briefly  the  conclusion   which  we  have  reached. 

The  products  of  petroleum  consist  of  a  variety  of  articles  such  as 
compounded  petroleum  oils  and  greases,  benzine,  distillates,  grease, 
gasoline,  naptha,  petroleum  jelly,  residiuon,  tailings,  parafine  wax  and 
various  oils,  such  as  floor  oil,  fuel  oil,  harness,  hoof,  household  lubri- 
cants, lubricating,  miners'  oil,  stock,  neatsfoot,  petroleum,  putty,  re- 
fined, (ordinary  kerosine),  rode,  soap,  and  others  not  necessary  to 
enumerate  here. 

On  such  shipments  in  less  than  carload  quantities  charges  must 
be  prepaid  or  guaranteed,  according  to  the  Western  Classification. 
There  are  certain  rules  which  the  carrier  must  observe  in  transport- 
ing explosive  oils,  such  as  benzine,  gasoline  and  naptha.  There  are 
likewise  rules  which  must  be  observed  by  the  shipper  in  preparing  less 
than  carload  shipments  for  transportation.  These  rules  apply  to  the 
kind  of  package  to  be  used,  method  of  packing,  manner  of  marking,  etc. 
The  carriers  have  laid  great  stress  upon  the  extra  cost  of  handling 
petroleum  and  its  products  by  reason  of  certain  inspections  which  have 
to  be  made,  and  also  by  reason  that  such  shipments  have  to  be  sepa- 
rated from  other  freight  in  trains,  cars  or  depots. 

We  do  not  find  that  the  claimed  expanse  is  a  material  factor.  Some 
railroads  make  less  than  carload  shipments  dally  in  cars  with  other 
freight  and  others  receive  and  ship  oil  only  on  certain  days  and  in 
special  cars.  Some  lines  set  aside  certain  portions  of  thielr  freight 
depots  for  oil  shipments,  and  others  place  them  in  the  depots  along 
with  other  freight.  As  to  unloading,  it  appears  that  the  systems  v€ury 
somewhat,  according  to  the  policy  or  convenience  of  the  carrier.  For 
instance,  the  Southern  Pacific  places  oil  in  barrels  or  drums  upon 
the  platform  as  far  away  from  the  other  freight  warehouses  as  possible, 
•while  the  Texas  &  Pacific  unloads  the  oil  into  the  warehouse  along 
with  other  freight.  The  practice  varies  on  the  different  lines.  The 
traflflc  seems  to  be  handled  in  practically  thu  same  way  as  other  less 
than  carload  freight,  except  as  to  explosives.  Less  than  carload  ship- 
ments of  explosive  oils  do  not  constitute  over  ten  per  cent  of  the  ship- 
ments madie  by  the  oil  companies  which  have  intervened  in  this  case. 
The  conclusion  follows,  therefore,  that  the  great  volume  of  the  less  than 
carload  shipments  of  petroleum  oil  and  its  products  consists  of  ordi- 
nary coal  oil,  lubricating  oil  and  greases.  Such  oils  do  not  require  any 
extraordinary  care  in  handling,  and  are  i>acked  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  Western  Classification,  and  in  effect  on  the  various 
lines  in  Louisiana.  It  cannot  be  claimed  that  they  are  more  likely  to 
tnjure  the  shipments  with  which  they  come  in  contact  than  any  other 
oils,  greases  or  paints. 

The  number  of  claims  arising  from  damage  to  shipments  by  ctm- 
tact  with  oil  are  proportionately  small.     In  fact,  only  two  of  the  rail- 
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roads  presented  any  evidence  of  damage  from  this  source.  The  articles 
Busoeptible  to  damage  from  contact  with  other  shipments  should  be 
the  ones  to  carry  the  higher  rates.  We  do  not  feel  that  it  has  been 
conclusively  proven  in  this  case  that  petroleum  oils  when  properly 
]>acked  and  handled  cause  any  unusual  amount  of  damage  by  contami- 
nation. 

While  no  figures  were  presented  by  the  carriers  to  show  the 
actual  cost  of  transporting  oil  in  less  than  carload  quantities,  the  Com- 
mission believes  that,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  and  conditions 
surrounding  the  transiwrtation  of  oil,  there  should  be  a  moderate  ad- 
vance in  the  rates  which  were  established  by  this  Commission  In  its 
Order  No.  976.  We  are  unwilling  to  concede,  however,  that  the  third- 
class   rates   should   apply   on    this   commodity. 

Refined  petroleum  or  kerosine  is  a  household  necessity,  not  a 
luxury.  In  fact  most  of  the  petroleum  oils  and  products  have  come  into 
such  general  use  that  they  may  be  regarded  as  essential  to  very-day 
life,  and  part  of  the  'expenses  of  every  household,  and  an  element  of 
cost  in  all  manufactures.  Any  increase,  therefore,  in  the  price  of  oil 
will  ultimately  affect  the  consumer  by  adding  an  expense  to  the  already- 
high  cost  of  living.  We  regard  such  an  articl3  as  demanding  the  lowest 
rate  consistent  with  the  restriction  of  reasonableness  placed  upon  this 
Commission  in  the  fixing  of  rates.  It  is  also  our  opinion  that  some 
of  the  products  of  petroleum,  one  of  which  is  refined  oil,  which  sells 
in  th2  open  market  for  about  seven  cents  per  gallon,  are  low  grade 
commodities.  We  think  that  a  moderate  advance  over  the  rates  pre- 
viously established  by  this  Commission  in  its  Order  976  will  afford 
reasonable  rates  for  the  transportation  of  petroleum  and  its  pro- 
ducts, carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  bet w: en  points  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  in  consideration  of  all  the  evidence 
and  arguments  submitted   in   this  case,   it  is   now,   therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  rates  be.  and  they  ar.^  hereby, 
established  effective  October  15th,  1913,  to  apply  on  shipments  of  pe- 
troleum and  Its  products,  carloads  and  less  than  carloads,  between 
points  in  the  State  of  L/Ouisiana.  Thes^  rates  to  be  applied  in  all  cases 
except  where  commodity  rates  now  in  effect  are  lower,  in  which  case 
the  commodity  rate  shall  govern.

At  a  general  session  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  held 

this  day,  with  jChairman  Taylor  and  Commissioner  Bridges  present,  upon 

further  consideration  of  Order  No.   1605,   adopted  and  Issued  July  28, 

1913,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  rule  adopted  in  Order  No.  1605  on  July  23, 
1913,   be  changed  and  amended  so  as   to  read  as  follows: 

RULE. 

When  freight  cars  are  loaded  to  their  physical  capacity  with  any 
articl?  for  which  a  carload  rating  is  provided,  no  more  than  actual 
weight  of  the  shipment  contained  in  such  cars  shall  be  charged.  This 
rule  will  not  apply  on  shipments  taking  minimum  carload  weights 
24,000  pounds  and  less.  On  shipmejits  taking  minimum  of  24,000 
IK>unds  and  less  apply  in  Western  Classification  territory,  tariff  rates 
and  rules  provided  in  Western  Classification,  supplements  and  excep- 
tions thereto,  and  in  Southern  Classification  territory;  apply  tariff  rates 
end  rules  provided  in  Southern  Classification,  supplements  and  excep- 
tions  thereto.  * 
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When  a  shipper  orders  a  car  of  less  capacity  than  is  required  for 
the  established  minimum,  the  carrier  may  collect  charges  on  the  basis 
of  the  established  minimum. 

All  rates  rules,  regulations  or  orders  in  conflict  herewith  are  can- 
celled.

In  further  consideration  of  the  matter  of  flagging  rule  formerly 
established  by  the  Commission  for  the  protection  of  trains  from  col- 
lisions, upon  request  of  the  Morgans  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  & 
Steamship  Company,  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  and 
the  Iberia  &  Vermillion  Railroad  Company,  the  following  reasonable 
modiflcations  in  the  said  rule,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  qualifications 
of  employees,  is  adopted. 

RULE. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  may  em- 
ploy as  flagmen  men  who  have  had  one  year  or  more  experience  in  train 
serv'lce  with  other  common  carrier  railroads,  who,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  superintendent  of  the  railroad  employing  such  flagmen,  are  compe- 
tent to  fill  the  positions  as  flagmen,  it  being  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
such  railroad  company,  before  such  men  are  employed  in  th^  capacity 
of  flagmen,  to  study  carefully  the  flagging  rule  prescribed  by  the  Rail- 
road .Ccm mission,  and  to  satisfy  the  superintendent  of  the  company 
employing  such  flagmen,  through  oral  examination,  that  they  are  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  same,  and  competent  to  carry  out  its  re- 
quirements. Before  such  men  may  b>  put  to  work  as  flagmen,  they 
must  also  be  carefully  examined  as  to  the  operating  rules  of  the  railroad 
company  by  which  they  tire  to  be  emuloyed,  and  must  pass  an  exami- 
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nation  upon  such  rules,  either  oral  or  written,  which  will  satisfy  the 
superintendent  that  they  are  fully  qualined  to  perform  their  duties. 

The  portions  of  Orders  1517  and  1551  heretofore  adpoted  which  are 
in  conflict   with   this  rule  are   hereby   cancelled.

This  case  was  originated  by  the  filing  of  a  complaint  by  the  New 
Roads  Oil  Mill  and  Manufacturing  Company  against  the  rates  on  the 
Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  and  Steamship  Company  apply- 
ing to  Anchorage,  Louisiana.  The  purpose  of  the  complaint,  as  stated 
In  the  petition,  and  as  certified  by  the  complainant's  witness  at  the 
hearing,  is  to  provide  a  Joint  through  rate  from  points  on  the  South- 
em  Pacific  Lines  to  New  Roads,  by  having  made  effective  through  an 
order  of  this  Commission,  a  local  mileage  tariff  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
Lines,  to  be  used  as  a  basis  for  through  rates  by  adding  the  same 
to  the  mileage  rates  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway.  The  rates 
proposed  by  the  complainant  are,  for  the  Southern  Pacific  Lines,  those 
which  have  be?n  ordered  into  effect  by  this  Commission's  Order  No. 
484,  now  in  litigation 

At  the  hearing,  the  representative  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Rail- 
road Company  made  the  statement  to  the  Commission  that  rates  on 
cotton  seed,  carloads  from  points  on  the  Southern  Pacific  to  Grosse  Tete 
and  Anchorage,  being  the  crossings  of  the  main  line  and  the  Port 
Allen  branch,  respectively,  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  would  be 
made  on  the  same  basis  as  applicable  between  other  points  on  the  com- 
pan3r*s  line  in  Louisiana.  After  the  hearing,  under  date  of  October  1, 
1913,  the  Assistant  General  Freight  Agent  of  the  M.  L.  &  T.  notified 
the  Commission  that  th?  tariff  containing  rates  so  computed  was  being 
compiled,  and  would  be  made  effective  on  that  date.  The  new  rates 
axe,  therefore,  effective  from  October  1st,  1913. 
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Th.^  (Commission  considers  this  an  equitable  adjustment  of  the  com- 
plaint filed  in  this  case.  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  unreasonable- 
ness of  the  rates  in  effect  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Lines,  and  abso- 
lutely no  CDmplaint  from  any  shipp  r  on  that  line  against  such  rates. 
The  purpose  of  the  complaint  is,  as  stated,  to  secure  a  joint  through 
rate.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  many  mills  on  the  Southern 
Pacific  Lines  which  would  be  interested  in  a  reduction  of  the  existing" 
rates,  and  in  further  consideration  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been 
no  showing  that  the  present  rates  to  the  junction  point  are  unreasona- 
ble?, the  Commission  does  not  feel  justified  in  making  any  further 
reductions  than  these  which  have  already  been  put  into  elTect.  The 
New  Roads  Oil  Mill  should  have  the  privilege  of  shipping  over  the 
defendant's  railroad  to  junction  points  at  rates  no  higher  than  those 
which  are  charged  for  shipments  to  any  other  point  on  their  line;  but 
In  the  absence  of  evidence  showing  that  such  rates  are  unreasonable, 
and  in  the  absence  of  any  complaint  filed  against  the  reasonableness 
of  such  rates  in  and  of  themselves,  the  Commission  does  not  find  a 
sufficient  reason  to  grant  the  petition  of  the  complainant.  Since  the

The  petition  in  tliis  case  requests  the  Commission  to  fix  rates  on 
stock  food  fn>m  Baton  Roiip^e  to  points  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Lines 
equal  to  the  rates  from   New  Orleans  to  all  points. 
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The  whole  basis  upon  which  the  petition  is  founded  is  that  New 
Orleans  enjoys  certain  rates  to  territory  on  the  Southern  Pacific  Lines 
nearer  to  New  Orleans  by  this  line  than  Baton  Rouge  in  which  th« 
complainants  are  unable  to  compete  in  the  sale  of  their  products.

for  lower  rates.  We  must  consider  the  petition  as  presented.  There 
riiay  be  some  reason  for  establishing  rates  on  the  commodities  shipped 
by  the  complainants  from  Baton  Rouge  to  points  on  the  Southern  Pa» 
cific  Lines  equal  to  those  for  similar  distances  on  the  same  commodities, 
from  New  Orleans;  but  such  a  case  is  not  now  before^  the  Commission.

Readjustment  of  Rates  on  Bagging  and  Ties,  From  Shreveport  to  Euntca, 
Opelousas,  Port   Barre,  Crowley   and   Eunice. 

Pursuant  to  notice  given  in  this  case,  a  hearing  was  held  in  the 
capitol,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  on  Wednesday,  October  22,  1913. 
Investigation  by  the  Commission  Brought  out  the  fact  that  the  rates 
from  Shreveport  and  Alexandria  to  the  points  enumerated  in  the  ap- 
plication of  petitioners  were  lower  than  the  rates  now  in  effect  from 
New    Orleans.

Extension  of  Telephone   Line  to  Arnaudvillei   Louisiana. 

In  {his  case  the  Commission  is  a^ked  to  require  the  Breaux  Bridge- 
St.  Martin  Telephone  Company  to  extend  its  line  to  Arnaudville.  The 
present  line  of  this  telephone  company  terminates  at  a  point  about 
three  miles  from  Arnaudville. 

The  Commission  has  the  power  to  rei^ulate  the  service  as  well  as 
the  rates  of  telephone  companies,  but  this  power  does  not  extend  be- 
yond those  lines  which  axe  already  built  and  in  operation.  In  other 
words,  the  Commission  is  without  power  or  authority  to  compel  a  tele- 
phone company  to  build  n«w  lines  to  reach  additional  points  outside  of 
incorporated  towns.  This  does  not  imply  that  the  Commission  would 
not  require  a  telephone  company  operating  exchanges  to  provide  suita- 
ble and  adequate  facilities  for  supplying  satisfactory  service  to  all  who 
may  apply;  but  such  a  case  Is  not  before  the  Commission  at  present. 
The  petitioners  give  as  their  reason  for  the  request  for  an  extensiou 
of  the  Breaux  Bridge -St.  Martin  Telephone  Company  that  they  are 
getting  poor  service  from  the  Sibille  Telephone  .Company.  The  sub- 
scribers of  the  Sibille  Telephone  Company  have  a  right  to  demand 
that  this  company  provide  them  with  suitable  and  adequate  eervicto, 
and,  failing  to  do  so,  the  Commission  has  the  power,  upon  complaint 
flled,  and  after  due  investigation,  to  require  such  service  to  be  flir- 
nished  as  may  be  suitable,  adequate  and  sufl!lcient.     In  this  case,  ths 
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request  is  for  an  extension  of  a  telephone  line  which  does  not  reach 
ArnaudvilU  by  an  order  from  this  Commission.  The  Commission  has  no 
authority  to  issue  such  an  order.

A  petition  signed  by  numerous  citizens  and  property  owners  in 
the  vicinity  of  Ravenswood  has  been  filed  with  the  Commission,  ask- 
ing that  th-^  station  at  McNeil's,  or  Macks,  be  moved  to  Ravenswood. 
After  the  filing  of  this  petition,  a  counter  petition  was  filed  with  the 
Commission  by  owners  of  property  located  In  the  vicinity  of  the  sta- 
tion known  as  Macks,  requesting  that  the  stop  be  allowed  to  remain 
at  its  present  location.

Macks  Station,  as  at  present  located,  is  situated  at  a  point  that, 
owing  to  the  low  lying  condition  of  the  surrounding  land,  and  the  lack 
of  roadway  (although  a  road  Is  now  contemplated)  is  rendered  almost 
inaccessible  to  a  great   majority   of  those  residing  in   the  vicinity.     In 
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•fact,  a  large  percentasre  of  the  traveling:  public  have  to  pass  Ravens- 
wood  to  get  to  Macks.  On  the  other  hand,  at  Ravenswood,  the  site 
where  the  petitioners  ask  that  the  stop  be-  made,  there  is  a  pitblic  road 
which  has  been  in  existence  a  niynber  of  years.  The  land  along  this 
road  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Ravenswood  appears  to  be  high. 
It  Is  certainly  a  more  accessible  site  for  a  railroad  freight  and  passen- 
ger stop  than  that  which  is  now  used  as  a  stop.

The  petition  of  the  ciitzens  of  New  Roads  and  vicinity  filed  in  this 
case  asks  the  Commission  to  enter  an  order  requiring  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  establish  and  maintain  such  a  passenger 
train  schedule  as  will  provide  for  a  daily  passenger  train  service, 
giving  an  early  morning  eastbount  train  from  Torras  and  New  Roads, 
and  arriving  in  New  Orleans  about  midday,  and  returning  to  leave 
New  Orleans  about  4:30  p.  m.,  and  arrive  at  Torras  at  about  11:30 
p.  m. 

A  hearing  was  had  at  Baton  Rouge  on  the  22nd  day*  of  October, 
when  a  full  investigaUon  into  the  merits  of  the  case  was  made  by 
the  Commission.  The  investigation  showed  conclusively  that  tihe 
people  of  New  Roads  and  that  vicinity  were  not  receiving  the  passen- 
g-er   train   service  necessary   to   their  convenience   and  well  being. 

A  counter  petition,  signed  by  a  number  of  citizens  above  Torras

The  petition  filed  in  this  case  asks  the  Commission  to  enter  an 
order  requiring  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  to  put  into 
operation  on  the  Lake  Arthur  Branch  of  said  railroad  between  Lake 
Arthur  and  Lake  Charles  an  exclusive  daily  passenger  train  service 
with  such  schedule  as  will  enable  passengers  from  Lake  Arthur  in 
the  morning  to   make  connection   with   botli    the  east  and  west   bound 
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PMMengeT  trains  on  the  main  Una  of  said  railroad  at  Lake  Charles, 
ana  passengrers  on  both  the  east  and  the  west  bound  trains  on  the 
main  line  to  make  connection  with  the  X^ke  Arthur  branch  at  Lake 
Charles    in    the   €ifternoon.

Violation    of   Provisions   of   Orders    Nos.   1517   and    1551. 
This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  on  its  own  mo- 
tion.    On  the  night  of  September  26,   1913,  at  about  7:28  p.   m.,   Frisco 
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train  No.  102  struck  extra  train  No.  100  on  th^  Yazoo  &  Mississippi 
Valley  Railroad  at  the  north  switch  of  the  Pecan  Grove  Sidlnir*  Tele- 
egra^phlc  reports  of  the  accident  were  made  to  the  Commission.  In 
the  wreck  which  occurred,  the  Frisco  engine  and  the  mail  car  of  the 
Frisco  train  were  derailed.  One  passengrer  was  injured,  and  the  ensri- 
neer,  fireman  and  ba^craere  man  were  also  injured.  Immediately  after 
the  report  of  the  wreck  was  filed  with  this  Commission,  due  notice  , 
of  an  investigation  into  the  causes  thereof  were  sent  by  the  Com- 
mission to  the  defendant  companies. 

In  pursuance  of  such  notice,  a  full  Investlgration  has  been  held. 
It  is  found  by  the  Commission  that  extra  train  No.  100  on  the 
Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  was  a  log:  train,  running:  be- 
tween Harrahan  and  Lutcher.  It  reached  the  north  end  of  the  Pecan 
Grove  Siding  in  ample  time  to  back  into  the  siding  and  clear  the 
main  track  for  the  north  bound  Frisco  train.  The  north  bound  Frisco 
train  was  a  fast  passenger  train,  composed  of  a  locomotive  and  mostly 
of  steel  cars.  The  crew  of  both  trains  were  summoned.  The  testi- 
mony of  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company,  how- 
ever, is  sufficient  to  fix  the  responsibility  for  the  accident.  The  con- 
ductor of  the  Yazoo  and  Mississippi  Valley  train,  extra  No.  100,  ad- 
mitted  on  the  witness  stand  that  he  had  instructed  the  flagman  of 
his  train  not  to  go  back  and  protect  the  train  as  required  by  the 
rules  of  the  Railroad  Commission  The  flagman,  disregarding  the 
rules  adopted  by  this  Commission,  obeyed  the  instructions  of  the 
conductor.  In  the  operating  rules  of  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley 
Railroad,  which  lays  down  the  duties  of  the  flagman,  there  is  found 
the  following  clause: 

"Conductors  are  responsible  for  the  full  protection  of  their  trains 
in  both  directions,  and  under  all   conditions." 

There  is  no  such  stipulation  or  requirement  in  the  rule  and  order 
of  the  Railroad  .Commission.  The  condcutor  is  unquestionably  the 
officer  in  charge  of  a  railroad  train,  and  has  superior  authority.  The 
Commission's  rules  are  aimed  at  the  discretion  which  the  com- 
panies' rules  place  in  th/tir  employees  in  the  performance  of  a 
duty  whose  sole  and  only  object  is  the  protection  of  trains  and  the 
safety  of  travel.  The  flagman,  under  instructions  from  his  conduc- 
tor, turned  the  signal  lamps  on  the  rear  of  the  caboose  so  as  to  show 
green  instead  of  red,  thus  indicating  to  an  approaching  train  that 
the  freight  train  on  the  siding  had  cleared  the  main  line,  and  that  it 
was  safe  for  the  approaching  passenger  train  to  proceed.  All  of  the 
crew  of  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  testified  rthat  they 
knew  that  the  siding  at  Pecan  Grove  could  not  hold  more  than  forty- 
seven  (47)  forty-foot  cars.  They  also  knew  that  the  Yazoo  and  Mis- 
sissippi  Valley  Extra   Train   No.   100  consisted  of   over   fifty   (50)    cars. 
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and    therefore   that    it    was    impossible    for    this    train    to    occupy    the 
siding. 

In  such  a  case  as  this,  the  rule  prescribed  by  this  Commission 
for  the  protection  of  trains  from  collision  requires  that  th?  Hagman 
without  any  instructions  from  the  conductor,  must  immediately  pro- 
ceed back  a  specified  distance,  carrying  a  lighted  fusee,  and  wnen  he 
reaches  the  specified  distance,  he  is  to  place  torpedoes  on  the  rail  and 
remain  standing  reidy  to  stop  the  approaching  train  when  it  ap- 
proaches. 

Had  this  rule  been  put  Into  effect  by  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi 
Valley  Railroad  Company  as  required  by  the  order,  and  the  flagman 
instructed  as  to  his  duties,  he  would  have  been  solely  responsible  for 
the  perforamnce  thereof,  and  would  have  been  required  to  perform  his 
duty  without  getting  instructions  from  the  conductor.  The  rule  which 
is  being  used  by  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company, 
prescribing  the  flagmans*  duties  ends  with  the  clause  above  quoted. 
This  places  the  responsibility  of  protecting  the  train  upon  the  con- 
ductor, and  makes  him  the  superior  officer,  and  relieves  the  flagman 
from  performing  an  absolute  duty  In  case  of  danger. 

This  accident  was  avoidable.  Fortunately,  the  number  injured  was 
few,  and  there  were  none  killed;  but  the  continuous  disregard  of  the 
flagging  rule  as  established  by  this  Commission  by  the  Yazoo  & 
Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  leaves  the  Commission  with  one 
course  to  pursue,  when  by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  company  to 
put  into  effect  the  rule  which  has  been  established,  an  accident  oc- 
curs. The  superintendent  of  the  company  testified  that  had  the  Com- 
mission's rule  been  observed  the  accident  would  not  have  occurred. 
This  is  equivalent  to  saying  that  the  Commission's  rule  when  ob- 
served, will  prevent  collisions  of  this  character;  and  although  the 
•company  itself  may  have  a  rule  which  when  observed  would  have 
pr£ vented  the  accident,  it  leaves  too  much  discretion  to  the  employees 
charged  with  the  grave  responsibility  of  protecting  the  lives  of  passen- 
gers and  employees,  and  is  not  enforcible  by  the  .Commission. 

In  view  of  the  investigation  amde  in  this  case  and  the  facts  as 
developed  therein  the  Commission  finds  that  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi 
Valley  Railroad  Company  has  violated  and  is  continuously  violating 
Orders  Nos.  1517  and  1551  of  this  Commission  and  is  liable  for  a  pen- 
alty.    It  is  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That,  in  consideration  of  the  foregoing  finding  and 
opinion,  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company,  for  failing 
to  comply  with  the  flagging  rule  as  established  by  this  Commisson 
In  its  Orders  Nos.  1517  and  1551  at  Pecan  Grove  Siding  on  the  night 
of  September  26,  1913  which  violation  of  the  rules  resulted  In  a  se- 
rious collision,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  commanded  and  required  to  for- 
feit and  pfiy  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  the  sum  of  five  hundred   dol- 
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lars   (1500.00);    and  the  Attorney  General   Is  authorized  to  file  suit  to 
collect  the  sum,  as  provided  by  law.

Violation  of  Order  No.  219. 
This  proceeding  was  Instituted  by  the  Commission  on  its  own  mo- 
tion upon  information  furnished  it  by  shippers  of  ice,  that  the  Kansas 
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City  Southern  Railway  Company  was  refusing-  to  allow  ice  to  be  used 
as  a  preservative  to  the  extent  of  4,000  pounds,  as  allowed  by  this 
Commission's  Order  No.   219,  adopted  Au«ust   13,   1902. 

The  case  was  regularly  assigned,  and  a  full  investigation  made.  It 
was  found  that  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Company  has  uni- 
formly allowed  shippers  to  use  ice  as  a  preservative  when  its  use  was 
shown  upon  the  bill  of  lading;  but  has  refused  to  allow  shippers  to 
bill  out  a  shipment  and  then  deduct  from  the  expense  bill  4,000  pounds 
which  the  shippers  claim  to  have  placed  in  the  car  as  a  preservative, 
but  for  which  they  have  charged  the  consignee. 

The  Commission  finds  no  violation  of  the  order  in  the  practice  of 
the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Company. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission's  Order  No.  219  to  allow  ship- 
pers to  use  ice  as  a  preservative  if  they  prefer  to  do  so;  but  when 
shippers  do  use  ice  as  a  preservative,  it  must  be  used  as  any  othsr  pre- 
servative would  be  used —  that  is  to  say,  it  -must  constitute  no  part 
of  the  shipment,  and  must  be  placed  in  the  car  and  not  shown  upon 
the  bill  of  lading,  or,  if  shown  upon  the  bill  of  lading,  must  be  shown 
separate  from  the  amount  of  ice  for  which  invoice  is  made  to  the 
consignee.  For  instance  if  a  shipper  desires  to  use  4,000  pounds  of 
ice  to  preserve  a  shipment  of  30,000  of  ice,  the  bill  of  lading  should 
show  the  shipment  to  be  30,000  pounds  of  ice,  with  a  memorandum 
thereon  that  4,000  pounds  additional  is  placed  in  the  car  as  a  pre* 
servative.  The  shipper  then  gets  his  ice  transported  at  the  legal  rat^j 
of  freight,  and  the  carrier  is  not  required  to  transport  the  shipment 
at  less  than  the  rates  established  by  the  Commission.  If  the  practice 
which  seems  to  have  prevailed  on  some  occasions  were  permitted  to 
exist,  the  shippers  would  be  delivering  34,000  ponds  of  ice  to  consignee 
at  the  freight  charge  applicable  to  30,000  pounds  of  ice.  This  was 
never  contemplated  by  the  Commission's  order  and  shipments  cannot 
be  legally  made  in  this  way.     For  reasons  above  stated,  it  is,

Violations  of  Rules  and   Regulations. 

This  case  was  taken  up  and  heard  by  consent.  When,  aftei  hear- 
ing the  argum-nts  and  considering  the  record,  the  Commission  finds 
that  the  Louisiana  Railway  and  Navigation  Company  Is  publishing  In  its 
Terminal  Charges  Tariff  No.  140C  and  its  similar  and  corresponding  No. 
1400 -A,  items  which  provide  that  transfer  charges  at  Junction  points  are 
to  be  added  to  the  local  rates  in  making  rates  applicable  to  Joint  throug^h 
shipments.  The  Commission's  rules  provide  that  in  the  absence  of  Joint 
through  rates  the  combination  of  local  rate.s  shall  apply,  the  maximum 
being  the  lowest  mileage  rates  in  effect,  lees  10  per  cent.  Shipments 
moving  b.-tween  two  points  in  Louisiana  over  different  railroads,  either 
on  a  specific  rate  or  on  a  combination  of  locals,  are  billed  through  on  a 
local  bill  of  lading  covering  the  entire  movement.  It  is  not  legal  or 
proper  for  a  carrier  to  add  to  such  Joint  '.hrough  rates  any  additional 
charges  for  transfers  at  Junction  points  unless  specific  authority  there- 
fore has  b  en  granted  by  the  Commission.  No  authority  has  been  issued 
to  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  for  such  transfer 
charge.^  to  be  added  to  the  Joint  through  rate,  and  the  provision  In 
the  tariffs  specifying  that  they  shall  be  so  added  is,  therefore,  un- 
authorized and  illegal.  There  Is  no  specific  case  before  the  Commission 
where  the^e  charges  have  been  collected.  We  are  simply  asked  to 
rule  upon  the  legality  of  the  provision  in  the  tariffs  submitted.

All  Railroads  Operating  in  ths  State  of  Louisiana. 

In  the  Matter  of  Uniform  Class  Mileage  Rates  Between  Points 
in    Louisiana    Governed    by    Western    Classification. 

This  proceeding  Is  the  result  of  a  complaint  filed  by  the  Mansfield 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Alexandria 
I^rogrressive  League  and  Ruston  Progressive  League  against  railroads 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  In  the  State  of  Louisrana,  which  was 
withdrawn  at  the  suggeston  of  the  Railroad  Commission  for  the  purpose 
of  amendng  the  petition  so  as  to  Include  points  both  east  and  west  of 
the  Mississippi  River.  The  complaint  so  amended  was  filed  with  this 
Commission  February  6,  1912,  and  after  the  usual  formalities,  hearings 
were  begun  and  held  In  Shreveport,  New  Orleans  and  Baton  Roug?. 
At  the  close  of  the  hearings,  and  at  the  request  of  the  parties  who 
appeared  before  the  Commission,  the  case  was  held  for  the  filing  of 
briefs.  Briefs  have  been  filed  by  the  complainants,  by  the  various 
railroad  companies  and  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  New  Orleans  Board 
of  Trade,  Limited,  an  intervenor  opposing  tha  petition. 

The  petition  prays  that  an  order  be  <?ntered  by  this  Commission 
establishing  a  uniform  mileage  tariff  of  rates  between  all  points  in 
Louisiana  in  which  the  Western  Classification  applies,  and  attached  to 
the  petition  is  a  suggested  tariff  of  mileage  rates  to  apply  on  the  classes 
provided  for  In  the  Western  Classification. 
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The  question  before  the  Commission,  therefore,  is  the  adoption  of 
uniform  mileage  rates  to  apply  upon  all  railroads  using  Western  Classi- 
fication operating  between  points  within  the  State  of  Louisiana — uni- 
form as  to  all  railroads.  Irrespective  as  to  their  reasonableness  or  un- 
reasonableness. 

In  the  testimony  and  among  the  exhibits,  there  are  numerous  state- 
ments compiled  from  various  tariffs  showing  comparatively  the  ratfs 
applying  at  the  time  the  evidence  was  heard,  on  these  lines.  These 
comparisons  are  made  without  regard  to  the  earnings  of  the  railroads, 
the  only  figures  submitted  being  the  rates  themselves.  For  Instance, 
•  rates  in  effect  on  a  small  independent  tap-line,  such  as  the  Mansfield 
Railway  &  Transportation  Company,  are  compared  with  rates  in  effect 
on  the  Texas  &  Pacific,  an  important  interstate  trunk  line  operating 
the  greatest  mileage  of  any  railroad  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  The 
rates  of  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company,  a  line  whose 
earnings  have  not  so  far  been  suflflcient  to  permit  the  company  to  pay 
all  of  its  operating  expenses  and  its  fixed  charges  and  declare  a  divi- 
dend, are  compared  with  the  rates  of  the  Southern  Pacific  and  the 
Kansas  City  Southern,  which  have  for  many  years  been  producing 
revenues  sufllcient  not  only  to  meet  all  of  their  expenses,  but  to  declare 
dividends. 

Other  statements  showing  the  rates  in  effect  in  many  states  as 
compared  with  the  rates  in  effect  on  various  railroads  In  Louisiana 
have  been  filed.  By  a  system  of  averaging  rates,  the  compiler  of  the 
lable,  taking  twenty  states  as  a  basis,  adds  the  rates  togeth3r  ana 
divides  by  twenty,  and  compares  the  result  with  the  existing  rates  in 
Louisiana.  This  was  an  arbitrary  method  of  securing  a  basis  for  com- 
parison, and  in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  to  show  that  the  condi- 
tions under  which  the  traflic  is  performed  in  other  states  are  similar 
to  those  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  such  a  comparison  Is  of  little  value. 

In  the  number  of  decisions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
of  the  various  state  railroad  commissions,  and  of  the  courts  which  we 
have  examined,  we  find  the  general  rule  follows  that,  in  order  for  a 
rate  comparison  to  be  of  value  the  local  conditions  under  which  the 
rates  are  made  must  be  known  and  must  be  similar.  We  cannot  con- 
sider such  comparisons  of  much  value  in  determining  the  reaosnable- 
ness  of  the  rates  proposed.  Bound  as  it  is  by  the  decisions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Louisiana,  this  Commission  is  limited  to  making 
reasonable  rates;  and  in  making  such  rat?s,  to  take  into  consideration 
the  value  of  the  property  used  and  the  earnings  of  the  various  railroads 
for  which  such  rates  are  established. 

The  principal  witness  for  the  complainants,  Mr.  George  T.  Atkins, 
trafllc  manager  of  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  while  con- 
tending in  his  petition  for  a  uniform  mileage 'tariff  for  the  lines  using 
Western  Classification,  stated  in  his  evidence  before  the  Commission, 
in  answer  to  a  question  by  the  Commission's  attorney,  as  to  whethea», 
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if  adopted,  such  a  uniform  mileajgre  tariff  for  the  State  of  Louisiana  as 
proposed  would  become  merely  a  mximum  tarlfC  for  the  products  mov- 
ing within  the  State  under  the  classes,  replied: 

"Yes,  sir,  for  the  time  beingr.  We  would  expect  to  come  before  the 
Commission  at  some  time  or  other,  when  the  case  could  be  properly 
presented,  and  ask  for  a  uniform  mileage  on  the  different  commodities 
that  the  carriers  move." 

Prom  the  evidence  of  the  complainant,  it  plainly  appears  that  what 
they  seek  is,  ultimately,  a  tarifC  of  rates  entirely  on  the  mileage  basis, 
eliminating  any  commodity  rates  except  such  as  are  forced  by  actual 
potent  water  competition,  or  interstate  competition;  but  this  proposi- 
tion destroys  the  theory  of  uniform  mileage  rates  entirely,  because 
the  moment  the  State  of  Louisiana  excepts  one  point  from  the  applica- 
tion of  any  uniform  scale  which  it  might  adopt,  It  lays  the  founda- 
tion and  establishes  the  precedent  for  exceptions  at  every  point  where 
there  is  water  competition. 

In  the  State  of  Louisiana  practically  every  point  of  importance  is 
affected  by  actual  water  competition,  for  almost,  if  not  quite,  the  entire 
year.  Exceptions,  therefore,  must  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  any 
mileage  tariff  which  may  be  established,  or  the  Railroad  Commission 
could  be  Justly  charged  with  destroying  the  natural  advantages  which 
a  locality  may  gain  by  its  location  upon  a  navigable  stream,  or  where 
It  enjoys  acute  railroad  competition.  Therefore,  without  further  dis- 
cussing this  phase  of  the  question,  the  Commission  will  adhere  to  the 
plan  it  has  adopted  since  its  organization  of  permitting  exceptions  to 
be  made  to  any  tariffs  which  may  be  established  when  such  excep- 
tions are  made  necessary  in  order  to  meet  fair  rail  or  water  competi- 
tion and  preserve  to  localities  those  natural  advantages  and  favorable 
opportunities  from  which  they  are  entitled  to  reap  the  benefit.  This 
does  not  mean  that  the  Commission  will  permit  railroad  companies 
to  carry  freight  for  less  than  the  cost  of  service,  even  though  this 
may  be  necessary  in  order  to  secure  freight  at  competitive  points.  Any 
rates  which  is  below  the  cost  of  service  is  an  unjust  rate,  be<!ause  it 
places  upon  other  railroads  the  burden  of  making  up  the  loss  sustained 
from  transporting  freight  at  a  loss,  as  well  as  bearing  all  the  burden 
of  meeting  the  legritimate  expense  of  a  railroad. 

The  principle  of  uniformity,  whenever  practicable,  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  this  Commission  In  the  making  of  rates.  It  is  a  method  of 
simplifying  tariffs,  and  has  the  added  value  of  eliminating  discrimina- 
tions, so  far  as  they  may  be  eliminated,  in  a  state  where,  by  reason  of 
unusual  conditions,  reduced  rates  between  terminal  points  are  often 
necessary  in  order  to  preserve  competition.  The  trend  of  the  Com- 
mission's regulation  has  been  in  the  direction  of  uniformity,  and  it 
has  been  the  practice  of  the  Commission  in  adjusting  rates  on  com- 
modities which  move  In  large  volume  over  the  Louisiana  lines,  such  as 
sugar  cane,  rice,  com,  oats,  hay,  fruit  and.  vegetables,  petroleum  and 
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itB  products,  sand  and  errav^I,  emd  articled  of  a  Bimilar  nature  pro- 
duced in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  establish  the  same  rates  to  all 
railroads,  leaving  it  to  the  individual  lines  to  contest  such  rates  if 
found  to  be  unreasonable.  But  in  this  case  we  are  asked  to  establish 
the  same  rates  on  all  commodities  on  all  railroads,  and  in  determining 
an  issue  of  such  far-reaching  importance,  the  Commission  must  look  to 
the  law  from  which  it  derives  its  authority  in  order  to  adjust  such 
action. 

The  question  here  presented  is  largely  one  of  policy.  The  Com- 
mission is  prohibited  by  the  Constitution  from  making  anything  but 
reasonable  rates.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  has  in 
two  important  rate  cases  held  that,  in  order  to  be  reasonable,  a  ratb 
must  not  only  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  service,  but  must 
pay  its  fair  proportion  of  the  operating  expenses  and  fixed  charg€s  in 
the  State  of  Louisiana.  We,  therefore,  cannot  act  blindly  in  the  matter 
of  fixing  rates  and  simply  establish  a  tariff,  for  the  reason  that  certain 
shippers  consider  that  it  would  be  good  policy  to  have  such  a  tariff  in 
effect 

In  the  Third  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Report,  in  the  case 
of  New  Orleans  Cotton  Exchange  vs.  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany et  al.  (3  I.  C.  C.  Rep.  534),  the  following  language  is  used: 

**The  words  'reasonable'  and  'Just,'  as  applied  to  rates  do  not  mean 
that  the  rates  upon  every  railroad  shall  be  the  same  or  even  about  the 
same.  The  circumstances  and  conditions  of  each  rate,  which  enter  into 
and  control  the  nature  and  the  character  of  the  service  performed,  as 
much  as  the  cost  of  service,  which  involves  the  volume  or  lightness  of 
traflic,  expenses  of  construction  and  operation,  competition  of  carriers 
not  subject  to  the  act,  rates  made  by  shorter  and  competing  lines  to 
the  same  points  of  destination,  space  occupied  by  freight,  value  of 
freight  and  risk  of  carriage  to  the  carrier,  must  all  be  considered  in 
determining  whether  a  given  rate  is  'reasonable'  and  'Just.*  Tested  by 
these  rules,  a  rate  may  be  reasonable  and  Just  on  one  railroad  and  not 
reasonable  and  Just  on  another." 

In  the  case  of  Dallas  Freight  Bureau  vs.  G.  C.  &  S.  F.  Railroad  et  al. 
(12  I.  C.  C.  Rep.  223),  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  dis- 
cussing the  question  of  uniform  rates  for  all  railroads,  says: 

"While  the  revenue  per  ton  pei;  mile  over  the  other  routes  on  other 
lines  and  to  other  destinations  is  often  suggestive  in  arriving  at  a 
proper  estimate  of  the  reasonableness  of  a  rate  over  the  route  com- 
plained of,  it  is  by  no  means  conclusive.  Varying  conditions  existing 
on  different  lines  must  of  necessity  Justify  differences  in  rates  for  hauls 
of  the  same  distance.  The  real  question  in  any  such  complaint  is  the 
reasonableness  of  the  particular  rate  on  the  particular  line  between 
the  particular  points  in  question.  In  testing  such  rates,  the  rates  on 
the  same  or  adjacent  lines  in  the  immediate  territory  where  the 
same  conditions  exist,  are  of  much  greater  significance  than  the  rates 
over  other  lines  in  oth^r  sections  of  the  country." 
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These  decisions  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  reflect  our 
views  precisely.  We  do  not  feel  Justifled,  upon  the  record  in  this  case, 
In  holding  that  the  rates  which  have  been  suggested  or  any  rates  which 
we  may  prescribe  in  one  order  would  'be  reasonable  for  all  of  the  rail- 
roads operating  under  Western  Classification. 

This  Commission  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  rate  system  in  effect 
in  Louisiana  has  been  in  effect  for  many  years,  and  that  there  may 
•be  imperfections  in  existing  tariffs.  It  is  not  averse  to  changing  the 
conditions  when  found  to  worlc  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  shippers  of 
the  State.  The  Commission  has  the  authority  to  remove  discrimina- 
tions and  fix  reasonable  rates.  This  authority  will  be  exercised  to  the 
fullest  extent  whenever  it  is  found  that  existing  rates  are  unreason- 
able in  any  respect  whatever.  But  in  this  case,  the  sole  and  only 
question  is  one  of  public  policy.  The  existing  rates  of  any  particular 
road  have  not  been  attacked  as  being  unreasonable.  The  Commission 
is  not  asked  to  establish  the  rates  suggested  by  th^  complainants  on 
the  firround  that  they  are  reasonable.  In  complainants'  evidence  we 
find  (page  48)  a  statement  that  **We  do  not  care  so  much  what  the 
rate  is.  We  want  the  carriers  to  have  a  reasonable  return  for  the 
service  they  render  but  we  want  th«  discrimination  removed." 

What  discrimination?  The  discrimination  attacked  as  the  issue  is 
submitted  is  a  variance  in  rates  on  different  railroads  for  transporting 
the  same  commodity  a  similar  distance  between  points  within  the  State 
of  Louisiana.  But  we  cannot  hold  that  this,  in  and  of  itself,  con- 
stitutes an  unjust  discrimination.  The  State  of  Louisiana  is  dotted 
'with  thriving  villages.  Each  has  some  natural  advantage  to  which  it 
is  justly  entitled.  The  rates  on  the  6,700  miles  of  railroad  in  Louisiana 
are  affected  very  generally  by  the  competition  of  the  4,700  miles  of 
navigable  waterways.  The  sentiment  among  the  witnesses  who  ap- 
peared before  the  Commission  at  the  hearings  and  as  declared  in  the 
documents  filed  in  evidence,  is  divided  Jpon  the  question  of  a  policy 
of  adopting  a  uniform  mileage  rate  for  all  lines.  But,  after  all,  it 
resolves  itself  into  a  question  of  policy;  and  in  so  important  a  ques- 
tion as  this — that  is,  in  a  question  the  solution  of  which  will  substitute 
a  new  system  of  doing  business  for  an  old  system  of  doing  business — 
the  Commission  does  not  feel  that  the  evidence  in  this  case  justifies 
them  in  ordering  the  change^  made  which  will  be  doubtful  In  the  re- 
sults and  benefits  to  the  shipping  public  of  Louisiana.  This  declara- 
tion by  the  Commission  must  not  be  considered  as  a  finding  that  exist- 
ing rates  are  in  all  cases  reasonable.  On  the  contrary,  the  Commis- 
sion assumes  that  there  will  always  be  cases  where  specific  rates  can 
be  attacked  as  being  unreasonable,  either  because  too  high  or  because 
unjustly  discriminative.  -Such  particular  cases  can  always  be  promptly 
investigated  and  disposed  of.  But  we  are  unwilling,  at  this  time,  in 
the  face  of  the  record  In  this  case,  to  establish  a  uniform  mileage  tariff 
for  all  railroads  in  the  State  which,  by  virtue  of  the  many  exceptions 
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which  must  immediately  be  made,  would  be  a  tariff  in  name  only,  and 
have  little  or  no  effect  upon  the  commercial  progress  of  Louisiana. 

The  most  important  decision  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  many  years  was  the  Minnesota  rate  case.  In  this  case,  a 
schedule  of  rates  adopted  by  the  Legislature  for  all  railroads  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota  was  attacked  by  various  railroads.  In  its  decision, 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  found  that  the  rates  were 
reasonable  as  to  some  of  the  railroads  and  unreasonable  as  to  others. 
So  that  the  attempted  uniformity  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  has  been 
set  aside  by  a  decree  of  the  highest  court  in  the  land.  The  same 
thing  will  follow  in  any  state,  and  in  view  of  the  obligation  placed 
upon  this  Commission  of  establishing  reasonable  rates,  and  of  the  de- 
cisions of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  holding  that 
the  Commission  is  limited  in  the  exercise  of  its  powers  in  the  establish- 
ment of  such  rates,  we  feel  constrained  tc  dismiss  the  complaint  in 
this  case  without  prejudice.  Any  interested  shipper  may  at  any  time 
complain  to  the  Commission  against  the  unreasonableness  of  any  ex- 
isting rate,  and  under  the  law  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  make 
full  investigation  and  establish  a  reasonable  rate.  If  the  rate  complained 
against  is  found  to  be  unreasonable.  The  Commission  is  prepared  to, 
and  at  any  time  will,  investigate  promptly  and  fully  any  complaint 
filed  with  it  against  the  rates  of  any  carrier  in  the  State,  whether 
these  rate?  be  commodity  rates  or  class  mileage  rates.  They  will  sub- 
stitute for  any  rates  deemed  by  them  unreasonable  after  an  investiga- 
tion is  made,  such  rates  as  appear  to  be  reasonable.  The  Commission 
is  not  solicitous  about  the  welfare  of  the  carriers;  it  simply  seeks  to 
perform  its  duty  in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner. 

The  Commission  cannot  accede  to  a  demand  to  establish  the  same 
rates  for  all  railroads  in  Louisiana  when  the  only  basis  for  such  a 
demand  is  the  question  of  policy,  without  regard  to  the  fact  whether 
the  rates  so  proposed  or  suggested  are  reasonable  or  unreasonalbe  for 
all  the  railroads  in  the  State.  Such  rat^s  may  be  entirely  too  high  as 
to  one  line  and  confiscatory  as  to  another. 

On  the  record  in  this  case  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  complaint  should  be  dismissed,  and  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  this  complaint  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  dis- 
missed without  prejudice.

In  th«   Matter  of   Block   Signals  for    Railroads. 

This  proceeding  was  Instituted  by  the  Railroad  Commission  upon 
its  own  motion,  and  after  due  notice  to  all  railroads  operating  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  hearings  wer^  held,  and  a  fair  opportunity  af- 
forded them  to  show  cause  why  an  order  dhould  not  be  adopted  by 
this  Commission  requiring  the  operation  of  such  railroads  by  a  bl6ck 
system. 

The  investigation  made,  leaves  no  doubt  In  our  minds  that  the 
system  of  operating  trains  by  a  block,  or  spacing-by- distance  system, 
is  much  safer  than  operating  trains  by  a  time  interval  system. 

Three  of  the  most  important  raili-oads  in  Louisiana  ar6  now  oper- 
ated by  block  systems.  *  These  are  the  Southern  Pacific  Lines,  the 
N^^w  Orleans  and  Northeastern  Railroad  and  the  St.  Louis,'  Iron  Moun- 
tain &  Southern  Railway.  The  Illinois  Central  has  adopted  the  block 
system  between  New  Orleans  and  Kenner  Junction,  a  distance  of 
about  ten  miles. 

The  investigation  was  begun  aftei*  a  numbsr  of  Serious  accidents 
had  occurred  on  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  and  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  railroads.  Since  It  was  Instituted,  a  number  of  other  accidents 
have  occurred  on  these  lines,  which,  from  our  investigations,  we  find 
would  have  been  prevented  by  the  block  system.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  there  are  a  grreat  many  accidents  which  can  and  should  be  pre- 
vented by  a  suitable  block  system. 

The  duty  of  this  .Cotnmlssion  is  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  make 
railroad  travel  safe,  and  to  leave  nothing  undone  which  will  reduce 
the  number  of  accidents  on  railroads  to  the  minimum.  The  block 
system  Is  the  system  recognized  by  the  foremost  American  railroads 
as  the  safest  means  of  reducing  preventable  accidents  to  a  minimum. 
They  are  specially  necessary  where  the  traflflc  is  at  all  dense,  and  in 
the  low,  swampy  country  along  the  Mississippi  River,  where  fogs  are 
frequent 

Illinois  Central  Railroad,  on  its  main  line; 

The  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad,  on  its  main  line; 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  on  Its  main  line. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  be,  and 
It  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  instail  on  its  main  line,  in 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  except  such  portions  as  are  already  blocked, 
and  to  place  in  operation  as  soon  as  completed,  an  approved  block 
system,  such  as  will  reasonably  conserve  the  safety  of  life  and  prop- 
erty, to  be  installed  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  miles  per 
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year,  beginning  January  1,  1914,  and  to  continue  the  installation 
thereof  at  the  same  rate  per  year  thereafter  until  the  entire  line  is 
blocked. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  Tazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  install  on  its  main 
line,  between  New  Orleans  and  Wilson  (except  such  portions  as  are 
already  blocked)  and  to  place  in  operation  as  soon  aB  completed,  an 
approved  block  system,  such  as  will  reasonably  conserve  the  safety  of 
life  and  property,  to  be  installed  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty 
(20)  miles  per  year,  begrinningr  January  1,  1914,  and  to  continue  tho 
installation  thereof  at  the  ciame  rate  per  year  thereafter  until  the 
entire  line  is  blocked. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  install  on  its  main  line,  between 
New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  and  the  Louistana-Texas  state  line,  and  to 
place  in  operation  as  soon  as  completed,  an  approved  block  system, 
such  as  will  reasonably  conserve  the  safety  of  life  and  property,  to 
be  installed  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  miles  per  year, 
befirinniner  January  1,  1914,  and  to  continue  the  installation  thereof  at 
the  same  rate  per  year  thereafter  until  the  entire  line  is  blocked. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED.   That   as   to   the  remaining  railroads   in  the  State   of 
Louisiana,  not  operating  by  the  block  system,  action  is  deferred  until 
further  ordered.

On  November  23,  1912,  the  Railroad  Commission  issued  a  citation 

against  the  Yazoo  &   Misssissippi  Valley  Railroad  and  the  Louisiana 
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Railway  &  Navigation  Company  to  appear  before  the  Commission  and 
show  cause  why  an  order  should  not  be  issued  by  the  Commission,  re- 
<iuirinfir  these  two  companies  to  install  and  operate  an  interlocking 
plant  at  th^ir  grade  crossing,  about  one  mile  north  of  Baton  Rouge. 

The  case  was  regularly  assigned  for  bearing,  but  before  the  date 
of  the  hearing  this  Commisison  was  notified  by  the  Louisiana  iRailway 
&  Navigation  Company  that  the  matter  was  one  covered  by  contract 
between  the  two  compajiies  at  interest,  and  that  the  Vice  President 
of  the  LK>uisiana«  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  had  notified  the 
Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  of  its  desire  to  have 
the  interlocker  established  as  early  as  possible.  The  Yazoo  &  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  Railroad  .Company  then  notified  this  Commission  by  wire 
that  it  would*  proceed  to  install  an  interlocking  plant  at  the  crossing 
north  of  Baton  Rouge  in  accordance  with  the  contract  referred  to  by 
the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company.  In  consideration  of 
the  notices  thus  given  the  Commission  by  the  two  companies  at  interest, 
the  entire  matter  has  been  held  in  abeyance.  The  Commission  notified 
both  companies  in  writing  that  it  expected  the  work  to  b«  completed 
within  sixty  days  £rom  August  14,  1913.  It  became  apparent  that  this 
work  couid  not  be  completed  within  that  time;  therefore,  no  order 
was  issued  fixing  the  time  within  which  the  work  was  to  be  done. 

An  inspection  has  developed  the  fact  that,  so  far  as  the  physical 
appearance  is  concerned,  no  move  has  been  made  to  install  the  inter- 
locker. The  crossing  to  be  protected  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mission, highly  dangerous,  two  wrecks  having  occurred  there  within 
recent  years.  To  further  delay  the  installation  of  an  interlocker  at  this 
point  would  unnecessarily  endanger  the  lives  of  the  patrons  and  em- 
ployees of  the  roads.    It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  hereof,' 
the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  (Baton  Rouge, 
Hammond  &  ESastern  Division)  and  the  L.ouisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  protect 
the  grade  crossing  of  their  railways  Just  north  of  the  City  of  Baton 
Rouge  by  a  suitable,  modern  interlockering  and  derailing  system,  and 
keep  the  same  in  operation  and  maintain  the  same  in  good  condition.

Improvement  in  Train  Service. 

The  complaint  made  in  this  case  was  that  the  freight  and  pas- 
sengrer  service  of  the  New  Orleans,  Natalbany  &  Natchez  Railrodd  was 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory,  and  that  the  roadbed  'wafl  in  bad  "Con- 
dition. 

The  case  was  heard  as  per  previous  assigrnment  in  Baton  Rougre,  on 
September  24,  1913,  and  a  full  investigation  made  by  the  Commission. 
Numerous  witnesses  testified  that  this  railroad  wa^  giiring  as  good 
service  as  could  be  expected,  and  that  the  roadbed  and  tracks  would 
compare  favorably  with  any  other  railroad  of  its  size  in  Louisiana. 

There  has  been  filed  a  petition,  largely  signed  by  patrons  of  the 
defendant  company  living  in  Tangipahoa  and  St.  Helena  Parishes,  at- 
testing that  the  service  rendered  is  adequate,  suitable  and  satisfactory. 
Letters  corroborating  the  above  facts  have  also  been  received  and  filed. 
The  investigation  showed  that  there  had  been  annoying  delays,  but  that 
these  were,  in  the  most  part,  unavoidable,  and  that  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  service  is  prompt  and  meets  with  the  requirements  of 
those  who  travel  on  this  line.

In  May,  1913,  the  railroads  submitted  to  this  Commission  the  code 
of  National  Demurrage  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the  American 
Railway  Association  for  its  approval  for  application  on  Louisiana  intra- 
state traffic  This  application  was  referred  to  the  various  commercial 
organizations  of  the  State,  and  a  full  opportunity  has  been  given  them 
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to  examine  the  new  demurrage  rules  now  proposed  for  adoption  in 
Louisiana. 

This  Commission  has,  from  time  to  time,  adopted  rules  permitting 
certain  privileges  to  meet  the  local  conditions  in  the  State.  The  adop- 
tion of  the  demurrage  rules  as  submitted  would  abrogate  these  privi- 
leges, and  we  see  no  reason  oir  necessity  therefor  at  this  time.  Pro- 
tests have  been  filed  against  the  new  rules  by  the  various  commercial 
organizations  in  the  State,  the  principal  of  these  being  the  New  Or- 
leans Board  of  Trade  and  the  Shreveport  Channber  of  Commerce.  In 
consideration  of  the  protests  which  have  been  filed,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  any  showing  that  the  new  code  of  rules  is  necessary  for  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  the  present  rules  being  adequate  and  satisfactory, 
It  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  & 
Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company  and  other  railroads  in  Louisiana 
for  approval  of  the  National  Demurrage  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
American  Railway  Association  submitted  therewith,  be  denied,  and 
that  the  case  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  dismissed.

$12,009.64  taxes  paid  in  the  State,  were ; 280,661.12 

The  net  earnings  for  the  fiscal  year  in  Louisiana,  taking  into  con- 
sideration interstate  business,  were 39,788.07

Cars  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  Pullman  Company,  which  also  pays  the 
railroad  companies  monthly  for  running  repairs  made  by  them. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  EQUIPMENT  IN  LOUISIANA, 
The  total  number  of  cars  required  to  transact  the  business  in  the  State  is 
37,910  standard  sleepers,  2,096  tourist  or  emigrant  cars,  which  are  furnished 
to  railroad  companies  and  used  by  them  in  and  through  the  State  of  Louisiana.

Covering  the  Period  Ending  December  31,  191 4 


To  His  Excellency, 
Luther  E.  Hall, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

The  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  has  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit its  Sixteenth  Annual  Report,  covering  the  period  from  Jan- 
uary 1,  1914,  to  December  31,  1914. 

WORK   OF    THE    COMMISSION. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  during  the  current  year  has 
been  of  the  same  general  character  as  during  the  preceding  year, 
but  of  somewhat  greater  volume. 

The  Commission's  docket  may  be  said  to  be  divided  into  the 
Formal  and  Informal  Dockets.  The  number  of  formal  complaints 
filed  during  the  year  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-two,  a  consider- 
able increase  over  last  year.  During  the  same  period  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six  of  these  formal  complaints  were  disposed  of 
by  formal  order.  The  remaining  cases  have  either  been  with- 
drawfrt)r  satisfactorily  adjusted  before  having  been  called  for 
trial. 

Of  the  informal  complaints,  many  are  most  important  and 
allege  violations  of  every  phase  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  such 
as  overcharges,  excessive  rates,  discrimination,  demurrage  rules, 
train  service,  car  shortage,  embargo,  etc.  The  Commission  seeks 
to  avoid  the  filing  of  a  formal  complaint  when  there  is  any  pos- 
sibility of  arriving  at  an  amicable  adjustment  by  correspondence 
or  by  a  conference  of  interested  parties.  In  this  way,  frequently 
the  necessity  of  presenting  the  grievance  in  a  formal  complaint 
is  obviated.  Therefore,  the  work  during  the  past  year  indicates 
what  was  naturally  to  be  expected :  a  large  increase  of  informal 
complaints  as  compared  with  formal  complaints,  for  it  is  obvious

that  as  the  larger  questions  of  policy  and  rate  adjustments  are 
determined  in  leading  cases,  the  necessity  for  hearing  other  cases 
involving  the  same  principles  will  decrease,  and  that  most  of  such 
cases  can  be  determined  by  correspondence  between  the  Commis- 
sion, the  carriers  and  the  shippers,  upon  the  basis  of  the  prin- 
ciples announced  in  the  more  important  decisions. 

The  Commission's  rules  require  carriers  to  post  for  public 
inspection  their  tariffs  at  all  stations  where  freight  is  received  by 
them  for  transportation.  The  theory  of  the  rule  is  that  the  ship- 
per can,  by  reference  to  these  tariffs,  ascertain  for  himself  the 
rate.  In  practice,  this  is  an  absolute  failure.  The  tariffs  of  the 
railways  are  so  voluminous,  complex,  obscure  and  conflicting 
that  the  ordinarv'  shipper,  without  special  experience,  cannot  as- 
certain for  himself  from  an  inspection  of  the  tariffs  what  the 
rates  are.  The  Commission  recognizes  the  importance  of  remedial 
measures  along  these  lines,  and  the  effort  to  reach  definiteness, 
clearness  and  simplicity  with  the  removal  of  conflicts  and  contra- 
dictions in  the  rate  schedules  of  the  carriers  was  begun  during 
the  current  year  and  will  be  vigorously  and  persistently  pursued 
until  there  is  gained  simplification  and  directness  and  elimination 
of  ambiguities  and  conflicts  in  all  tariffs  in  effect  in  Louisiana. 

The  general  business  depression  following  the  outbreak  of 
the  European  war  has  caused  an  alarming  shrinkage  in  the  earn- 
ings of  passengers  trains,  and  for  this  reason  several  railroad 
companies,  in  order  to  retrench  and  to  husband  their  resources, 
have  asked  the  Commission  for  authority  to  discontinue  impor- 
tant passenger  trains.  In  each  instance  a  complete  and  searching 
investigation  has  been  made,  and  the  authority  for  the  curtail- 
ment of  service  has  been  granted  only  after  the  Commission  has 
been  fully  convinced  that  every  other  retrenchment  possible  has 
been  made  and  that  the  operation  of  fewer  trains  was  the  only 
remaining  means  of  reducing  the  cost  of  operation.  It  may  be 
added  that  no  authority  for  the  elimination  of  passenger  trains 
has  been  given  until  the  Commission  had  satisfied  itself  that 
with  the  trains  remaining,  with  certain  changes  in  schedule,  the 
public  would  be  adequately  served. 

The  Commission  on  numerous  occasions  has  established  its 
record  for  requiring  carriers  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  public 
for  an  ever- improving  and  increasing  service,  which  must  be  fur- 
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nished  the  public  by  the  railroad  corporations  to  their  fullest 
capacity,  for  which,  of  course,  the  carriers  must  be  reasonably 
compensated. 

The  Commission  is  mindful  of  the  fact  that  during  times  of 
great  public  stress,  sucli  as  at  present,  everj'  class  of  business  is 
retrencliing  and  the  corporation  managers  who  are  responsible 
for  the  proper  operation  and  conduct  of  the  great  transportation 
lines  must  look  to  the  husbanding  of  resources,  in  order  that  these 
great  developers  of  our  country  shall  not  go  backwards,  but  shall 
continue  to  improve  and  advance. 

All  application-s  for  relief  from  the  Commission's  rules,  reg- 
ulations or  orders,  when  changed  or  altered  conditions  cause  them 
to  be  oppressive,  must  be  considered  and  acted  upon  by  the  Com- 
mission :  and  the  Commission  has  approached  these  train  curtail- 
ment applications  with  a  realization  that  the  public  looks  to  it 
for  protection  against  unfairness,  and  also  that  the  carrier  is 
entitled  to  its  full  measure  of  justice. 

During  January,  1914,  upon  the  application  of  the  several 
express  companies,  the  Commission  instituted  its  investigation 
as  to  the  advisability  of  applying  on  intrastate  movements  the 
classification,  regulations,  practices  and  class  rates  prescribed  for 
the  express  companies  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 
On  January  27,  1914,  and  on  March  12,  1914,  Orders  Nos.  1670 
and  1693;  respectively,  after  a  thorough  investigation,  were 
issued.  By  the  terms  of  these  orders  no  commodity  rates  were  in 
any  way  to  be  advanced,  but  the  class  rates  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  on  a  block  system  were  adopted.  The 
rules,  regulations  and  classification  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  were  also  put  into  effect.  Prior  to  and  subsequent 
to  the  issuance  of  Orders  1670  and  1693,  some  forty  states 
adopted  these  same  rules,  regulations  and  rates  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  Complaint  from  one  locality,  due  to  its 
geographical  location,  has  reached  the  Commission  against  the 
adjustment  of  rates  on  the  block  system.  This  case  has  been 
heard  and  submitted,  and  is  now  under  consideration.  The  block 
system  has  had  the  effect  of  simplifying  the  tariffs,  so  that  the 
difficulty  about  quoting  the  correct  rate  no  longer  exists.  The 
express  companies  have  consistently  contended  that  the  rates  are 
too  low,  but  they  have  evinced  a  wiflingness  and  a  determination 
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to  give  them  a  fair  trial,  and  have  cooperated  cordially  in  every 
effort  to  make  their  service  efficient  and  satisfactory  to  their 
patrons. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  report,  included  in  this  volume,  of 
the  Assistant  Attorney  General,  who  is  also  counsel  for  the 
Commission.  This  report  covers  in  detail  the  status  of  the  cases 
now  in  court  growing  out  of  the  Commission's  orders,  and  also 
the  disposition  of  such  cases  as  have  finally  been  determined  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  during  the  year.  Besides  representing  the 
Commission  in  the  courts,  both  State  and  Federal,  the  counsel 
appears  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  all  cases 
wherein  the  Commission  is  interested,  and  also  in  cases  to  which 
the  Louisiana  Commission  of  itself  is  not  strictly  a  party  but  in 
which  Louisiana  shippers  have  an  interest.  The  counsel  is  pres- 
ent at  all  sessions  of  the  Commission,  in  obedience  to  the  man- 
dates of  the  law,  representing  the  shippers  and  guarding  their 
interests.  Many  years  of  experience  and  deep  research  into  the 
technical  subjects  of  regulations  of  the  rates  and  service  of  public 
utilities,  combined  with  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  forms, 
precedents  and  methods  of  regulatory  bodies  and  familiar  with 
the  court  rulings  and  decisions  relating  thereto,  the  special 
counsel  is  a  most  valued  advisor,  cheerfully  and  generously  as- 
sisting the  Commission  in  its  every  endeavor  to  adjust  the  com- 
plex questions  arising  and  advancing  the  interest  of  Louisiana 
wherever  possible. 

The  most  important  legislation  of  the  year  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Commission  was,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commission,  the  adoption  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1914  ol 
the  following  act. 

ACT    NO.    132. 

AN   ACT 

To  provide  for  the  manner  in  which  suits  to  contest  any  decision, 
act,  rule,  rate,  charge,  classifications,  or  order,  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana  shall  be  tried. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  that,  whenever  any  suit  is  filed  to  contest  any 
decision,  act,  rule,  rate,  charge,  classification,  or  order,  of  the 
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Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  as  provided  in  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  petition  is  served 
upon  the  Commission,  cause  a  certified  transcript  of  all  proceed- 
ings had  and  testimony  taken  upon  the  investigation  made  by  the 
Commission  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  in  which  the 
suit  is  pending. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That,  if,  upon  the  trial 
of  any  suit  brought  to  contest  any  decision,  act,  rule,  rate,  charge, 
classification,  or  order,  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 
evidence  shall  be  introduced  by  the  plaintiff  which  is  found  to  be 
different  from  that  offered  upon  the  hearing  before  the  Commis- 
sion, or  additional  thereto,  the  court,  before  proceeding  to  render 
judgmnt  (unless  the  parties  to  such  action  stipulate  in  writing 
to  the  contrary),  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  such  evidence  to  the 
Commission,  and  will  stay  proceedings  in  the  said  suit  for  fifteen 
days  from  the  date  of  such  transmission.  Upon  the  receipt  of 
such  evidence,  the  Commission  shall  consider  the  same,  and  it  may 
alter,  modify,  amend  or  rescind  its  decision,  act,  rule,  rate,  charge, 
classification,  or  order,  complained  of  in  the  said  suit,  and  shall 
report  its  action  thereon  to  the  said  court  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  receipt  of  such  evidence. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That,  if  the  Railroad 
'  Commission  of  Louisiana  shall  rescind  its  order  complained  of, 
the  suit  shall  be  dismissed ;  if  it  shall  alter,  modify  or  amend  the 
order,  such  altered,  modified  or  amended  order  shall  take  the 
place  of  the  original  order  complained  of,  and  judgment  shall  be 
rendered  thereon,  as  though  made  by  the  Commission  in  the  first 
instance.  If  the  original  order  is  not  rescinded  or  changed  by  the 
Commission,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Court  upon  the 
original  order. 

Section  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  etc..  That  all  laws,  or  parts 
of  laws,  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are, 
hereby  repealed. 

Before  the  passage  of  this  act  the  corporations  in  many  in- 
stances failed  to  develop  their  case  fully  before  the  Commission. 
Important  evidence  was  withheld  and  later,  in  case  of  a  contest 
of  the  Commission's  order,  was  presented  to  the  Court.  Conse- 
quently, the  Court  passed  upon  facts  which  had  never  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Commission.  There  was  no  provision  in  the  law 
for  a  reference  by  the  Court  to  the  Commission  of  the  new  evi- 
dence adduced  in  Court,  and  the  Commission's  order  was  adjudi- 
cated upon  an  entirely  different  record  from  that  before  the 
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Commission.  The  unfairness  of  this  practice  is  apparent,  and  so 
th«  Commisison  urged  the  Legislature  to  adopt  the  act  above 
set  forth. 

Under  this  law  corporations  are  compelled  to  develop  their 
cases  fully  before  the  Commission,  and  if  they  do  not  so  do  and 
await  until  a  contest  arises  in  Court  over  an  order  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  additional  evidence  is  introduced,  the  Court  is  re- 
quired to  refer  the  entire  record  back  to  the  Commission.  The 
outcome  is  that  the  Commission  and  the  Courts  must  finally 
pass  upon  the  same  facts,  and  the  Court  either  sustains  or  re- 
verses the  Commission  on  a  record  which  has  been  before  the 
Commission. 

Practically,  the  operation  of  this  law  aids  both  the  Commission 
and  the  Courts  and  save  innumerable  delays  and  much  expense. 
Since  it  has  been  in  effect  the  corporations  have  come  before  the 
Oommission  fully  prepared  to  develop,  by  proper  proof,  their 
cases.  The  Commission's  records  are  made  much  more  complete 
than  under  the  former  practice,  and  its  work  far  more  efficient 
in  results.  Under  private  arrangement,  without  cost  to  the  State, 
the  Commission  has  appointed  a  competent  official  stenographer, 
who  reports  the  testimony  whenever  the  case  is  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance to  demand  it. 

The  increase  in  appropriation  granted  by' the  General  As- 
sembly has  enabled  the  work  jnapped  out  to  go  energetically  for- 
ward and  has  removed  a  most  serious  handicap  of  former  years. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Com- 
mission is  abreast  of  its  work :  that  all  complaints,  whether  formal 
or  informal,  are  disposed  of  with  such  delay  only  as  is  inherent 
in  the  nature  of  the  particular  case.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  cases  coming  before  the  Commission,  arising,  as  they  do,  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  and  covering  every  conceivable  question 
arising  between  carrier  and  shipper,  are  filed,  heard  and  deter- 
mined with  reasonable  dispatch, 

TELEPHONE    COMPANIES. 

Again  the  telephone  companies  have  had  no  formal  complaint 
filed  against  them  during  the  year;  therefore,  there  has  been  no 
call  upon  the  Commission  for  the  exercise  of  its  regulatory  power. 
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Minot  complaints  which  have  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Commission  have  invariably  been  adjusted  by  correspondence  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  complainants.  Telephone  service  is  a  pe- 
culiarly sensitive  service  on  account  of  its  intimate  relations  with 
its  users.  Millions  of  telephone  calls  are  handled  annually  by 
the  Louisiana  lines,  and  the  fact  that  no  formal  complaint  has 
been  made  and  all  minor  matters  adjusted  without  delay  attests 
to  the  high  character  of  the  service  maintained. 

TELEGRAPH    COMPANIES. 

The  telegraph  service  in  Louisiana  continues  in  a  high  state 
of  development  and  improvement  and  during  the  year  only  a  few 
minor  complaints  have  been  made.  In  these  instances,  informal 
action  has  been  sufficient  to  bring  about  the  desired  results. 

STEAMBOATS. 

Steamboat  transportation  on  the  waterways  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana  continues  its  gradual  decline  and  has  become  of  such 
small  importance  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  disappearing  except 
for  relatively  short  distances  on  only  a  few  of  the  navigable 
streams.  Every  opportunity  is  granted  the  boats  by  the  Commis- 
sion to  increase  their  resources,  but  the  traffic  has  not  prospered, 
and  the  immediate  future  does  not  point  to  any  improvement. 

A  statistical  table  has  been  prepared  showing  the  result  of 
the  operations  of  the  steamboats  that  have  made  reports  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1914.  This  table  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix  Statistical  to  this  report. 

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  revised  to  January  1  are  printed 
as  a  special  appendix  to  this  report,  together  with  an  index 
thereto. 

LAWS. 

The  laws  of  Louisiana  embracing  Articles  of  the  Constitu- 
tions and  acts  of  the  Legislature  governing  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  and  railroad,  steamboat,  express,  telephone, 
telegraph,  sleeping  car  and  pipe  line  companies  have  been  com- 
piled and  published  in  a  separate  volume.  *  This  volume  may  be 
had  upon  application  to  the  Commission. 
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STATISTICAL   DIVISIONS. 

From  the  sworn  annual  statements  made  to  the  Commission 
by  the  carriers  under  its  control  on  the  Commission's  prescribed 
forms  valuable  statistical  data  has  been  gathered  and  compiled 
in  the  tables  which  form  the  last  appendix  to  this  report.  These 
tables  show  comprehensively  the  results  of  the  operations  of  the 
carriers  under  the  control  of  the  Commission. 

DECREASE    IN    MILEAGE. 

The  decrease  in  mileage  operated  of  the  railroads  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1914,  in  Louisiana,  w^as  72.50  miles,  a  decrease 
of  .014  per  cent.  This  decrease  is  brought  about  by  the  sur- 
rendering of  their  charters  of  several  of  the  smaller  roads  in  the 
State,  caused  in  the  main  by  the  decision  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  in  the  so-called  '*Tap  Line  Cases,'*  wherein 
these  smaller  lines  were  denied  the  right  to  participate  in  joint 
through  rates  in  connection  with  the  interstate  trunk  line  rail- 
roads. This  decrease  in  milo.age  brings  the  total  mileage  operated 
in  Louisiana  on  June  30,  1914,  down  to  5,160.33  miles.

These  figures  do  not,  in  all  cases,  represent  the  exact  earnings 
for  Louisiana,  as  .several  of  the  roads  which  run  a  short  distance 
into  or  through  other  states,  return  figures  for  their  entire  line. 
The  figures,  liowever,  are  nearly  correct  and  show  a  close  approxi- 
mation of  the  exact  total  earnings  of  railroads  on  the  Louisiana 
business.    The  proportion  of  the  interstate  business  assigned  to 
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Louisiana  is  usually  determined  upon  an  operated  mileage  basis. 
Some  of  the  lines,  however,  return  their  figures  based  on  train 
mileage. 

OPERATING    EXPENSES    OF    RAILROADS. 

Tlie  operating  expenses  of  the  railroads  in  Louisiana  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1914,  were  as  follows :

The  net  earnings  of  railroads  in  Louisiana  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1914,  were  {|^8, 191,091.74,  an  increase  over  previous  years 
of  $1,604,542.61. 

The  gross  revenues  of  railroads  in  Louisiana  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1914,  were  $1,850,328.86  greater  and  the  operating 
expenses  were  $245,786.25  greater  than  for  the  previous  year. 

For  details  of  the  earnings  and  expenses  of  railroads  and 
other  corporations  under  the  control  of  the  Commission  those 
who  are  interested  are  referred  to  the  statistical  tables  presented 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  efficient  and  faithful  work  of  the  entire  office  force  is 
acknowledged  with  appreciation  by  the  Commission.

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work 
which  I  have  done  as  your  counsel  during  the  year  ending  De- 
cember, 1914.  My  last  report  included  the  status  of  cases  up  to 
February  1,  1914,  and  I  have  eliminated  from  this  report  refer- 
ence to  those  cases  which  were  completed  prior  to  February 
1,  1914. 

In  the  report  are  included  the  cases  filed  by  the  State  of 
Louisiana  to  collect  penalties  imposed  by  the  Commission  for 
violation  of  its  rules  and  orders. 

IN  THE  22ND  JUDICIAL  DISTRICT  COURT, 
PARISH  OF  EAST  BATON  ROUGE. 

No.  3541.  State  of  Louisiana  vs.  American  Express  Com- 
pany. Suit  to  collect  fine  of  $100.00  imposed  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana  for  violation  of  Order  No.  1298.  Filed 
January  29,  1914.  This  case  is  ready  to  be  submitted  for  de- 
cision and  will  be  so  submitted  in  the  next  few  weeks. 

No.  3637.  State  of  Louisiana,  ex  rel  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana,  vs.  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company.  Suit 
to  collect  fine  of  $250.00  imposed  bv  the  Railroad  Commission  in 
its  Order  No.  1735,  issued  May  26,  1914.  Filed  May  27,  1914. 
This  was  a  case  in  which  the  State  sought  to  collect  a  penalty 
imposed  by  the  Railroad  Commission  against  the  Louisiana 
Western  Railroad  Company  for  refusing  to  take  passengers  on 
an  excursion  train  returning  to  its  point  of  origin.  The  Com- 
mission held  that  this  was  a  violation  of  its  rule.  Defendants 
filed  an  exception  of  no  cause  of  action,  which  was  sustained  by 
the  court,  the  court  holding  that  the  Commission's  rules  did  not 
require  that  passengers  should  be  taken  on  the  return  trip  of 
excursion  trains.  After  this  decision  was  rendered,  the  Com- 
mission amended  its  order  so  as  to  cover  such  cases  of  a  like 
character  as  might  arise  in  the  future,  and  therefore  no  appeal 
has  been  taken. 

No.  3640.  State  of  Louisiana,  ex  rel  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana,  vs.  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  and  Morgan's 
Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company.  Suit  to  col- 
lect a  fine  of  $100.00  imposed  by  the  Railroad  Commission's 
Order  No.  1737  from  the  defendants  for  closing  the  telegraph 
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office  at  Eola,  Louisiana,  without  obtaining  the  consent  of  the 
Commission.  While  this  case  was  pending  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  offered  to  pay  the  State  $100.00  in  settle- 
ment of  this  and  ease  No.  3641,  and  to  abide  by  the  Commission's 
rule  in  the  future.  The  proposition  of  the  Western  Union  was 
submitted  to  the  Commission  and  accepted,  whereupon  a  fine  of 
$100.00  was  paid  and  the  case  dismissed. 

No.  3641.  State  of  Louisiana,  ex  rel  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana,  vs.  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company:  Suit  to  col- 
lect a  fine  of  $100.00  for  closing  the  telegraph  office  at  Hayes, 
Louisiana,  without  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 
The  same  disposition  was  made  of  this  case  as  case  No.  3640. 

No.  3665.  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steam- 
ship Company  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to 
annul  and  enjoin  the  enforcement  of  Order  No.  1739  adopted 
by  the  Commission  May  26,  1914,  requiring  additional  train 
service  on  the  Alexandria  Branch.  Piled  June  26,  1914.  Testi- 
mony was  taken  Octol>er  6,  7,  8  and  9,  1914,  and  the  case  laid 
over  for  argument  until  the  filing  of  the  transcript.  The  trans- 
cript had  not  been  filed  in  time  to  argue  this  case  before  the 
date  of  this  report.  It  is  assigned  for  argument  the  third  Tues- 
day in  January,  1915. 

No.  3677.  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  Company  vs.  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  Order  No.  1741, 
issued  June  10,  1914,  requiring  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  to  build  a  new  depot  at  Leesville,  filed  July  14, 
1914.  After  the  filing  of  this  suit,  the  Commission  reopened  the 
case  and  took  additional  testimony,  resulting  in  the  complainants 
before  the  Commission  and  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
Company  agreeing  upon  a  compromise  by  which  a  new  brick 
depot  is  to  be  built  at  Leesville  within  a  specified  time.  Com- 
plainants thereupon  dismissed  the  case. 

No.  3691.  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  vs. 
Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  set  aside  Order  No. 
1707,  adopted  by  the  Commission  March  26,  1914,  reducing  rates 
on  lumber,  carloads,  from  Clinton,  Louisiana,  to  Bayou  Sara, 
Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  Filed  July  28,  1914. 
The  Commission's  order  was  complied  with  and  still  remains  in 
effect.  Answer  has  been  filed,  but  the  case  has  not  been  assigned 
by  the  plaintiffs. 

No.  3706.  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  set  aside  Order  No.  1754, 
adopted  by  the  Railroad  Commission  July  1,  1914,  requiring  the 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  refund  five  cents  per  hun- 
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dred  pounds  on  sugar  to  the  Valverda  Planting  &  Manufacturing 
Company  on  Shipments  made  during  the  season  of  1913,  from 
Valverda  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  Filed  September  4,  1914. 
The  ease  was  trifed  on  the  pleadings  and  decided  in  favor  of 
plaintiffs,  the  court  holding  that  an  order  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission requiring  refunds  to  be  made  below  the  tariff  which 
was  in  effect  at  the  time  the  shipments  moved,  was  beyond  the 
power  of  the  Commisisno.  Appealed  to. the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State. 

SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  LOUISIANA. 

No.  20664.  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, Appellee,  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  Appellant. 
Monroe  Switching  Case.  This  ease  was  argued  in  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Louisiana  on  December  16.  It  involves  the  Commis- 
sion's order  requiring  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Paxjific 
Railway  Company  to.  switch  cars  between  Monroe  and  West 
Monroe  at  $3.00  per  car,  which  was  decided  adversely  to  the 
Commission  in  the  22nd  Judicial  District  Court. 

No.  20808.  Shreveport  Window  Glass  Company  vs.  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana.  This  case  is  awaiting  assignment. 
It  involves  the  Commission's  Order  No.  1869,  in  which  the 
Commission  refused  to  fine  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation 
Company  because  it  failed  to  find  a  violation  of  its  orders. 
The  Shreveport  Window  Glass  Company  contended  that  the 
Commission  was  mistaken.  The  Shreveport  Window  Glass  Com- 
pany thereupon  asked  the  court  to  require  the  Commission  to 
reverse  its  order.  The  Commission's  order  was  sustained  by  the 
lower  court,  whereupon  the  plaintiff  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State. 

No.  21015.  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  vs.  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana.  This  is  a  case  involving  the 
right  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  to  declare  un- 
reasonable a  rate  which  has  already  been  applied  on  shipments 
that  had  moved,  and  to  require  a  refund  to  be  made  to  the  ship- 
per of  the  difference  between  the  rate  charged  and  the  rate  de- 
clared by  the  Commission  to  be  reasonable. 

The  22nd  Judicial  District  Court  sustained  the  plaintiff  rail- 
road company,  holding  that  such  order  was  beyond  the  powers 
of  the  Commission,  whereupon  the  appeal  was  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 
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FEDERAL   CASES. 

SUPREME  COURT  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

No.  423.  October  Term,  1914.  Illinois  Central  Railroad 
Company  vs.  C.  L.  DePuentes,  W.  L.  Foster  and  Overton  Cade, 
as  Commissioners  and  Members  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana.  This  ease  involves  the  right  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  to  adopt  an  order  requiring  that  no  railroad 
company  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  refuse  or 
decline  to  switch  cars  for  any  other  shipper  or  consignee,  or  any 
other  railway  with  which  it  connects,  at  rates  approved  or  estab- 
lished by  the  Railroad  Commission,  whetJier  such  cars  are  loaded 
or  empty,  or  whether  such  ears  are  to  be  loaded  with  freight 
to  be  shipped  out  of  the  State  or  are  loaded  with  freight  to  be 
shipped  into  the  State.  The  order  of  the  Commission  adopting 
the  rule  is  dated  August  8,  1903.  The  Commission's  order  was 
upheld  in  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the  Eastern  Dis- 
trict of  Louisiana,  whereupon  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Com- 
pany took  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
The  appeal  operated  as  a  supersedeas.    - 

The  case  is  assigned  for  argument  before  the  Supreme  Court 
January  4,  1914. 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  DISTRICT  COURT  FOR  THE  EASTERN 
DISTRICT  OP  LOUISIANA. 

No.  37,  In  Equity.  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  vs. 
Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  et  al.  This  is  a  suit  to  en- 
join the  enforcement  of  the  Commission's  Order  No.  1743,  as 
amended  by  Order  No.  1756,  requiring  Illinois  Central  trains 
Nos.  1  and  2  to  stop  on  flaj?  at  Amite  City.  The  application 
for  a  preliminary  injunction  was  heard  on  December  10,  1914, 
before  Federal  Judges  Walker,  Foster  and  Bowman  at  New 
Orleans,  and  thereafter  an  interlocutory  injuuetion  w^as  granted. 

No.  14706.  New  York  Trust  Company  vs.  New  Orleans, 
Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company,  in  the  matter  of  application 
of  J.  I).  O^Keefe,  Receiver,  for  an  injunction  against  the  Rail- 
road Commission  of  Louisiana,  prohibiting  the  enforcement  of 
Order  No.  1772,  requiring  thi*  New  (Means,  Texas  &  Mexico 
Railroad  Company's  trains  Nos.  1  and  2  to  stop  on  flag  at  Lottie. 
The  application  for  an  interJocutory  injunction  was  heard  by 
Federal  Judges  Walker,  Niles  and  Call  at  New  Orleans  on 
October  30,  1914,  and  thereafter  an  interlocutory  injunction  was 
granted. 

Very  shortly  after  the  interlocutory  injunction  was  granted 
the  New   Orleans,   Texas  &   Mexico   Railroad   Company  began

stopping  its  trains  Nos.  1  and  2  at  Lottie  station  on  flag  and  is 
still  doing  so.  This  case  will  be  tried  on  its  merits,  and  will 
be  submitted  at  an  eariy  date. 

No.  31,  In  Equity.  Edmund  Bristol  vs.  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana,  and 

No.  32,  New  Orieans  Southern  &  Grand  Isle  Railway  Com- 
pany vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

These  suits  were  filed  to  enjoin  Orders  Nos.  1404  and  1666 
of  the  Commission,  requiring  the  New  Orleans  Southern  &  Grand 
Isle  Railway  Company  to  place  its  road  bed  and  track  in  first 
class  condition  by  doing  work  specified  in  Order  No.  1404, 
within  a  certain  time,  and  to  build  a  small  combination  freight 
and  passenger  depot  at  Belle  Chasse  station.  A  temporary 
restraining  order  was  issued  and  the  application  for  an  inter- 
locutory injunction  was  heard  by  Federal  Judges  Shelby,  Maxey 
and  Foster  on  April  8,  1914.  The  application  for  an  interloc- 
utory injunction  was  denied,  and  the  complainant  company  pro- 
ceeded to  comply  with  the  Commission's  order.  The  case  has 
been  held  in  abeyance,  since  the  court  refused  the  injunction, 
and  the  company  has  been  at  work  on  the  improvements  ordered. 
Some  disposition  of  this  case  will  be  made  shortly. 

BEFORE  THE  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMISSION. 

Western  Rate  Advance  Case.  In  accordance  with  a  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Commission  on  December  17,  1914,  I  have 
filed  a  protest  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  against 
the  proposed  Western  rate  advances,  having  joined  a  number  of 
other  states  affected  by  the  proposed  changes  in  rates,  in  this 
protest.  A  conference  will  be  held  at  an  early  date  between  the 
attorneys  and  expert  accountants  and  traffic  men,  who  are  pre- 
paring data  to  present  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
in  this  case. 


The  following  eases  remain  on  the  unfinished  docket  and  no 
action  has  been  taken  in  any  of  them  during  the  past  year,  for 
the  reason  that  in  each  case  the  order  of  the  Commission  is  being 
complied  with : 

No.  2802.  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steam- 
ship Company,  et  al.,  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 
Suit  to  set  aside  Order  No.  1222,  adopted  by  the  Commission 
December  21,  1910,  adopting  a  mileage  tariff  of  rates  on  gravel. 
The  order  is  being  complied  with. 

No.  2817.  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Company 
vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.     Suit  to  set  aside  Order 
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No.  1222,  adopted  by  the  Commission  December  .21,  1910,  adopt- 
ing a  mileage  tariff  of  rates  on  gravel.  The  order,  is  being  com- 
plied with. 

No.  3106.  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  vs. 
Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  Order  No. 
1403  of  April  23, 1914,  abolishing  concentration  charges  on  cotton 
seed.    The  order  is  being  complied  with. 

No.  3294.  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana.  Suit  to  annul  Order 
No.  1523  of  March  23,  1913,  establishing  a  rate  of  $3.00  per  car 
for  switching  cars  between  Ruston  and  Jimerson  and  Lincoln 
Spur.  This  order  is  being  complied  with.  The  testimony  has 
been  completed,  however,  and  it  is  held  in  suspension  awaiting 
the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in 
the  Monroe  Switching  Case. 

THE  IMPORTANT  DECISIONS  RENDERED  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Two  decisions  of  great  importance  have  been  rendered  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  during  the  year  1914. 

The  most  important  from  a  transportation  standpoint  was 
the  decision  which  was  rendered  on  June  8,  1914,  in  the 

Shreveport  Rate  Case 
(234  U.  S.  342,  58L.  ed.  1341). 

The  question  decided  in  this  case,  as  is  well  known  to  the 
Commission,  was  that  *' Congress,  in  the  exercise  of  its  para- 
mount power,  may  prevent  the  common  instrumentalities  of 
interstate  and  intrastate  commercial  intercourse  from  being  used 
in  their  interstate  operations  to  the  injury  of  interstate  com- 
merce. ' ' 

The  court  held  that,  *'The  authority  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  remove  discrimination  against  interstate 
traffic  under  the  Act  of  February  4,  1887  (24  Stat,  at  L.  379, 
380,  Chap.  104  U.  S.  Comp.  Stat.  1901,  pp.  3154,  3155),  includes 
the  power  to  control  the  intrastate  rates  maintained  by  a  carrier 
under  state  authority  to  the  extent  necessary  to  remove  the  re- 
sulting unjust  discrimination  against  interstate  commerce  arising 
out  of  the  relation  between  such  intrastate  rates  which  are  rea- 
sonable in  themselves,  notwithstanding  the  proviso  in  Sec.  1  of 
that  Act  that  its  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  purely  intrastate 
traffic.^' 

So  much  has  been  said  concerning  the  decision  that  further 
comment  is  unnecessary.  It  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant decisions  affecting  the  powers  of  both  federal  and  state 
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commissions  ever  announced  and  marks  an  epoch  in  the  federal 
jurisprudence. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  but  proper  that  I  should  say  that  the 
principle  decided  by  the  court  in  this  case  was  first  proposed  by 
the  present  Attorney  General,  Hon.  R.  G.  Pleasant,  when  he  was 
city  attorney  of  Shreveport,  and  the  original  pleadings  which 
were  filed  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  were  pre- 
pared by  him.  My  connection  with  the  case  began  after  the 
pleadings  were  filed,  and,  while  I  was  honored  by  being  connected 
in  any  way  with  so  important  a  ^case,  I  served  only  in  a  very 
humble  capacity. 

Another  decision  which  has  attracted  national  attention  was 
rendered  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  May  25, 1914,  in 

The  Tap  Line  Case 
( United  States  vs.  La.  &  Pac.  Ry.  Co.,  et  al.,  234  U.  S.  1, 
58L.  ed.  1185). 

The  history  of  this  Tease  is  well  known  to  the  Commission. 
The  principles  which  were  contended  for  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana  were  fully  sustained  by  the  court.  This 
case  will  settle  for  all  times  the  meaning  of  the  words,  **  common 
carrier, '^  and  the  decision  should  prove  of  immense  value  to 
those  portions  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  which  depend  upon  the 
lumber  roads,  or  **tap  lines,''  for  their  transportation  and  de- 
velopment. Investments  of  millions  of  dollars  were  preserved 
by  the  decision,  and  the  State  may  certainly  expect  to  be  directly 
benefited  by  the  continuation  of  the  **tap  lines''  as  common  car- 
riers. 

The  points  directly  decided  were  (aside  from  those  relating 
to  the  technical  question  concerning  the  character  of  the  order 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission)  that  **the  right  of 
the  public  to  use  the  facilities  of  a  railroad  and  to  demand 
service  of  it,  rather  than  the  extent  of  its  business,  is  the  real 
criterion  by  which  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  a  common 
carrier,"  and  that  *'tap  line"  railroads  connecting  timber  lands 
and  lumber  mills  with  trunk  line  railroads,  although  owned  by 
the  persons  who  also  own  the  timber  and  mills  which  they  prin- 
cipally serve,  must  be  regarded  as  common  carriers  as  well  of 
the  freight  belonging  to  the  owners  of  such  tap  lines  as  of  non- 
proprietary traffic,  and  as  such  to  be  entitled  to  participate 
with  such  trunk  line  railroads  in  joint  through  rates  where 
such  tap  line  roads  are  organized  as  common  carriers  under  the 
state  laws,  are  so  treated  by  the  public  authorities  of  the  state, 
are  engaged  in  carrying  for  hire  the  goods  of  those  who  see 
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fit  to  employ  them,  are  authorized  to  exercise  the  right  of 
eminent  domain  by  the  state  of  their  incorporation,  and  are 
treated  and  dealt  with  as  common  carriers  by  connecting  systems 
of  other  carriers. ' ' 

On  February  24,  1914,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 
decided  the 

Cotton  Seed  Rate  Case 

(Tex.  &  Pac.  Ry.  Co.  vs.  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 

232  U.  S.  338,  58  L.  ed.  630), 

aflBrming  the  decree  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  Fifth  District,  sustaining  Order  No.  484  of  the 
Rairload  Commission  of  Louisiana,  establishing  a  mileage  scale 
of  reduced  rates  for  the  transportation  of  cotton  seed  and  cotton 
seed  products  between  points  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
in  Louisiana. 

Following  the  decision  (the  oil  mills  located  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  having  been  previously  advised  by  this  depart- 
ment to  pay  all  their  cotton  seed  and  cotton  seed  products 
freight  bills  to  the  railroad  company  under  protest)  demands 
were  made  upon  the  Texas  &  Pacific  for  refunds  of  the  over- 
charges collected  during  the  litigation.  These  were  declined, 
whereupon  the  oil  mills  filed  petitions  with  the  Commission, 
asking  that  they  be  granted  a  reparation  order  against  the  Texas 
&  Pacific  for  the  amounts  involved.  These  cases  are  now  pending 
and,  based  upon  the  rates  in  Order  No.  484  and  the  decision  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  the  amounts  claimed  by  the 
various  oil  mills  aggregate  over  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

OPINIONS. 

Frequently  I  have  been  called  upon  during  the  year  to  render 
opinions  upon  questions  directly  concerning  your  powers  and 
duties,  in  specific  eases,  and  also  upon  transportation  matters 
affecting  shippers'  interests,  referred  to  me  by  your  secretary. 
Almost  daily,  except  when  absent  from  Baton  Rouge,  I  have  held 
consultations  with  your  secretary,  and,  as  you  know,  with  the 
individual  members  of  the  Commission,  upon  matters  pertaining 
to  the  Commission's  work. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  me  to  aid  in  every  way  possible  in 
the  work  of  the  Commission,  and  my  office  has  been  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  shippers  having  business  before  the  Commission 
and  my  counsel  freely  given  whenever  asked. 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  include  in  this  report  the  cases  before 
the  Railroad  Commission  in  which  I  have  appeared  on  behalf 
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of  the  complainants  or  on  behalf  of  the  Railroad  Commission. 
It  suffices  to  say  that  I  have  attended  all.  of  the  sessions  of  the 
Commission  held  during  the  year  1914,  with  one  exception.  I 
did  not  attend  the  session  before  the  Commission  held  on  De- 
cember 15  and  16,  for  the,  reason  that  I  was  detained  by  the 
failure  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  to  reach 
the  argument  in  the  Monroe  Switching  Case  until  the  16th. 
I  feel  somewhat  gratified  to  say  that  this  is  the  third  session 
of  the  Railroad  Commission  which  I  have  missed  since  I  became 
connected  with  the  Commission  as  its  secretary  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  1899.  I  did  attend  the  latter  part  of  the, December 
16  session  at  Baton  Rouge. 

Accompanied  by  your  Chairman,  I  went  to  Washington  in 
November  to  attend  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  .Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
before  the  convention  the  principles  involved  in  the  Shreveport 
Rate  Case.  Commissioner  Williams  of  the  Texas  Railroad  Com- 
mission introduced '  a .  resolution  which  provided  that  the  Act 
to  Regulate  Commerce  be  so  amended  as  to  prohibit  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  from  interfering  with  rates  made  by 
states,  where  such  rates  resulted  in  discrimination,  until  after 
such  state-made  rates  haxi  been  passed  upon  by  the  courts.  Chair- 
man Taylor  of  the  Louisiana  Commission  was  opposed  to  the 
resolution  because  of  its  direct  opposition  to  the  principle  an- 
nounced in  the  Shreveport  Rate  Case.  He  introduced  a  resolu- 
tion providing  that  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  should- 
consider  all  state-made  rates  as  prima  facie  reasonable,  placing 
the  burden  upon  the  carriers  to  overcome  this  presumption  be- 
fore the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  must  do  in  cases  before  the  courts.  Debate  on  this  question 
consumed  almost  two  days  of  the  convention's  time,  with  the 
final  result  that  the  convention  adopted  the  Williams  rasolution 
by  a  vote  of  22  to  11. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Commission 
and  their  efficient  secretary  for  the  hearty  cooperation  which 
they  have  extended  to  me  in  all  of  my  work  for  them.

NOTICE:  Whenever  the  word  "carrier"  is  used  in  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  it  should  be  understood  to  deslgmate  either  one  or  all  of  the 
parties  or  companies  coming  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Commission — 
that  is,  all  railroad,  steamboat  and  other  water  craft,  and  sleeping  car, 
express,  telephone  and  telegraph  companies,  and  pipe  lines,  wherever  a 
rule  is  applicable. 

(  •  )  Indicates  new  rules  adopted  in  1914. 


PROCEEDINGS    BEFORE    THE    COMMISSION. 

(Upon  application  to  the  Secretary  at  Baton  Rouge  a  booklet  entitled 
"Mode  of  Procedure  in  Cases  Before  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louis- 
iana," containing  suggested  forms  of  petitions  and  complaints,  will  be 
supplied.) 

ORDER  No.  1794. 

Mode  of  Procodure  in  Cases  Before  the  Railroad  CommiMlon  of 
Louisiana,   Including    Forme  to   Be   Used   in   Drawing 

Petitions  and  Complainte. 

The  following  mode  of  procedure  to  regulate  the  mode  and  manner 
of  all  investigations  and  hearings  of  parties  before  it  is  adopted  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana: 

SESSIONS. 

General  and  special  sessions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louis- 
iana are  held  in  its  offices,  in  the  Capitol,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana, 
on  such  days  as  may  be  designated,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

When  special  sessions  are  held  at  other  places,  the  hour  and  place 
of  sittings  will  be  specially  arranged  to  suit  the  conditions. 

The  office  of  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  is  open  every  day, 
except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  for  the  filing  of  complaints,  answers, 
or  other  documents,  and  the  transaction  of  routine  business. 

Decisions  and  orders  will  in  all  cases  be  rendered  at  the  domicile  of 
the  Commission,  Baton  Rouge. 

PARTIES. 

(Plaintiffs) 
Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  society,  or  public  or  pri- 
vate organization,  may  complain  to  the  Commission  of  any  act  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done,  which  may  be  in  violation  of  any  of  Articles  283 
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to  289,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  or  Acts  amendatory 
thereof  or  supplementary  thereto,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Commission,  of  the  rates,  charges,  tariffs,  or  traffic  regulations  estab- 
lished or  authorized  by  the  Commission,  or  charged,  demanded  or  col- 
lected by  the  carrier,  or  of  any  services  performed  by  any  of  the  carriers 
or  corporations  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

(Defendants) 

Any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business 
of  operating  a  railroad,  steamboat,  express,  telephone,  sleeping  car,  or 
pipe  line  business,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  may  be  made  a  defendant 
in  any  complaint  or  petition  filed  with  the  Commission.  If  the  com- 
plaint relates  to  but  one  line  of  railroad,  or  to  but  one  of  the  other 
classes  of  common  carriers  under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  no 
other  carrier  should  be  made  a  party;  but  if  the  complaint  or  petition 
relates  to  matters  in  which  two  or  more  carriers  are  interested,  then 
each  of  the  several  carriers  participating  in  the  matter  complained  of, 
should  be  included  in  the  petition  or  complaint. 

Persons  or  carriers  not  parties  to  a  proceeding-  may,  by  leave  of  the 
Commission,  intervene,  by  petition,  asking  to  be  heard  in  the  case.  Such 
petition  should  set  forth  the  petitioner's  interest  in  the  proceeding. 
Interveners  have  the  same  right  to  present  evidence,  examine  witnesses, 
make  oral  argument  and  file  brief,  as  the  principal  parties. 

FILING    OP    PETITIONS    AND    COMPLAINTS. 

All  complaints  or  petitions  must  be  made  in  writing  (preferably 
typewriting),  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  As  many  copies  of  the  petition  should  be 
filed  as  there  are  parties  in  the  case,  with  three  additional  copies  for 
the  Commission. 

Inmiediately  upon  the  receipt  of  any  complaint  or  petition  the  Sec- 
retary will  record  and  file  the  same,  and  cause  a  copy  to  be  served 
personally,  or  by  mail,  upon  each  defendant. 

Note. — When  complainants  do  not  file  a  sufficient  number  of  copies 
to  supply  one  to  each  defendant  and  three  for  the  Commission,  it  is 
likely  to  cause  a  delay  in  the  hearing. 

ANSWERS. 

Ten  days  are  allowed,  after  service,  before  the  defendant  shall  be 
required  to  appear  and  answer  the  petition. 

Answers,  in  writing,  must  be  made  to  all  complaints  and  petitions, 
by  the  defendant,  or  by  each  defendant,  when  there  are  several,  within 
ten  days  after  service  of  the  petition.  A  sufficient  number  of  copies  of 
the  answer  must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  to  supply  one  to  each  complainant  and  three 
for  the  Commission. 

If,  before  filing  answer,  the  defendant  or  defendants  make  a  satis- 
factory disposition  of  the  complaint,  they  should  so  notify  the  Commis- 
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slon  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  manner  of  satisfaction.  This  state- 
ment should  have  the  concurrence  of  the  complainant,  before  the  case 
will  be  dismissed. 

If  answers  are  not  filed  in  the  ten  days  allowed,  the  complaint  will 
l)e  taken  as  confessed  and  an  order  entered  granting  the  petition. 

REPRESENTATION. 

All  parties  making  complaints  to  the  Commission  are  expected  to 
appear  and  present  their  cases  to  the  Commission,  except  in  cases  where 
the  Commission,  upon  affidavit  or  other  proof  of  a  violation  of  its 
rules,  rates,  or  orders,  has  instituted,  of  its  own  accord,  a  proceeding 
against  a  carrier  for  such  violation. 

Defendants  are  required  to  appear  at  the  designated  time  and  place 
and  defend  their  cases.  Otherwise,  the  Commission  will  proceed  to 
hear  the  case  and  enter  such  orders  as  the  facts  developed  by  the  in- 
vestigation may  warrant. 

Either  party  may  be  represented  before  the  Commission  by  an 
attorney  at  law,  or  an  attorney  in  fact. 

AFFIDAVITS. 

Whenever  any   interested   party    desires    to   report   a   violation    of 

rules  to  the  Commission,  it  must  be  done  in  writing,  accompanied  by  an 

affidavit,  setting  forth  the  facts  constituting  the  violation.    In  such  cases 

the  CommiBsion  will  prosecute  the  offending  carrier  on  its  own  motion. 

HEARINGS. 
All  matters  demanding  hearings  by  the  Commission  will  be  assigned 
for   hearing  at   the   session   following   the   date   of   filing   the  petition, 
provided  it  'has   been   filed  with   the  Secretary   of  the   Commission  at 
least  fifteen  days  before  the  hearing.     Otherwise,  the  case  will  be  as- 
signed at  the  next  following  session  of  the  Conmiission. 
TESTIMONY  AND  ARGUMENTS. 
When  cases  are  called,  the  pleadings  will  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 
Plaintiffs   will   then   introduce   their  testimony,   to   be  followed    by 
defendants,  the  plaintiffs  to  close  in  rebuttaL 

Interveners  will  present  their  testimony  immediately  following  the 
plaintiff. 

ARGUMENTS. 
Oral  arguments  will  be  heard  when  requested  and  must  be  strictly 
confined  to  the  testimony  and  issues  involved.     The  order  of  presenting: 
arguments  will  be  as  follows: 
Plaintifl! 
Defendant. 
Interveners  (if  any). 
Plaintiff  in  rebuttal. 
In  case  either  party  fails  to  present  evidence,  the  Commission  will 
make  as  complete  an  investigation  as  seems  necessary  and  render  such 
order  as  the  circumstances  in  the  case  may  require. 
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BRIEFS. 

Any  party  to  the  proceedings  may  file  a  brief,  printed  or  typewrit- 
ten, of  his  argument  in  the  case,  when  leave  to  do  so  is  granted  by 
the  Commission. 

REHBARINGS. 

Applications  to  re -open  any  case  will  not  be  considered  unless  filed 
within  ten  days  from  the  promulgation  of  the  Commission's  order  an- 
nouncing its  decision. 

Petitions  for  such  rehearing  should  be  filed  in  triplicate,  by  one  of 
the  original  parties  to  the  suit,  and  must  set  forth  clearly  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  rehearing  is  asked.  The  petitions  mu«t  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge. 

EX  PARTE  PETITIONS. 

Any  of  the  common  carriers  or  other  transportation  organizations 

under  the  control   of  the   Commission,   may   petition   the   Commission 

for  a  change  in  any  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations,  rates,  orders,  or  tariffs, 

by  written  application,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 

.  Baton  Rouge.    These  petitions  should  be  made  in  duplicate. 

When  the  petition  contemplates  any  change  in  rates  or  service  which 
will  affect  the  interests  6f  any  particular  place  or  class  of  shippers,  the 
Secretary  will  give  public  notice  of  the  date  of  the  hearing,  by  circular 
letter,  and  through  the  press,  allowing  at  least  five  days  for  interested 
parties  to  appear. 

At  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  will  hear  all 
parties  interested  in  the  proceeding,  who  may  be  present,  or  will  re- 
ceive communications  from  those  unable  to  personally  present  their 
views.  Such  communications  will  be  considered  as  arguments  for  or 
against  the  issues  involved. 

The  Commission,  in  such  cases,  may  take  testimony  at  the  request 
of  either  party,  or  on  Its  own  account. 

Without  the  adoption  of  technical  rules  of  procedure,  the  following 
will  be  observed  in  offering  evidence: 

The  petitioners,  and  those  favoring  the  petition,  first. 

Those  opposed  to  the  petition. 

Those  favoring  the  petition,  in  rebuttal. 
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FORMS. 

1.  Complaint  or  petition. 

2.  Answer.

It  should  also  be  varied  so  as  to  ask  for  the  fixing  of 
reasonable  and  just  rates,  whenever  that  is  necessary,  and  the  rates 
desired  should  be  set  forth  in  full  or  by  reference  to  the  paragraph  in 
which  they  may  be  set  forth  in  the  petition.

AFFIDAVIT. 

While  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary,  it  is  always  advisable,  that  the 
averments  of  petitions  should  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  substan- 
tiating the  facts  stated  therein.  Specially  should  this  be  done  when 
the  party  complaining  is  unable  to  furnish  positive  written  proof  of  an 
alleged  violation  of  the  rates.  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Commission. 

These  affidavits  must  be  executed  before  an  officer  commissioned 
and  qualified  to  administer  oaths,  and  any  of  the  forms  used  in  ordinary 
practice  will  suffice. 


All  forn:\al  complaints  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.

Decisions,  Orders,  Rehearings;  When  Effective. 

7.  Decisions  and  orders  of  the  Commission  shall  become  effective 
after  ten  judicial  days  have  elapsed  from  the  day  they  are  rendered, 
and  either  party  shall  have  a  right,  at  any  time  within  the  said  delay, 
to  apply  for  a  rehearing,  by  filing,  in  writing,  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  three  copies  of  a  petition,  setting  forth 
substantially  the  reasons  for  which  he  is  dissatisfied  with  the  decision 
or  order  of  the  Commission. 
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The  foregoingr  rule  shall  not  refer  or  apply  to  orders  imposing  fines 
or  penalties  for  violations  of  rules  or  orders  of  the  Commission.  AU 
orders  imposingr  such  fines  and  penalties  shall  become  inunediately 
operate  and  enforceable. 

Notice  of  Decisions  and  Rulings. 

8.  Notice  of  decisions  of  the  Commission  will  be  given  through  the 
mails,  and  general  notice  of  the  Commission's  orders  and  rulings  will 
be  furnished  through  a  general  mailing  list,  to  carriers  and  corporations 
under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  and  other  interested  parties. 

Reports  on  Orders,  Rules,  Regulations  and  Decisions. 

8 -a.  All  railroads,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  sleeping  car  com- 
panies, steamboats  and  other  water  craft,  and  other  carriers  or  corpora- 
tions under  the  control  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  re- 
quired by  any  order,  rule,  regulation  or  decision  of  the  Commission  to 
do  or  not  to  do  any  particular  thing,  within  a  specified  time,  must 
notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  when  the  work  required  to  be 
done  is  completed  or  the  order,  rule,  regulation  or  decision  has  been 
complied  with.     (Order  No.  1430,  July  25,  1912.) 

Public  Sessions. 

9.  The  general  sessions  of  the  Commission  will  be  held  at  its  oflice 
in  Baton  Rouge,  on  such  days  and  at  such  hours  as  the  Commission 
may  designate.  Sessions  for  receiving,  considering  and  acting  upon 
complaints,  petitions  and  other  communications,  and  also  for  consider- 
ing and  acting  upon  any  business  of  the  Commission,  may  be  held  at 
any  time  that  a  quorum  of  the  Commission  may  be  present,  all  Com- 
missioners having  been  previously  notified. 

Special  Sessions. 

10.  Special  sessions  may  be  held  at  other  places  when  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Commission  the  public  interests  require  it. 
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TarifFt,   Rules  and   Regulations. 

11.  Each  carrier  doing  business  within  the  State  of  Lrouisiajia  shall 
print  and  keep  posted  at  each  of  its  respective  stations  where  there 
are  agents  employed,  a  copy  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by 
the  Commission,  together  with  a  copy  of  each  Tariff  or  Freight  or  Pas- 
senger Rate  prescribed  or  authorized  for  said  carrier  by  the  Commis- 
sion; also  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  Classification,  and  a  table  of 
distances  between  stations,  giving  name  of  each  station.  Whenever 
any  change  in  said  schedule  of  Rates,  or  Classification,  is  authorized, 
a  copy  thereof  shall  immediately  be  furnished  the  oflftce  of  the  Commis- 
sion, and  shall  be  posted  in  the  manner  indicated  above,  by  the  carrier. 

Constructing  Tariffs. 

11 -a.  All  tariff  publications  or  supplements  thereto  must  indicate 
increases  thereby  made  in  existing  rates  or  charges,  rules  or  regula- 
tions, or  classifications,  by  the  use  of  black-face  type  or  by  the  use  of 
a  uniform  symbol  throughout  the  schedule.  All  tariff  duplications  or 
supplements  thereto  which  are  filed  with,  the  Commission  on  or  after 
June  1,  1911,  must  also  indicate  reductions  thereby  made  in  existing 
rates  or  charges,  rules  or  regulations,  or  classifications,  by  the  use  of 
italic  type  or  by  the  use  of  a  uniform  symbol  throughout  the  schedule. 
Clear  explanation  of  the  use  of  distinctive  type  or  symbol  must  be  made 
in  the  tariffs  or  classifications. 

11 -b.  In  constructing  freight  tariffs  and  classifications  and  pas- 
senger fare  schedules,  applying  between  points  in  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana, the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  shall  be  observed  by  railroad  and  express  companies  oper- 
ating in  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Notices  in  Waiting  Rooms. 

12.  All  railroad  companies  operating  in  Louisiana  shall  hereafter 
be  required  to  have  printed  in  large  type,  and  kept  posted  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  each  waiting  room  at  depots  in  Louisiana  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"NOTICE. 

"All  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana 
are  on  file  with  the  agent  at  this  office.  All  tariffs  of  this  company, 
authorized  by  the  Commission,  applying  on  local  or  Joint  through  ship- 
ments, are  on  file  in  this  oflftce  for  the  inspection  of  the  public. 

"All  agents  are  required  under  the  Commission's  rules  to  bulletin 
trains  when  late;  to  furnish  drinking  water  to  passengers;  to  keep 
waiting  rooms  clean  and  well  lighted,  and  to  have  them  heated  when 
necessary. 

"The  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  would  appreciate  the  prompt 
reporting  to  its  office  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  the  failure  of  any  agent 
to  comply  with  these  requirements." 
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At  places  where  passenger  and  freight  depots  are  separate,  the 
notice  relative  to  tariffs  may  be  omitted  in  passenger  depots,  and  the 
notice  relative  to  posting  hulletin  boards  when  trains  are  late  may  be 
omitted  in  freight  depots. 

Rates  Apply  in  Either  Direction. 

13.  The  rates  prescribed  by  the  Commission  shall  (except  in  cases 
specified)  apply  in  either  direction. 

Furnishing   Books  and   Papers  for  Inspection. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  carrier  doing  business  in  the  State 
to  ful*nish  for  inspection  to  the  Commission  upon  demand  any  hooks  or 
papers  in  the  possession  of  said  carrier  or  certified  copy  of  any  papei 
in  the  possession  of  said  carrier  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commission. 

Contracts  and  Agreements. 

16.  Carriers  are  required  to  submit  to  the  Commission  for  inspec- 
tion and  correction  certified  copies  of  all  contracts  and  agreements  as 
to  rates  with  other  carriers. 

Rebates. 

16.  There  shall  be  no  secret  reduction  of  rates  of  freight,  passenger 
fares  or  other  tolls,  and  no  rebate,  drawback,  or  other  advantage  in  any 
form  shall  be  given  or  paid,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  upon  ship- 
ments made  or  services  rendered  to  any  person  not  allowed  to  all  per- 
sons under  like  circumstances  and  conditions,  but  the  same  shall  be 
uniform  to  all,  and  public. 

Court  House  Towns,  Stopping  Trains  at. 

17.  All  passenger  trains  must  stop  at  points  where  court  houses 
are  located  (except  when  specially  excused  by  the  Commission.) 

Passenger  Trains   Must  Not  Be  Discontinued. 

18 -a.  No  psissenger  trains  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall 
be  discontinued  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 

This  rule  will  not  apply  to  special  or  excursion  trains.  (Order  No. 
1374,  February  29,  1912.) 

Trains  to  Be  Operated  on  Schedules — May  Wait  for  Connections. 

18-b.  All  railroad  companies  operating  passenger  trains  in  Louisi- 
ana shall  start  and  run  all  passenger  trains  in  accordance  with  adver- 
tised schedules,  unless  prevented  from  doing  so  by  accident  or  wreck, 
and  shall  furnish  suflflclent  accommodations  on  such  trains  to  properly 
seat  all  passengers  who,  within  a  reasonable  time  previous  to  their  de- 
parture, offer  themselves  for  transportation;  provided,  that  all  main 
line  trains  shall  be  held  at  least  thirty  (30)  minutes,  and  all  branch 
line  trains  shall  be  held  at  least  one  hour  at  points  of  origin  or  at 
Junction  points  for  connection  with  other  trains.  (Order  No.  1395, 
April  19,  1912.)

Time  Tables. 

19.  All  carriers  in  Louisiana  shail  furnish  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
missian  a  complete  list  of  their  working  schedules,  together  with  copies 
of  such  schedules,  and  shall  furnish  the  Commission  with  new  schedules 
whenever  changes  are  made,  as  soon  as  suchs  chedules  are  received 
from  the  printer. 

Notices  of  Changes  in  Schedules. 

19 -a.  All  railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  give  at  least 
forty-eight  (48)  hours  notice  to  the  public,  by  bulletining  at  all  agency 
stations,  any  changes  in  the  schedules  of  passenger  trains,  or  freight 
trains  carrying  passengers,  when  the  contemplated  change  is  for  one 
hour  or  more.      (Order  No.   1579,   May  28,   1913.) 

Rules  Governing  Employees  of  Railroads. 

19 -b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies,  and  others 
operating  railroads  in  Louisiana,  to  file  with  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana,  a  copy  of  their  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  opera- 
tion of  trains,  and,  whenever  revised  or  amended  rules  or  regulations 
are  issued  to  employees  governing  the  operation  of  trains,  to  file  copies 
of  the  same  immediately  with  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Lou- 
isiana. 

Obstructing   Public  Crossings. 

20.  No  trains  shall  obstruct  a  public  crossing  or  street  for  a  greater 
length  of  time  than  ten  minutes. 

Filling  in  Public  Crossings. 

21.  At  all  public  road  crossings  or  streets  where  vehicles  cross 
same  (outside  of  incorporated  towns  or  cities)  the  space  between  the 
rails  and  a  space  of  eighteen  inches  on  the  outside  of  each  rail  shall 
be  raised  to  the  1  ncl  of  the  top  of  the  rails  by  a  filling  of  plank,  rock 
or  gravel,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  condition  at  all  times.  When  cross- 
ings are  located  under  the  trp.ck  they  shall  also  be  kept  in  thorough 
repair,  and  drained. 

Approaches  to  Public  CroftsSiigs. 

22.  At  all  places  where  a  railroad  crosses  a  public  highway  it  shall 
be  the  dutj'  of  the  railroad  company  to  construct  a  ramp  with  an  easy 
grade,  not  greater  than  five  to  one,  and  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  wide, 
to  be  kept  in  good  condition  at  all  times  by  the  railroad  company. 

When  made  of  dirt,  the  dirt  used  in  the  construction  of  the  ramp 
must  be  taken  from  at  least  ten  feet  on  either  side  of  the  ramp. 

(By  "public  highway"  is  meant  such  highways  as  are  under  the 
control  of  the  police  juries  of  the  different  parishes.) 

General   Offices. 

23.  All  carriers  must  have  a  general  office  in  this  State.  By  "gen- 
eral office"  is  meant  an  office  in  Ixjuisiana  where  responsibility  can  be 
fixed  and  where  all  necessary  information  can  be  obtained  by  the  Com- 
mission. 
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Reporting   Accidents. 

24.  A  written  report  of  all  railroad  accidents,  happening  from  the 
operation  of  trains,  in  which  passengers,  employees,  or  others  are 
slightly  injured,  or  where  only  property  is  damaged  to  the  amount  of 
fifty  dollars  or  more,  shall  be  made  to  the  Railroad  Commission  of 
Louisiana,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  at  the  end  of  every  month,  which 
shall  show  the  date  of  the  accident,  the  number  of  the  train,  the  names 
of  the  persons  injured,  if  any,  the  extent  of  damage  to  property,  and 
detailed  information  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident. 

All  railroad  accidents  in  which  persons  are  seriously  injured  or 
killed  by  the  operation  or  wreck  of  any  train,  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Commission  immediately  after  they  occur,  by  telegraph,  followed  by  a 
detailed  written  report  of  the  causes  of  such  accident. 

Bedding  Stock  Cars. 

25.  All  stock  cars  shall  be  bedded  at  the  expense  of  the  carrier. 

Racking  Cane  Cars. 

t26.  All  cars  intended  for  the  transportation  of  sugar  cane  shall  be 
safely  and  suitably  racked  at  the  expense  of  the  carrier. 

Switching  Cars. 

t27.  No  railroad  company  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall 
refuse  or  de(!line  to  switch  cars  for  any  other  railroad  with  which  It 
connects,  or  any  shipper,  or  consignee,  at  rates  approved  or  established 
by  the  Commission,  whether  such  cars  are  loaded  or  empty,  or  whether 
such  cars  are  to  be  loaded  with  freight  to  be  shipped  out  of  the  State, 
or  are  loaded  with  freight  shipped  into  the  State. 

All  tariffs  for  the  service  of  switching  cars  in  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
this  order,  and  all  the  Commission's  rules  and  orders  relative  to  rates 
and  changes  in  rates  will  also  apply  to  switching  charges. 

Receiving  and   Forwarding  Cars. 

28.  Every  railroad  company  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  have 
the  right,  with  its  road,  to  intersect,  connect  with,  or  cross  any  other 
railroad,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  other's  passengers,  ton- 
nage, and  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Live  Stock  to  Be  Transported  Without  Delay. 
28-a.    All    railroads    operating    in    Louisiana,    upon    the    receipt    of 
any  live  stock  for  transportation,   shall,   without   delay,   transport  the 


tOn  the  Southern  Pacific  lines,  by  compromise  agreement  between 
shippers  and  the  carrier,  the  carrier  pays  the  shipper  $6.00  per  year  for 
furnishing  and  maintaining  the  car  racks. 

The  same  arrangement  is  in  effect  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway. 

tSuit  to  set  aside  this  rule  is  pending  in  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court. 
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same  on  first  freight  train  passing  in  the  direction  of  destination,  un- 
less said  live  stock  can  be  delivered  in  a  shorter  time  by  some  other 
freight  train.  Said  shipment  shall  not  be  delayed  for  any  purpose 
unless  for  feed  and  water,  and  any  railroad  handling  live  stock  over 
its  line  shall  feed,  water  and  rest  said  live  stock  every  twenty-eight 
(28)  hours,  unless  shipper  or  his  agent  shall  consent,  in  writing,  to  the 
release  of  thirty -six  (36)  hours  formfeed  and  water.  (Order  No.  1522, 
February  20,  1913.) 

Milk  Cans,  Handling  of. 

28-b.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  handling  milk 
in  cans  on  passenger  trains,  where  provision  Is  made  In  the  tariff  for 
the  return  of  the  empty  cans,  to  Issue  Instructions,  and  to  provide  nec- 
essary facilities  for  the  careful  handling  and  prevention  of  Injury  to 
empty  cans.     The  proper  trainmen  shall  be  required  to  see  that  empty 

cans  are  carefully  unloaded.     (Order  No.  1604,  July  23,   1913.) 

« 

Bags,  Specifications  For. 

28 -d.  Bags  must  be  made  of  burlap  (not  less  than  lo  ounces  per 
yard)  or  cloth,  and  be  sufficiently  strong  and  so  closely  woven  and 
stitched  as  to  carry  contents  safely  and  prevent  sifting.  Bags  which 
have  been  used  for  fertilizers  or  other  articles  containing  acids  must 
not  be  used.     (Order  No.  1639,  October  23,  1913.) 
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Baggage. 

29.  Each  passenger  shall  be  eirtitled  to  baggage  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds. 

Handling   Baggage. 

30.  All  carriers  shall  provide  such  means  or  appliances  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  the  careful  handling  of  and  to  prevent,  injury  to 
baggage.  At  all  stations  where  no  proper  appliances  are  supplied,  and 
no  regular  depot  hand  is  employed,  the  train  hands  shall  be  required 
to  assist  the  baggage  master,  and  handle  all  baggage  with  care. 

Delivering  Baggage. 

31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  and  others  oper- 
ating railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  at  all  stations  where  there  are 
agents,  to  deliver  baggage  during  the  hours  in  which  the  agent  is  on 
duty,  except  for  thirty  minutes  previous  to  the  arrival  of  trains.  When 
trains  arrive  at  night,  baggage  shall  be  delivered  Immediately  after  the 
arrival  of  trains,  at  stations  where  agents  are  on  duty,  and  for  fflteen 
minutes  thereafter. 

Baggage  to  be  forwarded  shall  be  received  at  any  hour  when  the 
agent  is  on  duty  during  the  day  that  passengers  are  to  take  trains. 
When  trains  leave  at  an  early  hour  In  the  morning  (before  8  a.  m.), 
bagguge  to  be  forwarded  shall  be  received  In  the  afternoon  of  the  day 
previous  to  the  departure  of  such  trains,  for  which  agents  are  on  duty. 

Trucks  and  Tarpaulins. 

31 -a.  All  railroad  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  provide  trucks  and  tarpaulins  at  all  agency  stations,  for  the  proper 
handling  of  and  protection  to  baggage  which  is  being  loaded  or  unloaded 
from  trains,  except  when  excused  from  doing  so  by  the  Commission. 

Loading  and   Unloading  Baggage. 

31 -b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  carrying  pas- 
sengers in  Louisiana  to  load  and  unload  all  baggage  transported  free 
of  charge. 

Free  Storage  of  Baggage. 

31 -c.  All  railroads  in  Louisiana  carrying  baggage  or  commercial 
samples,  on  passenger  trains,  shall  allow  forty-eight  (48)  hours  free 
storage  of  such  bagKage  or  commercial  samples,  after  their  destination 
is  reached.      (Adopted  October  8,   1908.     Order  No.  914.) 
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Preference  to  Be  Given  Passenger  Trains. 

•32.  All  railroads  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  give 
passenger  trains  preference  over  freight  trains  and  shall  handle  said 
passenger  trains  promptly  at  junctions,  stations,  terminal  points  and 
river  transfers.  Exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  rule  in  case  of  acci- 
dent or  emergency  when  conditions  make  it  impracticable.  (Order  No. 
1615,  September  26,  1913.) 

Ticket  Rates. 

33.  No  more  than  the  regular  passenger  rates  shall  be  charged 
where  the  ticket  office  of  any  station  shall  not  have  been  open  for  thirty 
minutes  before  the  departure  from  a  station  of  the  train  upon  which 
the  passenger  intends  to  be  transported. 

Failure  to  Buy  Tickets  at  Junction  Points. 

34.  At  junction  points,  where  the  incoming  trains  arrive  so  near 
the  leaving  time  of  the  outgoing  train  that  it  is  not  practicable  for  a 
passenger  to  procure  a  ticket,  no  more  than  the  schedule  of  passenger 
rates  shall  be  charged. 

Passenger  Fares. 

35.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  all  railroad  compa- 
nies operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  charge  actual  fare  for 
the  mileage  traveled  by  passengers  between  points  within  the  State 
of  Louisiana;  provided  that  in  computing  such  fares,  when  the  amount 
ends  in  less  than  one-half  cent  the  fraction  shall  be  dropped,  and  where 
the  amount  is  one-half  cent  or  more  the  next  highest  figure  shall  be 
charged.     (Order  No.  1288,  July  27,  1911,  as  amended.) 

Minimum  Passenger  Fare. 

36.  No  carrier  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  more  than  ten  cents  for 
full  or  half  fare  between  regular  stations  when  the  fare  would  be  less 
than  that  amount.  (Under  Order  654,  the  standard  passenger  fare  is 
3  cents  per  mile  for  roads  over  40  miles  long.) 

Passenger   Fares  from    Flag   Stations. 

37.  No  more  than  the  standard  passenger  tariff  shall  be  charged 
passengers  from  flag  stations  or  other  stations  where  tickets  are  not 
kept  on  sale. 

Conductor's    Rates. 

♦38.  When  a  passenger  fails  to  provide  himself  with  a  ticket  at  a 
station  where  tickets  are  on  sale,  except  for  the  causes  set  forth  in  the 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Commission,  then  the  railroad  company 
transporting  the  passenger  may  collect  one  (1)  cent  per  mile  addi- 
tional, with  a  maximum  of  ten  (10)  cents.  (Order  No.  1679,  January 
29,  1914.) 

Commutation,  Mileage  and  Excursion  Rates. 

♦39.  (Amended.)  The  Commission  will  consider  applications  for  an 
advance  or  reduction  in  the  standard   tariff  for  the  transportation  of

passengers,  but  no  change  In  rates  will  be  of  effect  or  put  In  force  until 
autliorized  by  the  Commission;  provided  that  this  rule  shall  not  be 
construed  as  placing  any  restriction  on  the  privilege  of  carriers  to  make 
special  excursion  rates,  or  to  issue  what  are  called  "commutation"  or 
"mileage"  tickets;  provided,  no  unjust  discrimination  is  practiced. 

Carriers  have  the  right  to  make  special  excursion  rates.  Parties 
buying  tickets  at  the  point  of  origin  of  the  excursion  must  not  be  dis- 
criminated against,  and  all  parties  carried  on  the  excursion  train  from 
the  point  of  origin  must  be  taken  at  the  excursion  rate.  If  the  excur- 
sion ticket  is  a  round  trip  ticket,  it  must  be  used  under  the  conditions 
under  which  it  is  sold.  Carriers  shall  carry  passengers  on  return  trips 
of  excursion  trains  who  have  not  purchased  excursion  tickets,  upon 
the  payment  of  standard  passenger  fares,  or  who  hold  authorized  mile- 
age books.     (Order  No.  1833,  November  26,  1914.) 

Tiokots  Must  Be  Kept  on  Sale  at  City  Offices. 

40.  Tickets  on  sale  at  any  office  in  a  city  must  be  kept  on  sale  at 
the  depot  ticket  office  of  the  same  carrier  at  the  same  price. 

Ticket  Offices. 

41.  Ticket  offices  must  be  opened  thirty  minutes  before  the  schedule 
time  of  the  departure  of  trains  carrying  passengers  and  kept  open 
until  their  departure,  and  every  facility  for  procuring  tickets  must  be 
given  passengers. 

Redeeming  Tickets. 

42.  Any  ticket  or  unused  portion  of  any  ticket  shall  be  redeemed 
by  the  carrier  on  presentation  at  the  office  where  said  ticket  was  sold 
or  at  the  general  office  of  the  company;  provided,  that  in  such  redemp- 
tion a  deduction  of  the  standard  tariff  rate  for  the  mileage  traveled 
shall  be  made. 

Changing  Form  of  Tickets. 

43.  No  form  or  style  of  ticket  in  use  by  any  carrier  in  this  State 
shall  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission. 

Waiting   Rooms. 

♦44.  (Amended.)  A  separate  waiting  room  for  white  and  colored 
passengers,  sufficient  for  their  comfort  and  convenience,  shall  be  pro- 
vided at  all  stations,  and  the  waiting  rooms  at  agency  stations  must  be 
furnished  with  sufficient  lights,  and,  when  the  weather  requires  it,  with 
sufficient  heat.  At  all  agency  stations,  a  suitable  water  cooler  must  be 
placed  and  kept  in  each  waiting  room  (within  easy  access  to  patrons 
of  the  railroad),  supplied  at  all  times  with  good,  wholesome  water. 
During  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August,  September  and  October 
ice  water  must  be  furnished  at  thece  agency  stations. 
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When  It  Is  impraxiticable  to  keep  ice  water  in  the  waiting  rooms 
it  may  be  kept  in  the  agents  office  and  a  printed  or  painted  notice  to 
that  effect  shall  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  waiting  room. 
(Order  No.  1746,  June  30,  1914.) 

Sanitary  Cbsets  at  Stations. 

44-a,  There  shall  be  built  at  each  station,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Commission,  suitable  closets  for  men  and  women,  and  wherever 
there  is  sewerage,  separate  sanitary  water  closets  for  men  and  women 
shall  be  installed  in  connection  with  the  waiting  rooms.  These  closets 
shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  and  may  be  kept  locked, 
if  deemed  necessary,  and  the  key  kept  in  the  agent's  office.  When 
locked,  a  sign  must  be  placed  on  each  door  of  the  closets  that  the  key 
may  be  had  upon  application  to  the  agent. 

At  stations  where  closets  have  not  already  been  provided,  they  must 
be  built  or  installed  before  January  1,  1910.  (Order  No.  1067.  Adopted 
October  28,  1909.) 

Connections. 

45.  All  connecting  carriers  which  are  under  the  management  and 
control  by  lease,  ownership  or  otherwise,  of  one  and  the  same  company, 
or  connection  with  a  different  company,  shall  be  required  to  make  close 
connections  whenever  practicable. 

Bulletin  Boards. 

46.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  carrier  to  place  a  bulletin  board 
in  a  conspicuous  place  at  every  telegraph  station  along  its  line,  with 
the'  following  sign  on  of  above  each  board:  "Trains  Not  Bulletined 
Are  on  Time." 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  to  post 
on  its  bulletin  board,  at  every  telegraph  station,  the  schedule  of  arrival 
and  departure  of  all  trains  carrying  passengers,  regularly  stopping  at 
the  station.  Whenever  a  train  carrying  passengers  is  late  sixteen  (16) 
minutes  or  more,  the  time  of  arrival  shall  be  bulletined  thirty  (30)  min- 
utes in  advance  of  the  schedule  time,  and  every  thirty  (30)  minutes  of 
time  additionally  lost  shall  be  bulletined.  All  such  notices  shall  be 
erased  immediately  after  the  departure  of  trains.  (Order  No.  1580,  May 
28,  1913.) 

Notifying   Passengers  of  Delays. 

47.  Whenever  there  is,  by  reason  of  accident  or  otherwise,  a  wreck 
or  obstruction  on  any  railroad,  which  shall  delay  any  passenger  train  on 
said  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  road  to  have  the  same  bul- 
letined at  all  stations  at  and  between  the  said  passenger  train  and  the 
place  so  obstructed,  and  •the  conductor  or  any  employee  under  the 
direction  of  the  conductor,  shall  give  notice  of  said  obstruction  to  the 
passengers  taking  trains  at  the  different  stations  before  leaving  same, 
as  well  as  those  already  on  the  train,  of  the  delay  that  will  probably  be 
caused. 
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Information  to   Be   Given    Relative  to   Delayed   Trains. 

47-a.  Railroad  officers  charged  with  the  control  of  passenger  trains 
shall  cause  to  be  promptly  transmitted,  by  telegraph  or  telephone,  infor- 
mation to  depot  agents  on  their  line,  causes  of  delays  to  passenger 
trains  where  the  detention  Is  due  to  an  obstruction  of  which,  the  train 
dispatcher  has  knowledge.  The  agent  or  his  representative  shall  post 
such  information  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  a  bulletin  board,  or  give  the 
information  to  inquiries  made.     (Order  No.  1478,  November  13,  1912.) 

Heating  Cars.     Ice  Water. 

48.  All  passenger  carriers  shall  provide  safe  and  adequate  Heating 
appliances  to  make  the  passengers  comfortable.  An  adequate  supply  of 
good  and  wholesome  ice  water  must  be  supplied  in  all  such  compart- 
ments. 

All  railroads  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  must  furnish  clean, 
■clear  water  in  the  tanks  of  all  sleeping  cars  and  day  coaches,  whether 
for  drinking  or  other  purposes. 

Step   Boxes  on   Coaches. 

48-a.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  operating  in 
this  State  to  provide  suitable  portable  step  boxes  on  all  passenger 
coaches  operating  on  trains  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  to  use  the 
same  at  all  stations,  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  in  getting  on 
and  off  trains. 

Lights  in  Coaches. 

48-b.  All  railroad  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  provide  suitable  lighting  appliances  in  all  coaches  or  cars  in  which 
passengers  are  carried,  and  shall  keep  the  same  in  proper  condition  and 
lighted  when  such  cars  are  in  use,  between  the  hours  of  sunset  and 
sunrise.     (Order  No.  1449,  September  26,   1912.) 

Linen  Covers  for  Plush  Seats  in  Coaches. 

4Sc.  All  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  shall  furnish  and  use 
linen  covers,  or  covers  made  of  suitable  washable  material,  for  seats 
and  backs  of  seats  in  all  coaches  upholstered  with  plush,  these  covers  to 
be  used  and  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition,  from  May  15  to 
October  15,  inclusive,  of  each  year.     (Order  No.  1474,  October  17,  1912.) 

Coaches  Must  Be  Cleaned  at  End  of  Each  Run. 

•48-d.  All  coaches  and  cars  in  which  passengers  are  carried  on 
railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  dis- 
infected at  the  end  of  each  run,  before  the  same  are  put  back  in  service; 
provided  that,  where  a  train  runs  to  a  junction  point  and  back  the 
same  day,  the  coaches  or  cars  shall  only  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  once 
a  day.  Coaches  in  service  shall  be  kept  as  clean  as  possible  without 
disturbing  passengers.     (Order  No.  1540,  April  15,  1913.) 
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Separate  Compartments  for  White  and  Colored  Passengers. 

49.  Each  carrier  shall  furnish  separate  compartments  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  white  and  colored  passengers;  provided,  however,  that 
this  shall  not  apply  to  colored  maids  or  servants  in  charge  of  white 
children. 

Safety  Cords. 

50.  All  railroad  companies,  in  addition  to  the  usual  bell  cord,  shall 
place  a  safety  cord  in  each  coach  of  the  regular  passenger  train,  run- 
ning through  the  entire  length  of  same. 

Sleeping  Cars. 

51.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  sleeping  car  companies,  at  all  stations, 
on  the  stopping  of  trains,  to  have  one  door  of  each  of  their  cars  open 
Ifor  the  entrance  and  exit  of  passengers  and  require  the  porter  to  have  a 
step  ready  for  the  convenence  of  passengers  desiring  to  enter  or  leave 
the  car. 

Sleeping  Car  Rates. 
51 -a.    There  shall  be  no  change  in  the  rates  authorized  or  established 
for  seats  or  berths  in  sleeping  bars,  chair  cars,  or  parlor  cars,  between 
points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  without  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  Commission. 

Through  Trains  and  Through  Sleepers. 
•51-b.  Wherever  through  trains,  or  through  sleepers  are  operated 
over  any  railroad  or  railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  through  tickets 
shall  be  sold  from  any  agency  station  to  any  agency  station  through 
which  the  through  train  or  through  sleeper  passes.  When  passenger 
trains  are  scheduled  to  make  connections  at  junction  points  with  trains 
of  other  railroads,  through  tickets  shall  be  sold  between  points  on  the 
different  railroads.     (Order  No.   1785,   September  23,   1914.) 
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Declining  or  Refusing   Freight. 

52.  No  carrier  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  accept  and  transport 
promptly  any  article  proper  for  transportation. 

Issuing  Tariffs  and  Supplements. 

52 -a.  No  railroad  company,  or  other  corporation,  firm  or  individual, 
operating  a  railroad  in  Louisiana,  shall  be  allowed  to  -have  in  effect  at 
one  time  more  than  two  amendments  or  supplements  to  any  freight 
tariff  or  rates  applying  on  shipments  between  points  In  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  except  to  such  tariffs  as  have  been  issued  previous  to  March 
31,  1908;  provided,  that  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  issue  additional 
amendments  or  supplements  to  any  freight  tariff  in  effect  March  31,  1908, 
all  previous  amendments  or  supplements  shall  be  brought  forward  and 
combined  in  the  new  amendment  or  supplement,  when  issued.  (Adopted 
March  24,  1908.     Order  No.  858.) 

Railroads  Under  One   Management  or  Control. 

53.  All  connecting  railroads  or  other  carriers,  which  are  under  the 
management  and  control,  by  lease,  ownership,  or  otherwise,  of  one  and 
the  same  company  for  the  purpose  of  transportation,  shall,  in  applying 
the  tariffs  of  this  Commission,  be  considered  as  constituting  but  one 
and  the  same  carrier,  and  the  rates  shall  be  computed  as  upon  parts  of 
one  and  the  same  line,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

Local  Shipments. 

54.  All  shipments  moving  locally  between  points  in  Louisiana  are 
subject  to  the  rates,  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  unless  there  is  issued  at  the  time  of  shipment 
at  the  place  the  shipment  originates,  or  at  near^t  agency  station 
thereto,  through  interstate  bill  of  lading  to  the  final  point  of  destination 
of  the  shipment,  or  such  a  bill  of  lading  as  may  be  exchanged  for  a 
ship's  bill  of  lading  at  a  place  of  export.  (Void  insofar  as  the  rule  refers 
to  shipments  originating  in  Louisiana  destined  to  other  states  or  to 
foreign  countries.) 

Joint  Through   Rates. 

55 -a.  Joint  through  rates  are  those  authorized,  or  ordered  put  in, 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  which  shall  apply  on  ship- 
ments moving  between  two  points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  over  two 
or  more  rail  or  water  lines  or  routes,  not  under  the  same  management 
or  control. 

55-b.  To  establish  joint  through  rates,  carriers  must  obtain  the 
authority  for  the  rates  proposed  by  them  from  the  Railroad  Commission 
of  Louisiana. 
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55-c.  No  joint  through  rates  will  be  considered  established  by  the 
carriers  parties  thereto  which  shall  not  first  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Railroad  Commission  for  their  approval,  ajid  the  Commission's 
authority  therefor  shall  have  been  issued  and  printed  on  the  tariffs. 

55 -d.  When  no  joint  through  rates  have  been  established  as  above 
provided,  the  Commission  will,  upon  request  of  any  interested  party, 
establish  and  order  put  in  such  reasonable  joint  through  rates  as  they 
may  consider  necessary,  after  hearing  of  parties  interested. 

Joint  Through   Rates^ 

55 -e.  Amended.  No  through  freight  rates  to  or  from  stations  in 
Louisiana  shall  exceed  the  lowest  combination  of  mileage  rates  less 
ten  per  cent;  provided,  that  when  specific  class  or  commodity  rates 
applying  to  or  from  junction  points  result  in  making  a  lower  through 
rate  without  deduction  of  ten  per  cent,  such  combination  will  apply. 
Where  two  published  specific  class  or  commodity  rates  are  used,  no 
deduction  will  be  made.  When  a  through  rate  is  constructed  by  use  of 
specific  class  or  commodity  rate,  applying  to  or  from  the  junction  point 
and  mileage  rate  beyond,  a  deduction  of  ten  per  cent  will  be  made 
only  from  the  mileage  rate.     (Order  No.  1437,  July  25,  1912.) 

Approval  of  Tariffs. 

55 -f.  All  joint  through  tariffs  in  use  December  1,  1904,  which  hav« 
not  been  authorized  by  the  Commission  since  July  25,  1904  (except 
those  which  are  in  contest  before  the  Commission,  or  rates  about  which 
complaint  has  been  made),  are  hereby  approved  by  the  Commission, 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  apply  to  single  line  rates, 
and  copies  of  all  such  tariffs  must  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at 
once. 

Rates  Between  Competing  Points. 

56-g.  Amended.  When  there  are  two  or  more  lines  between  any 
two  points  in  Louisiana  having  through  connections,  the  lowest  rate 
established  between  such  points  shall  be  charged  by  the  other  lines 
accepting  freight  for  transportation  between  said  points.  Rates  from  and 
to  intermediate  stations  will  not  be  affected  by  this  ruling.  No  line, 
however,  shall  be  compelled  to  protect  the  rate  of  another  line  pro- 
vided the  shipper  is  notified  by  the  agent,  in  writing,  at  the  time  the 
shipment  is  tendered,  of  its  unwillingness  to  do  so.  (Order  No.  1578, 
May  28,  1913.) 

Combination  of  Short   Line  Mileage  Rates. 

55-h.    Cancelled  by  Order  No.  1433,  July  25,  1912.    See  Rule  55-e.) 

Minimum   Charges,  Joint   Through   Shipment. 
55-i.    Actual  weights  must  be  charged  for  in  all  cases,  except  that 
the  minimum  charge  to  be  collected  on  single  shipments  over  two  lines 
shall  be  forty  cents,  and  over  three  or  more  lines,  sixty  cents. 
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Distances  for  Changing    Freight   Rates. 

56.  Since  a  separate  rate  can  not  be  conveniently  given  for  every 
possible  distance,  the  law  authorizes  the  Commission  to  ascertain  what 
shall  be  the  limits  of  longer  and  shorter  distances,  and  five  (5)  miles 
has,  accordingly,  been  fixed  as  the  limit  for  a  change  of  freight  rates 
for  all  distances  less  than  one  hundred  miles;  and  ten  (10)  miles  for  all 
distances  over  one  hundred  miles.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right, 
however,  to  correct  the  charge  in  extreme  cases  which  work  hardships, 
although  the  same  may  not  violate  the  letter  of  its  rules. 

57.  For  a  distance  under  twenty  miles  or  over  250  miles,  a  reduc- 
tion of  rates  may  be  made  without  making  a  change  at  all  stations 
short  of  250  miles;  provided,  however,  that  when  any  carrier  shall 
make  a  reduction  of  rates  for  a  distance  of  over  250  miles,  the  same 
shall  apply  to  similar  distances  on  all  the  roads  controlled  by  the  same 
company,  and  in  no  case  shall  more  be  charged  for  a  less  than  a  greater 
distance,  except  as  in  Rule  56. 

Rates  from  Competing   Points. 

58.  When  there  are  between  any  two  points  two  or  more  competing 
carriers  not  under  the  same  management  or  in  the  same  system,  the 
longer  lines  or  water  routes,  in  order  to  give  said  points  the  benefit  of 
competition,  may  reduce  the  rates  between  said  two  points  below  the 
standard  tariff,  without  making  a  corresponding  reduction  at  all  stations 
or  landings  along  the  lines  of  said  roads  or  water  routes;  provided,  said 
reduction  shall  not  make  the  rates  less  than  the  standard  tariff  rates 
for  the  shortest  line  between  said  points;  provided  further,  that  before 
taking  effect,  the  proposed  changes  of  rates  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  this  Commission.  (Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  made  on 
shipments  to  and  from  Alexandria,  Eaton  Rouge,  Lake  Charles,  Monroe, 
New  Orleans  and  Shreveport.) 

Long  and  Short  Haul  Rataa. 

59.  No  freight  rates  in  this  State  shall  be  changed  without  the  con- 
sent of  this  Commission;  provided,  however,  that  where  the  Constitu- 
tion is  violated  by  charging  more  for  a  shorter  than  a  longer  dis- 
tance, such  overcharge  shall  be  reduced  for  the  shorter  distance  to  make 
same  conform  to  law. 

Minimum   Charge   One   Line. 

60.  All  shipments  shall  be  charged  for  at  actual  weight  and  rate, 
with  a  minimum  charge  of  25  cents  when  the  shipment  moves  over  one 
road. 

Cars  Loaded  to  Physical  Capacity. 

♦60 -a.    Amended.    When   freight   cars  are   loaded   to  their  physical 

capacity  with  any  article  for  which  a  carload  rating  is  provided,  no 

more  than  actual  weight  of  the  shipment  contained  in  such  cars  shall 

be  charged  for.     This  rule  will  not  apply  on  shipments  taking  minimum 
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carload  weights,  24,000  pounds  and  less.  On  shipments  taking  minimum 
of  24,000  pounds  and  less  apply  in  Western  Classification  territory, 
tariff  rates  and  rules  provided  in  Western  Classification,  supplements 
and  exceptions  thereto,  and  in  Southern  Classification  territory  apply 
tariff  rates  and  rules  provided  in  Southern  Classification,  supplements 
and  exceptions  thereto. 

When  a  shipper  orders  a  car  of  less  capacity  than  is  required  for 
the  established  minimum,  the  carrier  may  collect  charges  on  the  basis 
of  the  established  minimum.     (Order  No.  1622,  September  26,  1913.) 

Blockading  Cars. 

61.  No  carrier  doing-  business  in  this  State  shall  permit  a  blockade 
of  any  class  of  freight  on  account  of  any  arrangement  existing  between 
it  and  other  carriers  as  to  the  transportation  of  freight,  according  to 
percentage  or  otherwise. 

Notice  of  Arrival  of  Freight. 

62.  All  carriers  shall  give  prompt  notice  by  mail  or  otherwise  ta 
consignees  of  the  arrival  of  goods,  together  with  the  weight  and  amount 
of  freight  charges  due  thereon;  and  when  goods  or  freight  of  any  kind 
in  carload  quantities  arrive,  said  notice  must  contain  letters  or  initials 
of  the  car,  number  of  the  car,  net  weight  and  amount  of  freight  charges 
due  on  the  same. 

Selecting  Route. 

63.  The  right  of  a  shipper  to  direct  by  what  carrier  or  carriers  in 
this  State  his  shipment  shall  be  transported  shall  be  observed  by  all 
carriers. 

64.  All  carriers  shall,  on  demand  of  consignees,  at  stations  where 
there  are  agents,  insert  plainly  on  all  bills  of  lading  or  expense  bills, 
the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  freight,  the  name  of  article,  the  weight, 
if  possible,  of  the  freight,  the  class,  and  the  rate  authorized. 

Returned  Shipments. 

64 -a.  Shipments,  whole  or  in  part  (except  live  stock),  which  have 
paid  full  tariff  rates,  may  be  returned  to  shipper  at  point  of  origin  at 
one-half  the  Commission's  authorized  rate,  in  the  direction  of  the  first 
movement;  It  being  understood  that  if  the  shipment  is  In  less  car- 
load quantity,  one-half  the  less  carload  rate  will  apply,  the  charge  in  no 
case  to  be  less  than  the  minimum  charge  provided  under  Rules  55-i  and 
60  of  the  Revised  Rules  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

If  a  carload  is  returned,  one-half  the  carload  rate  will  govern,  pro- 
vided tlie  minimum  charge  on  a  full  carload  shipment  shall  not  be  less 
than  one-half  of  Class  D  rate,  and  provided  further,  that  full  reference 
be  furnished  by  shipper  or  consignee  of  the  original  shipment,  which 
information  may  be  furnished  at  point  of  origin  or  at  destination  of 
returned  freight. 
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The  time  limit  for  return  of  shipment  shall  bo  one  year,  except 
that  the  time  limit  of  articles  taking  agricultural  implements,  vehicles 
and  wagon  rates  shall  be  two  years.  (Adopted  May  28,  1909.  Order  No. 
882.) 

Issuing  Freight   Receipts. 

65.  All  carriers  shall  upon  demand  issue  duplicate  freight  receipts 
to  all  shippers  of  freight,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  class  or  classes 
of  freight  shipped,  freight  charges  over  the  railroad  or  water  route 
issuing  such  receipt,  and  as  far  as  practicable  shall  state  the  charges 
upon  the  same  over  the  connecting  roads  or  water  routes  transporting 
such  freight;  and  in  all  cases  the  carrier  receiving  such  freight  shipped 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  prompt  and  safe  delivery  of  same  to 
its  point  of  destination  within  a  reasonable  time  required  for  its  trans- 

.  portation,  which  reasonable  length  of  time  shall  be  determined  after  due 
investigation  by  the  Commission.  When  the  consignees  of  such  freight 
presents  the  carrier's  receipt  to  the  agent  of  the  carrier  last  transport- 
ing said  freight,  such  agent  shall  deliver  the  articles  shipped,  upon  the 
payment  of  the  rates  charged  for  the  class  of  freight  as  stipulated  in 
said  carrier's  receipt;  but  no  part  of  freight  bills  need  be  paid  by  con- 
signee until  all  the  freight  is  delivered  or  carrier  makes  good  that  por- 
tion of  freight  not  delivered. 

Bills  of  Lading  or  Expense  Bills.     * 

♦65-b.  All  carriers  shall,  on  demand  of  consignee  or  consignor  at 
stations  where  there  are  agents,  insert  plainly  on  all  bills  of  lading 
or  expense  bills,  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  freight,  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  weight,  if  possible,  of  the  freight,  the  class,  and  the  rate 
authorized.     (Order  No.  1730.  May  14,  1914.) 

Bills  of  Lading. 

66.  No  railroad  or  other  transportation  company  operating  In  Lou- 
isiana shall  insert  in  any  bill  of  lading  or  freight  receipt  issued  by  it, 
any  language  limiting  or  modifying  its  liabilities  or  responsibilities  for 
loss  or  damage  to  cotton  by  Are,  transported  between  any  two  points  in 
Louisiana. 

Tracers. 
66 -a.  Tracers,  accompanied  with  complaint  from  consignees  to  con- 
signor, to  the  effect  that  goods  or  merchandise  had  not  reached  them 
within  Ave  days  after  shipment,  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  railroad 
company  and  information  given  as  to  cause  of  delay  within  five  days 
after  receipt  of  request  to  trace,  also  notification  of  delivery,  if  made. 
(Order  No.  1425,  June  26,  1912.) 

Bills  of  Lading,  Returning. 

66 -b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies  operating  In 
the  State  of  Louisiana  to  return  to  shippers,  within  forty-eight  (48) 
hours,  all  bills  of  lading,  duly  signed,  covering  shipments  from  non- 
agency  stations.     (Order  No.  1500,  January  16,  1913.) 
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Payment  of  Claims. 

67.  All  claims  against  carriers  for  loss  or  damage  to  freight  must 
be  settled  within  ninety  (90)  days  at  point  of  destination,  or  at  the  point 
of  shipment  as  the  claimant  may  elect. 

Overcharges. 

68.  All  overcharges  on  freight  by  any  carrier  shall  be  settled  within 
thirty  days  after  demand  by  consignee  or  his  representative,  upon  the 
agent  at  the  delivering  depot  or  landing,  or  at  point  of  shipment,  as 
the  claimant  may  elect.  Whenever  any  overcharge  on  freight  has  been 
made  on  a  shipment  over  two  or  more  railroads  or  water  routes,  or  any 
part  of  two  or  more  roads  or  water  routes,  it  shall  be  settled  by  the 
delivering  carrier.  If  the  overcharge  is  made  on  a  shipment  to  a  flag 
station,  the  demand  may  be  made  on  the  agent  at  the  nearest  regular 
station  to  the  flag  station  to  which  the  same  was  billed. 

Payment  of  Claims — Express  Companies. 

69.  All  claims  for  loss  of  or  damage  to  express  matter  shall  be 
settled,  or  denied,  within  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  they  are  filed 
with  the  delivering  company;  provided,  that  all  overcharges  shall  be 
promptly  refunded  by  the  agent  of  the  delivering  company. 

Freight  Depots,  When  Open. 

70.  All  freight  depots  must  be  kept  open  each  day  (Sunday  and 
legal  holidays  excepted),  for  the  receiving  and  delivering  of  freight 
between  the  hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.,  with  an  intermission  from 
12  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

Freight  depots  may  be  closed  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.  on  Saturdays  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  August  and  September  of  each  year. 
Delays  in  Transporting  Shipments. 

71.  No  carrier  shall  for  any  cause,  subject  any  articles  of  freight  to 
unreasonable  delay  in  receiving,  delivering  or  forwarding  the  same  to 
its   destination. 

Lowest  Rate  to  Be  Charged  in  Case  of  Confliot. 

72.  In  any  case  where  the  distance  tariff  class  rate  is  lower  than 
a  class  rate  shown  in  commodity  tariff,  the  lowest  rate  shall  be  charged. 

No  rates  shall  be  published  in  conmiodity  tariffs  which  are  higher 
than  class  rates  shown  In  distance  tariffs.  (Order  No.  1355,  February 
1,  1912.) 

Date  Authorized  Rates  Become  Effective. 

73.  All  authorities  for  rates,  issued  by  the  Commission,  may  be 
made  effective  at  once,  or  as  soon  after  the  date  of  issuance  as  possible, 
but  in  no  case  later  than  ten  days  after  the  date  of  the  Commission's 
authority,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

Authorities  Not  Issued  for  a  Period  of  Less  Than  Six  Months. 
73-a.  Authorities  for  special  commodity  rates  will  be  issued  upon 
the  application  of  a  duly  authorized  representative  of  any  transporta- 
tion company  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  which  may  be  lower 
than  regular  mileage  rates,  or  rates  which  have  been  previously  in  effect, 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  six  months.  (Order  No.  1224.  Effective 
Janufiry  1,  1911.) 
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Rules  Governing  the  Furnishing  of  Cars  by  Rail- 
roads, and  the  Penalty  for  Failure  to  Comply. 


74.  Section  1.  Railroad  companies,  except  for  reasonable  cause  of 
delay  (to  establish  which  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  upon  the  car- 
rier), must  furnish  cars  to  shippers,  suitable  for  the  transportation  of 
the  freight  desired  to  be  shipped,  at  a  designated  place  for  loading,  if 
possible,  otherwise  at  the  most  convenient  point  nearest  shipper's  load- 
ing place,  within  five  days  after  written  notice  to  the  agent  of  the 
company,  at  the  nearest  station  to  said  loading  place;  provided,  the  said 
notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  show  name  of  shipper,  character 
and  destination  of  the  freight,  and  be  accompanied  by  a  deposit  of  five 
dollars  for  each  car  ordered,  which  amount  shall  be  returned  to  the 
shipper  immediately  upon  demand  upon  the  agent,  after  loading  the 
car  or  cars,  or  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  freight,  as  the  shipper 
may  elect.  Provided  further,  that  no  shipper  may,  under  this  order, 
demand  more  than  two  cars  for  each  period  of  five  days. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  a  shipper  in  Louisiana  desires  cars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  shipping  perishable  freight,  such  as  ice,  green  vegetables,  and 
other  articles  requiring  prompt  transportation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
railroad  companies  to  furnish  one  car  every  forty-eight  hours,  after 
receiving  forty-eight  hours'  written  notice,  accompanied  by  a  deposit 
of  five  dollars  for  each  car  ordered,  as  provided  In  Section  1. 

Sec.  3.  Companies  failing  to  furnish  cars  within  the  specified  time, 
except  for  resisonable  cause  of  delay,  shown  by  the  carrier,  shall  pay 
to  the  person  making  a  demand  for  cars,  as  provided  by  Sections  1  and 
2,  a  demurrage  charge  of  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  car  or  fraction 
thereof,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  to  be  computed  from 
7  a.  m.  of  the  fifth  day  after  written  demand,  made  in  the  manner  and 
form  as  provided  by  Section  1. 

Sec.  4.  The  demurrage  in  such  cases  assessed  against  the  carrier 
shall  be  paid  by  the  agent  at  the  depot  where  notice  for  cars  is  given, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  claim. 

Sec.  5.  After  the  car  or  cars  ordered  have  been  placed  in  position 
for  loading,  the  person  applying  for  the  same  shall  load  the  car  or  cars 
within  forty-eight  hours,  and  upon  failure  to  do  so,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  to  the  railroad  company  a  demurrage  charge  of  one  dollar  per  day 
for  each  car  not  loaded  within  the  time  specified  above. 

Sec.  6.  The  demurrage  in  such  cases  assessed  against  a  shipper 
shall  be  retained  from  the  amount  deposited  with  the  agent  at  the  time 
the  order  is  given  for  cars. 

Sec.  7.  These  rules  shall  apply  only  to  box,  flat,  stock  and  coal  cars 
of  usual  and  ordinary  dimensions.  Railroad  companies  shall  not  be 
required  to  furnish  cars  of  special  design. 
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Reweighing  Cars. 

74 -a.  Section  1.  Whenever  a  carload  shipment,  transported  between 
points  in  Louisiana,  moves  over  two  or  more  track  scales,  whether  over 
one  or  more  lines,  the  cars  shall  be  weighed  by  the  carrier  at  the  first 
track  scales  over  which  it  passes,  in  the  direction  of  its  movement  to 
destination,  and  the  weight  thus  found  shall  be  the  weight  upon  which 
freight  charges  shall  be  assessed.  Whenever  there  is  a  dispute  between 
the  shippr  or  consignee  and  the  carrier  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
wrelght,  the  carrier  shall,  whenever  there  are  track  scales  at  the  point 
of  destination,  upon  demand  of  the  consignee,  reweigh  the  car,  and  if  a 
difference  is  found  in  the  two  weights,  so  ascertained,  the  freight  bill 
shall  be  corrected  to  conform  to  the  last  weight. 

Charges  for  Reweighing  Cars. 
Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  no  charge  made  by  the  carrier  in  cases 
where  the  second  weighing  shows  a  variation  of  over  one  per  cent 
from  the  first  weight.  When  the  second  weighing  does  not  show  a 
variation  to  such  extent,  the  carrier  shall  charge  two  and  50-100  ($2.50) 
dollars  for  each  car  reweighed.  The  consignee  shall,  if  an  additional 
day  is  required  by  the  delivering  carrier  to  reweigh  the  car,  be  allowed 
one  day's  free  time  in  addition  to  the  free  time  allowed  under  the  car 
service  rules  as  established  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 
When  the  consignee  so  requests,  the  reweighing  of  the  car  shall  be 
in  his  presence,  or  in  the  presence  of  his  authorized  agent,  provided 
no  delay  shall  be  occasioned  thereby.  (Order  No.  1431,  July  25,  1912. 
Effective  Augiist  15,  1912.) 
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DEPOTS  AND  FLAG  STATIONS. 


Changing  Location  of  Depots  and  Stations. 

75.  No  change  of  freight  or  passenger  depots  or  flag  stations  from 
the  present  location,  or  suspension  of  the  sale  of  tickets,  or  the  re- 
ceiving or  forwarding  of  freight  from  stations  now  In  use  for  such  pur- 
pose,  will  be  permitted  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission. 

•75-a.  Amended.  No  regular  freight  or  passenger  depot,  or  station, 
or  flag  station,  shall  be  closed  or  discontinued  by  any  railroad  operating 
in  the  State  of  Louisiana  without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission, except  for  causes  beyond  control  of  the  Railroad  Company. 

No  railroad  telegraph  office  where  conamercial  telegrams  are  han- 
dled shall  be  closed,  abandoned,  or  discontinued  without  the  consent  of 
the  Railroad  ConTmission  of  Louisiana  previously  obtained,  except  for 
causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  railroad  company. 

In  case  any  regular  passenger  depot  or  station,  or  railroad  telegraph 
oflUce  where  commercial  telegrams  are  handled,  or  flag  station,  is  closed 
for  causes  beyond  the  control  of  a  railroad  company,  a  full  report  of 
the  causes  requiring  the  closing  of  the  same  shall  be  made  to  the  Com- 
mission immediately  after  such  office  is  closed,  and,  unless  the  Com- 
mission, after  investigation,  gives  its  consent  to  the  permanent  closing 
of  the  regular  passenger  or  freight  depot,  or  station,  railroad  telegraph 
office,  or  flag  station,  then  arrangements  to  reopen  the  same  must  be 
made  by  the  railroad  company  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  date 
such  regular  freight  or  passenger  depot  or  station,  flag  station,  or  rail- 
road telegraph  ofllce  is  closed.     (Order  No.  1831.    November  24,  1914.) 

Applications  for  Renfovai  of  Spur  Tracks. 
♦75L-b.  AppUcationfl  for  permission  to  remove  a  spur  track,  si^e 
track,  appurtenance  or  facility  of  any  railroad  operating  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana  must  be  accompanied  by  the  written  consent  of  the  party  or 
parties  for  whom  the  spur  track,  side  track,  appurtenance  or  facility 
was  built,  or  the  parties  last  using  same.  Should  it  be  impossible  to 
obtain  such  written  consent,  then  the  application  for  removal  must  be 
accompanied  by  evidence  that  at  least  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  of  said 
application  has  been  posted  at  the  nearest  agency  stations  on  each  side 
of  the  spur  track,  side  track,  appurtenance  or  facility,  or  at  the  sta- 
tion at  which  it  is  located.     (Order  No.  1745,  June  30,  1914.) 

Rebuilding  Depots,  Platforms  and  Structures,  When  Destroyed. 

76.  Whenever  any  depot,  pagoda,  platform,  shed,  or  other  perma- 
nent structure,  used  in  connection  with  the  public  service  rendered  by  a 
railroad  in  Louisiana  is  destroyed  In  whole  or  in  part,  by  fire  or  other 
accidental  cause,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  Commission  by  letter, 
within  five  (5)  days  after  the  occurrence,  giving  the  date  of  the  same, 
and  the  approximate  amount  of  damage  to  the  property,  and  the  said 
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depot,  pagroda,  platform,  shec),  or  other  permanent  structure  so  destroyed 
or  injured,  shall  be  rebuilt  or  repaired  within  ninety  (90)  days  from 
the  date  of  the  accident,  unless  permission  is  secured  from  the  Com- 
mission, in  the  interim,  not  to  rebuild  or  restore  the  same. 

Locating  Depots. 

77.  Permission  for  the  location  of  depots  and  the  construction  of 
same  must  be  secured  from  this  Commission.  Application  for  such  per- 
mits must  be  accompanied  by  all  information  necessary  for  a  full  and 
proper  understanding  of  all  interests  to  be  Affected  thereby.  The  Com- 
mission reserves  the  right  to  pass  upon  the  location  of  all  switches 
and  spurs. 

Switches  and   Spurs.  ; 

78.  No  switches  or  spurs  in  use  In  this  State  shall  be  removed  or 
abandoned  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission. 
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Tariffs  and  Rules  Governing  Telegraph  Companies 


79.  No  telegraph  company  shall  charge  or  collect  more  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  cents  for  any  message  of  ten  words  or  less,  exclusive  of  date, 
address  and  signature^  between  any  two  points  on  its  lines  within  the 
limits  of  the  State,  nor  more  than  two  cents  for  each  additional  word 
on  any  day  message  nor  more  than  one  cent  for  each  additional  word 
on  a  night  message. 

(Note. — These  are  maximum  rates,  and  telegraph  companies  are 
permitted  to  establish  lower  rates  upon  application  to  the  Commission.) 

80.  All  messages  offered  for  transmission  must  be  promptly  for- 
warded and  delivered. 

81.  No  telegraph  office  where  messages  are  received  and  trans- 
mitted shall  be  discontinued  or  abolished  without  first  obtaining  the 
consent  of  this  Commission,  upon  an  application  duly  filed  by  said 
comipany  desiring  such  discontinuance,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the 
reasons  therefor. 
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Tariffs  and  Rules  Governing  Telephone  Companies 


Rate  for  Written  Messages. 

82.  No  telephone  company  shall  charge  or  collect  more  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  cents  for  any  written  message  of  ten  words  or  less,  exclusive 
of  date,  address  and  sigrnature,  between  any  two  points  on  its  lines  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  State,  nor  more  than  two  cents  for  each  additional 
word  on  any  day  message,  nor  more  than  one  cent  for  each  additional 
word  on  a  night  message. 

(Note. — These  are  maximum  rates,  and  telegraph  companies  are 
permitted  to  establish  lower  rates  upon  application  to  the  Commission.) 

Messages  Must  Be   Forwarded   Promptly. 

83.  All  messages  offered  for  transmission  must  be  promptly  for- 
warded and  delivered. 

Discontinuing  Telephone  Stations. 

84.  No  telephone  office  where  messages  are  received  and  trans- 
mitted shall  be  discontinued  or  abolished  without  first  obtaining  the 
consent  of  this  Commission  upon  an  application  duly  filed  by  the  said 
company  desiring  such  discontinuance,  wherein  shall  be  stated  the 
reasons  therefor. 

Advance  in  Rates. 

85.  There  shall  be  no  increase  in  the  rates  charged  for  rent  of 
instruments,  or  for  the  use  of  public  station  instruments  for  conversa- 
tion, without  the  consent  of  the  Commission;  nor  shall  any  rates  be 
put  in  force  at  new  exchanges,  or  on  new  toll  lines,  or  elsewhere,  before 
said  rates  shall  have  been  authorized  by  this  Commission. 

Telephone  Service  Not  to  Be  Discontinued. 

86.  No  subscriber  shall  be  hindered  in  the  enjoyment  of  telephone 
communication,  nor  shall  instruments  be  removed  from  the  premises 
of  subscribers  except  for  failure  to  pay  tariff  rates  authorized  by  this 
Commission. 

Long  Distance  Toll  Rates. 

87.  Long  distance  toll  rates  from  exchanges  shall  commence  from 
the  long  distance  toll  board,  and  shall  be  the  same  for  all  subscribers 
to  the  exchange  with  which  they  are  connected,  regardless  of  the  dis- 
tance from  the  subscriber's  telephone  to  the  exchange  with  which  he  is 
connected. 

Desk  Set  Telephones. 

88.  Where  subscribers  wish  nickel-plated  desk  set  telephones  in- 
stalled, or  an  expensive  form  of  cabinet  telephone,  telephone  companies 
will  be  permitted  to  charge  for  same  twenty-five  cents  per  month  over 
and  above  the  regular  charge  for  service  with  standard  instruments. 
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Party  Line  Rates  Beyond  Exchange  Radius. 

89.  Beyond  one  and  one-half  miles,  and  within  three  miles  from 
exchahges.  party  lines  will  be  installed  and  maintained  at  the  exchange 
rate  authorized  by  the  Commission  for  direct  lines  within  the  limits  of  . 
one  and  one-half  miles. 

Direct  Lines  Beyond   Exchange  Radius. 

90.  For  direct  line  service  outside  of  one  and  one-half  miles  from 
the  exchange,  and  inside  of  three  miles,  the  rate  shall  be  the  authorized 
direct  line  rate,  and  twenty-five  cents  per  month  additional  for  each 
half  mile,  or  fraction  thereof,  beyond  ctee  mile  and  a  half  from  the  ex- 
change. 

Contracts  for  Telephone  Service. 

91.  Telephone  companies  shall  hereafter  be  allowed  to  make  con- 
tracts with  new  subscribers  desiring  telephone  service,  to  keep  the 
telephones  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  beginning  of 
service,  at  rates  authorized  by  the  Commission  for  the  class  of  service 
desired.  If  any  party  desires  telephone  service  for  a  less  period  of  time 
than  twelve  months  it  shall  be  furnished  at  the  rates  authorized  by  the 
Commission  for  the  class  of  service  desired;  provided,  the  party  desiring 
service  pays  the  actual  cost  of  installation. 

Private  Branch  Exchanges. 

92.  Telephone  companies  may  enter  into  special  contracts  for 
service  of  an  extraordinary  or  irregular  nature,  such  as  operating  branch 
exchanges  in  hotels,  constructing  and  maintaining  extra  hazardous 
lines,  and  for  special  service,  at  rates  authorized  by  the  Commission,  for 
such  period  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  contracting 
parties;  provided,  copies  of  all  such  contracts  for  special  service  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Commission. 

"Exchange  Radius." 

93.  The  "exchange  radius"  shall  be  and  is  established  at  one  and 
one -half  miles  from  the  telephone  exchange,  except  in  towns  or  cities 
where  the  corporation  limits  are  farther  from  the  exchange  than  one 
and  one -half  miles,  in  which  case  the  exchange  radius  shall  be  the 
corporation  limits. 

(By  "exchange  radius"  is  meant  that  limit  or  distance  from  each 
exchange,  within  which  subscribers  to  the  exchange  are  to  receive 
telephone  service  at  the  rates  approved  or  established  by  the  Commis- 
sion for  the  different  exchanges  throughout  the  State.) 

Second  and  Third  Telephones,  Outside  of  Exchange  Radius. 

94.  When  a  subscriber  on  an  additional  or  direct  line,  outside  of  the 
exchange  radius  of  any  exchange  in  Louisiana,  desires  a  second  or  third 
telephone  placed  on  the  direct  line,  the  rate  for  such  second  or 
third  telephone  shall  be  the  party  line  rate  for  country  service  for 
connection  with  the  exchange  from  which  the  subscriber  is  served. 
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Country  Party  Lines  Limited  to  Five  Subscribers. 

95.  Hereafter  no  telephone  company  operating"  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana  shall  connect  more  than  five  subscribers  on  any  country  line 
in  the  State. 

No  lines  now  having  more  than  five  subscribers  shall  be  disturbed 
or  disconnected  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  of  Louisiana,  except  upon  the  request  of  one  or  more  sub- 
scribers. 

Printing  and  Posting  Telephone  Toll   Rates. 

96.  All  telephone  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
and  all  owners  of  public  telephone  lines  in  Louisiana,  shall  print  in 
all  of  their  telephone  directories  a  list  of  the  public  telephone  stations 
on  their  lines  in  Louisiana,  showing  the  rate  for  conversations  to  such 
stations  as  authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

All  telephone  companies  operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
all  owners  of  public  telephone  lines  in  Louisiana,  shall  print  and  keep 
posted  at  all  public  toll  stations  on  their  lines  in  Louisiana,  except  at 
exchanges  where  directories  are  printed,  a  list  of  its  toll  stations  in 
Louisiana,  together  with  the  toll  rate  to  each  of  said  stations  as 
authorized  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana. 

The  lists  of  stations  and  toll  rates  required  to  be  printed  and  posted 
by  this  rule  shall  be  revised  and  corrected  at  least  once  every  three 
months. 
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Annual   Report. 

97.  Annual  reports  shall  be  required  from  all  railroad,  steamboat 
and  other  watercraft,  express,  telephone,  telegraph  and  sleeping"  car 
companies,  and  pipe  lines,  to  be  filed  with  this  Commission  on  or  by  the 
15th  day  of  September  of  each  year.  These  reports  to  cover  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30  of  each  year,  and  must  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Commission. 

Failure  to  Furnish  Cars  at  ''Concentrating  Points." 

98.  Whenever  a  party  has  received  products  for  concentration  or 
manufacture  at  rates  authorized  or  established  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana'  providing  for  refunds  to  be  made  when  the  original 
product  or  a  certain  percentage  of  the  manufactured  product  Is  re- 
shipped  via  the  carrier  on  whose  line  the  shipment  originated,  and  the 
said  party  tenders  to  the  originating  carrier  the  return  shipments,  either 
of  the  original,  or  the  manufactured  products,  at  the  rate  of  two  car- 
loads every  five  days,  and  the  said  carrier  fails  to  furnish  cars  for  the 
loading  and  movement  of  such  shipments,  then  the  party  receiving  the 
shipment  for  concentration  or  manufacture  may  ship  via  another  line, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  refunds  which  may  be  due  when  such  ship- 
ments are  tendered. 

Furnishing  Cars  of  Specified  Length. 

98-a.  Where  shippers  order  cars  of  certain  lengths  and  cars  of 
greater  lengths  are  furnished  at  carriers'  convenience,  the  minimum 
provided  in  tariff  for  cars  of  length  ordered  will  be  protected,  subject 
to  actual  weight,  and  provided  further  that  shipment  made  could  have 
been  loaded  Into  car  of  the  length  ordered  by  shipper.  (Order  No.  1282, 
July  27,  1911.) 

Movement  of  Private  Cars. 

98 -b.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  companies,  after  they  have 
received  private  tank  cars  for  handling  molasses,  either  loaded  or  empty, 
for  transportation  between  any  two  points  on  their  respective  lines,  or 
after  they  have  received  cars  belonging  to  them,  loaded  with  molasses, 
to  move  the  said  cars  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  miles 
per  day,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  unless  the  distance  the 
cars  are  to  be  transported  is  less;  provided,  that  forty-eight  (48)  hours 
shall  be  allowed  on  all  cars  moving  through  the  switching  limits  of  New 
Orleans,  and  that  twenty-four  (24)  hours  shall  be  allowed  at  other 
points  of  initial  movement,  before  beginning  the  computation  of  per 
diem  mileage  above  provided  for;  and  provided  that  all  delays  incident 
to  storms,  overflows,  strikes,  wrecks,  or  other  causes  beyond  the  control 
of  the  railroad  companies,  shall  be  excepted  in  computing  per  diem 
mileage,  as  shall  also  the  time  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  these  tank 
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cars;  and  provided  further,  that  railroad  companies  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  move  said  tank  cars,  destined  to  or  from  branch  line  points 
further  than  the  junction  point  in  one  day,  and  such  Junction  point 
shall  be  considered  an  initial  point  for  further  movement. 

.Railroad  companies  shall  pay  to  owners  or  lessees  the  sum  of  one 
($1.00)  dollar  per  car  per  day,  Sundays  and  leg-al  holidays  excepted,  for 
every  day  that  the  above  mentioned  private  tank  cars  are  delayed  be-. 
yond  the  time  specified  in  this  rule. 

Flagging  Rules. 

♦99.  Amended.  That  when  a  train  stops  or  is  delayed,  under  cir- 
cumstances in  which  it  may  be  overtaken  by  another  train,  the  flagman 
must  go  back  immediately  with  stop  signals  a  sufficient  distance  to 
insure  full  protection.  When  recalled  he  may  return  to  his  train, 
first  placing  two  torpedoes  on  the  rail,  when  the  conditions  require  it. 
The  front  of  a  train  must  be  protected  in  the  same  way  when  necessary 
by  front  brakeman.  If  the  front  brakeman  is  not  available,  the  fireman 
must  act  In  his  place. 

A  sufficient  distance  to  insure  full  protection  requires  that  flagman 
shall  go  back  to  a  point  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train, 
where  he  must  place  one  torpedo  on  the  rail.  He  must  then  continue 
to  go  back  at  least  one-half  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train  and  place 
two  torpedoes  on  the  rail  not  more  than  two  rail  lengths  apart;  he  may 
then  return  to  within  one-fourth  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train,  and 
remain  there  until  recalled.  Should  a  train  be  seen  or  heard  approach- 
ing, he  must  remain  until  it  arrives.  When  he  comes  in,  he  will  remove 
the  torpedo  nearest  to"  train,  but  the  two  torpedoes  must  be  left  on  the 
rail  as  a  caution  signal  to  a  following  train. 

The  recall  of  a  flagman  is  the  most  critical  period,  and  when  there 
is  not  a  clear  view  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  train  must  be  moved  for- 
ward a  sufficient  distance  to  insure  safety  before  flagman  is  recalled. 

During  foggy  or  stormy  weather,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  obscure  curves 
or  descending  grades,  or  when  other  conditions  require  it,  the  flagmian 
will  increase  the  distance.  When  the  train  is  flagged,  the  engineman 
must  obtain  a  thorough  explanation  of  the  cause,  stopping  if  necessary. 

(a)  Between  sunset  and  sunrise,  the  flagman  shall,  immediately 
after  he  leaves  his  train,  light  a  red  fusee  and  carry  it  with  him  back 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  to  the  point  where  he  places  the  first  torpedo, 
and  must  leave  a  burning  fusee  at  the  same  point  as  the  first  torpedo. 

(b)  Should  the  speed  of  a  train  be  reduced  and  its  rear  thereby 
endangered,  making  it  necessary  to  check  a  following  train  before  a 
flagman  can  get  off,  a  lighted  fusee  must  be  thrown  on  the  track  at 
intervals  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  leading  train. 

(c)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  out  with  specific  instructions  affecting 
the  rights  of  trains,  such  instructions  must  be  in  writing. 
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(d)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  to  a  station  on  a  train,  he  will  ride  on 
the  engine,  and  engineman  must  stop  and  let  him  off  at  the  first  switch. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  above  rule  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  at 
once  by  the  various  railroads  in  Louisiana  among  their  trainmen,  and 
all  conductors  and  flagmen,  and  others  in  charge  of  trains,  jshall  be 
required  to  familiarize  themselves  therewith.  Flagmen  shall  be  ex- 
amined upon  this  rule,  and  other  operating  rules  prescribing  their 
duties,  by  proper  officials  of  their  respective  companies  at  Uast  once 
every  year,  and  when  so  examined,"  if  found  competent  to  continue  in 
the  service,  they  shall  be  given  a  certificate  by  the  examining  oflicer 
to  that  effect.  Before  allowing  a  flagman  to  enter  upon  his  duties  on 
a  train  operating  in  Louisiana,  he  shall  be  examined  on  the  above  rule 
and  the  operating  rules  of  the  company  pertaining  to  his  duties.  Records 
of  all  examinations  held  must  be  kept  in  the  superintendent's  oflice 
in  Louisiana  of  each  railroad,  subject  to  inspection  upon  demand  by 
the  Commission  at  any  time.  This  examination  may  Im  either  oral 
or  in  writing,  the  object  being  to  ascertain,  by  questioning,  whether  the 
employee  is  familiar  with  his  duties.  No  flagman  shall  be  permitted  to 
flag  on  any  train  in  Louisiana  until  he  has  served  an  apprenticeship 
as  a  flagman  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days,  and  made  at  least  two 
trips  over  the  route  which  will  be  the  run  of  the  train  to  which  he  is 
assigned,  with  an  experienced  flagman. 

(2)  That  no  employee  shall  be  promoted  to  the  position  of  flagman 
until  he  has  served  in  the  capacity  of  brakeman  or  switchman  for  a 
period  of  six  months;  provided,  that  on  freight  trains  he  may  serve  in 
the  capacity  of  both  brakeman  and  flagman,  provided  he  has  had  the 
required  thirty  days'  experience  as  flagman. 

All  rates,  rules,  regulations  and  orders  in  conflict  herewith  are 
cancelled.  (Order  No.  1517,  February  20,  1913,  as  amended  by  Order 
No.  1551  of  April  17,  1913.)  (Black-face  type  are  changes  made  by 
Order  No.  1551.) 

Amendment  to  Flagging  Rule. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana  may 
employ  as  flagmen  men  who  have  had  one  year  or  more  experience  in 
train  service  with  other  common  carrier  railroads,  who,  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  superintendent  of  the  railroad  employing  such  flagmen,  are 
competent  to  fill  the  positions  as  flagmen,  it  being  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  such  railroad  company,  before  such  men  are  employed  in  the 
capacity  of  flagmen,  to  study  carefully  the  flagging  rule  prescribed  by 
the  Railroad  Commission,  and  to  satisfy  the  superintendent  of  the  com- 
pany employing  such  flagmen,  through  oral  examination,  that  they  are 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  same,  and  competent  to  carry  out  its 
requirements.  Before  such  men  may  be  put  to  work  as  flagmen,  they 
must  also  be  carefully  examined  as  to  the  operating  rules  of  the  rail- 
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road  company  by  which  they  are  to  be  employed,  and  must  pass  an 
examination  upon  such  rules,  either  oral  or  written,  which  will  satisfy 
the  superintendent  that  they  are  fully  qualified  to  perform  their  duties. 
The  portions  of  Orders  1517  and  1551  heretofore  adopted  which  are 
in  conflict  with  this  rule  are  hereby  cancelled.  (Order  No.  1623,  Octobej 
21,   1913.) 

Switch  Lights. 

100.  All  railroads  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  where  night  trains 
are  scheduled,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  required  to  maintain  and  keep 
lighted  during  the  hours  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  switch  lights  on 
all  main  track,  yard  and  terminal  switches,  and  at  such  other  points  a.s 
may  be  deemed  reasonable  and  necessary  for  the  safe  operation  of  trains. 
Where  switches  are  such  as  no  additional  protection  is  afforded  by 
switch  lights  or  where  the  same  are  protected  by  other  standard  devices, 
such  as  automatic  block  signals,  no  lights  shall  be  required.  (Order 
No.  1697,  March  24,  1914.) 
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Rules  Governing  the  Installation  and  Mainten- 
ance of  Interlocking  Devices  and  the  Protect- 
ion of  Yard  Crossings  Not  Interlocked. 
Stopping  at  Crossings. 


101.  Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  companies 
operating  in  Louisiana,  as  an  incident  to  the  service  they  perform  and 
as  a  matter  of  safety  to  passengers,  to  require  all  trains  to  stop  not  less 
than  two  hundred  feet  before  crossing  the  track  or  tracks  of  another 
railroad  at  grade;  and  if  the  view  is  obstructed  trains  must  not  proceed 
until  a  flagman  is  sent  ahead  and  the  way  known  to  be  clear;  provided, 
that  when  a  grade  crossing  is  protected  by  an  interlocking  device,  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  trains  may  proceed 
over  such  crossing  without  stopping. 

"Where  there  is  a  clear  and  unobstructed  view,  trunk  line  trains  will 
n  It  be  required  to  stop  at  narrow  gauge  cane  track  crossings.  Gates 
must  be  set  to  clear  trunk  line  trains  when  these  cane  tracks  are  not 
in  use.     (Order  No.   1708,  March  26,   1914.) 

Installing   Interlockers. 

Sec.  2.  Where  a  railroad  company  desires  to  protect  an  existing 
grade  crossing  by  an  interlocking  device,  and  cannot  agree  with  the 
other  road  at  interest  as  to  the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  such 
interlocking  device  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated,  such 
road  may  apply  to  the  Railroad  Commission  by  petition  for  an  order 
requiring  installation  of  the  interlocking  device:  and,  if  after  investiga- 
tion the  Commission  decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  necessary,  it 
will  order  the  same  installed.  The  cost  of  installation  and  maintenance 
shall  be  decided  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  levers  required  to  operate 
the  switches  and  signals  of  each  road  and  the  expense  of  operation 
shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  roads  interested. 

Prorating  Cost  of  Installation. 

Sec.  3.  When  one  railroad  desires  to  cross  the  track  or  tracks  of 
an  existing  railroad,  and  the  two  railroads  cannot  agree  as  to  the  cross- 
ing, the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Railroad  Commission.  If,  after 
investigation,  the  Commission  decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  neces- 
sary, it  will  order  the  same  installed,  the  cost  of  installation  shall  be 
paid  by  the  railroad  desiring  to  cross  the  existing  railroad.  The  cost  of 
maintenance  shall  be  divided  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  levers 
required  to  operate  the  switches  and  signals  of  each  road,  and  the 
expenses  of  operation  shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  roads  at 
interest. 
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Commission  May  Order  Interlocking  Plant  Installed. 
Sec.  4.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  an  interlocking  device 
is  needed  at  any  grade  crossing,  due  notice  will  be  given  the  roads 
interested,  and  a  hearing  had.  If,  after  investigation,  the  Commission 
.decides  an  interlocking  plant  to  be  necessary,  it  will  order  the  same 
installed,  the  cost  of  installation,  maintenance  and  operation  to  be 
divided  as  provided  for  in  Section  2. 

Crossings  in  Yards. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  apply  to  grade  crossings  within 
yards  where  other  satisfactory  methods  of  protecting  the  movement 
of  trains  are  provided,  or  where  the  operation  of  an  interlocking  device 
would  be  impracticable. 

Existing  Contracts. 

Sec.  6.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  have  the  effect  of  abrogating 
any  existing  contracts  or  agreements  between  railroad  companies  rela- 
tive to  the  expense  of  installing,  operating  or  maintaining  interlockim^ 
devices  at  railroad  crossings  in  this  State. 

Changing  Rules. 

102.    The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  suspend  or  modify  the 
enforcement  of  any  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations  at  its  discretion.

103.  At  a  general  session  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 
held  in  its  office  in  the  Capitol,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  on  March 
23,  1910,  the  Chairman,  J.  J.  Meredith,  and  Commissioners  C.  L.  de 
Fuentes  and  Shelby  Taylor,  being  present,  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  Uniform  Demurrage  Rules,  as  ap- 
proved by  the  National  Association  of  Railway  Commissioners,  in  con- 
vention at  Washington,  D.  C,  in  November,  1909,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  adopted  and  approved  for  use  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  at  all 
points  where  Demurrage  and  Car  Service  Rules  apply: 

Rule  No.  1. — Cart  Subject  to  Rule. 

Cars  held  for  or  by  consignors  or  consignees  for  loading,  unloading, 
forwarding  directions,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  are  subject  to  these 
Demurrages  Rules,  except  as  follows: 

(a)  Cars  loaded  with  live  stock. 

(b)  Empty  cars  placed  for  loading  coal  at  mines  or  mine  sidings,  or 
coke  ovens. 

(c)  Empty  private  cars  stored  on  carrier's  or  private  tracks,  po- 
vided  such  cars  have  not  been  placed  or  tendered  for  loading  on  the 
orders  of  a  shipper. 

Note. — Private  cars  while  in  railroad  service,  whether  on  carrier's 
or  private  tracks,  are  subject  to  these  Demurrage  Rules  to  the  same 
extent  as  cars  of  railroad  ownership. 

(Empty  private  cars  are  in  railroad  service  from  the  time  they 
are  placed  by  the  carrier  for  loading  or  tendered  for  loading  on  the 
orders  of  a  shipper.  Private  cars  under  lading  are  in  railroad  service 
until  the  lading  is  removed  and  cars  are  regularly  released.  Cars  which 
belong  to  an  industry  performing  its  own  switching  service  are  in  rail- 
road service  from  the  time  they  are  placed  by  the  industry  upon  desig- 
nated interchange  tracks  and  thereby  tendered  to  the  carrier  for  move- 
ment. If  such  cars  are  subsequently  returned  empty  they  are  out  of 
service  when  withdrawn  by  the  industry  from  the  interchange;  if  re- 
turned under  load,  railroad  service  is  not  at  an  end  until  the  lading  Is 
duly  removed.) 

Rule  No.  2. — Free  Time  Allowed. 

(a)  Forty-eight  hours  (two  days)  free  time  will  be  allowed  for 
loading  or  unloading  on  all  commodities. 

(b)  Twenty-four  hours  (one  day)  free  time  will  be  allowed: 

1.   When  cars  are  held  for  reconsignment  or  switching  orders. 
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2.  When  cars  destined  for  delivery  to  or  for  forwarding  by  a  con- 
necting line  are  held  for  surrender  of  bill  of  lading  or  for  payment  of 
lawful  freight  charges. 

3.  When  cars  are  held  in  transit  and  placed  for  inspection  or 
grading. 

(c)  Cars  containing  freight  for  tran- -shipment  to  vessel  will  be 
allowed  such  free  time  at  the  ports  as  may  be  provided  in  the  tariffs 
of  the  carriers. 

Rule  No.  3. — Computing  Time. 

Note. — In  computing  time  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  (national, 
state  and  municipal)  will  be  excluded.  When  a  legal  holiday  falls  on  a 
Sunday,  the  following  Monday  will  be  excluded. 

(a)  On  cars  held  for  loading,  time  will  be  computed  from  the 
first  7  a.  m.  after  placement  on  public  delivery  tracks. 

(b)  On  cars  held  for  orders,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  Aral 
7  a.  m.  after  the  day  on  which  notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  consignee. 
On  cars  held  for  unloading,  time  will  be  computed. from  the  first  7  a.  m. 
after  placement  on  public  delivery  tracks  and  after  the  day  on  which" 
notice  of  arrival  is  sent  to  consignee. 

(c)  On  cars  containing  freight  in  bond,  time  will  be  computed  from 
the  first  7  a.  m.  after  permit  to  receive  goods  is  issued  to  consignees 
by  United  States  Collector  of  Customs* 

(d)  On  cars  containing  freight  subject  to  state  inspection,  time  will 
be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  inspection  by  state  officials. 

(e)  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  any  other  than  public  delivery 
tracks,  time  will  be  computed  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  actual  or  con- 
structive placement  on  such  tracks.  See  Rule  4  (Notification)  and  Rules 
5  and  6  (Constructive  Placement). 

(f)  On  cars  to  be  delivered  on  interchange  tracks  of  industrial 
plants  performing  their  own  switching  service,  time  will  be  computed 
from  the  first  7  a.  m.  following  actual  or  constructive  placement  on 
such  interchange  tracks  until  return  thereto.  See  Rule  4  (Notification) 
and  Rules  5  and  6  (Constructive  Placement).  Cars  returned  loaded 
will  not  be  recorded  released  until  necessary  billing  instructions  are 
given. 

Rule  No.  4.^ — Notifications. 

(a)  Consignee  shall  be  notified  by  carrier's  agent  in  writing,  or 
as  otherwise  agreed  to  by  carrier  and  consignee,  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  arrival  of  cars  and  billing  at  destination,  such  notice 
to  contain  point  of  shipment,  car  initials  and  number,  and  the  contents, 
and,  if  transferred  in  transit,  the  initials  and  number  of  the  original 
car.  In  case  car  is  not  placed  on  public  delivery  track  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  notice  of  arrival  has  been  sent  a  notice  of  placement 
shall  be  given  to  consignee. 
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(b)  When  cars  are  ordered  stopped  In  transit  the  party  order^ni: 
the  cars  stopped  shall  be  notified  upon  arrival  of  cars  at  point  of 
stoppage. 

(c)  Delivery  of  cars  upon  private  or  industrial  interchange  tracks, 
or  written  notice  to  the  consignee  of  readiness  to  so  deliver,  will  con- 
stitute notification  thereof  to  consignee. 

Rule  No.  5. — Placing  Cars  for  Unloading. 

(a)  When  delivery  of  cars  consigned  or  ordered  to  private  or  in- 
dustrial interchange  tracks  cannot  be  made,  on  account  of  the  act  or 
neglect  of  the  consignee,  or  the  inability  of  consignee  to  receive,  de- 
livery will  be  considered  to  have  been  made  when  the  cars  were 
tendered.  The  carrier's  agent  must  give  the  consignee  written  notice 
of  all  cars  he  has  been  unable  to  deliver  because  of  the  condition 
of  the  private  or  interchange  tracks  or  because  of  other  conditions  at- 
tributable to  consignee.  This  will  be  considered  constructive  placement. 
See  Rule  4   (Notification). 

(b)  When  delivery  cannot  be  made  on  specially  designated  public 
delivery  tracks,  on  Account  of  such  tracks  being  fully  occupied  or 
from  other  cause  beyond  the  control  of  the  carrier,  the  delivery  will 
be  made  at  the  nearest  available  point  accessible  to  the  consignee,  and 
the  consignee  so  notified. 

Rule  No.  6. — Cart  for  Loading. 

(a)  Cars  for  loading  will  be  considered  placed  when  such  cars  are 
actually  placed  or  held  on  orders  of  the  consignor.  In  the  latter  case 
the  agent  must  give  the  consignor  written  notice  of  all  cars  which  he 
has  been  unable  to  place  because  of  the  condition  of  the  private  track 
or  because  of  other  conditions  attributable  to  the  consignor.  This  will 
be  considered  constructive  placement. 

(b)  When  empty  cars,  placed  for  loading  on  orders,  are  not  used, 
demurrage  will  be  charged  from  the  first  7  a.  m.  after  placing  or  tender 
until  released,  with  no  time  allowance. 

Rulo  No.  7. — Domurrago  Chargos. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  free  time  allowed,  a  charge  of  11.00  per 
car  per  day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  will  be  made  until  car  is  released. 

Rule  No.  8. — Claims. 
No  demurrage  charges  shall  be  assessed  under  these  rules  for  de- 
tention of  cars  through  causes  named  below.   If,  through  error,  demur- 
rage charges  are  assessed  or  collected  under  such  conditions,  they  shall 
be  promptly  cancelled  or  refunded  by  the  carrier. 

Causes, 
(a)    Weather  interference. 

1.  When  the  condition  of  the  weather  during  the  prescribed  free 
time  is  such  as  to  maice  it  impossible  to  employ  men  or  teams  In  loading 
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or  unloading,  or  impossible  to  place  freight  in  cars,  or  to  move  it  from 
cars,  without  serious  injury  to  the  freight. 

2.  When  shipments  are  frozen  so  as  to  prevent  unloading  during 
the  prescribed  free  time,  or  when,  because  of  high  water  or  snowdrifts, 
it  is  impossible  to  get  to  cars  for  loading  or  unloading  during  the  pre- 
scribed free  time. 

(b)  Bunching. 

1.  Cars  for  Loading. — ^When,  by  reason  of  delay  or  irregularity  of 
the  carrier  in  filling  orders,  cars  are  bunched  and  placed  for  loading 
in  accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  orders,  the  shipper  shall  be 
allowed  such  free  time  for  loading  as  he  would  have  been  entitled  to 
had  the  cars  been  placed-  for  loading  as  ordered. 

2.  Cars  for  Unloading  or  Reoonsigning. — When,  as  a  direct  result 
of  the  act  or  neglect  of  carriers,  cars  destined  for  one  consignee,  at  one 
point,  and  transported'  via  the  same  route,  are  bunched  in  transit  and 
delivered  in  accumulated  numbers  in  excess  of  daily  shipments,  claim 
to  be  presented  to  the  carrier's  agent  before  the  expiration  of  the  free 
time.  The  consignee  shall  be  allowed  such  free  time  a^  he  would  have 
been  entitled  to  had  the  cars  been  delivered  In  accordance  with  the 
daily  rate  of  shipment. 

(c)  Demand  of  overcharge. 

When  the  carrier's  agent  demands  the  payment  of  transportation 
charges  in  excess  of  taritf  authority. 

(d)  Delayed  or  improper  notice  by  carrier. 

Note. — When  notice  has  been  given  in  substantial  compliance  with 
the  requirements  as  specified  by  the  rules,  the  consignee  shall  not  there- 
after have  the  right  to  call  in  question  the  sufficiency  of  such  notice 
unless  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  the  same  he  shall  serve 
upon  the  delivering  carrier  a  full  written  statement  of  his  objections 
to  the  sufficiency  of  said  notice. 

(e)  Railroad  errors  or  omissions. 

Rule  No.  9.— Average  Agreement. 

When  a  shipper  or  receiver  enters  into  the  following  agreement, 
the  charge  for  detention  to  cars,  provided  for  by  Rule  7,  on  all  cars  held 
for  loading  or  unloading  by  such  shipper  or  receiver,  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  time  of  detention  to  all  such  cars 
during  each  calendar  month,  such  average  detention  to  be  computed  as 
follows: 

(a)  A  credit  of  one  day  will  be  allowed  for  each  car  released  within 
the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  free  time.  A  debit  of  one  day  will  be 
charged  for  each  twenty-four  hours  or  fraction  thereof  that  a  car  is 
detained  beyond  the  first  forty-eight  hours  of  free  time.  In  no  case 
shall  more  than  one  day's  credit  be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and  in  no 
case  shall  more  than  seven  (7)  days'  credit  be  applied  in  cancellation  of 
debits  accruing  on  any  one  car. 
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(b)  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of  days 
credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  days  debited,  and 
11.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal  or  exceed 
the  debits,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars,  and 
no  payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account  of  such 
excess  of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debits  of  any  one 
month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention  for  another 
month. 

(c)  Credits  earned  on  cars  belonging  to  one  class  of  equipment 
shall  not  be  used  in  offsetting  debits  accruing  on  cars  belonging  to  a 
different  class  of  equipment.  For  the  purpose  of  applying  this  provision 
cars  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  two  classes:  (1)  box  cars,  including 
refrigerator  cars;   (2)  freight  cars  of  all  other  description. 

(d)  A  shipper  or  receiver  who  elects  to  take  advantage  of  tkis 
average  agreement  shall  not  be  entitled  to  cancellation  or  refund  of 
demurrage  charges  under  Sections  "a"  and  *'b'*  of  Rule  8.

In  no  case 
shall  more  than  one  days  credit  be  allowed  on  any  one  car,  and  in  no 
case  shall  more  than  seven  (7)  days'  credits  be  applied  in  cancellation 
of  debits  accruing  on  any  one  car. 

(b)  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  month  the  total  number  of  days 
credited  will  be  deducted  from  the  total  number  of  days  debited,  and 
$1.00  per  day  charged  for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal  or  exceed 
the  debits,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars,  and  no 
payment  will  be  made  to  shippers  or  receivers  on  account  of  such  excess 
of  credits,  nor  shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debits  of  any  one 
month  be  considered  in  computing  the  average  detention  for  another 
month. 

(c)  Credits  earned  on  cars  belonging  to  one  class  of  equipment 
shall  not  be  used  in  offsetting  debits  accruing  on  cars  belonging  to  a 
different  class  of  equipment.  For  the  purpose  of  applying  this  pro- 
vision, cars  shall  be  deemed  to  consist  of  two  classes:  (1)  box  cars, 
including  refrigerator  cars;    (2)  freight  cars  of  all  other  description.

Railway  &  Navigation  Company  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  for  authority  to  cancel  certain  rates  between  Shreveport  and 
Moreauville-Mansura.  It  is  desired  to  cancel  the  special  rates  now  in 
effect,  and  to  apply  in  lieu  thereof  the  mileage  rates  for  the  distances 
Involved   between   Shreveport  and   Mansura-Morauvllle. 
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The  grantlngr  of  the  application  of  the  carriers  was  opposed  by  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Alex- 
andria Traffic  Bureau.  The  Commission  made  a  full  investigation  into 
the  application,  and  is  of  the  opinion  that,  while  there  is  very  little 
movement  from  Shreveport  to  the  points  named,  no  reasonable  neces- 
sity exists  for  the  granting  of  the  petitions, ,  and  the  Issuance  of  the 
authority  requested  would  tend  to  create  discrimination  in  rates  be- 
tween certain  points. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDlBRED,  That  the  application  of  the  Louisiana  Railway  & 
Navigation  Company  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  for 
authority  to  cancel  certain  rates  on  classes  and  commodities  between 
Shreveport  and  Mansura-Moreauville  and  apply  in  lieu  thereof  the 
mileage  rates,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  denied,  and  the  case  is  dismissed.

In  the  MAtt«r  of  Passenger  Fares  on   Mixed  .Trains. 

This  proceeding  was  Instituted  by  the  Conmilssion  on  the  applica- 
tion of  Hon.  Charles  F.  Labarre,  of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

'  In  the  petition  it  was  asked  that  the  Commission  fix  a  passenger 
fare  rate  for  so-called  mixed  trains  and  for  freight  trains  which  trans- 
port passengers,  and  also  that  the  Commission  classify  the  passenger 
fare  rates  in  the  State  in  accordance  with  the  class  of  service  rendered, 
the  fare  on  first-class  passenger  trains  to  remain  undisturbed,  but  the 
fare  on  mixed  or  freight  trains  to  be  fixed  at  one -third  the  regular 
rate,  or  one  cent  per  mile. 

A  full  hearing  was  had  and  a  complete  investigation  made. 

Mr.  Labarre,  the  petitioner,  appeared  in  behalf  of  his  application, 
and  the  representatives  of  nearly  all  the  carriers  in  the  State  were 
present  and  testified  on  behalf  of  the  defendant  companies. 

The  testimony  of  various  witnesses,  including  Mr.  Labarre,  was 
taken.  The  great  preponderance  of  testimony  tended  to  show  that  the 
service  rendered  by  the  mixed  trains  and  freight  trains  was  purely 
an  accommodation  or  convenience  service,  established  by  the  carriers 
at  the  solicitation  of  the  traveling  public,  particularly  the  traveling 
salesmen,  and  that  in  no  instance  did  the  carriers  themselves  desire  to 
establish  the  service  or  continue  It  in  operation.  Many  of  the  roads  In 
the  State  are  carrying  passengers  on  mixed  and  freight  trains,  under 
orders  of  the  Commission,  and  under  protest.  It  was  the  almost  unani- 
mous opinion  of  all  the  representatives  of  the  carriers  present  that,  1' 
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the  Commission  would  so  permit,  this  .class  of  service  would  be  gladly 
anbandoned.  Many  reasons  were  advanced  to  show  that  the  service 
under  discussion  was  unprofitable  financially;  that  the  danger  of  per- 
sonal injury  was  great,  and  that  the  personal  damage  claims  arising 
from  injuries  to  those  traveling  on  these  inferior  trains  was  many 
times  greater  than  the  claims  for  injuries  received  by  those  traveling 
on  exclusive  passenger  trains.  The  revenue  derived  from  this  service 
was  infinitesimal,  the  passengers  invariably  riding  only  short  distances. 
On  a  whole,  the  service  was  utterly  undesirable  on  the  part  of  the 
carriers.  £^9^9^ 

The  representative  of  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Mr. 
Geo.  T.  Atkins,  Jr.,  intervened  on  behalf  of  that  organization  and 
strongly  opposed  the  proposition.  It  was  also  shown  that  on  certain 
of  the  smaller  roads  of  the  State  mixed  trains  are  the  only  trains  oper- 
ated and  to  reduce  the  passenger  fares  on  these  roads  to  one  cent  per 
mile  would  be  discriminatory,  unreasonable  and  unjust. 

Under  all  the  circumstances  in  this  case,  the  Commission  does  not 
feel  that  it  would  be  justified  in  establishing  a  one-cent-per-mile  fare 
for  passengers  riding  on  mixed  or  freight  trains.  Such  an  order  would 
be  unreasonable  and  would  not  be  of  any  benefit  to  the  State. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  petition  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  denied  and  the 
case  dismissed.

Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Violation   of   Provisions   of    Rules   24,  47,   and  47-A,    Relative  to 
Reporting  Accidents. 

Upon  information  gained  through  one  of  its  Commissioners,  this 
proceeding  was  Instituted  by  the  Commission  against  the  Vicksburg, 
Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  violating  the  provisions  of 
Rules  Nos.  24,  47,  and  47 -A,  all  relating  to  the  filing  of  reports  with  the 
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Commission  concerning  accidents,  and  also  giving  information  to  pas- 
sengers about  to  take  trains  of  delays  likely  to  occur  on  account  of 
wrecks  on  the  line  ahead  of  the  departing  train. 

A  full  investigation  has  been  made,  from  which  it  is  found  that  the 
accident  on  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  which  oc- 
curred at  about  2:30  p.  m.  on  December  24,  1913,  did  not  result  In  the 
.serious  Injury  or  death  of  any  passenger.  This  fact  relieved  the  com- 
pany from  making  a  telegraphic  report,  as  required  by  Rule  No.  24. 
A  written  report  of  the  accident  was  subsequently  made,  in  accordanco 
with  the  rule.  The  evidence,  therefore,  shows  that  Rule  No.  24  was  not 
violated.  Rules  Nos.  47  and  47-A  require  that  information  be  given 
passengers  by  conductors  or  other  employees  in  charge  of  trains  before 
they  leave  a  station  of  delays  likely  to  be  occasioned  by  wrecks  ahead 
of  the  train,  and  Rule  No.  47  requires  that  agents  shall  post  informa- 
tion upon  bulletin  boards  prior  to  the  departure  of  trains  concerning 
the  delays  likely  to  occur  on  account  of  any  wrecks  or  other  obstacles. 
There  is  no  evidence  in  the  record  that  the  latter  rules  were  not  com- 
plied with,  except  that  the  superintendnt  did  tstlfy  that  at  several 
stations  the  information  was  posted,  and  that  the  conductor  on  the 
rain  informed  some  of  the  passengers  that  there  was  a  wreck,  but  he 
did  not  know  how  serious  the  delay  would  be.  The  Commission's  rules 
referred  to  are  intended  to  prevent  passengers  from  taking  trains  which 
will  be  delayed  and  thereby  cause  them  to  reach  their  destinations  at 
unreasonable  hours,  or  to  miss  connections.  The  evidence  is  not  suffi- 
cient in  this  case  to  hold  the  company  for  a  violation  of  the  rules;  but 
we  feel  constrained  to  admonish  superintendents  and  others  in  charge 
of  trains  that  this  rule  must  be  strictly  observed,  and  upon  specific 
proof  of  its  violation  the  penalties  provided  by  law  will  be  inflicted. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  this  proceeding  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  dis- 
missed.

Amending  Order  654  With  Reference  to  Four-Cent  Passenger  Fare. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  upon  its  own 
motion. 

Order  No.  654,  adopted  by  this  Commission  March  19,  1907,  con- 
tains a  provision  that — 

•*When  a  passenger  fails  to  provide  himself  with  a  ticket  at  a  sta- 
tion where  tickets  are  on  sale,  except  for  the  causes  set*  forth  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commission,  then  the  railroad  company 
transporting  the  passenger  may  collect  one  (1)  cent  per  mile  addi- 
tional up  to  fifty  miles." 

There  are  some  cases  where  it  is  impossible  for  passengers  to 
provide  themselves  with  tickets,  even  at  ticket  ofllces,  before  boarding 
trains.  The  Commission  considers  that  the  present  additional  charge 
of  one  cent  per  mile  is  excessive  in  many  cases.  It  is  true  the  amount 
cannot  be  collected  on  distances  beyond  fifty  miles,  but  in  a  case  where 
a  passenger  is  going  twenty -five  or  thirty  miles,  the  charge  of  one 
cent  additional  is  unreasonable.  There  is  no  objection  to  a  reasonable 
penalty  being  placed  upon  a  passenger  failing  to  provide  himself  with 
ticket,  and  we  are,  therefore,  willing  to  allow  a  maximum  penalty 
charge  of  ten  (10)  cents  to  be  added  to  the  three  -cents  per  mile  pas* 
senger  rate  up  to  a  distance  of  fifty  miles,  and  except  where  the  dis- 
tanc  traveled  is  ten  miles  or  less. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  Order  No.  654,  adopted  by  this  Commission  March 
19,  1907,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  amended,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  col- 
lection of  an  additional  one  (1)  cent  per  mile  from  passengers,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

"When  a  passenger  fails  to  provide  himself  with  a  ticket  at  a  sta- 
tion where  tickets  are  on  sale,  except  for  the  causes  set  forth  in  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Commission,  then  the  railroad  company 
transporting  the  passenger  may  collect  one  (1)  cent  per  mile  addi- 
tional, with  a  maximum  of  ten   (10)   cents.

Violation  of  Provisions  of  Order  No.  1298. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  on  its  own 
motion,  upon  information  furnished  by  J.  L.  Beer  &  Co.,  of  New  Or- 
leans, Louisiana. 

The  complaint  made  was  that  the  American  Blxpress  Company  is 
habitually  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Commission's  Order  No.  1298, 
issued  September  22,  1911,  by  not  having  sufficient  help  on  its  deliven* 
wagons  to  unload  such  shipments  as  are  too  heavy  or  bulky  to  be 
handled  by  one  man.  It  was  charged  that  a  specific  instance  of  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  order  occurred  on  December  9,  1913, 
when  the  said  American  Express  Company  tendered  the  said  business 
firm  of  J.  L.  Beer  &  Co.,  in  New  Orleans,  for  delivery  ten  coops  of 
poultry  with  only  one  man  to  handle  the  same. 

The  defendant  company  was  given  notice  of  this  violation,  and 
accordingly  a  hearing  had,  which  hearing  was  held  by  the  Commission 
in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  on  January  13,  1914. 

The  -Commission's  investigation  showed  that  the  defendant  com- 
pany had  violated  the  provisions  of  the  order  in  question,  and  that  the 
circumstances  attendant  upon  such  violations  furnish  no  excuse  for 
the  admitted  violation  of  the  Commission's  order. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  American  Express  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  required  to  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  (^100.00)  for  violating  the  provisions  of  Order 
No.  1298,  Issued  September  22,  1911,  by  failing,  on  December  9,  1913,  to 
have  sufficient  help  on  its  delivery  wagon  to  unload  a  shipment  un- 
questionably too  heavy  and  bulky  to  be  handled  by  one  man,  and  the 
Attorney  General  is  requested  to  institute  suit  to  recover  this  fine.

Upon  further  consideration  of  the  record  in  the  above  entitled  case, 
and  of  the  petition  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Yazoo  8t  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company,  heretofore  filed,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  provisions  of  Order  No.  1660,  adopted  by  this 
Commission  December  3,  1913,  in  so  far  as  they  apply  to  the  Illinois 
Central  and  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Companies  bo, 
and  the  same  are,  hereby  amended  and  modified  as  follows: 

"It  is  ordered,  That  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  be,  and  they  are,  hereby 
commanded  and  required  to  install  on  their  main  lines,  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  except  such  portions  as  are  already  blocked,  and  to  place 
in  operation  as  soon  as  completed  an  approved  block  system,  such  as 
will  reasonably  conserve  the  safety  of  life  and  property,  at  the  rate  of 
not  less  than  twenty  miles  per  year;  provided,  that  if  the  said  Yazoo  & 
Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  shall  install  and  put  into  opera- 
tion an  automatic  block  system  of  the  latest  approved  design  on 
eighty-two  (82)  miles  of  its  track,  beginning  at  Kenner  Junction  and 
ending  at  North  Baton  Rouge,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  this 
order,  the  said  Illinois  Central  and  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Rail- 
road Companies  will  be  relieved  from  the  obligation  of  making  any  fur- 
ther installments  except  at  railroad  crossings,  for  four  (4)  years  from 
the  date  of  this  order;  provided,  also,  that  the  said  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  Company  and  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  put  in  such  addition  block  systems  from  time  to  time  as 
the  increase  of  traffic  or  other  conditions  may  warrant. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  should  the  said  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Rail- 
road Company  fail  to  complete  and  put  into  operation  the  82  miles 
of  block  system  between  Kenner  Junction  and  North  Baton  Rougb 
within  the  time  specified  in  this  order,  then  and  in  that  event  tiia 
original  order  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 

All    conflicting   portions    of    Order   No.    1660    of   December    3/   1913, 
are  hereby  annulled  and  cancelled.

Rule  Relative  to  Protecting  Trains. 

In  further  consideration  of  the  matter  of  flagging  rule  established 
by  this  Commission's  Orders  1517  and  1561,  as  amended  by  its  Order 
1623,  and  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company 
and  .the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  that  the  suits 
now  pending  in  the  Twenty -Second  Judicial  District  Court,  Parish  of 
East  Baton  Rouge,  entitled  "No.  3314,  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company 
versus  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,"  and  No.  3315,  Yazoo  &  Mis- 
sissippi Valley  Railroad  Company  versus  Railroad  Conmiission  of  Lou- 
isiana," in  which  the  said  flagging  rule  as  prescribed  by  Orders  1517 
and  1551  are  being  contested,  will  be  dismissed  and  the  rule  compliea 
with  if  the  said  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  and  the  Yazoo  & 
Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  are  allowed  to  rearrange  the 
sequence  of  the  said  rules  and  to  eliminate  from  Section  B  of  the 
original  rule  the  word  "red"  in  the  last  clause  thereof,  preceding  the 
word  "fusee";  and  the  said  modifications  of  the  rule  being,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Conamission,  without  prejudice  to  the  safety  of  the  rule,  the 
changes  being  immaterial,  it  is  now,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  rule  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  estab- 
lished for  the  protection  of  trains  from  rear  and  head  end  collisions  on 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  and  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Rail- 
road, to -wit: 

FLAGGING    RULE. 

That  when  a  train  stops  or  is  delayed,  under  circumstances  in 
which  it  may  be  overtaken  by  another  train,  the  flagman  must  go  back 
immediately  with  stop  signals  a  sufficient  distance  to  insure  full  pro- 
tection. When  recalled  he  may  return  to  his  train,  first  placing  two 
torpedoes  on  the  rail,  when  the  conditions  require  it.  The  front  of  a 
train  must  be  protected  in  the  same  way  when  necessary  by  front 
brakeman.  If  the  front  brakeman  is  not  available,  the  fireman  must 
act  in  his  place. 

A  sufficient  distance  to  insure  full  protection  requires  that  a  flag- 
man shall  go  back  to  a  point  one-fourth  mile  from  the  rear  of  his 
•train,  where  he  must  place  one  torpedo  on  the  rail.  He  must  then 
continue  to  go  back  at  least  one -half  mile  from  the  rear  of  his  train 
and  place  two  torpedoes  on  the  rail  not  more  than  two  rail  lengths 
apart;  he  may  then  return  to  within  one -fourth  mile  from  the  rear 
of  his  train,  and  remain  there  until  recalled.  Should  a  train  be  seen 
or  heard  approaching,  he  must  remain  until  it  arrives.    When  he  comes 
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in,  he  will  remove  the  torpedo  nearest  to  the  train,  but  the  two  tor- 
pedoes must  be  left  on  the  rail  as  a  caution  sigmal  to  a  following  train. 

The  recall  of  a  flagman  is  the  most  critical  period,  and  when  there 
is  not  a  clear  view  of  at  least  one-half  mile,  train  must  be  moved 
forward  a  sufficient  distance  to  insure  safety  before  flagman  is  recalled. 

During  foggy  6v  stormy  weather,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  obscure 
curves  or  descending  grades,  or  when  other  conditions  require  it,  the 
flagman  will  increase  the  distance.  When  the  train  is  flagged,  the 
engineman  must  obtain  a  thorough  explanation  of  the  cause,  stopping 
if  necessary. 

(a)  Between  sunset  and  sunrise,  the  flagman  shall,  immediately 
after  he  leaves  his  train,  light  a  red  fusee  and  carry  it  wi'th  him  back 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  to  the  point  where  he  places  the  first  torpedo, 
and  must  leave  a  burning  fusee  at  the  same  point  as  the  first  torpedo. 

(b)  Should  the  -speed  of  a  train  be  reduced  and  its  rear  thereby 
endangered,  making  it  necessary  to  check  a  following  train  before  a 
flagman  can  get  off,  a  lighted  fusee  must  be  thrown  on  the  track  at 
intervals  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  leading  train. 

(c)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  out  with  specific  instructions  affecting 
the  rights  of  trains,  such  instructions  must  be  in  writing. 

(d)  When  a  flagman  is  sent  to  a  station  on  a  train,  he  will  ride 
on  the  engine,  and  engineman  must  stop  and  let  him  oft  at  the  first 
switch. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  provisions  of  Orders  1517,  1551,  and  1623  here- 
tofore adopted  by  this  Commission  in  conflict  with  the  above  rule  be, 
and  the  same  are,  hereby  cancelled,  in  so  far  as  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad  and  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Companies  are  con- 
cerned. 

It  is  further

Pursuant  to  notice,  a  special  session  of  the  Commission  was  held 
in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  City  Hall,  at  New  Orleans,  on  March 
10  and  11,  1914,  to  hear,  consider  and  adjust  complaints  against  express 
rates  in  the  Svate  of  Louisiana. 

Having  received  numerous  complaints  against  the  express  rates  on 
articles  properly  moving  under  the  classification  of  "General  Specials," 
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and  a  few  complaints  against  the  merchandise  rates  authorized  in  the 
new  block  tariffs,  as  applicable  to  certain  commodities,  and  having  duly 
considered  the  same,  the  Commission  finds  that  advantsws  were  made 
in  the  rates  on  commodities  listed  in  the  Official  Ebcpress  Classification 
No.  21,  which  were  not  intended  or  warranted  under  the  Commission's 
Order  No.  1670,  which  provided  that  "Existing  commodity  rates  ap- 
proved or  established  by  this  Commission  applicable  to  Lioulsiana  Intra- 
state business  shall  be,  and  the  same  are,  continued  In  full  force  and 
effect  until  otherwise  ordered." 

In  all  cases,  therefore,  where  higher  rates  than  those  in  efles-t 
prior  to  February  1,  1914,  have  been  charged  and  collected  on  ship- 
ments by  express  of  any  article  listed  in  Ofllclal  Express  Classification 
No.  21,  refunds  shall  be  made  to  shippers. 

The  investigation  has  not  developed  any  serious  objection  to  the 
new  rate  system,  except  in  one  locality,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  pro- 
posed sub -block  modifications,  which  will  become  effective  April  1,  1914, 
the  restoration  of  the  Scale  N  rates  on  the  conmiodities  listed  as  "Gen- 
eral Specials"  in  the  old  express  classification,  the  adoption  of  a  com- 
modity tariff  on  laundry,  and  the  adjustment  of  the  individual  com- 
plaints which  will  follow  from  time  to  time,  will  afford  all  shippers 
adequate  relief. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  great  bulk  of  the  express  business 
moves  in  packages  weighing  considerably  less  than  100  pounds.  The 
representatives  of  the  express  companies  stated  that  their  investigation 
showed  that  eighty  (80)  per  cent  of  the  Louisiana  intrastate  packages 
weigh  less  than  fifty  (50)  pounds.  When  the  general  investigation 
was  made  by  this  Commission  in  1910  and  1911,  and  its  order  establish- 
ing express  rates  was  published,  the  objection  to  it  was  that  the  rates 
on  small  packages  had  not  been  reduced  sufllciently  to  materially 
benefit  shippers,  the  contention  being  that  the  bulk  of  the  express  busi- 
ness moved  in  small  packages  weighing  less  than  100  pounds. 

That  many  reductions  have  been  made  in  the  light  weight  pack- 
ages is  unquestionably  true,  and  the  net  result  of  the  application  of 
the  new  rates  is  a  substantial  reduction  in  express  rates,  although  it  is 
true  that  the  rates  per  100  pounds  have  been  advanced  in  many  in- 
stances. 

One  day's  business  at  Lafayette  shows  that  there  were  207  pack- 
ages shipped.  There  were  155  reductions,  27  shipments  where  the  new 
rates  made  no  change  in  the  old  rates,  and  25  advances,  the  net  result 
being  that  the  Lafayette  shippers  would  have  paid  $3.60  more  under 
the  new  rates  than  they  paid  under  the  old.  However,  the  advances 
were  principally  on  commodities  formerly  moving  under  the  old  "(gen- 
eral Special,"  or  "Scale  N"  rates,  which  would  not  have  been  disturbed, 
and  which  are  now  being  restored.  The  applieation  of  these  rates 
to  Lafayette  movement  will  cause  the  same  traffic  to  be  bandied  for 
less  than  was  formerly  paid,  and  therefore  the  figures  in  the  state- 
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ment  filed  will  be  modified,  and  the  shippers  benefited  on  their  actual 
shipments.

ORDERED,  That  the  American  Express  Company,  the  United  States 
Express  Company,  the  Southern  Express  Company  and  the  Wells  Fargo 
&  Company  Express  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  notified  that  this  Com- 
mission's Order  No.  1670,  issued  and  adopted  January  27,  1914,  pre- 
scribing express  rates,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  State  of  Louisiana 
and  providing  "that  the  existing  commodity  rates  approved  and  estab- 
lished by  this  Commission  applicable  to  Louisiana  intrastate  business 
shall  be,  and  the  same  are,  continued  in  full  force  and  effect  until 
otherwise  ordered,"  was  not  Intended  or  issued  as  an  authority  to 
advance  rates  which  were  carried  in  Express  Classification  No.  21  under 
head  of  General  Specials,  the  .same  general  specials  having  been  re- 
garded by  this  Commission  as  commodity  rates,  they  being  lower  than 
the  standard  merchandise  rates  applying  on  express  packages  between 
points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  prescribed  in  table  No.  1,  on  the 
commodities  named  in  table  No.  2,  which  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Commission,  reasonable  and  just:

This  condition  now  exists,  as  shown  in  Agent  Leland's  Tariff  57  Series^ 
and  there  does,  therefore,  seem  to  be  justification  for  the  petition  «»/ 
the  carriers. 
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No  good  reason  against  the  granting  of  the  application  of  the  peti- 
tioners has  been  advanced,  and  the.  Commission  itself  does  not  find 
sufficient  grounds  upon  which  an  objection  to  the  granting  of  the 
prayer  of  the  applicants.

Violation  of  Proviiions  of  Rule  No.  44,  Relative  to  Keeping  Wait- 
ing Room  at  Greenwood  Properly  Heated. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  upon  receipt  of 
complaints  made  by  patrons  of  the  defendant  company.  A  full  and 
complete  investigation  was  made. 

Greenwood  is  a  station  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  about 
eighteen  miles  from  Shreveport,  near  the  stafe  line.  It  is  a  regular 
station,  where  an  agent  is  employed  during  the  day.  There  is  no  agent 
on  duty  at  night.  The  passenger  traffic  consists  of  persons  who  go  to 
Shreveport  to  do  their  shopping,  a  large  number  of  whom  are  women 
and  children.  The  waiting  rooms  are  left  open  for  the  daily  train, 
which  passes  about  6:30  in  the  morning,  and  lights  are  provided;  but 
no  arrangements  are  made  for  heating  the  waiting  room  at  this  fiom,, 
thus  subjecting  the  passengers  during  the  winter  months  to  unneces- 
sary hardship  and  inconvenience. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  the  carrier  to  make  provision  for  heating  the  wait- 
ing rooms  in  this  depot,  and  in  all  other  depots  of  a  like  character, 
whenever  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  so  requires,  and  provisions 
must  be  made  accordingly. 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the 
company  as  to  the  application  of  the  Commission's  rule,  and  for  that 
reason  the  case  will  be  held  in  abeyance,  and  no  fine  inflicted  at  this 
time,  in  order  to  give  the  company  an  opportunity  to  comply  with  this 
rule.

tectural design  and  finish  as  befits  the  Capital  City  of  Louisiana." 

The  defendant  company  has  filed  an  answer  in  which  it  is  stated 
that,  while  no  plans  have  as  yet  been  made  for  the  passenger  station 
at  Baton  Rouge,  on  account  of  insufficient  time  to  carefully  consider 
the  matter,  it  is  certain  that  when  the  plans  are  made  they  will  be  of 
a  character  to  amply  serve  the  needs  of  the  public. 

The  Commissioners  are  perfectly  familiar  with  the  conditions  which 
existed  at  the  old  depot  before  the  fire.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
the  accommodations  provided  by  the  defendant  company  were  entirely 
inadequate  for  the  accommodation  of  the  traffic  and  that  the  waiting 
rooms  were  totally  insuflacient  and  in  no  way  commensurate  with  the 
needs  or  necessities  of  the  traveling  public.  The  Commission  believes 
that  a  depot  of  either  brick,  stone  or  concrete,  of  sufficient  size  for  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  the  public,  should  be  provided  by  the  de- 
fendant company. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,   therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  construct  and  maintain 
In  the  City  of  Baton  Rouge  an  adequate,  comfortable  and  modern  pas- 
senger depot,  in  conformity  with  the  reasonable  requirements  of  the 
public. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  date  of  this 
order  the  said  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  file  with  this  Commission  for  its 
approval  as  to  adequacy,  convenience  and  comfort,  plans  and  specifica-

Pursuant  to  notice,  a  hearing  was  grranted  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  & 
Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company,  on  its  application  for  authority 
to  cancel  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds  now  carried  in  its  tariffs  on 
bagging  and  ties,  carloads,  from  New  Orleans  to  Alexandria  and  Shreve- 
port, Louisiana,  and  publish  in  lieu  thereof  fifth  class  rate  of  22  cents 
per  100  pounds.

The  complaint  is  against  an  interstate  rate  from  Osmeek,  Louisiana, 
to  points  outside  of  Louisiana,  made  up  on  the  combination  of  locals 
via  Ferriday.

ex  parte.  No.  1612. 

Application  for  Advance  in   Rate  on  Lumber  from  7  to  9  Cents 
Per  100  Pounds  from  Alexandria  to  New  Orleans. 

This  case  was  taken  up  according  to  previous  assignment.  It  In- 
volves the  reasonableness  of  the  existing  rate  of  seven  (7)  cents  per 
100  pounds  on  lumber,  carloads,  from  Alexandria  to  New  Orleans,  which 
rate  has  been  in  effect  for  several  years,  and  which  the  railroad  com- 
panies operating  between  New  Orleans  and  Alexandria  now  contend  is 
unreasonable.  The  carriers  ask  to  be  allowed  to  restore  the  rate  of 
nine  (9)  cents  per  100  pounds  from  station  Alexandria  to  CheneyviUe, 
inclusive,  to  New  Orleans.  This  rate  of  nine  cents  per  100  pounds 
was  established  in  November,  1901,  and  remained  in  effect  until  the 
early  part  of  1911,  when  it  was  voluntarily  reduced  to  seven  cents  upon 
the  application  of  the  carriers.  Previous  to  the  nine  cent  rate,  the  rate 
was  ten  cents  per  100  pounds.  In  other  words,  the  record  shows  that 
the  original  rate  was  ten  cents  per  100  pounds,  that  In  1901  it  was 
reduced  to  nine  cents  per  100  pounds,  and  in  1911  a  further  reduction 
to  seven  cents  per  100  pounds  was  made. 

An  amended  application  was  filed  by  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  for  permission  to  advance  all  of  the  rates  which  had  been 
affected  by  the  original  reduction  in  the  lumber  rates  from  Alexandria 
to  New  Orleans,  in  the  territory  of  Zimmerman  and  east,  including  the 
Texa^  &  Pacific  branches. 

An  exhaustive  investigation  was  held,  in  which  the  shippers  and 
the    interested   carriers    introduced    testimony.      Elaborate    briefs    dis- 
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cussing:  all  phases  of  the  question  have  been  filed.  It  is  not  necessary 
to  discuss  the  evidence.  We  find  that  the  rate  on  shipments  of  lumber 
for  export  from  Alexandria  and  the  other  points  included  in  the  car- 
rier's application,  which  are  known  as  Joint  track  stations  between 
Alexandria  and  Cheney ville  to  New  Orleans,  is  eight  cents  per  100 
pounds.  This  rate  was  established  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission after  a  full  investigation.  It  appears  that  the  local  rate  and 
the  export  rate  have  in  the  past  both  been  the  same,  and  we  see  no 
reason  for  making  distinction  at  this  time  by  allowing  a  higher  rate 
to  apply  on  local  shipments  than  applies  on  shipments  intended  for 
export.  In  fact,  there  are  certain  elements  attending  the  shipment  of 
export  lumber  which  tend  to  increase  the  cost  over  the  handling  of 
local  shipments,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  extra  switching  service, 
the  greater  per  diem,  and  the  extra  time  allowed  for  the  detention  of 
the  cars  containing  export  shipments.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission, 
the  rate  of  eight  (8)  cents  per  100  pounds  applied  on  local  shipments 
seems  to  be  reasonable,  and  will,  therefore,  be  established,  from  Alex- 
andria and  Joint  track  stations  to  New  Orleans.  Since  other  lumber 
rates  will  be  affected  by  the  change  in  the  Alexandria  rates  and  dis- 
crimination will  result,  unless  they  are  changed,  slight  advances,  which 
have  been  fully  Justified,  will  be  allowed  in  these  rates. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  rates  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  estab- 
lished for  the  transportation  to  New  Orleans  of  lumber,  all  kinds:

These  rates  will  apply  from  competitive  points,  via  the  Morgan's 
Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad,  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  and  the 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company's  line,  and  other  competing 
railroads,  and  from  non-competitive  points  over  the  lines  on  which 
the  station  is  located.

Reduction  in  Rates  from  New  Orleans  to  Houma,  Louisiana. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  as  per  previous  assignment  and  was 
accordingly  taken  up  by  the  Commission  for  consideration  at  a  session 
held  in  the  City  of  Baton  Rouge,  on  January  27,  1914.  The  petitioners 
were  represented  by  Calvin  Wurzlow,  Esq.,  and  the  defendant  company 
by  Mr.  Joseph  Lellande,  A.  G.  F.  A. 

The  petition  prays  that  the  Commission  establish  the  same  scale 
of  rates  on  all  classes  a^d  commodities  from  New  Orleans  to  Houma, 
Louisiana,  as  is  now  in  effect  from  New  Orleans  to  Thibodaux  and 
Napoleonville,  Louisiana. 

The  Commission  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  all  phases 
of  the  case,  and  finds  that  Houma,  a  thriving  city  of  upwards  of  7,000 
inhabitants,  istuated  on  a  branch  line  of  the  M.  L.  &  T.  R.  R.  &  S.  S.  Co., 
and  enjoying  direct  water  communication  with  New  Orleans,  has  in 
effect  rates  on  classes  and  commodities  from  New  Orleans  higher  than 
the  rates  enjoyed  by  Thibodaux  and  Napoleonville  from  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana.  These  latter  cities  are  more  distant  from  New  Orleans 
than  Houma,  and  there  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission, 
exist  any  reason  why  higher  rates  to  Houma  should  prevail.  The 
elements  entering  into  the  transportation  of  freight  from  New  Orleans 
to  Houma  do  not  possess  any  peculiarities  which  would  render  it  mor%, 
ex;^ensive  than  the  service  from  New  Orleans  to  the  other  points  najned 
above.  The  rates  from  New  Orleans  to  Thibodaux  and  Napoleonville, 
under  the  present  conditions,  seem  to  be  fair  and  reasonable;  tnero- 
fore,  the  rates  from  New  Orleans  to  Houma  are  discriminatory  and 
excessive. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

OliDEliED,  That  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  & 
Steamsliip  Company  shall,  on  and  after  May  15,  1914,  further  cease  and 
desist  from  charging  higher  rates  on  classes  and  commodities  from 
New  Orleans  to  liuuma,  Louisiana,  than  are  now  charged  from  New 
Orleans   to  Thibodaux  and  Napoleonville,  Louisiana.

Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company. 

Violation  of  Rule  No.  26,  Relative  to  Posting  Trains. 

The  Commission  made  a  full  and  complete  investigation  in  this 
case,  and  on  the  evidence  before  it  has  reached  the  conclusion  that  & 
fine  is  not  justified.  The  unfortunate  circumstances  which  caused  the 
annoyance  and  suffering  appear  to  have  been  unavoidable  in  this  case. 
At  least,  they  were  unavoidable  in  so  far  as  this  train  was  a  train 
operating  between  points  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  It  was  only  when 
this  train  reached  the  state  line  that  the  power  of  this  Commission 
began  to  be  exerted,  and  the  evidence  plainly  shows  that  the  delays 
and  inconveniences  all  transpired  beyond  the  'boundaries  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana. 

The  proceeding  is  to  enforce  a  penalty  against  the  defendant  com- 
pany for  violating  the  Commission's  rule  providing  that  bulletin  boards 
be  posted.  The  rule  on  this  subject  contemplates  the  posting  of  all 
trains  regularly  stopping  at  stations.  However,  the  evidence  shows 
that  the  train  about  which  the  complaint  was  made  in  this  case  was 
an  extra,  running  as  second  section  of  the  through  transcontinental 
limited  train  known  as  No.  102.  This  trian  is  not  regularly  schedulea 
to  stop  at  Crowley.  Train  No.  102  makes  no  stops  in  Louisiana  west 
of  Lafayette.  It  is  not  the  duty  of  the  company  to  post  any  bulletins 
concerning  this  train  at  Crowley.  Since  the  second  section  of  the  train 
was  of  the  same  nature  as  the  first  section,  and  made  no  stops  In 
Louisiana,  it  was  likewise  not  the  duty  of  the  company  to  post  ajoy 
bulletins  concerning  this  train.  Although  we  feel  that  in  such  cases 
the  railroads  should  exhaust  every  means  in  their  power  to  give  nec- 
essary information  concerning  their  trains  to  any  person  who  is  dl- 
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rectly  Interested  in  Its  arrival,  for  the  reasons  stated,  a  fine  will  not 
be  imposed  in  this  case.

It  was 
shown  that  in  practically  all  territories  rope  mixture  included  lath 
yarn,  which  is  a  commodity  made  of  raw  sisal,  and  used  principally 
for  tying  lumber  in  bundles  by  the  saw  mills.  It  is  put  to  practically 
the  same  uses  as  rope,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  exist  any  good 
reason  why  this  commodity  should  be  subjected  to  a  higher  rate  than 
rope.  An  identical  rate  with  rope  would  seem  reasonable,  and  vhe 
Commission  is  of  this  opinion. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  hereafter  to  Immediately  cease  and 
desist  from  further  charging  a  higher  rate  on  lath  yarn,  straight  car- 
loads, or  in  mixed  carloads  with  rope,  than  the  rate  now  applied  on 
rope,  carloads,  from  New  Orleans  to  Alexandria,  Louisiana.

In  the  Matter  of  Transfer  or  Drayage  Charges  Being  Added   in 
Making  Joint  Through    Rates. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  as  per  previous  assignment,  and  wan* 
accordingly  taken  up  for  consideration  at  the  session  held  op  Wednes- 
day, May  13,  1914. 
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The  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  at  the  request 
of  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  investigation  brought  out  the  fact  that  certain  carriers  oper- 
ating within  the  State  of  Louisiana  provide  for  draya^e  or  transfer 
charges  in  their  switching  and  drayage  tariffs  which  are  to  be  added 
to  the  local  rates  in  making  through  rates  between  points  in  the 
State  where  there  are  no  published  Joint  through  rates. 

The  Commission  gave  due  consideration  to  the  arguments  pre- 
sented. 

The  Commission's  rules  provide  that  in  the  absence  of  Joint  through 
rates  the  combination  of  local  rates  shall  apply,  the  maximum  being 
the  lowest  mileage  rates  in  effect,  less  ten  per  cent.  Shipments  moving 
between  two  points  in  Louisiana  on  different  railroads,  either  on  a 
specific  rate,  or  on  a  combination  of  locals,  are  billed  through  on  a 
local  bill  of  lading  covering  the  entire  movement  It  is  not  legal  for  a 
carrier  to  add  to  such  Joint  through  rates  any  additional  charges  for 
transfers  at  Junction  points,  unless  specific  authority  therefor  has  been 
granted  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  has  not  issued  any  such 
specific  authority,  and  the  provisions,  therefore,  in  the  tariffs  of  some 
of  the  carriers  specifying  that  these  transfer  or  drayage  charges  shall 
be  added,  are  unauthorized  and  illegal.  No  specific  case  has  been 
brought  before  the  Commislson  where  these  charges  have  been  col- 
lected. We  are  simply  aslied  to  rule  upon  the  legality  of  the  provision  in 
the  tariffs  submitted. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  provisions  in  the  tariffs  of  certain  railroads 
operating  in  Louisiana,  providing  that  transfer  or  drayage  charges 
shall  be  added  to  the  Joint  through  rate,  being  unauthorized,  are  illegal 
and  shall  be  forthwith  cancelled,  and  the  Joint  through  rates  applicable 
under  the  Commission's  authorities  and  rules  shall  be  applied  on  Joint 
through  shipments,  no  additional  charge  being  allowed  for  drayage 
transfer,  except  that  carriers  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  the  actual  cost 
of  drayage  on  single  Joint  through  shipments  where  they  earn  only  tne 
minimum  charge  on  such  a  shipment.

This  case  was  taken  up  as  per  previous  assigrnment,  due  notice 
having  been  given  all  interested  parties. 

A  full  investigation  was  made  by  the  Oonmilssion. 

The  rate  on  sugar  and  molasses  from  Slacks,  Louisiana,  to  New 
Orleans  is  ten  (10)  cents  per  100  pounds,  while  the  ratb  from  Valverda, 
or  Lorio's,  is  15  cents  per  100  pounds,  these  stations  being  but  six  miles 
apart,  Slacks  being  the  nearer  one  to  New  Orleans.  The  rate  from 
Slacks  and  Valverda,  or  Lorio's,  to  Shreveport  Is  the  same,  yet  Valverda, 
or  Lorio's,  is  six  miles  closer.  This  Inconslstentcy  has  not  been  ex- 
plained by  the  defendant 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  there  is  Justification  in  peti- 
tioner's prayer  that  the  rate  from  these  two  points  to  New  Orleans 
should  be  the  same,  and  the  defendant  has  failed  to  advance  any  good 
reason  why  an  equal  rate  should  not  be  established. 

It  is,  therefore, 
ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  commanded  and  required,  on  and  after  June  1,  1914,  to  further 
cease  and  desist  from  charging  a  higher  rate  than  ten  (10)  cents  per 
100  pounds  on  sugar  and  molasses,  carloads,  minimum  weight  36,000 
pounds,  between  Lorio's  Station  and  New  Orleans,  rates  between  inter- 
mediate points  to  be  no  higher.

In  the  Matter  of  Overcharges  on  Shipments  of  Cotton  Seed  Prod- 
ucts for  Fertilizer  Purposes. 

Appearances — Emerson  Bentley,  Esq.,  for  plaintiffs;  Alexander  & 
"Wilkinson,  for  defendants. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  is  that  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Rail* 
way  Company  has  overcharged  the  complainants,  who  are  shippers  of 
fertilizers  and  cotton  seed  products,  located  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana. 

The  shipments  were  made  to  points  on  the  Kansas  City  Southern 
Railway,  and  in  practically  all  cases  consisted  of  cotton  seed  meal. 
Cotton  seed  meal  is  used  both  as  fertilizer  and  as  a  food  for  cattle. 
The  rates  in  effect  on  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  applicabU 
to  fertilizer  are  considerably  lower  than  those  applicable  on  cattle  feed. 
On  the  shipments  in  question,  the  cattle  feed  rate  was  assessed  by  the 
Kansas  City  Southern  Railway  and  the  plaintiffs  are  claiming  that  th% 
fertilizing  rate  should  have  been  assessed,  because  the  cotton  seed  meal 
was  billed  out  as  fertilizer  instead  of  as  cattle  feed. 
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The  investigation  made  by  the  Commission  develops  the  fact  thax 
the  agents  of  the  complainants  in  some  cases  told  the  parties  to  whom 
they  sold  the  meal  that  if  they  were  to  bill  the  stuff  as  fertilizer  a  lower 
rate  would  apply.  The  purchasers  of  the  meal  testified  before  the 
Commission  that  it  was  actually  used  for  the  purpose  of  feeding  cattle 
and  not  as  a  fertilizer.  Affidavits  were  produced  by  the  complainants 
to  the  effect  that  the  meal  was  to  be  used  as  a  fertilizer.  The  same 
parties  who  made  these  affidavits  appeared  before  the  Commission  and 
gave  oral  testimony  to  the  eftect  that  the  meal  was  actually  used  for 
feeding  cattle,  and  that  they  made  the  affidavit  in  order  to  secure  th* 
lower  rate  on  fertilizer. 

The  company's  tariff  plainly  states  the  rate  to  appljr  on  fertlllzex 
and  on  meal  to  be  used  for  feeding  purposes.  As  a  rule,  the  same 
rates  should  apply  on  a  commodity  irrespective  of  its  use;  but  where  a 
tariff  provides  for  a  different  rate  for  the  product  to  be  used  as  «» 
fertilizer,  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  rate  on  the  same  commodIt> 
when  used  as  meal  is  not  attacked  in  and  of  itself  the  carrier  should 
apply  the  tariff  as  it  exists — that  is  to  say,  where  there  are  two  rates 
on  cotton  seed  meal,  one  applying  when  the  meal  is  to  be  used  as  a 
fertilizer,  and  one  when  it  is  to  be  used  as  cattle  feed,  the  Commission 
will  look  to  the  use  to  which  the  commodity  is  put,  in  order  to  ascertain 
the  rate;  and  when  the  carrier  furnishes  positive  proof  that  the  meal 
has  been  used  for  a  feed  and  not  for  a  fertilizer,  then  the  rates  apply- 
ing on  cattle  feed  are  the  proper  rates  to  apply. 

In  this  case  we  are  confronted  with  the  evidence  that  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  had  analyzed  the  meal  and  tagged  it  as  fertilizer. 
Whether  or  not  this  made  a  difference  in  its  price  to  the  consumer,  we 
are  unable  to  state;  but  it  cannot  affect  the  case  in  the  face  of  positive 
evidence  that  the  buyer  purchased  it  for  feeding,  and  used  it  as  sucii. 
It  is  clear  that  the  fertilizer  rates  could  not  be  properly  applied  tc 
shipments  of  this  character,  and  the  shippers  are  not  entitled  to  the 
rate  which  would  apply  on  fertilizers  when  the  users  thereof  testified 
before  the  Commission  that  they  actually  used  it  for  feed  stuff. 

The  shippers  who  are  the  complainants  in  this  case  seem  to  nave 
been  misled  by  the  representations  of  the  purchasers,  who  in  the  end 
paid  the  freight;  and  if  the  purchaser  falsely  states  the  purposes  for 
which  he  intends  to  use  the  meal,  he  should  be  required,  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  further  proof  that  the  meal  was  used  for  other  purposes,  to 
pay  the  difference  in  the  freight  rate.  Fraudulent  misrepresentation 
by  consignee  will  not  justify  this  Commission  in  requiring  the  protec- 
tion of  a  rate  which  Is  clearly  stated  in  the  tariffs  of  the  Kansas  Cit> 
Southern  Railway  Company  as  applicable  only  to  fertilizers,  on  an> 
other  commodity.  We  are  somewhat  impressed  by  the  point  made  by 
the  complainants  that  the  confusion  in  this  case  results  from  the  facu 
that  cotton  seed  meal  may  be  used  both  for  fertilizer  and  for  feed,  and 
that  the  use  for  which  the  commodity  is  to  be  put  should  not  govern 
the  rate.     But  the  complaint  is  against  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Rail- 
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way  Company  for  an   overcharge  on   the  shipments   in  question.     The 
shippers    may,    if   they   desire,    file   an    application    to    have   the   rates 
changed  so  as  to  eliminate  the  rate  on  fertilizers  as  applied  to  cotton 
seed  meal;   but  the  discrimination  which  results  by  reason  of  a  lower 
rate  being  applied  on  cotton  seed  meal  when  it  is  to  be  used  purely  as  a 
fertilizer  than  when  the  meal  is  to  be  used  as  a  feed  stuflC,  is  not  such  a 
discrimination  in  this  case  to  justify  the  Commission  in  holding  that  the 
Improper  rate  had  been  applied  to  the  shipments  complained  or. 
The  premises  considered,  it  Is,  therefore, 
ORDERED,  That  the  case  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  dismissed.

Violation   of   Rules   by    Refusing   to   Transport   Passengers. 

This  proceeding  was  Instituted  by  the  Commission  upon  a  com- 
plaint filed  by  certain  citizens,  that  the  conductor  of  an  excursion  train 
run  by  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Com- 
pany and  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  from  Lake  Charles 
to  Morgan  City  and  return,  had  refused  transportation  to  certain  pas- 
sengers who  boarded  the  train  at  Lafayette,  Louisiana. 

The  Commission  has  made  a  thorough  Investigation  of  the  com- 
plaint and  finds  the  facts  are  as  follows: 

On  Sunday,  April  19,  1914,  an  excursion  train  was  run  by  the 
Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company  and  the 
Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  from  Lake  Charles  to  Morgan 
City  and  return,  and  on  the  return  trip  the  train  arrived  at  Lafayette 
at  about  9:45  p.  m.  A  large  number  of  people  desiring  to  go  to  Rayne, 
Crowley  and  other  points  were  awaiting  this  train  in  the  station  at 
Lafayette,  and  boarded  it  upon  its  arrival.  The  conductor  learned  that 
these  passengers  had  no  tickets.  There  were  no  means  of  procuring 
tickets,  as  the  ticket  oflice  at  Lafayette  was  closed.  The  conductor 
stopped  the  train  at  about  five  hundred  feet  from  the  station,  and  the 
non- ticket -holding  passengers  were  made  to  disembark.  Full  fare  in 
cash  was  offered  the  conductor,  but  this  would  not  be  accepted,  and  the 
passengers  were  refused  transportation. 

Rule  No.  39  of  the  Revised  Rules  and  Regulations,  in  part,  says: 

"Carriers  have  the  right  to  make  special  excursion  rates.  Parties 
buying  tickets  at  the  point  of  origin  of  the  excursion  must  not  be  dis- 
criminated against,  and  all  parties  carried  on  the  excursion  train  from 
the  point  of  origin  must  be  taken  at  the  excursion  rate.  If  the  ex- 
cursion ticket  is  a  round-trip  ticket,  it  must  be  used  under  the  condi- 
tions under  which  it  is  sold.  Carriers  are  not  compelled  to  take  pas- 
sengers returning  on  the  excursion  train  from  its  point  of  destination 
unless  such  passengers  are  provided  with  an  excursion  itcket,  but 
may  collect  from  such  passengers  the  standard  passenger  fare  without 
creating  a  discrimination." 

This  rule,  therefore,  specially  provides  for  Just  such  emergencies 
as  occurred  in  the  instant  case,  by  permitting  the  collection  of  the 
standard  passenger  fare  without  creating  a  discrimination. 

The  conductor,  in  explanation  of  his  action,  stated  that  he  had  re- 
ceived orders  from  the  train  dispatcher  not  to  permit  these  passengers 
to  ride  on  that  train;  that  to  permit  them  to  ride  at  the  excursion  rate, 
without  an  excursion  ticket,  would  be  in  violation  of  his  rules,  and  to 
accept  full  fare   would  be  a  discrimination. 
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The  defendant  companies,  at  the  hearing,  failed  to  give  any  reason- 
able explanation  why  its  employees  were  not  more  familiar  with  rules 
so  important  as  the  one  which,  In  this  instance,  has  been  violated.  The 
Commission  cannot  overlook  the  occurrence,  and  believes  that  a  fln«, 
imposed  in  this  case  is  Justified. 
It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana.  Western  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
State  of  Louisiana  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250)  dollars,  for 
refusing  to  transport  passengers  on  its  excursion  train  run  on  the  night 
of  April  19,  1914,  from  Lafayette,  Louisiana,  to  stations  on  its  line  in 
Loui-aiana,  in  violation  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  this  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Attorney  General  is  requested  to  file  suit  to  collect  the 
fine  as  provided  by  law.

Violation  of  Rules  and  Regulations  by  Closing  Telegrapuh  Office  at 
Hayes,   Louisiana,   Without  Authority. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  according  to  assignment  and  was 
accordingly  taken  up  on  May  25,  1914,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  and  a 
full  investigation  made. 

The  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  upon"  its  own 
motion,  upon  receipt  of  a  numerously  signed  petition  of  the  citizens 
of  the  vicinity  of  Hayes,  Louisiana. 

The  complaint  made  was  that  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad 
Company  and  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  had  closed  or 
discontinued  the  telegraph  ofl^ce  at  Hayes,  Louisiana,  to  the  great  In- 
convenience and  annoyance  of  the  people  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  Commission's  investigation  brought  out  the  fact  that  the 
telegraph  ofllce,  or  station,  in  question  had  been  closed  and  that  no 
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authority  of  the  Commission  granting  permission  for  the  said   closing 
or   discontinuance   had   been   Issued,   or   applied   for. 

Rule  No.  81  of  the  Revised  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Com- 
mission provides  that  no  telegraph  office  where  messages  are  received 
and  transmitted  shall  be  discontinued  without  first  obtaining  the  con- 
sent of  the  Commission. 

The  record  also  shows  that  the  vicinity  of  Hayes,  Louisiana,  to 
tickly  settled,  and  that  the  community  is  in  need  of  a  telegraph  office; 
that  the  telegraph  office  or  station  at  Hayes  is  the  only  office  of  its 
kind  between  Lake  Charles  and  Lake  Arthur,  and  that  its  discontinuance 
is  an  unnecessary  hardship  upon  the  people  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  Commission  believes  from  the  evidence  brought  out  at  the  trial 
that  the  arrangement  between  the  defendant  companies  relative  to  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  this  office  or  station  is  such  that  both 
companies  are  liable  for  the  violation  of  the  rule. 

The  premises  considered,  it -is 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  com- 
manded and  required  to  each  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of  Louisiana 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  for  violating  the  provisions  of 
Rule  No.  81  of  the  Revised  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission of  Louisiana,  by  closing  or  discontinuing  the  telegraph  office 
or  station  at  Hayes,  Louisiana,  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Com- 
mission; and  the  Attorney  General  is  requested  to  institute  suit  to 
recover  this  fine. 

It  is   further 

ORDERED,  That  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  within  fifteen  (15)  days  from 
the  date  of  this  order,  to  reopen  and  continue  in  operation  thereaftei- 
the  telegraph  office  or  station  at  Hayes,  Louisiana.

This  investigation  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  upon  a  com- 
plaint filed  by  certain  citizens  of  Eola,  Louisiana,  that  the  Morgan's 
Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company  and  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  had  arbitrarily,  and  without  the  consent  of 
the  Commission,  closed  or  discontinued  the  telegraph  otflce,  or  station, 
at  Eola,  Louisiana,  and  removed  the  telegraph  operator. 

The  Commission  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  complaint, 
and  finds  that  Rule  No.  81  of  the  Revised  Rules  and  Regulations,  which 
provides  that  no  telegraph  office  where  messages  are  received  and 
transmitted  shall  be  discontinued  without  the  consent  of  the  Commission, 
has  been  violated,  and  the  defendant  companies  have  failed  to  make  a 
satisfactory  explanation  of  the  violation  of  the  rule  in  question. 

From  the  evidence  brought  out  at  the  trial,  the  Commission  is  con- 
vinced that  both  of  the  defendant  companies  are  liable  for  the  violation 
of  the  rule. 

The  investigation  also  showed  that  Eola  is  a  very  important  point, 
situated  in  a  thickly  settled  community,  and  that  telegraph  service  is  a 
reasonable  necessity. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  & 
Steamship  Company  and  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  be,

Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce

Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  Company,  et  al. 

Readjustment  of  Rate  on  Wire  and  Nails  and  Cotton  Piece  Goods, 
Less  Than  Carloads. 

The  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce,  complainant  in  this  case, 
seeks  a  reduction  in  rates  between  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  and  points 
on  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  between  Alex- 
andria and  Jones  Spur,  Louisiana,  over  the  various  railroads  having 
through  rates  between  these  points. 

A  full  hearing  has  been  held,  and  after  duly  considering  the  evi- 
dence submitted  to  the  Commission  and  the  arguments  in  the  case, 
it  is  found  that  the  rates  which  are  proposed  by  the  complainant  are 
much  lower  than  the  normal  rates  in  the  territory  which  they  reach. 
The  petition  principally  covers  class  rates,  and  especially  the  rates 
on  wire  and  nails  and  cotton  piece  goods,  less  than  carloads.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Commission,  the  complainants  have  not  Justified  the  re- 
ductions which  they  seek  to  have  made  in  the  existing  rates.  The 
evidence  is  in  favor  of  the  defendant  railroad  companies  and  against 
the  plaintifts.  It  may  also  be  observed  that  the  commercial  relation- 
ship of  other  cities  would  be  seriously  disturbed  if  the  adjustment 
proposed  by  the  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce  were  adopted. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  petition  in  this  case  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
denied,  and  the  case  is  dismissed  without  prejudice.

The  application  in  this  case  on  the  part  of  the  Morgan's  Louisiana 
&  Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company  is  for  authority  to  change  the 
schedule  of  trains  15  and  16  on  the  Alexandria.  Branch,  discontinue  the 
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present  motor  car  service  between  Morgan  City  and  Washington,  Louisi- 
ana, and  also  to  discontinue  the  coach  now  operated  on  trains  740  and 
741,  between  Lafayette  and  Alexandria,  when  the  motor  car  service  be- 
tween the  two  last  mentioned  points  is  established. 

This  case  was  heard  as  per  assignment,  and  a  full  investigation 
made. 

Petitions  from  the  various  towns  along  the  route  from  Morgan 
City  to  Lafayette  were  presented  to  the  Commission  protesting  against 
the  discontinuance  of  the  motor  car  service  between  these  two  points. 
I>elegation8  also  appeared  and  made  protest  against  the  granting  of  the 
application  of  the  compa,ny.  Petitions  were  also  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission praying  for  the  establishment  of  additional  exclusive  passenger 
service  between  Lafayette  and  Alexandria.  Delegations  from  Alexan- 
dria and  other  cities  on  the  Alexandria  Branch  argued  in  favor  of  the 
establishment  of  this  service. 

The  showing  made  in  both  phases  of  the  case  was  so  strong  and 
forceful  that  the  Commission  is  convinced  that  to  grant  the  prayer  of 
the  carrier  to  discontinue  the  service  between  Morgan  City  and  La- 
fayette would  work  a  serious  hardship  on  the  traveling  public  along 
that  route.

Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company. 

Stopping  Trains  1  and  2  at  Amite. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  on  April  28,  1914,  after  due  notice 
had  been  given  to  all  interested  parties. 

The  controversy  between  the  citizens  of  Amite  and  the  Illinois 
Central  Railroad  Company  conderning  the  stopping  of  certain  additional 
trains  at  the  City  of  Amite,  known  as  trains  Nos.  1  and  2,  has  been 
before  this  Commisison  on  several  previous  occasions.  The  petition 
of  the  citizens  of  Amite  has  so  far  been  denied  granting  the  relief 
asked  for,  and  the  inconvenience  of  travel,  the  discrimination  against 
the  City  of  Amite  and  the  total  inadequacy  of  the  train  service  on  ac- 
count of  the  arrangement  of  the  schedule  of  the  Ulinois  Central  Railroad 
Company's  trains  has  again  been  the  cause  of  a  case  being  presented 
for  investigation  and  consideration  before  this  Commission.  Under 
ordinary  circumstances  it  might  be  said  that  a  town  the  size  of  Amite, 
supplied  with  a  passenger  train  service  which  aCTords  facilities  for 
travel  on  four  trains  each  way  each  day,  would  be  adequate,  but  by 
reason  of  the  fact  that  the  schedules  of  the  defendant  railroad  com- 
pany are  so  arranged  as  to  prevent  people  leaving  for  New  Orleans  at 
a  reasonable  hour  and  from  New  Orleans  no  later  than  3:30  p.  m.'  it 
must  now  be  held  that  the  passenger  train  service  of  the  defendant 
company  between  New  Orleans  and  Amite  is  not  a  convenient  or  ade- 
quate service  for  the  needs  of  the  patrons  of  the  road.  The  Illinois 
Central  operates  two  trains,  known  as  Train  No.  1,  from  Chicago  to 
New  Orleans,  and  Train  No.  2,  from  New  Orleans  to  Chicago,  the 
former  passing  at  about  9  p.  m.  and  the  latter  leaving  New  Orleans 
at  7:10  p.  m.  Both  of  these  trains  are  now  scheduled  to  stop  at  Amite 
City  to  take  on  or  put  off  passengers  from  or  to  points  beyond  Grenada, 
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Mississippi;  therefore  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  stopping  of  this  train 
on  flag  or  notice  to  the  conductor  to  tsike  on  or  let  off  passengers  from 
New  Orleans  will  interfere  with  its  schedule  or  place  an  additional 
burden  upon  interstate  travel.  The  fact  that  these  trains  stop  at 
Amite  City  to  take  on  or  put  off  certain  interstate  passengers  is  a  dis- 
crimination aerainst  the  passengers  who  desire  to  travel  on  this  train 
between  New  Orleans  and  Amite.  If  the  train  can  stop  to  take  on  or 
put  off  passengers  to  points  beyond  Grenada,  Mississippi,  there  is  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  also  stpp  to  take  on  or  put  off  passengers 
destined  to  or  coming  from  New  Orleans.  The  inadequacy  of  the 
present  arrangement  of  schedules  and  the  fact  that  this  train  is  already 
scheduled  to  stop  on  certain  conditions  at  Amite  City  Justifies  this 
Commission  now  in  requiring  that  it  shall  stop  on  flag  to  take  on  or 
let  off  passengers  to  or  from  New  Orleans. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  on  or  before  June  20,  1914,  to 
stop  its  Trains  Nos.  1  and  2  on  flag  or  on  notice  to  the  conductor  to 
take  on  or  let  off  passengers  to  and  from  New  Orleans  and  other  points 
in  liOuisiana  at  which  it  makes  regular  stops,  at  Amite  City,  Louisiana.

Depot  at  Baton  Rouge. 

The  plans  submitted  by  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Com- 
pany for  a  depot  at  Baton  Rouge,  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Order  No.  1716,  dated  April  28,  1914,  have  this  day  been 
considered. 

These  plans  were  first  submitted  to  the  Commission  Council  of 
the  City  of  Baton  Rouge,  and  have  been  returned  to  this  Commission 
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with  their  disapproval.  Upon  consideration  of  the  said  plans,  it  is 
found  that  the  building  is  entirely  too  small  and  unsuitable  for  a  city 
of  the  importance  and  size  of  Baton  Rouge.  No  arrangements  are 
shown  for  heating  the  building.  The  plane  are  not  specific.  The 
waiting  rooms  are  inadequate,  in  that  they  are  too  small  and  poorly 
arranged.  The  toilet  rooms  have  no  outside  ventilation.  Tne  partition 
in  the  ladies'  waiting  room  does  not  extenc^  to  the  ceiling,  which  it 
should  do.  The  men's  toilet  should  be  ceiled  overhead.  The  walls  of 
the  baggage  room  and  dispatcher's  office  do  not  conform  to  the  building 
requirements  of  the  City  of  Baton  Rouge,  since  they  should  be  thirteen 
inches  instead  of  nine  inches.  No  mention  is  made  of  the  equipments 
and  comforts  in  the  waiting  room.  The  location  of  the  depot  is  not 
stated.  The  approaches  to  the  depot  for  vehicles  are  not  shown,  nor 
is  there  any  indication  on  the  plans  as  to  how  vehicles  can  approach 
the  said  depot.  The  general  design  is  not  attractive,  and  the  plans 
are  not  sufficiently  specific. 

For  these  reasons,  the*  plans  submitted  are  hereby  rejected,  and  it 
is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  be. 
and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  to  submit,  within  twenty 
(20)  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  a  new  set  of  plans,  together  with 
specifications  for  same,  for  a  depot  to  be  built  in  Baton  Rouge,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Order  No.  1716,  dated  April  28.  1914.

Readjustment  of  Rates  on   Soda  Water,  Pop,   Mineral   and  Other 
Carbonated  Water. 

This  complaint  was  filed  by  the  Louisiana  Bottlers'  Association  on 
behalf  of  its  members  against  the  railroads  operating  in  Louisiana,  con- 
testing the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  in  effect  over  defendant's  various 
lines,  for  the  trasnportation  of  bottled  soda  water,  pop,  coca  cola,  min- 
eral and  other  carbonated  waters. 

A  full  and  complete  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  Commission. 
The  rates  in  effect  at  this  time  are  those  established  by  the  Commis- 
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sion  on  July  1,  1909,  in  Order  No.  1029.  The  investigation  showed  that 
the  business  of  the  various  members  of  the  Louisiana  Bottlers'  Asso- 
ciation has  increased  largely  in  volume  and  has  met  with  prosperity 
since  the  establishment  of  the  rates  in  1909.  The  carriers,  on  the  other 
hand,  have  not  had  the  same  proportionate  prosperity.  There  have 
been  filed  some  comparisons  in  the  record,  showing  that  the  present 
rates  are  slightly  higher  than  some  existing  in  other  territory.  No 
evidence,  however,  was  introduced  which  showed  that  the  circumstances 
and  conditions  under  which  the  movement  took  place  in  Louisiana  are 
the  same  as  in  the  other  places  where  the  lower  rates  are  in  effect. 
The  present  rates  in  effect  in  this  state  are  on  a  mileage  basis,  In  view 
of  which  fact  the  same  rates  apply  from  each  point  of  manufacture,  thus 
precluding  any  discrimination  whatever. 

A  number  of  well-informed  witnesses  were  examined  on  both  sides. 
It  is  unnecessary  here  to  review  in  detail  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses 
who  testified  before  the  Commission. 

There  has  also  been  filed  in  the  record  letters  from  numerous  smaller 
manufacturers  and  shippers  of  the  commodities  under  discussion,  pro- 
testing against  any  disturbance  of  the  rates  and  conditions  now  ex- 
istent. 

The  Commission's  investigation  has  not  shown  the  present  rates 
are  unreasonable  or  that  it  would  be  warranted  in  establishing  the  low 
rates  prayed  for  by  the  petitioners.

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  as  per  previous  assignment.  A 
full  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  Commission,  and  it  was  shown 
tliat  Baton  Rouge  is  not  a  cement-producing  point,  and  that  there  is  no 
movement  of  cement  between  Baton  Rouge  and  Lafayette.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  complaint  is  not  to  have  established  a  reasonable  rate  for 
the  transportation  of  cement  between  these  points  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  but  to  have  the  Commission  establish  a  low  rate  with  the 
declared  purpose  of  using  this  rate  only  on  shipments  from  interstate 
points.

The  complaint  In  this  case  was  filed  in  regular  manner,  and  after 
usual  delays,  and  due  notice  to  the  defendant  company,  a  nearing  and 
full  investigation  was  made  of  the  complaint. 

It  appears  that  during  the  seasons  of  1913  and  1914,  the  Valverda 
Planting  &'  Manufacturing  Company,  Ltd.,  shipped  a  large  quantity  of 
sugar  and  molasses  from  Valverda  Spur  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana, 
over  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  amounting  to  1,200,800  pounds  of  sugar 
and  508,715  pounds  of  molasses,  or  a  total  of  1,709,515  pounds  of  sugar 
and  molasses.  The  freight  rate  charged  by  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Pailway 
Company,  the  defendant  in  this  case,  on  these  said  shipments,  was  15 
cents  per  100  pounds,  the  total  charge  for  the  entire  amount  shipped 
being  $2,564.28. 

On  the  complaint  of  the  Valverda  Planting  &  Manufacturings  Com- 
pany, Ltd.,  this  Commission  on  May  14,  1914,  after  a  full  investigation, 
established  a  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds  to  apply  on  sugar  and 
molasses  from  Valverda  Spur  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana. 

The  complainant  now  asks  that  the  Commission  apply  the  rate  of 
10  cents  per  100  pounds  to  the  shipments  of  sugar  and  molasses  which 
moved  prior  to  its  establishment  during  the  sugar  seasons  of  1913  and 
1914.  In  other  words,  the  Commission  is  aslced  to  require  the  Texas  »^ 
Pacific  Railway  Company  to  refund  to  the  Valverda  Planting  &  Manu- 
facturing Company,  Ltd.,  5  cents  per  100  pounds  on  the  1,709,515  pounds 
of  sugar  and  molasses  shipped  from  Valverda  Spur  to  New  Orleans  dur- 
ing the  seasons  of  1913  and  1914,  which  in  the  aggregate  amount  to 
$854.75,  which  is  claimed  by  the  shipper  to  be  the  amount  paid  in  excess 
of  a  reasonable  freight  charge 

It  appears  from  the  record  that  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, through  its  duly  authorized  representative,  have  offered  to  protect 
a  rate  of  11%  cents  per  100  pounds  on  the  shipments  herein  referred 
to,  and  to  make  a  refund  to  the  shipper  accordingly  in  compromise  of 
this  controversy.  The  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds,  which  was  estab- 
lished by  this  Commission  Order  No.  1729,  is  a  reasonable  rate  to  apply 
to  the  shipments  herein  mentioned.  A  rate  of  15  cents  per  100  poundb 
on  sugar  and  molasses  which  was  charged  and  collected,  to  the  extent 
that  it  exceeds  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  100  pounds,  was  excessive  and 
unreasonable,  and  the  shipper  is  entitled  to  a  refund  of  5  cents  per  100 
pounds  on  the  shipments  referred  to.

Stopping  Trains  1   and  2  at  Amite. 

This  case  is  again  before  the  Commission  on  an  application  for  re- 
hearing filed  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  on  a  mis- 
statement of  the  facts  as  to  the  departure  of  a  certain  train  out  ol 
New  Orleans  on  defendant's  line.  The  case  was  taken  up,  argued  and 
submitted  by  the  company's  representative  on  this  application,  and, 
while  the  original  order  shows  a  slight  discrepancy  as  to  the  departure 
of  one  of  the  company's  trains  to  be  3:30  p.  m.,  instead  of  5:40  p.  m., 
yet  it  is  evident  to  the  Commission  that  the  citizens  of  Amite  are  not 
provided  with  satisfactory  service  by  the  arrangement  of  the  present 
schedule  of  the  said  company's  trains. 

The  departure  of  the  train  as  late  as  5:40  in  the  afternoon  does  not 
meet  the  demands  of  the  traveling  public  and  the  citizens  of  Amite 
and  many  of  them  are  compelled  to  remain  over  in  the  City  of  New 
Orleans  all  night  to  get  a  train  for  this  point,  which  inconvenience 
would  be  overcome  by  stopping  train  No.  2,  which  leaves  New  Orleans  at 
7:10  p.  m.,  at  Amite  on  flag  as  set  out  in  the  original  order. 

The  evidence  in  this  case  shows  conclusively  that  this  train  stops 
at  the  will  of  the  Superintendent  or  General  Agent  of  the  road  without 
any  seeming  embarrassment  to  the  railroad  company,  and  the  Com- 
jnission  does  not  believe  that  this  discrimination  should  be  tolerated 
in  favor  of  the  "favored  few,"  but  should  apply  to  all  persons  alike 
who  desire  to  take  this  train  for  Amite,  and  for  these  reasons  as  well 
as  those  given  in  the  original  order,  a  rehearing  was  granted  for  the 
purpose  of  correcting  the  misstatement  of  facts  in  the  original  order 
and  no  other. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  on  or  before  July  15,  1914,  to  stop 
its  trains  Nos.  1  and  2  on  flag  or  on  notice  to  the  conductor  at  Amite, 
to  take  on  or  let  off  passengers  to  and  from  New  Orleans  and  other 
points  in  Louisiana  at  which  it  makes  regular  stops.

Readjustment  of  Rates  on  Scrap  Iron,  Junk,  etc. 

This  Is  a  complaint  filed  by  dealers  in  junk  located  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  who  complain  that  rates  on  junk  and  scrap  iron  on  the 
various  railroads  named  as  defendants  in  this  proceeding  are  excessive 
and  unreasonable. 

In  due  course,  and  after  due  notice  to  all  the  interested  parties,  a 
hearing  was  held  and  a  full  investigation  made. 

The  gravamen  of  the  complaint  Is  that  it  is  impossible  to  purchase 
and  ship  the  articles  listed  under  the  classification  of  junk,  second- 
hand rails  and  fasten! hks,  from  points  on  the  various  railroads  in 
Louisiana  to  New  Orleans  on  reasonable  joint  through  rates.  Some 
complaint  is  made  aj,'ainst  the  single  line  rates,  but  the  evidence  before 
the  Commission  mainly  relates  to  locations  considerably  distant  from 
New  Orleans,  and  especially  to  points  located  on  railroads  which  do 
not  have  direct  lines  into  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  The  Commission 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  reasonable  maximum  rates 
for  single  line  and  joint  line  hauls  will  fairly  meet  the  demands  of 
complainants  in  this  case,  and  afford  them  adequate  relief. 
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There  are  a  number  of  special  rates  in  effect  on  junk  between 
points  where  there  is  a  movement.  These  rates  will  not  be  disturbed 
It  is  not  the- intention  of  the  Commission  at  this  time  to  entirely  dis- 
pose of  the  complaint,  but  it  is  their  belief  that  the  establishment  of  the 
maximum  rates  hereinafter  named,  which  are  considered  reasonable, 
"Will  be  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  demands  of  the  complainants. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That,  effective  August  1,  1914,  the  following  maximum 
rates  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  established  to  apply  on  shipments 
of  junk  as  hereinafter  described,  and  on  iron  and  steel  rails  and  fasten- 
ings in  carloads,  when  transported  between  points  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana: 

Per  100  Pounds 

Maximum  rate  for  one  line  haul 12%  cents 

Maximum  rate  for  two  line  haul 15      cents 

Maximum  rate  for  three  line  haul 16      cents 

Provided  that  existing  maximum  rates  which  are  lower  than  the 
rates  hereinbefore  named  shall  not  be  disturbed. 

STOPOVER    PRIVILEGES    ON    SHIPMENTS    OF    JUNK. 

Cars  may  be  stopped  once  in  the  direction  of  the  movement  of  the 
shipment,  in  transit,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  loads  at  an  addi- 
tional charge  of  $5.00  per  car,  such  charge  to  accrue  to  the  line  making 
the  stop.  When  stopover  privileges  are  allowed,  the  demurrage  rules 
approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  will  apply  on  cars 
which  are  detained  more  than  twenty -four  (24)  hours  for  loading,  the 
time  to  be  computed  from  seven  (7)  a.  m.,  on  the  day  after  the  car 
is  placed. 

DESCRIPTION    OF  ARTICLES. 

The  rates' herein  named  will  apply  on  the  following  articles: 

Iron  and  steel  rails  and  fastenings,  in  carloads,  straight  or  mixed, 
minimum  weight  30,000  pounds. 

On  the  following  articles,  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  minimum 
weight  24,000  pounds: 

Bones,  hoofs,  and  horns,  empty  second  hand  bottles,  broken  glass, 
glue  stock,  old  discarded  press  cloths,  old  rubber,  old  leather,  scrap 
paper,  rags,  scrap  metal,  brass,  copper,  iron,  lead,  tin,  zinc,  old  car 
wheels,  cotton  tie  clippings,  cotton  factory  sweepings,  old  string,  old 
rope,  old  bagging,  scrap  rags,  cloth  ends  and  refuse  cotton  pickings, 
loose  in  sack,  not  exceeding  3000  pounds  per  car,  leather  scraps  (trim- 
mings obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  leather  goods),  shavings  and 
skivings,  in  boxes,  barrels,  bags  or  bales,  in  carloads,  straight  or  mixed, 
also  jute,  wool  or  cotton  mill   sweepings    (sweepings   of  jute,   woolen,

Demurrage. 

This  case  involves  a  question  of  car  service  charges  on  cars  placed 
on  the  interchange  of  the  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway  for  the  use  of  the 
Southern  Mineral  &  Land  Improvement  Company,  the  latter  company 
operating  a  rock  quarry  about  five  miles  west  of  Winnfleld,  which  is 
reached  by  their  own  railroad,  except  for  one  and  one-half  miles   of 
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track  near  Winnfield,  where  the  tracks  and  facilities  of  the  Louisiana 
Railway  &  Navigation  Company  are  used  under  a  trackage  agreement. 

It  appears  that,  on  certain  occasions,  the  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway, 
in  order  to  avoid  delay  in  switching,  placed  cars  on  a  track  leading 
from  the  regular  interchange  to  the  plant  of  the  Louisiana  Creosoting 
Company,  the  use  of  which  was  objected  to  by  the  Southern  Mineral  & 
Land  Improvement  Company.  The  Southern  Mineral  &  Land  Improve- 
ment Company  refused  to  pay  the  car  service  charges  which  were 
assessed  against  them  by  the  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway  Company  on 
cars  which  were  placed  on  any  track  other  than  the  regular  inter- 
change track.  The  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway  Company  claims  that 
they  are  entitled  to  the  car  service  charges  after  the  free  time  expired, 
since,  in  placing  the  cars  on  the  track  connected  with  the  interchange, 
track,  they  were  easily  accessible  to  the  engine  of  the  Southern  Mineral 
&  Land  Improvement  Company,  and  that  the  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway 
Company  had  performed  its  duty  in  the  premises  when  it  placed  the 
cars  on  the  private  track  and  notified  the  Southern  Mineral  &  Land 
Improvement  Company. 

The  case  is  submitted  to  the  Commission,  after  hearing,  for  de- 
cision. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Commission  that  the  Tremont  &  Gulf 
Railway  Company  had  performed  its  duty  when  it  placed  the  cars  on  a 
track  where  they  were  easily  accessible  to  the  Southern  Mineral  & 
Land  ImproVcmeiiL  Company,  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Southern 
Mineral  &  Land  Improvement  Company  to  move  the  cars  promptly 
and  to  load  them  within  the  free  time  allowed,  or,  failing  to  do  so, 
to  pay  demurrage  for  each  day  thereafter  that  they  were  detained. 

An  order  is  unnecessary  in  this  case,  since  the  entire  matter  is 
submitted  to  the  Commission  for  a  ruling,  which  is  sufficiently  an- 
nounced by  the  assertion  that  the  Southern  Mineral  &  Land  Improve- 
ment Company  is  liable  to  the  Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway  Company  for  the 
car  service  charges  which  accrued  on  the  cars  placed  for  them  by  the 
Tremont  &  Gulf  Railway,  either  on  the  interchange  track  at  Winnfield, 
or  on  a  track  connected  with  the  interchange  track  where  they  were 
accessible  to  the  Southern  Mineral  &  Land  Improvement  Company.

In  re  Freight  Bills. 

At  the  request  of  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Shreve- 
port  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  Commission  instituted  an  investiga- 
tion into  the  advisability  of  recommending  for  use  by  the  carriers 
operating  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  a  uniform  freight  bilL  The  Com- 
mission's investigation  brought  out  the  fact  that  there  exists  a  general 
demand  for  a  freight  bill  showing  on  its  face  (1)  the  point  of  origin: 
(2)  the  date  of  shipment;  (3)  the  weight  of  the  shipment;  (4)  the  route, 
including  the  name  or  initials  of  each  carrier  participating  in  the  haul 
and  the  junction  points  through  which  the  shipment  moves;  (5)  the 
initials  and  number  of  the  car;  (6)  an  adequate  description  of  the 
property  transported;  (7)  the  rate  or  rates  applied  for  the  service;  (8) 
a  statement  of  the  nature,  amount,  and  point  of  accrual  of  each  item 
of  charge  for  stop-in-transit,  reconsignment,  switching,  car  service, 
storage,  and  any  other  charge  incident  to  the  transportation;  (9)  the 
name  of  the  consignor  and  the  date  of  arrival  at  destination. 

The  Commission  is  convinced  that  the  adoption  by  all  carriers  of  r. 
form  giving  the  above  mentioned  information  will  assist  materially  in 
establishing  uniformity  and  simplicity,  and  that  its  general  use  will 
remove  much  of  the  confusion  now  existing.  The  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  has  recently  recommended  to  the  carriers,  and  urgec 
for  general  use  a  form  of  freight  bill  agreed  upon  In  conferences  between 
the  carriers  and  the  shippers.  This  form  referred  to  is  fully  outlined 
in  this  Commission's  Circular  No.  499,  issued  April  8,  1914.  This  Com- 
. mission  believes  that  the  adoption  of  this  form  would  be  to  the  best 
interest  of  all  concerned.  The  Commission,  therefore,  recomipends  and 
urges  for  use  by  all  carriers  operating  in  Louisiana  the  form  of  freight 
bill  outlined  in  this  Commission's  Circular  No.  499,  issued  April  8,  1914.

The  petition  in.  this  case  was  flled  with  the  Commission  on  July 
2,  1914,  and  is  signed  by  a  number  of  the  most  prominent  business 
men  and  citizens  of  Bunkie,  Evergreen,  Cottonport,  Longbridge,  Man- 
sura, Marksville,  Moreauville  and  Plaucheville.  It  asks  that  this  Com- 
mission require  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  run  passenger 
train  No.  87  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway,  which  operates  between 
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Bunkie  and  Eunice  (lately  installed  by  this  Commission's  Order  No. 
1724,  of  May  12,  1914),  so  as  to  take  In  the  territory  between  Bunkie 
and  Marksville.  This  train.  No.  87,  is  now  scheduled  to  leave  Bunkie 
for  Eunice  at  about  1:25  p.  m.,  and  returns  from  Eunice  to  Bunkie 
the  same  afternoon  at  5:40  p.  m. 

It  is  urged  by  the  petitioners  that  this  said  train  No.  87  be  ordered 
to  leave  Marksville  at  some  hour  between  9:30  and  11  o'clock,  arriving 
at  such  an  hour  as  to  continue  the  schedule  already  mapped  out  for 
the  said  train  No.  87  between  Bunkie  and  Eunice,  and  that  the  said 
train  on  its  return  from  Eunice  to  Bunkie  continue  its  service  that 
same  afternoon  from  Bunkie  to  Marksville. 

The  case  was  taken  up  as  per  assignment  and  was  accordingly 
heard  in  Baton  Rouge  on  Tuesday,  July  28,  1914. 

The  representative  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company.  Mr. 
Taussig,  stated  to  the  Commission  that  his  company  was  ready  to  co- 
operate with  the  patrons  of  the  railroad  on  the  Avoyelles  Branch,  and 
that  he  would  agree  to  the  installation  of  the  service  between  Bunkie 
and  Marksville,  provided  that,  if,  after  a  fair  trial,  the  service  was  un- 
remunerative,  that  the  Commission  would  take  up  the  matter  with  a 
view  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  trains.  This  proposition  was  agreed 
to  by  the  Commission  and  the  citizens  of  Avoyelles  parish  present  It 
was  agreed  that  the  period  of  six  months  would  be  of  sufficient  length 
to  make  a  fair  test  as  to  whether  or  not  the  train  can  be  made  re- 
munerative. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDP:rED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it

territory  between  Bunkie  and  Marksville,  said  train  No.  87  to  leave 
Marksville  in  the  morning  at  some  hour  between  9:30  and  11  o'clock, 
arriving  at  Bunkie  at  such  an  hour  as  to  connect  with  No.  54  at  that 
point,  and  to  continue  the  schedule  already  mapped  out  for  the  said 
train  No.  87  between  Bunkie  and  Eunice,  and  that  the  said  train  on 
its  return  from  Eunice  to  Bunkie  continue  its  service  that  same 
afternoon  from  Bunkie  to  Marksville,  arranging  its  return  schedule  so 
as  to  connect  with  No.  53  at  Bunkie,  Louisiana.

The  train  which  petitioners  desire  to  stop  at  Chopin  is  a  limited 
train  operating  between  New  Orleans  and  Denver,  Col.,  and  is  oper- 
ated on  a  schedule  which  does  not  provide  for  stops  at  small  local 
stations.

CONSOLIDATED. 
The  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade,  Ltd.,  filed  a  petition  with  this 
Commission  on  November  28,  1913,  attacking  the  rates  on  grain,  meal, 
feed,  prepared  stock  food  and  wheat  bran  and  hay  to  points  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  Lines  in  Louisiana,  alleging  that  the  existing  rates  are 
unjust,  unreasonable  and  unduly  discriminatory.  Subsequent  petitions 
attacking  the  rates  on  the  same  commodities  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway  and  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  were  filed, 
and  the  same  relief  was  asked  in  each  of.  these  cases.  The  prayer 
of  the  petition  was  that  this  Commission  require  the  defendant  com- 
panies in  these  cases  to  establish  certain  specific  rates,  as  set  forth  in 
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the  petition.  Before  these  cases  came  on  for  hearing,  Interventions 
were  filed  by  the  Alexandria  Progressive  League,  Crowley  Board  ot 
Trade,  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Lake  Charles^the  Baton  Rouge  Whole- 
sale Merchants  and  numerous  individual  shippers  located  at  various 
towns  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  These  interventions  entered  with  the 
Commission  protests  against  gr-anting  the  petition,  unless  similar  re- 
ductions in  rates  were  made  from  each  of  the  respective  towns  and 
cities  in  which  their  businesses  are  located. 

At  the  hearing,  the  testimony  of  witnesses  both  for  and  against 
the  proposal  of  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade  was  taken  and  elab- 
orate exhibits  setting  forth  in  detail  the  rate  situation  relative  to  these 
commodities  in  Louisiana  were  filed.  Arguments  were  heard,  briefs 
submitted,  and  the  case  has  been  duly  considered  by  the  Commission. 
It  may  be  stated  that  the  interior  Jobbers — that  is,  the  jobbers  of  the 
cities  and  towns  other  than  New  Orleans — were  unanimously  opposed 
to  the  readjustment  of  rates  suggested  by  petitioner.  Their  reasons 
for  so  doing  were  substantially  that  the  rates  proposed  by  the  New 
Orleans  Board  of  Trade  would  drive  them  out  of  business,  on  account 
of  the  advantage  enjoyed  by  New  Orleans  by  virtue  of  that  city's 
low  in -bound  rates. 

It  is  pertinent  to  state  here  that  there  is  no  complaint  with  the 
Commission  from  any  of  the  interior  towns  against  the  rates  now  in 
effect.  On  the  contrary,  he  record  in  the  case  shows  that  these  rates 
are,  in  the  main,  satisfactory,  and  the  businesses  in  the  various  com- 
munities served  by  the  railroads  named  as  defendants  in  these  pro- 
ceedings are  progressing  and  flourishing  under  the  existing  rates.  It 
has  always  been  the  policy  of  this  Commission,  as  indicated  by  its 
hundreds  of  orders  reducing  the  freight'  rates  in  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
to  fix  rates  for  the  transportation  of  freight  between  points  in  the 
State  as  low  as  consistent  with  the  character  of  the  service  furnished 
by  the  transportation  lines.  It  is  also  the  desire  of  the  Commission  to 
see   the  railroads  make  reasonable  returns   upon   their  investments. 

We  are  confronted  in  this  case  with  the  petitions  from  one  of  the  ' 
principal  commercial  bodies  of  the  largest  city  of  the  South.  If  these 
petitions  are  granted,  it  would  undoubtedly  permit  the  grain  shippers 
of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  to  enter  some  territory  in  which  they  can- 
not now  successfully  compete  with  the  local  jobbers.  It  is  also  true 
that  the  granting  of  this  petition  would  have  the  effect  of  giving  to 
the  grain  shippers  located  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  an  undue  advan- 
tage over  the  interior  shippers.  The  evidence  in  this  case  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  Justify  the  Commission  to  declare  the  existing  rates  unreason- 
able in  and  of  themselves.  From  the  showing  made,  we  are  bound  to 
conclude  that  we  are  not  justified  in  disturbing  the  present  adjustment 
of  rates,  the  complainants  having  failed  to  convince  the  Commission 
that  the  rates  prayed  for  are  reasonable  or  necessary. 

It  is,  therefore, 
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ORDERED,  That  the  petitions  of  the  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade.

Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  in  the  matter  of  rates  on  grain. 
grain  products,  feed  and  hay,  from  New  Orleans  to  Texas  &  Pacific 
points;  and  Case  No.  2029,  New  Orleans  Board  of  Trade,  Ltd.,  versus 
New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company  and  J.  D.  O'Keefe, 
Receiver  thereof,  in  the  matter  of  rates  on  grain,  grain  products,  feed, 
hay,  etc.,  from  New  Orleans  to  points  in  Louisiana,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  denied,  and  the  case  dismissed,  without  prejudice.

Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana

One    Line    Rates   Over    Defendant's    Line,    Incluiding    Joint   Track 
from  Baton  Rouge  to  New  Orleans. 

This  proceeding  was  instituted  by  the  Commission  on  the  complaint 
of  J.  W.  Thompson,  a  shipper  of  sand  and  gravel,  that  the  New  Or- 
leans, Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company  was  refusing  to  charge  the 
one  line  rate  on  sand  and  gravel  from  Anchorage  to  intermediate  points 
located  on  the  line  of  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Com- 
pany, over  which  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company 
operates  its  trains  between  North  Baton  Rouge  and  the  City  of  Ne"w 
Orleans. 

At  the  hearinK  there  was  no  denial  of  the  facts  alleged  in  the 
complaint  of  Thompson,  but  the  defense  of  the  New  Orleans,  Texas 
&  Mexico  Railroad  Company  was  that  under  its  trackage  contract 
with  the  Yazoo   &   Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  Company  it  was   corn- 
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pelled  to  chargre  joint  line  rates  on  all  shipments  which  it  handled 
between  points  located  on  Its  lines  west  of  the  Mississippi  River  and 
points  located  on  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River.  The  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad,  through 
its  attorneys  and  officers,  also  appeared  at  the  hearing  and  opposed  any 
<?hange  in  the  existing  rates,  on  the  ground  that  the  right  of  the  New 
Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company  to  operate  its  trains  over 
the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  between  North  Baton  Rouge 
and  the  City  of  New  Orleans  was  dependent  on  the  compliance  with 
the  contract,  one  of  the  provisions  of  which  is  as  follows: 

"It  is  a  condition  of  the  grants  herein  made  to  the  New  Orleans 
Company  and  the  following  reservation  is  made  from  the  said  grants, 
and  the  New  Orleans  -Company  shall  and  will  not,  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Valley  Company,  change  through  rates  existing  from 
time  to  time  on  passenger  or  freight  traffic  originating  at  or  destined 
to  intermediate  stations  between  New  Orleans  and  Baton  Rouge,  or 
increase  divisions  of  such  through  rates  from  time  to  time  allowed 
lines  connecting  at  New  Orleans  or  Baton  Rouge,  or  change  any  prec- 
tice  existing  from  time  to  time  in  regard  to  allowances  of  any  character 
to  industrial  roads,  or  to  so-called  tap  lines,  or  with  respect  to  the 
absorption  of  switching  or  other  charges  out  of  such  rates.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  paragraph  are  of  the  essence  of  the  contract,  and  in 
case  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  after  notice  or 
knowledge  thereof,  on  the  part  of  a  general  officer  of  the  New  Orleans 
Company,  the  right  bt  the  New  Orleans  Company  to  participate  in  ihe 
traffic  described  in  this  paragraph  shall  automatically  cease  and  de- 
termine." 

After  due  consideration  of  the  case,  and  on  account  of  the  impor- 
tant questions  involved,  the  entire  matter  was  submitted  to  the  As- 
sistant Attorney  General  for  his  opinion.  It  is  his  advice  to  the  Com- 
mission that  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company  Is 
a  continuous  line  of  railroad  from  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  to  the  state 
line,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  reaching  its  termini  it  uses  partly 
Its  own  track,  some  of  the  track  belonging  to  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi 
Valley  Railroad,  and  a  small  piece  of  track  belonging  to  the  Santa  Fe 
(in  Western  Louisiana). 

Joint  track  arrangements  are  very  frequently  made  between  car- 
riers in  reaching  certain  points.  It  is  sometimes  cheaper  to  reach  im- 
portant terminals  through  this  means  than  by  building  through  tracks. 
It  is  nothing  unusual  for  one  railroad  company  to  lease  or  rent  the 
use  of  its  track  to  another  railroad  company,  but  no  such  lease  could 
be  used  as  a  means  of  requiring  shippers  to  pay  double  freight  rates. 

The  situation  of  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  is  as 
follows: 

A  shipment  originating,  we  will  say,  at  GaryviUe,  on  the  Yazoo  & 
Mississippi  Valley  Railroad,  destined  to  a  point  on  the  Frisco  Line  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River,  may  be  transported  by  the  Frisco  Railroad  iij 
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its  own  cars  directly  between  two  such  points.  The  FYisco  Railroad  is 
now  claiming  the  right  to  charge  on  such  a  shipment,  not  the  rates 
which  have  been  established  on  its  lines,  but  a  combination  rate  with 
the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad  from  the  point  of  origin  to 
North  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  with  the  rate  of  the  Frisco  Railroad 
from  North  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  to  destination,  although  the  service 
in  such  a  case  is  a  continuous  through  line  haul  performed  by  the  Frisco 
Railroad,  which  receives  the  entire  revenue  produced  from  such  a  ship- 
ment. In  other  words,  the  Frisco  Railroad,  according  to  the  Commis- 
sion's information,  receives  a  joint  rate  for  moving  such  a  shipment — 
it  does  not  divide  the  rate  with  the  Yazoo  &  Mississippi  Valley  Railroad. 
The  Frisco  Lines  should  not  charge  the  combination  of  the  two  locai 
rates  on  such  shipments.  The  Frisco  Railroad  Is  one  continuous  line 
of  railroad  from  New  Orleans  to  the  state  line,  performing  the  service 
of  a  single  common  carrier,  and  it  is  unreasonable  for  this  road  to 
collect  any  rates  higher  than  its  continuous  single  line  rates  as  on 
file  with  and  approved  by  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana, 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  J.  D.  O'Keefe,  Receiver  thereof,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
commanded  and  required  to  further  cease  and  desist  from  charglnip

vs.  No.  2154.

Stopping   Trains  1    and   2  at    Lottie. 

The  contention   in   this  case  is   that  the   present  train  service  fur- 
nished   by    the    New    Orleans,    Texas    &    Mexico    Railroad   Company    at 
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Lottie  Station,  a  place  on  its  line  in  Pointe  Coupee  Parish,  Louisiana, 
is  inadequate.  The  Commission  is  asked  to  remedy  the  situation,  and 
at  the  hearing  the  suggestion  of  the  witnesses  who  appeared  in  behalf 
of  the  complainants  was  that  trains  Nos.  1  and  2,  passing  Lottie  re- 
spectively at  about  11:55  p.  m.  and  3:32  a.  m.,  be  required  to  stop  at 
this  point. 

The  investigation  made  by  the  Commission  showed  that  Lottie  is 
a  point  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  which  about  tw^elve  hundred  people 
reside.  A  short  time  previous  to  the  filing  of  this  complaint,  the  New 
Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Railroad  Company,  hereafter  called  the  Frisco, 
operated  trains  on  approximately  the  same  schedules  as  trains  1  and  2 
now  operate  on,  stopping  regularly  at  Lottie.  This  service  was  satis- 
factory to  the  complainants.  Under  the  present  schedules,  however, 
the  citizens  of  Lottie  have  only  one  train  per  day  each  way  upon 
which  they  can  travel.  These  trains  pass  Lottie  going  east  at  about 
4:55  p.  m.  and  going  west  about  12:59  p.  m.  It  is  impossible  for  any 
one  to  take  the  train  at  Lottie,  going  to  Baton  Rouge,  attend  to  any 
business,  and  return  the  same  day,  because  the  train  which  passes 
Lottie  at  about  4:55  p.  m.  reaches  Baton  Rouge  at  about  7:10  p.  m., 
after  business  hours.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  for  any  one  traveling 
from  Lottie  to  Baton  Rouge  on  business  to  remain  in  Baton  Rouge  all 
night  and  return  to  Lottie  the  next  day  on  the  train  leaving  Baton 
Rouge  at  about  eleven  o'clock  a.  m.  In  order  to  make  the  trip  from 
Lottie  to  New  Orleans  under  the  present  arrangement  of  the  train 
schedule  it  is  necessary  to  leave  Lottie  on  the  train  passing  there 
about  4:55  p.  m.,  which  reaches  New  Orleans  at  9:40,  and  remain  in 
New  Orleans  two  nights  and  a  day  before  being  able  to  return  to 
Lottie.  This  is  because  the  day  train  leaving  New  Orleans  at  8:30  in 
the  morning  is  the  only  train  stopping  at  Lottie.  In  order  to  go  west 
from  Lottie  to  Opelousas  or  elsewhere  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  day 
train  passing  Lottie  about  12:59  p.  m.,  go  to  Opelousas  and  remain 
there  until  the  next  afternoon.  The  trip  can  not  be  made  in  less  than 
24  hours. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  Commission  to  interfere  with  through 
passenger  train  service  whenever  it  can  be  avoided,  but  in  this  case 
Lottie,  being  a  place  of  some  importance,  the  train  service  which  is 
furnished  by  the  Frisco  Lines  at  Lottie  is  inadequate.  The  stop  can 
be  made  at  Lottie  without  any  inconvenience  to  the  company,  and 
without  interfering  with  its  through  schedule.  It  does  not  follow  that 
this  Commission  will  order  stops  to  be  made  at  other  places,  but  tho 
evidence  in  this  case  is  plainly  in  favor  of  the  complainants,  and  fully 
justifies  the  Commission  in  entering  an  order  requiring  trains  1  and  2 
to  stop  at  Lottie. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  on  and  after  the  9th  day  of  August,  1914,  trains 
Nos.  1  and  2,  now  operated  by  the  New  Orleans,  Texas  &  Mexico  Rail- 
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road  Company  and  J.  D.  O'Keefe,  Receiver  thereof,  shall  be  stopped  on 
flag  or  notice  to  the  conductor  at  Lottie  to  take  on  and  let  oif  pas- 
sengers.

In   the   Matter  of  Compressing   Cotton   in   Transit  at   Alexandria 
Originating    at    Points    on    the    Natchitoches    Branch. 

Complaint  is  made  in  this  case  that  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  discriminates  against  the  compress  located  at  Alexandria  In 
rates  on  cotton  from  points  on  Its  Natchitoches  Branch  by  not  pro- 
viding that  the  privilege  of  compressing  at  Alexandria,  carrier  assuming

the  cost  of  compressing,  will  be  granted  in  connection  with  the  through 
rate. 

The  case  was  hoard  at  a  special  session  of  the  Commission  held 
In  Alexandria  on  the  27th  of  July,  1914,  and  a  full  investigation  made. 

The  rates  applicable  from  points  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  of 
the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  to  New  Orleans  are  shown  in  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company's  Freight  Tariff  No.  58-B,  issued  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Commission's  Authorities  Nos.  6503  and  8171,  and  its 
Order  No.  1204.  The  rates  complained  against  are  shown  in  Item  No. 
3,  and  the  provision  in  the  tariflf  as  to  rates  from  Natchitoches  Branch 
points  to  New  Orleans  and  Westwego  are  as  follows: 

"Cotton  Which  Is  to  Go  Through  Flat."  This  means  that  cotton 
oroginating  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  may  be  shipped  to  New  Or- 
leans at  the  rate  specified  in  the  tariff  flat,  but  can  not  be  stopped  in 
transit  for  compression  at  Alexandria.  If  parties  desire  to  compress 
their  cotton  at  Alexandria,  it  must  be  shipped  into  Alexandria  on  a 
local  rate,  and  then  reshipped  from  Alexandria  to  New  Orleans  on  an- 
other local  rate,  making  a  through  rate  higher  when  the  cotton  is 
compressed  at  Alexandria  than  when  the  cotton  is  shipped  from  points 
on  the  Natchitoches  Branch   through  to  New  Orleans  flat. 

The  second  column  of  this  tariff  provided  "Cotton  With  Privilege  of 
Compressing  at  Natchitoches,  Carrier  Assuming  Cost  of  Compressing.' 
This  provision  in  the  tariff  allows,  as  will  be  seen,  the  privilege  of 
shipping  cotton  from  any  point  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  at  the  rates 
named  in  the  tariff,  to  New  Orleans,  with  carrier's  privilege  of  com- 
pressing at  Natchitoches,  carrier  to  pay  the  cost  of  compressing  the 
cotton. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  this  constitutes  an  unjust  dis- 
crimination against  the  City  of  Alexandria.  There  is  no  reason  why  a 
shipper  on  the  Natchitoches  Branch  should  not  have  his  cotton  com- 
pressed either  at  Natchitoches  or  at  Alexandria. 

The  only  objection  urged  against  extending  the  compressing  privi- 
lege to  Alexandria  was  by  representative  of  the  Natchitoches  and 
Shreveport  interests,  whose  objection  was  that  the  Natchitoches  com- 
press should  be  protected  by  an  adjustment  of  rates  which  would  not 
permit  the  cotton  being  hauled  off  this  branch  line  for  compressing  at 
any  other  point  than  Natchitoches.  The  objection  so  far  as  Shrevepor 
was  concerned  was  that  it  would  allow  Alexandria  to  compete  in  this 
territory  with  the  Shreveport  buyers  of  cotton.  The  last  objection  is 
one  which  furnishes  a  suflicient  reason  for  the  Commission's  extending 
the  privilege  to  Alexandria.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  Conmiisslon  that 
rates  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  so  adjusted  as  to  afford  free  and 
open  competition  among  buyers  of  Louisiana  products.  The  discrimina- 
tion against  Alexandria  In  this  case  is  unjust. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That,  effective  the  15th  day  of  August,  1914,  the  Texas 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  It  Is  hereby,  commanded  and  re- 
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quired  to  provide  that  on  cotton  origrinating  at  points  on  its  Natchi- 
toches Branch,  the  rates  in  effect  shall  apply  with  the  privilege  of  com- 
pressing either  at  Natchitoches  or  Alexandria,  the  carrier  assuming  the 
cost  of  compressing.

ORDERED,   That  the  Texas  &   Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it   is   hereby,  commanded  and  required   to  so   amend   its   tariffs  as   to 
comply  with  this  order.

Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  Company,  and 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Compressing   Cotton   in  Transit,  Through   Rates  on  Cotton. 

This  complaint  is  not  directed  against  the  rates  applicable  on  cotton 
from  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  points  to  Alexandria  and  to 
points  beyond,  but,  rather,  to  the  arrangements  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  compressing  of  cotton  originating  at  points  on  the  Louisiana 
&  Arkansas  Railway  at  Alexandria. 

Under  the  existing  tariffs,  the  rates  which  are  in  effect  from 
points  on  the  Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  to  New  Orleans  are  al- 
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leged  to  be  discriminatory  on  account  of  the  fact  that  this  company 
publishes  rates  with  carrier's  privilege  of  compressing,  the  carrier  to 
assume  the  cost  of  the  compressing.  The  rates,  while  expressed  in 
cents  per  hundred  pounds,  amount,  on  shipments  to  New  Orleans,  to 
about  $2.50  per  bale.  From  stations  Grace  to  Sibley,  inclusive,  there  is 
a  rate  of  25  cents  per  bale  to  Mlnden,  and  the  rates  from  Minden  to 
New  Orleans  are  $2.25,  making  a  through  rate  from  points  on  the  line 
from  Grace  to  Sibley,  inclusive,  to  New  Orleans,  of  $2.50,  via  Minden. 
On  this  cotton  there  is  a  back  haul.  When  the  cotton  passes  through 
Alexandria,  it  is  in  the  direct  line  of  transit. 

Speciflcally,  the  complainant  is  asking  that  the  present  rates  from 
Louisiana  &  Arkansas  points  to  New  Orleans  on  cotton,  flat,  shall  in- 
clude the  cost  of  compressing  the  cotton  in  transit.  The  Louisiana  & 
Arkansas  Railway  Company  at  the  hearing,  through  its  representative, 
proposed  to  provide  in  their  tariffs  for  the  payment  of  compressing 
the  cotton  in  transit  on  shipments  moving  through  Alexandria,  pro- 
vided they  were  allowed  to  charge  25  cents  per  bale  additional. 

The  Commission  considers  the  proposition  made  by  the  Louisiana 
&  Arkansas  Railway  Company  to  protect  the  through  rate  from  points 
on  its  line  plus  5  cents  per  100  pounds  from  Winnfleld  and  south,  in- 
cluding Jena  Branch  points,  and  also  north  of  Winnfleld,  the  carrier 
to  pay  the  cost  of  compressing  out  of  the  through  rate,  as  a  reasonable 
adjustment  of  the  present  situation. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  existing  rates  on  cotton  from  points  on  the 
Louisiana  &  Arkansas  Railway  to  New  Orleans  via  Alexandria,  plus 
5  cents  per  100  pounds,  shall  include  the  privilege  of  compressing  cot- 
ton at  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  the  carrier  to  pay  the  cost  of  compress- 
ing out  of  the  rate  thus  made.

This  proceeding  is  an  application  of  the  New  Orleans  Great  Northern 
Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  remove  the  spur  track  known  aa 
Baptiste  Spur,  near  Onvil,  St.  Tammany  Parish,  Louisiana. 

Due  notice  of  the  hearing  in  this  case  was  served  on  all  interested 
parties  and  the  case  was  accordingly  taken  up  by  the  Commission  on 
July  28,  1914. 

Objection  to  the  removal  of  the  spur  in  question  was  filed  with 
the  Commission  by  the  Carrollton  Excelsior  &  Fuel  Company,  of  New 
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Orleans,  on  the  ground  th£^t  all  machinery  necessary  to  operate  the 
Onvil  Wood  Mill,  and  which  is  served  by  the  said  Baptiste  Spur,  is  in 
the  mill  plant  and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  owners  of  said  mill, 
the  Carrollton  Excelsior  &  Fuel  Company,  Ltd.,  to  operate  the  plant 
at  some  future  date. 

The  Commission's  Investigation  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  ma- 
chinery in  the  mill  is  in  a  rusty  condition,  is  out  of  repair,  and  has  not 
been  in  use  for  a  number  of  years,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  prospect  of  the  mill  being  operated  in  the  near  future.  It  was  also 
shown  that  the  ties  in  the  spur  had  all  rotted  out,  and  that  the  rails 
were  lying  alongside  of  the  right  of  way.  This  condition  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  no  ties  were  furnished  by  the  users  of  the  spur,  as  is  de- 
manded, in  accordance  with  the  usual  spur  track  agreement. 

If  the  owner  of  the  mill  in  question  repairs  his  plant  and  decides 
he  has  use  for  the  spur,  the  Commission  is  empowered  to,  and  will, 
order  the  spur  replaced,  under  the  usual  spur  track  agreement. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  no 
injury  will  be  done  by  granting  the  application. 

It  is,   therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  New  Orleans  Great  North- 
ern Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  remove  the  spur  track  knowTi 
as  Baptiste  Spur,  near  Onvil,  St.  Tammany  Parish,  Louisiana,  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  granted.

St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &   Southern  Railway  Company,  and 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

In  the  Matter  of  Rates  on  Cotton  to,  from  and  Through  Alexandria. 

This  complaint  is  directed  against  the  rate  on  cotton  in  eftect  from 
points  on  the  Watkins  Division  of  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  & 
Southern  Railway  via  Alexandria,  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  to 
New  Orleans. 
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Under  the  existing  rates,  there  is  no  provision  that  the  carrier 
shall  pay  the  cost  of  compressing  cotton  in  such  movements  at  Alex- 
andria. No  attack  is  made  against  the  reasonableness  of  the  rate  in 
effect,  the  request  simply  being  that  the  Commission  Require  the  Si. 
Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  to  pay  the  cost  of  compressing  out 
of  the  through  rate  now  in  effect  from  points  on  its  line  to  New  Or- 
leans. The  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  Company 
propose  to  apply  the  local  rate  from  points  on  its  line  to  Alexandria 
on  the  cotton  to  be  compressed  at  that  point,  and  when  the  cotton  is 
compressed  at  Alexandria  to  refund  the  in-bound  charges,  protecting 
the  rate  from  point  of  origin  to  destination,  this  arrangement  to  apply 
from  points  on  the  Iron  Mountain  Railway  north  of  Alexandria,  and 
also  from  points  on  the  Watkins  Division. 

The  effect  of  this  will  be  to  protect  the  through  rate  of  |1.80  per 
bale  from  points  on  the  Watkins  Division  and  rates  which  are  slightly 
higher  than  those  from  points  north  of  Alexandria,  and  in  addition  the 
shipper  will  pay  the  cost  of  compressing,  amounting  to  about  50  cents 
per  bale,  the  benefit  of  which  will  inure  entirely  to  the  carrier.  Should 
the  initial  carrier,  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway 
Company,  pay  the  cost  of  compressing  out  of  the  through  rate,  it  there- 
by secures  the  prompt  return  of  its  cars  into  service,  and  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  in  hauling  the  cotton  to  New  Orleans  secures 
the  benefit  of  the  increased  efficiency  of  its  cars  by  hauling  compressed 
instead  of  uncompressed  cotton. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  defendants 
herein,  shall,  effective  August  15,  1914,  so  amend  their  existing  rates 
on  cotton,  from  points  on  the  H.  C.  A.  &  N.  and  Watkins  Divisions  of 
the  St.  Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern  Railway  to  New  Orleans, 
when  moving  via  Alexandria,  in  direct  line  of  transit,  as  to  provide 
that  the  existing  rates  shall  include  carrier's  privilege  of  compressing 
at  Alexandria,  the  carrier  to  assume  the  cost  of  compressing.

Defendant  in  his  answer  avers  that  at  the  existing  rates  it  is  not 
possible  to  comply  with  the  demands  of  petitioners  and  maintain  the 
company;  that  an  additional  expense  incurred  will  cause  its  financial 
failure  and  consequent  abandonment. 

It  was  shown  at  the  hearing  that  the  opening  of  the  exchange  at 
Church  Point  for  a  few  hours  on  Sundays  will  reasonably  comply 
with  the  prayer  of  petitioners,  and  will  not  cause  additional  expense 
to  the  company. 

The  Commission  believes  that  the  public  is  entitled  to  adequate 
and  suitable  service,  and  that  telephone  service  on  Sundays  is  a  neces- 
sity, and  should  be  provided  for  by  the  defendant  company.

Spur  Track  on   A.   Moresi   Company's   Plantation. 

The  petition  in  this  case,  signed  by  the  A.  Moresi  Company,  Lim- 
ited, was  filed  with  the  Commission  on  September  7,  1914.  It  alleges 
that  the  crop  of  sugar  cane  now  standing  on  the  plantation  of  peti- 
tioner and  the  plantations  of  neighboring  farmers,  will  yield  for  market 
between  four  and  five  thousand  tons  of  cane;  that  all  of  said  cane  is 
under  contract  with  the  Erath  Sugar  Company,  of  Erath,  Louisiana^ 
and  must  be  shipped  in  order  that  complainant  and  others  may  carry 
out  their  contract  with  the  said  Erath  factory  for  the  year  1914,"  and 
for  future  years.  It  further  alleges  that  there  will  be  produced  this 
year  a  large  quantity  of  corn,  some  of  which  will  be  shippe'd  from 
complainant's  plantation.  It  also  alleges  that  it  is  not  possible  for 
complainants  to  ship  the  products  of  their  plantations  on  any  other 
railroad;  and  to  ship  over  defendant's  road  by  hauling  to  any  other 
spur  track  would  entail  great  loss  of  time  and  enormous  expense;  that 
in  order  to  ship  said  crop  to  said  Erath  factory  the  said  product  must 
be  loaded  on  defendant's  railroad,  which  has  a  branch  from  New  Iberia 
to  Erath,  and  this  branch  road  is  the  only  railroad  connected  with  the 
town  of  Erath  and  the  Erath  sugar  factory. 

Complainant  avers  that  the  spur  prayed  for  is  an  absolute  necessity, 
and  until  the  spur  is  installed,  he  is  deprived  of  the  railroad  as  a  trans- 
portation agent,  and  unless  same  is  installed  would,  theref're,  be 
compelled  to  sell  his  crop  at  a  loss,  and  also  be  compelled  to  abandon 
a  very  profitable  contract  with  the  Erath  sugar  facCorj'. 

The  A.  Moresi  Company,  Limited,  states  that  they  are  willing  and 
ready  to  enter  into  the  usual  spur  track  agreement  ei.tered  into  between 
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carriers  and  shippers,  and  will  pay  what  share  of  expense  is  fair  and 
just.  At  the  hearing,  the  complainants  guaranteed  to  ship  at  least  two 
thousand  tons  of  cane  during  the  coming  (1914)  season.  The  rate  en 
this  cane  to  Erath  is  55  cents  per  ton,  and  the  carrier  gets  the  entire 
out-bound  tonnage  of  the  product.  Other  shipments  will  be  made  from 
the  spur. 

A  full  and  complete  investigation  was  made  by  the  Commi««sion- 
The  allegations  in  complainant's  petition  were  proven,  and  reasonably 
demand  the  installation  of  the  spur.  Railroad  companies  should  fur- 
nish ample  and  adequate  facilities  by  the  construction  of  side  tracks 
or  spur  tracks  wherever  reasonably  necessary.  The  carrier  unjustly 
discriminates  when  it  refuses  to  construct  an  industrial  spur  or  side 
track  for  one  shipper  under  conditions  similar  to  those  which  cause 
it  to  build  spurs  for  another  shipper. 

The  plaintiffs  in  this  case  are  entitled  to  relief,  and  it  is,  therefore, 
ORDERED,  That  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  &  Texas  Railroad  & 
Steamship  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required, 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  construct  a  side

Mode  of  Procedure  in  Cases  Before  the   Railroad  Commission   of 
Louisiana,    Including    Forms  to   Be   Used    in    Drawing 

Petitions  and  Complaints. 

The  following:  mode  of  procedure  to  regulate  the  mode  and  manner 
of  all  investigations  and  hearings  of  parties  before  it  is  adopted  by 
the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana: 

SESSIONS. 

General  and  special  sessions  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louis- 
iana are  held  in  its  offlces,  in  the  Capitol,  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana, 
on  such  days  as  may  be  designated,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

When  special  sessions  are  held  at  other  places,  the  hour  and  place 
of  sittings  will  be  specially  arranged  to  suit  the  conditions. 
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The  office  of  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge,  is  open  every  day, 
except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  for  the  filing  of  complaints,  answers, 
or  other  documents,  and  the  transaction  of  routine  business. 

Decisions  and  orders  will  in  all  cases  be  rendered  at  the  domicile  of 
the  Commission,  Baton  Rouge. 

PARTIES. 

(Plaintiffs) 
Any  person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  society,  or  public  or  pri- 
vate organization,  may  complain  to  the  Commission  of  any  act  done 
or  omitted  to  be  done,  which  may  be  in  violation  of  any  of  Articles  283 
to  289,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  or  Acts  amendatory 
thereof  or  supplementary  thereto,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Commission,  of  the  rates,  charges,  tariffs,  or  traffic  regulations  estab- 
lished or  authorized  by  the  Commission,  or  charged,  demanded  or  col- 
lected by  the  carrier,  or  of  any  services  performed  by  any  of  the  carriers 
or  corporations  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

(Defendants)    . 

Any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business 
of  operating  a  railroad,  steamboat,  express,  telephone,  sleeping  car,  or 
pipe  line  business,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  may  be  made  a  defendant 
in  any  complaint  or  petition  filed  with  the  Commission.  If  the  com- 
plaint relates  to  but  one  line  of  railroad,  or  to  but  one  of  the  other 
classes  of  common  carriers  under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  no 
other  carrier  should  be  made  a  party;  but  if  the  complaint  or  petition 
relates  to  matters  in  which  two  or  more  carriers  are  interested,  then 
each  of  the  several  carriers  participating  in  the  matter  complained  of, 
should  be  included  in  the  petition  or  complaint. 

Persons  or  carriers  not  parties  to  a  proceeding  may,  by  leave  of  the 
Commission,  intervene,  by  petition,  asking  to  be  heard  in  the  case.  Such 
petition  should  set  forth  the  petitioner's  interest  in  the  proceeding. 
Interveners  have  the  same  right  to  present  evidence,  examine  witnesses, 
make  oral  argument  and  file  brief,  as  the  principal  parties. 

FILING    OF    PETITIONS    AND    COMPLAINTS. 

All  complaints  or  petitions  must  be  made  in  writing  (preferably 
typewriting),  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana.  As  many  copies  of  the  petition  should  be 
filed  as  there  are  parties  in  the  case,  with  three  additional  copies  for 
the  Commission. 

Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  any  complaint  or  petition  the  Sec* 
retary  will- record  and  file  the  same,  and  cause  a  copy  to  be  served 
personally,  or  by  mail,  upon  each  defendant. 

Note. — When  complainants  do  not  file  a  sufficient  number  of  copies 
to  supply  one  to  each  defendant  and  three  for  the  Commission,  it  is 
likely  to  cause  a  delay  in  the  hearing. 
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ANSWERS. 

Ten  days  are  allowed,  after  service,  before  the  defendant  shall  be 
required  to  appear  and  answer  the  petition. 

Answers,  in  writing,  must  be  made  to  all  complaints  and  petitions, 
by  the  defendant,  or  by  each  defendant,  when  there  are  several,  within 
ten  days  after  service  of  the  petition.  A  sufficient  number  of  copies  of 
the  answer  must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  to  supply  one  to  each  complainant  and  three 
for  the  Commission. 

If,  before  filing  answer,  the  defendant  or  defendants  make  a  satis- 
factory disposition  of  the  complaint,  they  should  so  notify  the  Commis- 
sion in  writing,  setting  forth  the  manner  of  satisfaction.  This  state- 
ment should  have  the  concurrence  of  the  complainant,  before  the  case 
will  be  dismissed. 

If  answers  are  not  filed  in  the  ten  days  allowed,  the  complaint  will 
be  taken  as  confessed  and  an  order  entered  granting  the  petition. 

REPRESENTATION. 

All  parties  making  complaints  to  the  Commission  are  expected  to 
appear  and  present  their  cases  to  the  Commission,  except  in  cases  where 
the  Commission,  upon  affidavit  or  other  proof  of  a  violation  of  its 
rules,  rates,  or  orders,  has  instituted,  of  its  own  accord,  a  proceeding 
against  a  carrier  for  such  violation. 

Defendants  are  required  to  appear  at  the  designated  time  and  place 
and  defend  their  cases.  Otherwise,  the  Commission  will  proceed  to 
hear  the  case  and  enter  such  orders  as  the  facts  developed  by  the  In- 
vestigation may  warrant. 

Either  party  may  be  represented  before  the  Commission  by  an 
attorney  at  law,  or  an  attorney  in  fact. 

AFFIDAVITS. 

Whenever   any   interested    party   desires    to   report   a   violation   of 

rules  to  the  Commission,  it  must  be  done  in  writing,  accompanied  by  an 

affidavit,  setting  forth  the  facts  constituting  the  violation.    In  such  cases 

the  Commission  will  prosecute  the  offending  carrier  on  its  own  motion. 

HEARINGS. 
All  matters  demanding  hearings  by  the  Commission  will  be  assigned 
for  hearing  at  the  session  following  the  date  of  filing  the  petition, 
provided  it  has  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  at 
least  fifteen  days  before  the  hearing.  Otherwise,  the  case  will  be  as- 
signed at  the  next  following  session  of  the  Commission. 

TESTIMONY  AND  ARGUMENTS. 
When  cases  are  called,  the  pleadings  will  be  read  by  the  Secretary. 
Plaintiffs   will   then   introduce  their   testimony,   to   be   followed   by 
defendants,  the  plaintiffs  to  close  in  rebuttal. 
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Intervenors  will  present  their  testimony  immediately  following  the 
plaintiff. 

ARGUMENTS. 
Oral  arguments  will  be  heard  when  requested  and  must  be  strictly 
confined  to  the  testimony  and  issues  involved.    The  order  of  presenting 
arguments  will  be  as  follows: 
PlaintifC 
Defendant. 
Intervenors  (if  any). 
PlaintifC  in  rebuttal. 
In  case  either  party  fails  to  present  evidence,  the  Commission  will 
make  as  complete,  an  investigation  as  seems  necessary  and  re^ider  such 
order  as  the  circumstances  in  the  case  may  require. 

BRIEFS. 

Any  party  to  the  proceedings  may  file  a  brief,  printed  or  typewrit- 
ten, of  his  argument  in  the  case,  when  leave  to  do  so  is  granted  by 
the  Commission. 

REHEARINGS. 

Applications  to  re-open  any  case  will  not  be  considered  unless  filed 
within  ten  days  from  the  promulgation  of  the  Commission's  order  an- 
nouncing its  decision. 

Petitions  for  such  rehearing  should  be  filed  in  triplicate,  by  one  of 
the  original  parties  to  the  suit,  and  must  set  forth  clearly  the  grounds 
upon  which  the  rehearing  is  asked.  The  petitions  must  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at  Baton  Rouge. 

EX  PARTE  PETITIONS. 

Any  of  the  common  carriers  or  other  transportation  organizations 
under  the  control  of  the  Commission,  may  petition  the  Commission 
for  a  change  in  any  of  its  Rules  and  Regulations,  rates,  orders,  or  tariffs, 
by  written  application,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  at 
Baton  Rouge.    These  petitions  should  be  made  in  duplicate. 

When  the  petition  contemplates  any  change  in  rates  or  service  which 
will  affect  the  interests  of  any  particular  place  or  class  of  shippers,  the 
Secretary  will  give  public  notice  of  the  date  of  the  hearing,  by  circular 
letter,  and  through  the  press,  allowing  at  least  five  days  for  interested 
parties  to  appear. 

At  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing,  the  Commission  will  hear  all 
parties  interested  in  the  proceeding,  who  may  be  present,  or  will  re- 
ceive communications  from  those  unable  to  personally  present  their 
views.  Such  communications  will  be  considered  as  arguments  for  or 
against  the  issues  involved. 

The  Commission,  in  such  cases,  may  take  testimony  at  the  request 
of  either  party,  or  on  its  own  account.

what  extent  they  are  interested  •  in  the  rate,  except  as  between  Baton 
Rouge  and  New  Orleans. 

The  investigation  made  by  the  Commission  shows  that  this  rate 
has  been  in  effect  for  many  years,  and  it  is  only  now  by  the  concerted 
action  of  the  four  railroads  who  signed  the  application  that  the  Com- 
mission is  asked  to  cancel  the  same  and  substitute  therefor  class  rates. 
Empty  molasses,  sugar,  oil  and  vegetable  barrels  are  very  low  grade 
commodities,  and  should  take  the  low  rate.  While  there  is  nothing  to 
show  just  what  percentage  of  the  empty  barrels  are  reshipped  loaded 
over  the  lines  signing  the  application,  yet  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
the  railroads  receive  the  bulk  of  the  tonnage  from  the  sugar  factories 
along  their  lines,  and  for  every  empty  barrel  that  is  hauled  into  a 
sugar  factory  a  barrel  loaded  with  sugar  or  molasses  is  shipped  out. 

We  see  no  necessity  at  this  time  for  disturbing  a  rato  which  has 
been  in  effect  for  so  many  years  and  has  not  been  subject  to  previous 
complaint,  either  by  shippers  or  carriers.

Depot  at  Abbington. 

This  case  came  on  to  be  heard  as  per  assignment  and  was  taken 
up  at  the  session  of  the  Commission  held  in  the  City  of  Shreveport  on 
November  5,  1914. 

A  full  investigation  was  made,  and  the  testimony  of  several  wit- 
nesses was  taken.  It  was  shown  conclusively  that,  on  account  of  the 
failure  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  provide  any  facili- 
ties whatever  at  Abbington,  the  patrons  of  the  road  at  that  point  have 
been  forced  to  suffer  many  inconveniences.  While  there  is  a  station 
about  a  mile  distant  (Grand  Bayou)  by  railroad,  this  station  13  much 
more  distant  by  public  road,  and,  too,  its  location  Is  not  such  as  to 
afford  the  proper  accommodation  to  the  people  of  Abbington  and 
vicinity. 

Abbington  is  an  oil  town,  containing  a  well -equipped  cotton  gin 
plant  and  several  business  houses,  and  therefore  a  considerable  amount 
of  freight  is  shipped  into  it  yearly. 

The  Commission  is  convinced  that  there  is  a  reasonable  necessity 
for  the  provision  by  the  defendant  company  of  some  protection  for 
freig|it  and  passengers  at  this  point. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the 
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date  of  this  order,  to  erect  and  maintain  at  Abbington,  a  station  on

In  Re  Stopping  Trains  at  Carvel  and   Repairs  to  Depot  at 
That  Point. 

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  with  the  Commission  on  Febru- 
ary 20,  1914,  and  the  hearing  postponed  from  time  to  time  with  a  view 
of  adjusting  matters  to  the  satisfaction  of  petitioners.  No  arrange- 
ments having  been  arrived  at,  the  case  was  placed  on  the  program  for 
the  session  of  the  Commission  held  in  Shreveport  on  November  6,  1914. 

When  the  case  was  called  it  was  agreed  by  ail  Interested  parties 
that  Commissioner  Bridges,  in  whose  district  Carvel  is  located,  to  go  to 
Shreveport  and  take  testimony  Jn  the  case.  Commissioner  Bridges 
proceeded  to  Shreveport,  took  testimony  of  several  witnesses,  and  re- 
ported on  same  to  the  Commission. 

The  Commissioner's  investigation  developed  the  fact  that  the  people 
of  Carvel  and  immediate  vicinity  are  placed  at  a  serious  disadvantage, 
and  subjected  to  great  inconvenience  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  to  permit  trains  1  and  2, 
north  and  sound  bound,  to  stop  at  that  point  on  flag.  Formerly  these 
trains  made  this  stop  and  the  record  shows  that  the  ticket  sales  were 
fairly  remunerative. 

Carvel  is  1.4  miles  south  of  Taylortown  and  2%  miles  north  of 
Elm  Grove.  The  Commission  believes  that  these  trains  should  ac- 
commodate the  patrons  of  the  road  at  Carvel  by  stopping  at  that  point, 
as  prayed  for  by  petitioners,  on  flag. 
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The  petition  also  requests  that  the  company  be  required  to  rebuild 
the  freight  and  passenger  room,  which  was  partly  destroyed  by  fire 
some  time  since.  There  should  be  protection  for  freight  and  passen- 
gers at  this  point.  The  population  immediately  adjacent  to  Carvel  is 
rather  large,  and  substantial  shelter  for  freight  and  passengers  Is  a 
necessity. 

It  is,   therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company 
be,  and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  within  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  of  this  order,  to  re-establish  flag  stop  for  passenger  train 
No.  1,  south  bound,  and  passenger  train  No.  2,  north  bound,  at  Carvel,  a 
station  on  its  line  in  Louisiana.

vs.  No.  2161. 

Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company. 

Changing    Name  of   Edenborn   Station   to   Gonzales. 

This  case  was  begun  on  June  11,  1914,  by  the  filing  of  numerous 
petitions  signed  by  several  hundred  parties  residing  at  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  Gonzales  Station,  or  on  roads  leading  from  various  points  in  the 
Parish  of  Ascension  to  Gonzales  Station. 

After  due  notice,  the  case  was  assigned  and  at  the  hearing,  which 
was  held  at  Baton  Rouge  on  the  28th  of  July,  1914,  testimony  was  taken 
and  a  full  investigation  was  made. 

The  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  runs  through  the 
village  of  Gonzales,  just  28  miles  south  of  Baton  Rouge,  in  the  Parish 
of  Ascension.  It  is  an  old  established  settlement,  having  been  named 
"Gonzales"  many,  many  years  ago,  and  long  before  the  Louisiana  Rail- 
way &  Navigation  Company  built  its  railroad.    It  is  the  most  important 
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point  in  the  Parish  of  A.scension  on  defendant's  railroad — in  fact,  may 
be  res:arded  as  the  commercial  center  of  the  eastern  section  of  the 
parish.  The  surrounding  country  is  a  well -developed  agricultural  sec- 
tion. thicl<ly  populated  and  prosperous.  This  is  attested  by  the  numer- 
ous signatures  to  the  petitions  filed  in  the  case. 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  had  before  it  on  a  previous  occasion 
the  question  of  changing  the  name  of  Edenbom  Station  to  Gonzales. 
The  petition  was  refused,  and  the  case  dismissed  (Order  No.  1202, 
issued  October  28.  1910).  The  record  in  this  case  has  been  examined 
and  it  is  apparent  that  there  was  no  such  exposition  of  facts  made  in 
the  former  case  as  has  been  presented  to  the  Commission  in  this  case. 

It  has  been  shown  by  almost  uncontradicted  evidence  that  by 
naming  the  station  at  Gonzales  "Edenbnrn"  endless  confusion  has  re- 
sulted. The  postofflce  at  this  point  is  named  Gonzales,  and  has  been  so 
called  for  many  years.  People  wishing  to  travel  to  Gonzales  have  been 
confused  by  the  finding  of  no  such  station  on  the  L.  R.  &  N.  Raikxsad, 
although  the  L.  R.  &  X.  runs  through  the  settlement.  Parties  wishing 
to  come  to  Gonzales  are  required  to  buy  tickets  to  "Edenborn/%  which 
is  not  a  separate  place,  but  the  same  place  exactly  as  Gtonzales.  Evi- 
dence was  introduced  showing  that  numerous  letters  addressed  to 
"Edenborn,"  I^ouisiana,  had  been  held  by  the  postmaster  at  Baton 
Rouge,  having  reached  this  office  in  seeking  their  destination.  Some 
of  these  have  been  delivered  through  the  courtesy  of  the  postmaster, 
hlmslf  re-addressing  them  to  Gonzales,  who  knew  the  names  of  the 
parties  having  been  addressed.  Others  have  not  been  delivered  because 
the  postmaster  did  not  know  that  they  were  intended  for  parties  in 
Gonzales,  or  for  parties  at  some  other  postofflce.  In  some  instances, 
letters  addressed  to  Gonzales  have  been  forwarded  by  the  postofflce 
authorities  to  Gonzales,  Texas.  However,  witnesses  for  the  complain- 
ants testified  that  all  of  the  parties  whose  names  were  on  the  letters 
addressed  to  Edenborn  and  held  by  the  Baton  Rouge  postmaster,  actually 
lived  at   Gonzales. 

There  is  no  other  postofflce  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  named  Gon- 
zales, and  no  other  railroad  station  named  Edenborn.  Freight  has 
been  tendered  at  the  Baton  Rouge  depot  for  Gonzales,  and  in  some 
instances  the  Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  refused  a  bill 
of  lading  for  freight  assigned  to  this  point,  notifying  the  shipper  that 
there  was  no  such  station  on  the  line.  The  merchants  in  Gonzales 
have  attempted  to  overcome  the  confusion  which  results  In  the  ship- 
ments and  in  their  mail,  by  printing  on  their  letter  heads  both  the  name 
of  the  postoftice  "Gonzales"  and  the  name  of  the  railroad  station, 
"Edenborn."  But  notwithstanding  this  fact,  it  is  shown  that  confusion 
still   results. 

The  defendant  company  has  protested  against  the  changing  of  the 
name  of  this  station  because  of  its  alleged  expense.  The  evidence, 
however,  shows  that  in  numerous  cases  names  of  stations  on  defend- 
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ant's  lines  have  been  .changed  at  little  trouble  or  expense.  Notable 
instances  of  this  are  shown  in  the  stations  of  Bullion,  Nettie  and 
Montegut,  which  were  formerly  respectively  called  Westphalia,  Placide 
and  LaPlace.  Mr.  E.  C.  D.  Marshall,  defendant's  witness,  on  cross- 
examination,  admitted  that  the  cost  of  preparing  and  sending  circulars 
to  all  interested  parties,  alinouncing  the  change  of  the  name  of  the 
station  from  Edenborn  to  Gonzales,  would  be  about  ^25.00. 

The  witness  for  the  defendant  testified  that  he  knew  of  no  business 
reason  why  the  station  at  Gonzales  should  be  called  Edenborn.  It  was 
shown  at  the  hearing  that  an  effort  had  been  made  after  the  filing  of 
the  petitions  with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  this  case  to  have  the 
name  of  the  postofflce  at  Gonzales  changed  to  Edenborn,  but  vigorous 
protest  has  been  filed  against  such  a  change  being  made  with  the 
Postofflce  Department  at  Washington.  Up  to  the  present  time  the 
name  of  the  postofflce  remains  Gonzales. 

We  can  see  no  reason  why  the  defendant  should  not  call  its  station 
at  Gonzales,  "Gonzales."  The  laws  of  some  states  provide  that  the 
name  of  railroad  stations  shall  be  the  same  as  the  postofflce  located  at 
the  stations,  and  we  think  this  proper,  except  in  cases  where  there  Is 
some  very  strong  reason  to  call  the  station  by  another  name.  The 
expense  would  be  small,  and  the  confusion  which  must  necessarily 
follow  in  having  the  same  identical  place  called  by  two  separate  names 
would  be  eliminated. 

We  therefore  believe  that  the  order  heretofore  issued  refusing  to 
change  the  name  of  Edenborn  Station  to  Gonzales  was  in  error,  and 
should  be  reversed. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  cltlEens  of  Gonzales  and 
vicinity  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1915,  thb 
Louisiana  Railway  &  Navigation  Company  be,  and  It  is  hereby,  com- 
manded and  required  to  change  the  name  of  its  station  at  Gonzales  from

From  the  showing  made  at  the  hearing,  and  from  the  Commission's 
investigation,  it  is  convinced  that  the  refusal  of  the  defendant  com- 
pany to  make  provisions  in  its  tariffs  for  the  shipment  of  cotton  seed 
hulls  and  cotton  seed  meal  in  mixed  carloads  is  an  undue  and  un- 
necessary hardship  and  unreasonable  requirement,  and  also  constituted 
an  unreasonable  discrimination  in  that  other  articles  as  closely  related 
as  cotton  seed  meal  and  cotton  seed  hulls  are  permitted  to  be  mixed 
in  carloads  by  defendant  company.  ? 

The  premises  considered,  it  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  on  and  after  January  1,  1915,  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to 
permit  the  mixing  of  cotton  seed  hulls  and  cotton  seed  meal  in  carload 
shipments,  provided  the  quantity  of  the  cotton  seed  meal  in  the  car 
shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  (5000)  pounds.  The  rate  applicable  on 
cotton  seed  hulls  to  apply  on  the  weight  of  the  hulls,  and  tjie  rate  ap- 
plicable on  the  cotton  seed  meal  to  apply  on  the  weight  of  the  meal 
shipped.

A  number  of  residents  and  tax  payers  of  the  village  of  Charenton 
and  vicinity,  and  of  the  town  of  Franklin  and  vicinity,  have  nied  a 
petition  with  the  Commission  requesting  that  the  Iberia,  St.  Mary  & 
Eastern  Railroad  Company  be  required  to  operate  and  maintain  a  pas-

In  the  Matter  of  Readjustment  of  Rates  from  Ashton  Spur  to 
Lamourie. 

This  matter  is  before  the  Commission  on  the  application  of  the 
Woodworth  &  Louisiana  Central  Railway  Company  to  cancel  the 
switching  rates  heretofore  authorized  by  the  Commission,  applicable 
on  all  classes  of  freight  not  covered  by  joint  through  tariffs  on  divi- 
sions, and  substitute  therefor  a  rate  of  five  dollars  per  car.  The  rates 
at  present  in  effect  allowed  by  the  Railroad  Commisison  on  sugar  cane 
and  other  commodities  from  Ashton  Spur  to  Lamourie,  except  where 
covered  by  specific  joint  through  rates,  is  $2.50  per  car,  with  a  rate 
of  75  cents  per  ton  on  sugar  cane  from  Ashton  Spur  to  Cinclare,  in 
connection  with  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway.  The  distance  from 
Ashton  Spur  to  Lamourie  is  two  miles.  The  Woodworth  &  Louisiana 
Central  Railway  is  a  short  railway  connecting  Woodworth,  on  the  St. 
Louis,  Iron  Mountain  &  Southern,  with  Lamourie,  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific,  Southern  Pacific  and  Rock  Island  Railroads,  the  distance  from 
Woodworth  to  Lamourie  being  about  six  miles.  The  traffic  upon  this 
railway  consists  mainly  of  lumber  and  agricultural  products,  and  its 
principal  shipping  station  is  Ashton  Spur;  and  the  sworn  annual  state- 
ments of  the  company  filed  with  the  Commission  show  that  the  rates 
do  not  pay  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  the  operating  expenses. 

The  Commission  can  not  be  bound  by  any  contract  between  the 
shipper  and  the  carrier  as  to  what  rates  should  be  established,  but 
must,  under  the  obligation  placed  upon  it  by  law,  make  and  establish 
reasonable  freight  rates. 

The  principal  commodity  which  will  be  affected  by  an  advance  in 
the  rates   on   the  Woodworth   &   Louisiana   Central   Railway   is   sugar 
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cane.  The  Commission's  rate  for  all  railroads  in  the  state  for  a  distance 
of  25  miles  and  less  is  50  cents  per  ton,  or  $8.50  per  car,  based  on  the 
averapre  load  of  seventeen  tons  to  the  car.  This  rate  applies  only  in 
case  the  carrier  hauling  the  cane  to  the  sugar  factory  receives  the  out- 
bound tonnage  of  the  product.  It  is  manifest  that  the  Woodworth  & 
Louisiana  Central  cannot  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  order, 
because  it  cannot  deliver  the  sugar  cane  to  a  factory,  since  one  is  not 
located  on  its  line,  it  is,  however,  plain  that  the  existing  rate  of  $2.50 
per  car  is  unreasonably  low  for  the  service  performed.  It  is  plain 
from  the  record  before  us  that  the  rate  of  $2.50  per  car  is  not  only  un- 
reasonably low,  but  conliscatory;  and  it  is  not  within  our  power  to 
require  a  railroad  to  maintain  a  rate  of  this  character.  We  appreciate 
that  an  advance  in  rates  always  acts  somewhat  as  a  hardship  upon 
shippers,  but  at  the  same  time  shippers  must  be  willing  to  pay  reason- 
able compensation  for  the  services  which  they  receive  from  the  carrier. 
The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That,  effective  January  1,  1915,  the  Woodworth  & 
Louisiana  Central  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  granted 
authority  to  cancel  the  existing  switching  rate  of  $2.50  per  car  on  ail 
commodities  between  points  on  its  line  which  are  not  covered  by  joint 
through  tariffs,  and  in  lieu  thereof  to  establish,  effective  the  same 
date,  a  maximum  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  car. 
It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  on  and  after  January  1,  1915,  the  Joint  through 
rate  on  sugar  cane  from  Ashton  Spur  to  Cinclare,  Louisiana,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  cancelled;  and  on  and  after  that  date  the  ship- 
ments of  sugar  cane  from  Ashton  Spur  to  points  on  connecting  lines 
where  there  are  no  Joint  through  rates  authorized  or  established  by 
this  Commission,  the  Woodworth  &  Louisiana  Central  Railway  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  charge  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars ($5.00)  per  car.

At  a  general  session  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana,  held 
in  its  offices  at  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  on  this  the  25th  day  of  No- 
vember, 1914,  Rule  No.  39  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana 
"was  amended  and  readopted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

RULE. 

39.  The  Commission  will  consider  applications  for  an  advance  or 
reduction  in  the  standard  tariff  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
but  no  change  in  rates  will  be  of  effect  or  put  in  force  until  authorized 
by  the  Commission;  provided  that  this  rule  shall  not  be  construed  as 
placing  any  restriction  on  the  privilege  of  carriers  to  make  special  ex- 
cursion rates,  or  to  issue  what  are  called  "commutation"  or  "mileage" 
tickets;   provided,  no  unjust  discrimination  Is  practiced. 

Carriers  have  the  right  to  make  special  excursion  rates.  Parties 
buying  tickets  at  the  point  of  origin  of  the  excursion  must  not  be  dis- 
criminated against,  and  all  parties  carried  on  the  excursion  train  from 
the  point  of  origin  must  be  taken  at  the  excursion  rate.  If  the  excur- 
sion ticket  is  a  round  trip  ticket,  it  must  be  used  under  the  conditions 
under  which  it  is  sold.  Carriers  shall  carry  passengers  on  return  trips 
of  excursion  trains  who  have  not  purchased  excursion  tickets,  upon 
the  payment  of  standard  passenger  fares,  or  who  hold  authorized  mile- 
age books.

CONSOLIDATED. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Companies  have  applied  to  the  Commission 
for  permission  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  several  passenger  trains 
on  its  Louisiana  lines,  the  numbers  and  routes  of  such  trains  being 
as  follows: 

Trains  Nos.  3  and  4,  being  the  locals  running  between  Lafayette, 
Louisiana,  and  the  Louisiana-Texas  line,  and  serving  the  local  travel 
in  Louisiana. 

Trains  Nos.  15  and  16,  being  the  motor  car  operating  between  Mor- 
gan City  and  Lafayette. 

Trains  Nos.  508  and  507,  being  the  motor  car  operated  between 
Lafayette  and  Abbeville. 

Permission  is  also  sought  to  convert  trains  805  and  810,  regular  pas- 
senger trains  now  operated  under  an  order  of  the  Commission  between 
Baton  Rouge  and  Lafayette,  Louisiana,  into  mixed  passenger  and 
freight  trains,  by  adding  to  the  equipment  in  such  trains  not  more 
than  three  "package  cars"  handling  only  less  than  carload  freight, 
and  lengthening  the  schedules  of  such  trains  not  more  than  one  hour, 
making  the  same  connections  at  Lafayette  and  Baton  Rouge  as  are 
made  under  the  present  schedule. 

The  only  grounds  upon  which  the  Commission  is  asked  to  favorably 
act  upon  these  applications  are  that  the  revenues  from  freight  and 
passenger  business,  following  the  European  war,  has  been  so  depressed 
as  to  demand  a  curtailment  of  expenses  in  every  possible  way;  that  the 
earnings  of  the  trains  sought  to  be  discontinued  do  not  pay  their  oper- 
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atlngr  expenses;  that  travel  upon  them  is  very  light;  that  the  earnings 
of  the  companies  composing  the  Southern  Pacific  System  in  Louisiana 
are  greatly  reduced,  being  barely  sufficient  to  meet  operating  expenses 
and  fixed  charges,  leaving  nothing  for  the  payment  of  dividends  and 
surplus.  It  is  urgently  contended  that  even  with  the  discontinuance  of 
these  trains,  the  public  will  be  adequately  served  by  the  numerous 
trains  which  will  continue  to  be  opej-ated,  with  certain  changes  in 
schedules  so  as  to  supply  the  deficiencies  in  service  caused  by  the  oper- 
ation of  fewer  trains. 

The  companies  claimed  to  have  reduced  the  expenses  in  every  pos- 
sible way,  leaving  the  curtailment  of  train  service  the  only  means  of 
making  further  reductions. 

The  hearing  has  been  exhaustive,  and  every  phase  of  the  questions 
presented  has  been  most  carefully  examined.  Voluminous  testimony 
and  numerous  carefully  prepared  exhibits  compose  the  record  upon 
which  this  case  is  submitted.  The  public  has  been  kept  advised  of 
the  steps  in  the  proceedings  before  the  Commission,  the  views  of  rep- 
resentative citizens  have  been  secured  and  form  a  part  of  the  testimony 
upon  which  the  Commission  must  act. 

Primarily,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  that  railroad  cor- 
porations must  furnish  the  public  with  the  best  service  which  it  is 
within  their  power  to  furnish,  for  which,  of  course,  they,  must  be 
reasonably  compensated.  To  say  that  passenger  carriers  must  provide 
ample,  convenient,  modem,  safe  and  reasonably  rapid  passenger  train 
service  is  but  repeating  the  well-established  rules  and  decisions  in- 
numerable by  courts  and  comhiissions.  Such  service  follows  ajs  a  part 
of  the  duty  of  the  carrier,  and  is  a  right  which  is  but  justly  demanded 
by  the  public.  When  these  requirements  are  adequately  met,  the  cor- 
poration has  fulfilled  its  obligation,  and  the  public  has  received  its 
return  for  the  money  it  pays,  and  the  grants  it  has  made  in  the 
charter  and  franchises  under  which  the  corporation  exists  and  per- 
forms its  functions. 

Ordinarily,  there  is  no  occasion  for  a  curtailment  of  service.  The 
public  demands  an  ever-improving  and  increasing  service,  and  normally 
the  railroads  respond  by  meeting  their  demands.  The  Commission  is 
the  forum  where  relief  is  sought  when  service  Is  inadequate,  or  when 
the  carriers  fail  to  provide  reasonably  ncessary  service,  and  acting 
in  the  interest  of  all,  it  does  that  which  the  circumstances  of  each 
particular  case  requires.  Likewise,  it  must  consider  and  act  upon  ap- 
plications for  relief  from  its  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  when  changed 
conditions  cause  them  to  be  oppressive,  or  demand.  In  fairness  to  all, 
that  relief  be  given.  Holding  these  views,  the  Commission  has  care- 
fully considered  the  important  applications  before  it  with  a  full  realiza- 
tion that  the  public  looks  to  it  for  protection  against  oppression  and 
unfairness,  and  that  the  carrier  is  entitled  to  a  full  measure  of  Justice. 

We  take  occasion  now  to  suggest  that  all  of  the  burden  of  meeting 
the  present  extraordinary  conditions  should  not  be  thrown  upon  local 
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traffic;  we  know  the  necessity  for  maintaining:  adequate  interstate 
trains;  but  where  conditions  demand  the  taking  off  of  some  trains  in 
order  to  reduce  expenses,  and  because  travel  is  light,  the  rearrange- 
ment of  interstate  train  schedules,  and  the  reducing  of  interstate  train 
service  should  follow,  as  well  as  the  reduction  of  local  train  service. 

We  cannot  grant  the  entire  request  in  this  case.  To  do  so  would 
deprive  some  portions  of  the  lines  of  the  Southern  Paxiific  System  of 
adequate  local  train  service. 

TRAINS  NOS.  3  AND  4. 
Trains  Nos.  3  and  4,  popularly  known  as  the  "Oriole,**  operated 
between  Lafayette  and  th^  Louisiana -Texas  line,  are  important  business 
trains,  affording  the  only  adequate  means  for  local'  travel  daily  on  the 
section  of  the  line  in  Louisiana  over  which  it  runs.  It  is  necessary 
that  such  a  train  be  operated.  The  protests  against  the  removal  of 
these  trains  were  vigorous.  No  satisfactory  substitute  for  the  service 
of  which  the  public  would  be  deprived  by  the  discontinuance  of  these 
trains  has  been  offered.  The  earnings  have  fallen  somewhat  below 
normal,  but  the  statements  filed  with  the  Commission  fall  far  from 
showing  that  the  trains  are  operated  at  a  loss.  These  are  necessary 
trains  and  permission  for  their  discontinuance  will  be  denied. 

TRAINS   NOS.   15  AND   16— MOTOR   CAR  BETWEEN 
MORGAN    CITY   AND   LAFAYETTE. 

This  is  the  Morgan  City-Washington  motor  car.  It  was  put  on  in 
August,  1913,  as  an  experiment,  upon  the  earnest  demands  of  the 
citizens  of  Morgan  City,  and  has  been  continuously  operated  for  a 
period  of  about  fifteen  months.  It  performs  a  means  of  daily  travel 
between  local  points. 

In  the  month  of  September,  1914,  only  1531  passengers  traveled  on 
train  No.  15,  and  the  revenue  per  train  mile  was  .36  cents,  and  1852 
passengers  traveled  on  train  No.  16,  the  revenue  per  train  mile  being 
.32  cents. 

For  the  entire  period  from  August  3,  1913  (the  commencement  of 
this  motor  car  service),  to  July  31,  1914,  the  gross  passenger  earnings 
amounted  to  $24,702.02,  and  the  cost  of  operating  the  service  was 
$39,497.48,  so  that  the  deficit  from  operating  the  motor  car  service 
between  Morgan  City  and  Lafayette  for  the  period  named  was  $14,795.46. 
While  these  are  convincing  figures,  they  have  not  impressed  us  as  much 
as  the  fact  that  the  total  ticket  saJes  at  Morgan  City  actually  decreased 
in  the  sum  of  $260.84  in  1914,  when  the  facilities  and  conveniences  of 
travel  were  increased  by  the  addition  of  the  motor  car  service.  An 
increase  in  facilities  is  usually  accompanied  by  an  increase  in  travel. 
If  the  running  of  additional  trains  does  not  result  in  increased  travel 
and  revenue,  it  cannot  be  insisted,  after  a  fair  trial  of  the  new  service, 
that  the  service  was  inadequate.  No  doubt  it  was  hoped  and  expected 
that  the  operation  of  the  motor  car  between  Morgan  City  and  Lafayette 
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-would  greatly  increase  travel;  but  the  record  shows  that  this  did  not 
result.  The  conclusion  is  that  the  travel  was  taken  from  trains  already 
in  operation.  The  changing  of  the  schedule  of  train  No.  5  so  as  to 
cause  it  to  leave  Morgan  City  and  arrive  at  Franklin  an  hour  earlier 
than  it  does  under  its  present  schedule  will  add  greatly  to  the  con- 
venience of  travel  westward  from  Morgan  City,  and  has  been  suggested 
by  the  petitioners. 

The  facts  In  this  case  compel  the'  admission  that  trains  Nos.  15 
and  16  can  be  discontinued  without  greatly  inconveniencing  the  people 
of  Morgan  City,  who  will  be  afforded  adequate  means  of  travel  when 
wishing  to  go  to  Franklin  and  points  intermediate  by  the  change*  in 
the  schedule  of  train  No.  6.  An  order  will  be  entered  in  accx)rdance 
with  these  views  as  to  trains  Nos.  15  and  16. 

In  this  connection,  we  think  the  company  should  make  good  its 
proposition  to  the  people  along  the  Alexandria  Branch  to  operate  motor 
car  service  between  Lafayette  and  Alexandria,  where  the  passenger 
train  service  is  admittedly  inadequate,  although  this  does  not  contro) 
our  opinion  in  this  case  that  trains  Nos.  15  and  16  may  be  moved 
without  serious  inconvenience  to  the  public. 

LAFAyETTE-ABBEVILLE    MOTOR    CAR   SERVICE- 
TRAINS  NOS.   508  AND   807. 

On  these  trains  1036  passengers  traveled  west  bound  and  1307 
passengers  traveled  east  bound,  in  September,  1914,  the  revenue  pe> 
train  mile  being  .22  cents  and  .30  cents,  respectively.  The  total  pas- 
snger  revenues  of  trains  Nos.  508  and  807  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1914,  was  $11,325.02,  and  the  cost  of  furnishing  the  service  was  $22,514.54, 
exclusive  of  any  charges  against  the  service  for  its  proportion  of  fixed 
charges,  dividends  and  surplus.  This  deficit  is  so  pronounced  and  the 
opportunity  for  increased  revenues  so  small  that  we  cannot  insist  upon 
the  continuance  of  the  operation  of  these  two  trains  (motor  car).  The 
request  to  discontinue  trains  Nos.  508  and  807,  known  as  the  Lafayette- 
Abbeville  motor  car  service,  will  therefore  be  granted,  until  such  time 
as  financial  and  business  conditions  along  the  line  improve  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  make  their  operation  reasonably  necessary. 

TRAINS   NOS.    805   AND   810— BATON   ROUGE   BRANCH. 

There  is  operated  on  this  branch  a  regular  passenger  train,  making 
one  trip  each  way  daily,  between  Baton  Rouge  and  Lafayette.  Freight 
trains  are  also  operated.  It  is  proposed  to  convert  the  passenger  train 
Into  a  mixed  train,  hauling  with  the  passenger  coaches,  package  cars, 
containing  L.  C.  L.  freight.  It  is  contended  that  the  revenue  from  the 
passenger  trains  does  not  meet  the  operating  expenses  and  figures 
have  been  produced  showing  the  number  of  pounds  of  less  than  carload 
freight  carried  on  the  freight  trains  daily  from  Baton  Rouge  to  stations 
on  this  branch. 
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The  amount  of  such  freight  hauled,  it  is  true,  is  not  very  great, 
but  our  belief  is  that  if  the  freight  shipped  does  not  warrant  the  oper- 
ation of  freight  trains  as  frequently  as  they  have  been  operated,  there 
should,  perhaps,  be  some  curtailment  of  the  service. 

We  cannot  accept  the  proposition,  however,  to  change  the  passenger 
train  service  into  a  mixed  freight  train  service.  One  exclusive  pas- 
senger train  a  day  is  the  minimum  of  passenger  service.  The  public 
has  the  right  to  demand,  and  the  carrier's  duty  is  to  provide  such 
service  upon  its  main  line  and  important  branches.  When  the  Baton 
Rouge -Lafayette  Branch  was  built,  it  waa  not  with  the  idea  that  it 
would  be  a  profitable  branch  froon  the  point  of  local  pajssenger  travel, 
and  yet  this  is  no  reason  for  denying  the  public  who  desire  to  use  the 
branch  at  least  one  train  a  day  carrying  only  passengers.  The  Com- 
mission has  never  looked  with  favor  on  the  practice  of  carrying  pas- 
sengers on  freight  trains,  and  to  carry  freight  cars  in  passenger  trains 
is  but  the  reverse  of  the  proposition,  and,  except  in  the  most  unusual 
cases,  it  will  not  meet  with  our  approval.  The  Baton  Rouge  Branch 
affords  the  short  line  of  travel  between  the  eastern  section  of  the  state 
and  Southwest  Louisiana.  It  is  a  highway  that  should  be  provided  with 
adequate  passenger  service.  Travel  on  branch  line  passenger  trains  is 
not  pleasant,  at  its  best,  and  we  cannot  give  our  consent  to  a  change 
which  would  add  to  its  inconveniences.  We  consider  the  operation  of 
one  exclusive  passenger  train  on  the  Baton  Rouge -Lafayette  Branch 
necessary — a  part  of  the  carrier's  obligation — and  therefore  the  appli- 
cation as  to  the  passenger  trains  on  the  Baton  Rouge.  Branch  will  be 
denied. 

In  consideration  of  the  premises,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  Morgan's  Louisiana  & 
Texas  Railroad  &  Steamship  Company  and  Louisiana  Western  Railroad 
Company  and  Iberia  &  Vermilion  Railroad  Company,  known  as  the 
Southern  Pacific  Lines,  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  trains  3  and  4, 
between  Lafayette,  Louisiana,  and  the  Louisiana- Texas  state  line,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  denied. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  trains  Nos.  15  and  16,  being  the  motor  car  oper- 
ated between  Morgan  City  and  Washington,  may  be  discontinued  until 
such  time  as  there  may  be  shown  a  reasonable  necessity  for  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  service. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  trains  Nos.  508  and  807,  being  the  Lafayette- 
Abbeville  motor  car  service,  may  be  discontinued  until  such  time  as  the 
present  financial  and  business  conditions  improve  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  make  the  re -establishment  of  the  service  reasonably  necessary. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  to  change  the  schedules  of  trains 
805   and   810,    operating   on    the   Baton   Rouge   Branch,   between  Baton

Viclcsburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Company, 

ex  parte.  No.  2276. 

In  re  Application  to  iDscontinue  Trains  Nos.  5  and  6. 

During  November,  1912,  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  appeared  before  the  Railroad  Commission,  requesting  au- 
thority to  make  additions  to  the  train  service  at  that  time  maintained. 
The  company  proposed  that  two  additional  trains,  Nos.  5  and  6,  be  put 
on  as  an  experiment,  the  continuance  of  their  operation  being  depend- 
ent upon  the  patronage  given  them.  The  application  for  this  authority 
carried  with  it  the  condition  that  the  Commission  would  offer  no  objec- 
tion to  the  discontinuance  or  the  withdrawal  of  these  trains  if,  after  a 
trial  of  six  or  seven  months,  they  should  be  found  to  be  unprofitable. 
The  Commission's  record  shows  that  on  November  13,  1912,  authority 
for  the  establishment  of  this  new  and  additional  service  was  granted 
by  the  Commission  under  the  conditions  stipulated — that  is,  that  the 
Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  reserved  the  right 
to  discontinue  the  service  should  It  not  prove  remunerative  after  six 
or  seven  months'  trial. 

On  November  26,  1914,  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  made  application,  in  due  form,  for  the  discontinuance  of  these 
trains,  calling  the  Commission's  attention  to  the  conditions  attendant 
upon  the  installation  of  tVie  trains  in  1912,  and  explaining  that  the  Euro- 
pean war  had  created  conditions  causing  the  freight  and  passenger 
business  to  fall  off  to  an  alarming  extent,  necessitating  a  radical  reduc- 
tion In  expenses;  that  already  every  retrenchment  possible  had  been 
made,  and  that  in  order  to  minimize  the  losses  daily  occurring,  It  was 
necessary  to  discontinue  trains  5  and  6,  effective  December  1,  1914. 

In  the  company's  communication  concerning  the  discontinuance  of 
these  trains,  5  and  6,  the  Commission  was  assured  that  all  stops  for- 
merly made  by  trains  1,  2,  11  and  12  before  5  and  6  were  installed  would 
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be  restored,  and  that  the  business  at  these  various  points  would  be 
adequately  cared  for  by  these  trains  until  such  time  as  conditions  justi- 
fied the  restoration  of  trains  5  and  6. 

The  Commission  having  in  mind  the  conditions  incident  to  the 
establishment  of  this  service  in  1912,  consented  to  the  request  of  the 
company.  Before,  however,  the  Commission's  order  went  into  effect, 
protests  were  filed  and  the  execution  of  the  Commission'*  order  was 
deferred  in  order  that  the  whole  matter  might  be  fully  investigated 
and  all  interested  parties  given  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

A  special  session  of  the  Commission  having  already  been  provided 
for  in  New  Orleans  for  December  8  and  9,  it  was  deemed  best,  in  the 
interest  of  economy,  expediency  and  convenience  to  all  concerned,  that 
this  matter  be  taken  up  at  this  special  session.  Accordingly,  the  case 
was  called  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  City  Hall,  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  on  December  9,  1914,  all  interested  parties  having  been 
duly  notified.  The  people  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  were  repre- 
sented by  counsel  and  the  railroad  was  likewise  represented. 

Protests  against  the  discontinuance  of  the  service  were  filed  in  the 
fbrm  of  petitions  from  Arcadia,  Haughton,  Doyline,  Dubberly,  Nelson, 
Sibley  and  Gibbsland.  Several  individual  protests  were  also  received. 
The  Monroe  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  people  of  Ruston  petitioned 
that  the  service  be  not  discontinued  until  after  January  1,  1915.  The 
Monroe  Chamber  of  Commerce,  in  its  communication,  objected  to  the 
discontinuance  of  the  trains,  principally  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
trains  5  and  6  carried  express,  and  that  it  was  especially  desired  that 
the  express  business  anticipated  during  the  holiday  season  be  provided 
for.  On  this  point,  the  Commission  was  assured  by  the  Superintendent 
of  the  company  that  proper  provision  for  this  express  service  would 
be  made  by  another  train,  thus  disposing  of  this  particular  objection. 
It  may  be  well  to  say  that  the  Commission  is  in  receipt  of  letters  from 
individuals  along  the  line  stating,  that  no  objection  is  urged  against  the 
proposed  rearrangement  of  trains.  The  Shreveport  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, through  its  representative,  Mr.  George  T.  Atkins,  Jr.,  stated  that 
that  organization  had  no  objection  to  the  readjustment. 

The  grounds  upon  which  the  Commission  is  asked  to  favorably 
act  upon  this  application  are  that  the  revenues  from  freight  and  pas- 
senger business  following  the  European  war  have  been  so  depressed  as 
to  demand  a  curtailment  of  expenses  in  every  possible  way.  It  was 
shown  that  the  travel  upon  all  of  the  passenger  trains  is  very  light, 
and  that  the  earnings  since  July  1,  1914,  had  shown  a  decrease  of 
$113,837.00,  and  of  this  amount  $32,709.00  is  in  passenger  earnings,  and 
that  each  day  the  situation  seems  to  be  getting  worse.  The  company 
claims  to  have  reduced  expenses  in  every  conceivable  way,  leaving  the 
curtailment  of  train  service  the  only  remaining  means  of  further  re- 
trenchment. 

.The  Commission,  on  numerous  occasions,  has  established  its  record 
for    requiring    carriers    to    furnish    the    public    with    the    best    possible 
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service,  for  which,  of  course,  they  must  be  reasonably  compensated.  It 
is  the  duty  of  the  carrier  to  provide  the  best  service  within  its  power, 
and  the  public  justly  demands  this.  When  these  requirements  are 
adequately  met  the  obligration  of  the  carrier  has  been  fulfilled  and  the 
public  has  received  its  return  for  the  money  it  pays. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  during  times  of  great  public  stress 
such  as  at  present,  every  class  of  business  is  retrenching  and  the  cor- 
poration managers  who  are  responsible  for  the  proper  operation  and 
conduct  of  the  great  transportation  lines,  must  look  to  the  husbanding 
of  resources,  in  order  that  these  great  developers  of  our  resources  shall 
not  go  backwards,  but  shall  continue  to  improve  and  advance. 

The  Commission  must  consider  and  act  upon  all  applications  for 
relief  from  its  rules,  regulations  or  orders  when  changed  or  altered 
conditions  cause  them  to  be  oppressive,  and,  in  fairness  to  all,  must 
grant  relief.  The  public  can  at  all  times  come  to  the  Commission 
when  train  service  is  inadequate,  or  the  carriers  fail  to  provide  that 
which  is  necessary.  Holding  these  views,  the  Commission  has  carefully 
considered  this  application  with  a  realization  that  the  public  looks 
to  it  for  protection  against  unfairness  and  also  the  carrier  is  entitled 
to  its  full  measure  of  justice. 

In  the  particular  case  before  us,  it  is  urgently  contended  that  with 
the  discontinuance  of  trains  5  and  6  the  public  will  be  adequately 
served  by  the  other  trains,  which  will  continue  to  be  operated  with 
certain  changes  in  schedules,  so  as  to  supply  the  deficiencies  in  service 
caused  by  the  operation  of  fewer  trains.  With  trains  1,  2,  11  and  12 
and  local  passenger  trains  9  and  10,  between  Monroe  and  Shreveport, 
it  is  believed  that  the  public  will  be  given  a  reasonably  adequate  serv- 
ice until  such  time  as  normal  conditions  return  and  the  restoration  of 
trains  5  and  6  will  be  justified. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  for  discontinuance  of  trains  Nos.  5  and  6, 
between  Delta  and  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
granted,   effective  January   3,   1915.

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Abolishment  of  Concentration  Charges  on  Cotton  Seed. 

Upon  the  complaint  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Alexandria  in 
the  interest  of  the  oil  mills  located  at  Alexandria,  the  Commission,  on 
September  29,  1914,  issued  a  notice  to  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company  to  show  cause  why  concentration  charges  on  cotton  seed  at 
stations  on  its  line  should  not  be  abolished.  Pursuant  to  this  notice,  the 
Commission  held  a  hearing  on  the  subject  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  on 
November  5,  1914,  when  a  full  investigation  was  made. 

The  Commission  has  long  since  recognized  that  concentration 
charges  on  cotton  seed,  which  are  in  the  nature  of  penalty  rates,  are 
burdensome  upon  the  shipper,  discriminating  and  otherwise  unreason- 
able and  unjust.  The  reasons  for  reaching  this  conclusion  are  fully 
set  forth  in  our  Order  No.  1403,  adopted  April  23,  1912.  In  that  order 
we  said: 

"While  the  concentration  arrangements  contained  in  the  tariffs  of 
railroads  in  effect  in  Louisiana  did,  at  one  time,  receive  the  endorse- 
ment of  a  majority  of  the  cotton  seed  oil  mills  in  the  State,  and  were 
accordingly  approved  by  the  Commission,  all  but  a  few  of  these  mills 
are  now  opposing  the  continuance  of  the  so-called  'concentration 
charges'  applicable  on  shipments  of  cotton  seed  to  oil  mill  points,  the 
said  charges  to  be  refunded  when  a  certain  per  cent  (usually  50  per 
cent)  of  the  product  of  the  cotton  seed  shipped  via  the  line  moving  the 
cotton  seed  into  the  concenrtation  point  are  reshipped  over  the  same 
line." 

It  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  repeat  here  what  was  said  in  that  case; 
except  to  say  that  all  of  the  reasons  for  abolishing  concentration 
charges  on  cotton  seed  on  all  railroads  covered  by  the  order  apply  with 
equal  force  to  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway.  The  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  in  the  complaint  of  the  Red  River  Oil  Company,  et  al.,  vs. 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  et  al.,  23  I.  C.  C.  438,  held  that  it  is 
unjustly  discriminatory  for  carriers  to  assess  concentration  charges  at 
competitive  points  different  from  or  greater  than  contemporaneously  as- 
sessed at  non-competitive  points.  The  action  of  this  Commission  taken 
on  April  23,  1912,  by  the  adoption  of  its  Order  No.  1403,  abolishing  con- 
centration charges  on  cotton  seed  was  commented  upon  and  followed  by 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  among  the  other  lines  of  the  defendants  in  the  proceedings 
then  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  was  notified  to  ex- 
punge from  their  tariffs  the  concentration  charges  or  penalty  rates. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  was  exempted  from  the  operation  of  Order 
No.  1403  of  this  Commission  by  reason  of  litigation  then  pending  be- 
tween it  and  the  Commission  in  the  Federal  courts.     This  litigation  has 
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been  disposed  of  and  the  Commission's  order  in  contest  sustained,  so 
that  now  the  Commission  is  left  free  to  make  such  act  in  regard  to 
the  future  policy  in  allowing  concentration  charges  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  as  it  sees  fit. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  is  the  only  line  in  Louisiana  which  is 
at  present  collecting  a  concentration  charge  on  cotton  seed.  This 
charge  is  not  collected  at  non -competitive  points,  nor  can  it  be  collected 
by  virtue  of  the  ruling  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  the 
case  referred  to  on  interstate  shipments.  Consequently,  only  a  few 
shippers,  notably  those  who  ship  to  mills  located  at  competitive  points, 
are  compelled  to  pay  concentration  charges.  This  is  unjust  discrimina- 
tion, which  It  Is  the  duty  of  this  Commission  to  remove. 

It  was  suggested  at  the  hearing  by  the  witness  for  the  defendant 
that  the  net  rates  on  cotton  seed  into  milling  point  sare  unreasonable 
unless  the  concentration  charge  Is  added.  There  was  no  evidence  Intro- 
duced at  the  hearing  that  the  net  rates  now  In  effect  on  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  for  the  transportation  of  cotton  seed  are  unreasonably  low. 
These  rates  are  covered  by  this  Commission's  Order  No.  484,  which 
became  effective  February  1,  1905,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  exten- 
sive litigation  through  the  Federal  courts.  The  order  of  the  Com- 
mission was  sustained  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

The  Commission  Is  open  to  the  carriers,  as  well  as  shippers,  to  hear 
all  complaints  which  may  be  made  against  the  classifications  or  rates 
which  may  be  established,  but  until  complaint  is  made  and  convincing 
proof  Is  submitted  In  substantiation  thereof  the  Commission  will  not 
disturb  rates  which  It  has  established  after  a  full  Investigation.  Espe- 
cially will  It  not  do  so  in  cases  where  the  rates  under  consideration 
have  been  passed  upon  by  the  courts,  unless  evidence  of  changed  con- 
ditions necessitate  a  revision  by  the  Commission  of  Its  action. 

The  concentration  charges  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany ^ortn  no  part  of  the  transportation  rate,  and  are  unjustly  discrim- 
inatory and  should  be  discontinued. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  all  concentration  charges  on  cotton  seed  in  effect 
on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  can- 
celled and  abolished. 

All  rates,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  tariffs  In  conflict  herewith 
are  cancelled.

Citizens  of  Batchelor,  Louisiana, 

vs.  No.  2210. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

Rates  from  Batchelor  to  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans. 

The  citizens  of  Batchelor  and  vicinity  are  asking  the  Commission 
in  this  case  that  similar  rates  apply  over  the  line  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific 
Railway  via  its  connections  into  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans.  After 
due  notice  the  case  was  regrularly  heard  and  an  investigration  made. 

We  do  not  believe  the  rates  should  be  higher  in  one  direction  than 
in  the  other  direction  over  the  line  when  the  circumstances  surround- 
ing the  transportation  are  in  all  respects  similar.  We  find  this  to  be 
the  case  on  traffic  moving  between  Batchelor  and  Baton  Rouge,  Louisi- 
ana, and  between  Batchelor  and  New  Orleans.  Louisiana.  There  are  no 
circumstances  which  made  the  transportation  of  freight  more  difficult 
or  expensive  in  one  direction  than  in  the  other.  The  commodities 
upon  .which  the  complainants  are  asking  that  the  same  rates  be  applied 
to  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  from  Batchelor  as  apply  from  the 
opposite  direction  are  corn,  potatoes,  vegetables,  hay,  meat,  lard,  live 
stock,  poultry  and  eggs.  These  are  articles  which  are  produced  on 
the  farms  there  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Batchelor,  and  the  evidence 
shows  that  on  the  present  rates  these  products  do  not  move  freely  to 
Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  markets,  and,  in  fact,  was  testified  to  by 
two  witnesses,  who  are  farmers  in  the  neighborhood  of  Batchelor,  that 
they  could  not  sell  their  products  in  Baton  Rouge  on  existing  rates, 
the  merchants  of  Baton  Rouge  having  refused  to  purchase  from  them, 
giving  as  a  reason  that  the  rates  into  Baton  Rouge  were  so  excessive 
as  to  prohibit  them  from  purchasing  the  products  of  complainants. 

It  was  frankly  admitted  by  the  representative  of  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  that  the  conditions  surrounding  the  transpor- 
tation of  freight  from  Batchelor  to  Baton  Rouge  were  the  same  as 
those  under  which  freight  is  shipped  from  Baton  Rouge  to  Batchelor. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  rates  from  Batchelor  to  Baton  Rouge  and 
from  Batchelor  to  New  Orleans  on  corn,  potatoes,  peas,  vegetables,  hay, 
meat,  lard,  live  stock,  poultry  and  eggs  shall  not  exceed  the  rates 
applying  from  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  to  Batchelor  over  the 
lines  of  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  its  connections 
publishing  through  rates  from  Baton  Rouge  and  New  Orleans  to 
Batchelor. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  rates  applying  from  New  Orleans  and  Baton 
Rouge  to  Batchelor,  Louisiana,  shall  be  made  to  apply  between  these 
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points  on  all  classes  and  commodities  moving  via  the  Texas  &  Pacifle 
Railway  and  its  connections  publishing  through  rates.

Pursuant  to  notice  given  in  this  case,  a  hearing  was  held  in  the 
Capitfil  nt  Baton  Rouge.  Louisiana,  on  Tuesday,  November  24,  1914, 
all  irtorested  parties  being  duly  notified. 

It  appears  that  on  Augiist  25,  1914,  upon  application  of  the  Louisiana 
&  Ar'f  n^^as  Railway  Company  and  concurrent  lines,  the  Commission 
issucfl  Authority  No.  9671 -R,  establishing  a  voluntary  scale  of  mileage 
rates  on  nsphalt  or  liquid,  and  road  oil,  to  points  west  of  the  Mis- 
si  spip-  f  River  from  New  Orleans,  Baton  Rouge,  North  Baton  Rouge 
and   Shreveport. 

It  i*^  requested  by  petitioner,  the  Baton  Rouge  Chamber  of  Corn- 
mere^  thpt  pitch  and  tar,  kindred  commodities,  be  added  to  the  com- 
mofMti'^s  enumerated  in  Authority  9671-R,  and  that  the  rates  named 
in  thrt  authority  be  made  applicable  to  all  points  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

A  f  ill  investigation  was  made  by,  the  Commission,  and  no  reason- 
able poroRFity  was  shown  for  changing  the  rates  now  existing  at  this 
time  \'  «-Ft  of  the  river,  nor  was  any  good  reason  given  for  the  mainte- 
nanro  ( f  hiprher  rates  to  points  east  of  the  river. 

PUrh  and  tar  are  important  elements  in  the  manufacture  of  asphalt 
and  It'?  usages  for  street  and  road  purposes,  and  should  be  included  in 
what'^'  or  rates  are  made  to  cover  asphalt  or  road  oil.

"^PEPED,  That  all  railroad  companies  operating  in  the  State  of 
Loui'-i'^na   be,  and  they  are  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  on  and 
after  January  1,  1915,  to  cease  and  desist  from  charging  higher  rates 
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from  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  to  all  points  In  Louisiana  on  pitch  and 
tar  (when  used  for  street  and  road  purposes),  solid  or  liquid,  in  barrels, 
carloads,  minimum  weight  40,000  pounds,  and  in  tank  cars,  minimum 
weight,  gallonage  capacity  of  tank,  than  the  following  single  line  mile- 
age rates:

Shreveport  Chamber  of  Commerce 

vs.  -"*<>.  2243. 

The  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

In    re    Rates    on    Pipe,    Pipe    Fittingsp    eto^    from    Shreveport    to 
Gahagan  and  Grand  Bayou,  Louisiana. 

This  case  is  before  the  Commission  on  the  complaint  of  the  Shreve- 
port Chamber  of  Commerce  against  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, in  which  the  rate  of  16^  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  minimum 
weight  36,000  pounds  per  car,  on  iron  pipe,  and  the  rate  of  23  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  on  pipe  fittings,  and  the  so-called  pipe  mixture,  from 
Shreveport,  Louisiana,  to  Gahagan  and  Grand  Bayou,  are  attacked  as 
unreasonable.  The  Cortimission  is  asked  to  establish  reasonable  rates 
on  these  commodities  between  the  points  named  on  defendant's  lines 
and  complainants  suggest  a  rate  of  ten  (10)  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 
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to  apply  as  the  maximum  rate  from  Shreveport  to  Gahagan  and  Grand 
Bayou,  Louisiana,  and  points  intermediate. 

Notice  of  the  complaint  was  served  the  defendant  company,  and  in 
due  course  a  full  investigation  was  made  by  the  Commission,  in  which 
the  defendant  appeared  and  took  part. 

Grand  Bayou  and  Gahagan  are-  both  located  on  the  Natchitoches 
branch  of  the  Texas  &  Paciflc  Railway,  in  a  newly  discovered  oil  field, 
being  36.7  and  41.8  miles,  respectively,  from  the  city  of  Shreveport. 
There  is  at  present  in  efCect  a  rate  of  16  ^^  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
on  iron  pipe  from  Shreveport  to  both  the  destination  points  named, 
which  rate  was  applied  to  all  stations  from  Woodchuck,  16.8  miles 
south  of  Shreveport,  to  Gahagan,  inclusive.  The  existing  rate  to 
these  same  points  on  pipe  fittings  is  23  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

The  evidence  of  complainants  consists  of  numerous  comparisons 
between  the  rates  complained  of  and  rates  on  the  same  commodities 
between  the  points  on  defendant's  lines  in  Louisiana,  and  also  from 
numerous  interstate  points,  for  much  greater  distances. 

The  defendant's  testimony  consists  simply  of  the  filing  of  tariffs, 
showing  the  existing  rates,  and  no  convincing  effort  was  made  upon  the 
part  of  the  defendant  to  meet  the  allegations  of  plaintiffs'  petition,  or 
the  testimony  which  was  introduced  in  support  thereof. 

We  have  considered  the  record  and  upon  the  facts  before  the 
Commission  it  is  found  that  the  existing  rates  on  pipe  and  pipe  fittings, 
from  Shreveport  to  Gahagan  and  Grand  Bayou,  and  points  Intermediate 
on  the  Natchitoches  branch  of  defendant's  railroad,  are  unjust  and  un- 
reasonably high,  but  we  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  complainant  has 
not  fully  justified  its  demand  for  a  rate  not  to  exceed  10  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  on  the  articles  named  in  paragraph  5  of  their  complaint. 
The  Commission  believes  that  a  rate  of  12  cents  per  hundred  pounds  is 
more  of  a  reasonable  rate,  and  will  establish  such  rate.  In  view  of  the 
investigation  made  by  the  Commission  in  this  case.  It  Is  now,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  rates  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
adopted  and  made  to  apply  on  shipments  of  the  commodities  hereafter 
named  between  the  points  named  over  the  Texas  &  Paciflc  Railway. 

On  pipe  (iron  or  steel),  wrought,  welded,  or  seamless,  wrought  Iron, 
conduit  pipe,  boiler  tubes,  connections,  fittings  and  valves,  including 
iron  body  and  valve  springs,  water  gates,  steel  drill  rods.  Iron  body 
well  pipe  screens  and  drive  well  points,  straight  or  mixed  carloads,  with 
brass  or  bronze  valves,  brass  pipe  fittings,  steam  traps  and  Iron  body 
well  strainers,  minimum  weight  36,000  pounds,  between  Shreveport 
and  Grand  Bayou  and  Gahagan,  twelve  (12)  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 

Pipe  fittings  and  valves  under  three  Inches  In  diameter  must  be 
packed  In  boxes,  barrels,  kegs,  casks,  or  bags,  or  strung  on  wire.  The 
total  weight  of  brass  pipe  fittings,  steam  traps  and  iron  body  well 
strainers,  included  in  the  mixed  carload,  when  so  shipped,  must  not 
exceed  12,000  pounds  per  car.

When  case  No.  2271,  in  re  rates  on  cotton  from  points  on  the  Chi- 
cago, Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  into  Alexandria,  was  called  the 
representative  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
J.  D.  Barksdale,  Plsq.,  appeared  and  requested  that,  on  account  of  the 
absence  of  the  traflic  representatives  of  the  Rock  Island  Lines,  who  are 
in  attendance  upon  a  hearing  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, this  case  be  continued  for  thirty  days.

Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company. 

Depot  at  Sulphur. 

Sulphur  is  a  town  of  considerable  importance,  located  on  the  line  of 
the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  in  Calcasieu  Parish.  It  is  provided  with 
a  small  depot  which  is  no  longer  adequate  or  suitable  for  the  needs  of 
the  company's  business  at  that  point.  A  number  of  citizens  residing  at 
Sulphur  filed  a  petition  with  this  Commission  on  May  14,  1914,  com- 
plaining against  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  depot,  and  asking  that 
the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  be  required  to  supply  the 
imperative  need  at  Sulphur  for  an  enlarged,  modern  depot  to  serve  both 
passengerB  and  freight.  Before  the  hearing  petitions  of  intervention 
were  filed,  and  the  question  of  the  location  of  the  depot  also  became  an 
issue  before  the  Commission. 

In  due  course  and  after  notice  to  all  interested  parties,  a  full  in- 
vestigation was  made  by  the  Commission.  The  railroad  company  ad- 
mitted the  inadequacy  of  the  existing  depot,  and  has  filed  plans  with 
the  Commission  for  an  enlarged  depot  to  be  located  at  or  near  the  loca- 
tion of  the  present  depot. 
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The  present  depot  is  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  main  track 
and  between  it  and  the  main  track  there  is  maintained  a  passing,  or 
side,  track — ^a  condition  at  once  highly  dangerous.  The  Commission's 
policy  is  to  remove  all  elements  of  danger  wherever  possible,  and  there- 
fore will  not  commit  itself  to  the  rebuilding  or  construction  of  passenger 
stations  on  passing  or  side  tracks.  In  the  present  case,  the  question  of 
location  largely  enters.  On  account  of  the  present  financial  conditions 
the  Commission  feels  that  the  removal  of  about  four  thousand  feet  of 
passing  track  between  the  main  line  and  the  depot  would  be  too  great  a 
hardship  and  entailing  too  much  expense,  and  to  remove  the  element 
of  danger  to  patrons  of  the  road  who  are  compelled  to  use  the  depot, 
the  Commission  will  require  the  company  to  build  a  passenger  depot  on 
the  north  side  of  the  main  line.  There  is  no  objection  to  the  present 
depot  building  being  used  as  a  freight  station,  and  for  freight  purposes 
its  location  does  not  seem  to  be  objectionable. 

The  premises  considered,  it  is 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  be.  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  by  September  1,  1915,  to  con- 
struct at  Sulphur,  Louisiana,  a  new,  suitable  and  adequate  passenger 
depot,  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  for  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  patrons  of  the  railroad  company.

On  August  1,  1914,  the  citizens  of  Rayne  filed  with  the  Commission  a 
petition  requesting  the  Commission  to  order  the  Louisiana  Western 
Railroad  Company  to  erect  and  maintain  a  passenger  depot  in  keeping 
"With  the  progress  and  growth  of  the  town. 

The  case  was  called  up  for  hearing  by  the  Commission  on  October 
20,  1914,  and  a  full  investigation  made,  all  Interested  parties  having  been 
duly  notified.  The  defendant  carrier  was  represented  at  the  hearing, 
and  testimony  was  taken.  It  was  shown  by  the  testimony  and  record 
that  the  structure  at  present  used  for  depot  purposes  is  inadequate  and 
is  not  equipped  to  protect  the  health,  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  patrons 
of  the  road. 

Rayne  is  an  important,  thriving,  prosperous  town  of  about  three 
thousand  inhabitants,  on  the  main  line  of  the  defendant  company,  and 
the  Commission  believes  that  a  substantial  (depot,  of  sufficient  size  for 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  public  should  be  provided  by  the 
defendant  company. 

While  the  petitioners  did  not  request  the  Commission  to  change 
the  location  of  the  depot  at  Rayne,  the  Commission  will  always  take 
into  consideration  the  question  of  the  location  of  depots,  when  such 
depots  are  located  in  places  and  under  conditions  where  entrance  thereto 
and  exit  therefrom  is  fraught  with  danger.  In  the  present  case,  the 
premises  were  inspected  by  the  several  members  of  the  Commission, 
and  it  was  found  that  there  exists  and  is  operated  a  passing  and  also  a 
house  track  between  the  present  depot  and  the  main  line  of  the  i^allroad. 
This  arrangement  the  Commission  cannot,  in  line  with  its  well-defined 
policy  of  safety,  approve.  The  Commission  will  not  object  to  the  present* 
depot  being  arranged  for  use  as  a  freight  depot,  but  the  new  passenger 
depot  which  the  Commission  will  require  the  company  to  erect  must  be 
so  located  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  patrons  crossing  these  passing 
and  house  tracks  when  going  to  or  coming  from  the  passenger  depot. 

The  defendant  company  has  practically  admitted  the  necessity  for 
improvements,  and  has  submitted  plans  for  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mission. We  have  carefully  examined  the  plans  and  find  that  it  is  pro- 
posed to  simply  repair  and  renovate  the  old  depot,  which  proposition  is 
rejected,  and  the  plans  returned,  as  this  will  not  suffice  for  the  needs 
of  a  town  the  size  and  importance  of  Rayne. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required,  by  September  1,  1915,  to  con- 
struct  at   Rayne,    Louisiana,   a   new,   suitable   and   adequate   passenger 
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depot,  with  all  necessary  appurtenances  for  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  patrons  of  the  company.

ORDERED,  That  the  Louisiana  Western  Railroad  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  so  locate  the  above  ordered 
passenger  depot  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  patrons  crosslngr  house 
or  passing  tracks  in  reaching  said  depot.

New  Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company, 

ex  parte.  No.  2238. 

In  re  Temporary   Reduction  of  Passenger  Service  on  Shore  Line 
and   Bogue  Chitto   Branches. 

The  New  Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  on  October  5, 
1914,  filed  with  this  Commission  application  for  permission  to  discon- 
tinue trains  Nos.  21  and  22,  operating  between  Folsom  and  North  Slidell, 
Louisiana,  on  what  is  known  as  its  Shore  Line,  and  trains  Nos.  31  and  32, 
operating  between  Rio,  Louisiana,  and  Tylertown,  Mississippi,  on  the 
Bogue  Chitto  Branch,  and  also  trains  Nos.  13  and  16,  between  Rio  and 
Bogalusa,  these  being  the  same  as  trains  Nos.  32  and  31,  taking  these 
different  trains  numbers  between  Rio  and  Bogalusa. 

Before  the  case  was  heard  the  application  was  amended  so  as  to 
include  the  discontinuance  of  trains  33  and  34,  instead  of  trains  31  and 
32,  as  the  Commission  might  determine. 

Accordingly,  a  full  investigation  has  been  made  by  the  Commission, 
in  which  the  people  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  present  fully 
their  views  to  the  Commission,  and  in  which  the  company  has  been 
required  to  furnish  the  Commission  with  the  fullest  statistical  data 
regarding  the  financial  and  operating  conditions  of  its  Louisiana  li!ies. 

It  is  unneces£te.ry  for  us  to  review  in  detail  the  figures  which  have 
been  presented;  it  sufllces  to  say  that  we  are  convinced  that  the  New 
Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  is  entitled  to  the  relief 
it  seeks. 

Before  this  action  by  the  Commission  became  necessary,  the  com- 
pany has  by  every  means  within  its  power  reduced  its  operating  ex- 
penses to  the  point  beyond  which  they  cannot  be  further  reduced  except 
by  the  discontinuance  of  some  of  the  trains  which  it  now  operates.  The 
freight  service  is  automatically  curtailed  as  the  freight  business  falls  off. 
Passenger  trains,  however,  are  operated  on  their  daily  schedules,  ir- 
respective of  the  amount  of  business  they  handle.  It  is  shown  by  the 
evidence  that  the  company  has  never  been  able  to  pay  a  dividend  on 
its  capital  stock,  because  its  surplus  has  been  used  in  making  necessary 
improvements,  and  In  the  upkeep  of  its  property.  The  company's  prop- 
erties have  been  kept  in  a  good  condition  and  the  operation  of  the  road 
has  been  satisfactory,  its  service  in  all  respects  having  been  performed 
without  complaint  to  the  Commission.  In  economy  of  operation  the 
New  Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  has  stood  third  out  of  thirty- 
seven  railroads  operated  in  the  territory  south  of  the  Ohio  River. 

The  principal  tonnage  of  this  company  is  logs  and  lumber.  Practi- 
cally 80  per  cent  of  the  sawmill  industries  along  the  line  have  suspended 
operation  since  the  outbreak  of  the  European  war,  and  the  remaining 
mills  have  curtailed  their  operation  to  a  large  extent.  The  sawmill  in- 
dustry is  the  principal  industry  on  the  New  Orleans  Great  Northern 
Railroad.     Following   the  cessation   of   the   operation   of   the  sawmills. 
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passen^rer  traffic  has  fallen  off  to  such  a  material  extent  that  the  pas- 
senger trains  which  are  now  operated  are  practically  all  operated  at  a 
loss.' 

It  is  fully  recognized  by  the  Commission  that  the  curtailment  of  pas- 
sengrer  service  always  results  in  inconvenience  to  some  portion  of  the 
public,  but  the  Commission  cannot  as  a  mere  matter  of  convenience 
require  this  railroad  to  do  that  which  is  shown  to  be  done  at  a  distinct 
loss,  provided  always  that  sufficient  service  is  rendered  to  reasonably 
and  fairly  accommodate  the  passenger  travel. 

Railroad  corporations  have  not  the  latitude  enjoyed  by  private  cor- 
porations, in  that  they  are  compelled  to  continue  operation  of  their 
lines,  although  at  a  loss,  while  private  corporations  may  close  down 
their  plants  or  curtail  their  operating  expenses  in  any  manner  they  see 
fit,  without  official  interference;  but  the  Commission  cannot  within  its 
authority  require  the  railroad  company  to  do  that  which  is  unreason- 
able, and  in  the  light  of  the  facts  presented  in  this  case  it  would  be 
unreasonable  in  the  extreme  to  require  the  continuance  of  the  opera- 
tion of  all  the  passenger  train  service  which  has  been  previously  oper- 
ated and  which  was  necessary  when  conditions  on  the  line  were  pros- 
perous. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  railroads  should  bear  their  burden  of  the 
depressions  which  now  and  then  overtake  the  country,  as  they  likewise 
share  in  its  prosperity.  But  when  a  railroad  company  has  acted  in  per- 
fect good  faith,  and  before  coming  to  the  Commission  has  exhausted 
every  means  in  its  power  to  reduce  its  operating  expenses,  and  is  still 
able  to  operate  its  service  only  at  a  loss,  thereby  facing  a  deficit  which 
will  eventually  prevent  it  from  properly  performing  its  functions,  or 
perhaps  throw  it  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  the  Commission  is  con- 
strained to  grant  its  reasonable  request  to  discontinue  some  of  its  train 
service,  which,  while  it  will  result  in  inconvenience,  will  not  deprive  the 
public  of  a  reasbnable  means  of  travel  on  other  trains  which  will  not  be 
disturbed. 

The  Commission  has  clready  recognized  the  necessity  for  reducing 
train  service  on  two  important  trunk  line  railroads  in  the  State  of 
Louisiana.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Lines  for  a  reduction  in  passenger  train  ser\ice,  this  company  was  per- 
mitted to  discontinue  several  trains  on  branch  lines,  and  on  the  main 
line,  until  such  time  as  the  present  conditions  improved,  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  warrant  their  re^establishment.  The  Vicksburg,  Shreveport 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  been  given  permission  to  take  off  a 
local  train  running  on  its  main  line  under  the  same  conditions.  We 
cannot  deny  to  the  New  Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company 
some  relief  to  which  it  has  plainly  shown  itself  to  be  entitled.  As  to 
which  of  the  two  trains  now  operated  on  the  Bogue  Chitto  BranCii 
should  be  discontinued,  this  is  a  matter  which  the  Commission  will  lea\ « 
to  the   business  Judgment  of  the   company,  and   the  company  will   be 
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expected  to  discontinue  either  trains  31  and  32  or  trains  33  and  34,  oper- 
ating on  the  Bogue  Chitto  Branch,  or  on  the  main  line  between  Rio 
and  Bogalusa. 

The  premises  considered,  It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  the  application  of  the  New  Orleans  Great  Northern 
Railroad  Company  for  permission  to  discontinue  the  operation  of  trains 
Nos.  21  and  22  on  the  Shore  Line  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  granted, 
effective  January  3,  1915. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  New  Orleans  Great  Northern  Railroad  Com- 
pany be,  and  it  is  hereby,  granted  permission  to  discontinue  either  trains 
Nos.  31  and  32,  or  trains  Nos.  33  and  34,  on  the  Bogue  Chitto  Branch, 
and  on  the  main  line,  between  Rio  and  Bogalusa,  effective  January  3, 
1915,  whichever  may  be  removed  with  the  least  inconvenience  to  the 
greatest  number  of  their  patrons. 

It  is  understood  that  if  trains  Nos.  31  and  32  are  discontinued  trains 
Nos.  33  and  34  must  be  continued  in  operation;  and  if  trains  Nos.  33 
and  34  are  discontinued,  trains  Nos.  31  and  32  must  be  continued  in 
operation.

Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company. 

In  ro  Restoration  of  Compression  Rules  and  Regulations  in  Effect 
Prior  to   August    15,    1914,    Relative  to    Cotton   Orig- 
inating   on    the    Natchitoches    Branch. 

The  Natchitoches  Compress  Company  filed  its  complaint  against 
the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  have  the  rates  on  cotton  ap- 
plying from  Natchitoches  Branch  points  on  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Rail- 
way to  New  Orleans  and  other  destinations  which  were  in  effect  prior 
to  August  15,  1914,  restored. 

The  basis  of  this  complaint  is  Order  No.  1174  of  this  Commission, 
adopted  July  29,   1914,   by  which  it  was  held  "That,   effective  the   15th 
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day  of  August,  1914,  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  provide  that  on  cotton  orig- 
inating on  the  Natchitoches  Branch,  the  rates  in  effect  shall  apply 
with  the  privilege  of  compressing  either  at  Natchitoches  or  Alexandria, 
the  carrier  assuming  the  cost  of  compressing."  Under  the  terms  of  this 
order  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  was  required  to  amend  its 
tariffs  so  as  to  conform  therewith. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  order  by  the  Commission  a  shipper  on 
the  Natchitoches  Branch  could  not  compress  his  cotton  at  Alexandria, 
although  there  was  a  through  rate  applying  on  flat  cotton  from  these 
Natchitoches  Branch  points. 

The  Commission's  order  simply  made  these  same  rates  applicable 
with  the  compressing  privilege  at  Alexandria,  as  well  as  at  Natchi- 
toches. It  appears,  however,  that  in  the  application  of  these  rates,  the 
Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  cancelled  the  concentration 
privileges  provided  by  their  cotton  tariffs  on  cotton  at  Natchitoches; 
and  the  Commission's  order  has  ^een  construed  to  mean  that  cotton 
should  be  carried  past  the  Natchitoches  compress  to  Alexandria  for  the 
purpose  of  being  compressed  on  the  rates  established.  This  was  not 
the  intention  or  purpose  of  the  Commission,  and  the  construction  placed 
upon  its  order  by  the  carrier  and  by  shippers  is  erroneous.  The  Com- 
mission's order  does  not  cancel  the  concentration  privileges  which  are 
carried  in  the  company's  tariffs.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commission 
that  cotton  should  be  concentrated  at  the  first  compress  station  in  the 
direction  of  final  destination  without  extra  charge,  but  the  carrier  may, 
at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  shipper,  concentrate  uncompressed  cotton 
without  extra  charge  at  any  point  on  its  own  line  of  railroad  not  in  the 
direction  of  final  destination. 

It  is,  therefore, 

ORDERED,  That  Order  No.  1774,  adopted  by  this  Commission  July 
29,  1914,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  construed  as  not  to  cancel  the  concentra- 
tion privileges  as  applicable  to  the  Natchitoches  compress. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  commanded  and  required  to  apply  concentration  privileges  on 
the  Natchitoches  Branch  in  such  a  manner  that  cotton  moving  on  this 
branch  shall  be  concentrated  at  the  first  compress  station  in  the  direc- 
tion of  final  destination. 

It  is  further 

ORDERED,  That  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or  shipper  the  Texas  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  may  concentrate  uncompressed  cotton  with- 
out extra  charge  at  any  point  on  its  own  line  of  railroad  not  in  the 
direction  of  final  destination;   and  the  Texas  &  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
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pany    is    commanded    and    required    to   amend    its    tariffs    accordingly, 
effective  December  27,  1914.

MILLING-IN-TRANSIT    AND    STOPPING-IN-TRANSIT    RULES. 
On  movement  of  grain  through  elevators  no  elevator  charge  will  be 
allowed  or  paid  out  of  the  freight  rate;    but  the  elevator  charge  will  be 
in  addition  to  the  freight  rate. 

TRANSIT  ARRANGEMENTS. 
Shipments  of  corn  and  oats  may  be  stopped  in  transit,  when  the 
stopping  point  is  in  direct  route  from  point  of  origin  to  destination,  for 
shelling,  milling,  cleaning,  clipping,  mixing,  grading,  sacking,  Inspection, 
weighing,  storing,  changing  consignment  or  destination,  and  a  through 
rate  from  point  of  origin  to  destination  shall  be  applied,  subject  to  the 
following  general  rules: 

GRAIN    MILLED    IN    TRANSIT. 

The  through  rate  on  the  grain  product  from  point  of  origin  of  the 
grain,  or  from  the  milling  point,  to  destination,  which  ever  is  higher, 
shall  be  applied,  subject  to  switching  charges,  if  any,  at  the  transit  sta- 
tion, as  provided  below. 

Corn  or  oats,  stopped  in  transit,  except  for  milling,  will  be  subject  to 
an  additional  charge  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars  per  car,  to  be  collected  on 
each  in-bound  car  into  the  stopping  point. 

In  ca.se  the  stopping  privilege  provided  above  requires  switching 
service  to  and  from  a  mill,  warehouse  or  other  industry,  located  on  a 
foreign  line  at  transit  point,  the  switching  charges  of  such  foreign  line 
will  be  charged  in  addition. 

Com,  oats,  or  their  products,  must  be  reshipped  within  .six  months 
from  the  time,  as  shown  by  paid  freight  bill,  received  at  transit  station. 
If  held  longer  than  six  months  the  freight  bills  for  transit  purposes  shall 
be  null  and  void,  and  local  rate  applied. 
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When  corn,  oats,  or  the  products  of  corn  or  oats,  are  offered  for 
shipment,  same  must  be  accompanied  with  proof  that  ehipmenta  are 
Louisiana  grown  corn,  or  oats,  or  the  products  thereof. 

CHECK    OF    TRANSIT    PRIVILEGES. 

Shippers  doing  a  transit  business  will  not  be  entitled  to  this  priW- 
lege  on  freight  bills  in  excess  of  the  total  amount  of  grain  on  hand  at 
any  given  time.  This  amount  will  be  determined  by  check  of  such  rep- 
resentatives as  interested  carriers  may  select,  and  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  control  of  the  business.  It  Is  understood  that 
transit  privileges  will  be  accorded  only  to  such  shippers  as  conform  to 
the  requirements  of  these  rules.  All  records,  including  claims  and  set- 
tlements, covering  transit  privileges,  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  carrier's  agent  or  his  representative  for  verification.  At  junction 
points  check  may  be  made  by  a  joint  representative  duly  authorized  by 
each  road  interested.  Surplus  or  expired  freight  bills,  as  a  result  of 
such  check,  shall  be  withdrawn  or  cancelled. 

CORN  SHELLED  IN  TRANSIT. 

When  shipments  of  shelled  com,  or  products  of  corn,  Is  made, 
which  is  reshipment  of  corn  that  came  into  transit  station,  in  ear,  and 
original  freight  bill  and  copy  of  bill  of  lading  are  surrendered,  the  weight 
of  the  shipment  of  the  ear  corn  into  transit  station  will  be  reduced  209c, 
and  freight  charges  on  the  ear  corn  reduced  accordingly.  This  reduction 
is  an  allowance  for  cobs,  but  must  not  reduce  the  weight  of  the  ear 
corn  into  transit  station  below  the  established  minimum,  except  where 
the  original  car  was  loaded  to  full  bulk  capacity,  in  which  case  a  reduc- 
tion of  20%  will  be  allowed  irrespective  of  minimum,  except  that  mini- 
mum shall  not  be  less  than  30,000  pounds.

A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  delivered  at  destination  uncompressed 
shall  give  this  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  inserting  in  his  bills 
of  lading  the  notation:     "To  go  through  uncompressed." 

A  shipper  desiring  his  cotton  delivered  at  destination  compressed 
shall  give  this  company  notice  of  such  desire  by  Inserting  in  his  bills 
of  lading  the  notation:    "To  be  compressed." 

This  company  will  assume  the  cost  of  compressing  cotton  which 
is  to  be  delivered  at  destination  compressed,  provided  there  is  a  com- 
press in  operation  between  point  of  origin  and  final  destination,  and 
further  provided  that  compressing  can  be  done  at  a  compress  on  the 
tracks  of  this  company  in  direction  of  final  destination  at  a  cost  of  not 
exceeding  fifty  (50)  cents  per  bale.  When  compressing  is  done  at  a

For  rates  for  long  distance  conversations  of  three  minutes'  duration 
or  less,  between  points  In  any  parish  to  points  in  any  other  parish, 
not  bounding  same,  measurements  shall  be  made  according  to  air  line 
distance  from  parish  site  to  parish  site.  Rates  based  upon  air  line 
measurements  shall  be  computed  as  follows:

From  100  miles  and  over  the  rate  is  %  cent  per  mile,  air  line  meas- 
urement, the  rate  increasing  5  cents  for  every  ten  miles  or  fraction 
thereof.  For  example:  if  the  distance  is  102  miles,  the  rate  is  55 
cents. 

In  computing  rates  between  points  in  different  parishes  which  do 
not  join  each  other,  the  parish  site  will  be  used  as  the  basing  point, 
and  the  rates  between  all  points  in  such  parishes  shall  be  the  same 
as  the  rate  between  the  two  county  seats.  Each  parish' shall  be  called 
a  "square"  and  given  a  number  for  greater  convenience  in  computing 
rates.     The  air  line  distances  shall  "be  used  in  computing  such  rates. 
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For  conversations  longer  than  three  minutes  the  charges  for  each  extra 
minute  shall  not  exceed  one-third  of  the  three  minute  rate. 

Stations  located  in  the  extreme  southern  part  of  Plaquemines  Parish, 
on  what  is  known  as  the  Port  Eads  lines,  will  continue  to  use'  rates 
already  authorized.  For  convenience  these  stations  will  each  be  given 
a  square  number,  and  the  rates  quoted  to  all  other  stations  are  to 
be  in  conformity  with  the  rates  between  these  stations  and  New  Or- 
leans, Louisiana, 

Where  a  conversation  is  held  between  two  points,  not  exceeding 
tweiUy-five  miles  or  less,  air  line  distance,  over  the  lines  of  two  or 
more  companies,  there  shall  be  no  additional  charge  beyond  the  rate 
prescribed  to  be  charged  for  one  company — that  is  to  say,  there  shall 
be  no  terminal  charge  for  any  of  the  companies  whose  lines  are  being 
used  in  giving  toll  service  between  points  not  exceeding  twenty-flve 
mils,  air  line  distance. 

The  official  map  of  the  Railroad  Commission  of  Louisiana  is  to  be 
used  as  the  standard  map  for  measuring  distances  between  square  cen- 
ters, and  all  calculations  for  rates  shall  be  based  upon  the  Commis- 
sion's map.
